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RULES  OF  ORDER. 
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I.     The  business  of  each  day  shall  be  introduced  by  prayer. 

I[.  The  minutes  of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall 
be  read  every  morning  at  the  opening  of  the  Council. 

III.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  several  Committees, 
unless  the  Council  shall  otherwise  order. 

IV.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  nor  shall  he  afterwards  stand  except  to  ad- 
dress the  chair. 

V.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of 
the  house  unless  he  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VI.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de- 
liver any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address 
himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point 
in  debate. 

VII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate  without  leave  of  the  house. 

VIII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate 
during  the  same  session,  unless  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  house. 

IX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

X.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any 
question  is  put,  shall  on  division  be  counted,  unless  he  be  per- 
sonally interested  in  the  decision. 

XI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  house  unless 
it  be  seconded,  and  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 
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XII.  VV^hen  any  question  is  before  the  house  it  shall  be 
determined  before  any  new  subject  is  introduced,  except  the 
question  of  adjournment. 

XIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  first 
instance  by  the  Chair,  without  debate.  An  appeal,  however, 
may  be  made  from  the  decision  to  the  Council  by  any  member  of 
the  same. 

XIV.  The  question  upon  motion  of  adjournment  shall  be 
taken  before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

XV.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  President  shall  leave  the  chair. 

XVI.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  or  other 
presiding  officer  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees, 
consisting  of  at  least  three  persons  each  :  1. — A  Committee  on 
Unfinished  Business ;  2. — A  Committee  on  the  Application  for 
Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Depu- 
ties ;  3. — A  Committee  of  three  Rectors  of  Parishes  on  Rights  of 
Clergymen  to  Seats  in  Council ;  4. — A  Committee  on  Canons. 

XVII.  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not 
belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the 
same  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their 
names  entered  on  the  Journal,  but  without  the  right  of  taking 
any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

XVIII.  The  daily  business  of  the  house  shall  be  called  up 
and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a  vote 
of  the  house.:  1. — Communications  from  the  President ;  2. — 
Reports  from  Standing  Committees ;  3. — Reports  from  Special 
Committees,  in  order  of  appointment ;  4. — Petitions  for  Me- 
morials ;  5 — Motions  and  Resolutions. 

XIX.  All  elections  by  the  Council,  except  for  Secretary, 
shall  be  held  at  times  fixed  not  less  than  three  hours  in  advance 
thereof. 

XX.  These  Rules  of  Order  shall  remain  in  force  until 
altered  or  suspended  by  the  Council,  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  voting  for  such  alteration  or  suspension.

Pursuant  to  the  action  of  the  Cathedral  Cliapter,  the  Sixth 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington  met  at  above  time 
and  place. 

After  Evening  Prayer,  said  by  the  Revs.  Geo.  II.  Harris, 
Wm.  G.  Sheppard  and  A.  J.  Smith,  the  Bishop  called  the  Coun- 
cil to  order. 

The  roll  of  Clergy  and  Parishes  was  called  and  a  quorum 
declared  present. 

The  Bishop  then  appointed  the  following  Committee  on 
Credentials  :  The  Rev.  F.  E.  Cooley  and  Messrs.  F.  G.  Sellers 
and  H.  C.  Curran. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  Rev.  A.  J.  Smith  has  been  in  charge  of  a 
Parish  in  this  Diocese  since  November  12,  1900,  and  through  the 
delay  of  the  Bishop  of  his  former  Diocese  in  sending  the  letter 
dimissory,  is  deprived  of  the  rights  of  clergy  canonically  resi- 
dent six  months  in  the  Diocese,  through  no  fault  of  his  own  ; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  A.  J.  vSmith  is  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
this  Council  with  all  the  rights  of  a  member  of  the  same. 

Upon  motion  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Sneed  and  Mr.  D.  N.  Com- 
ingore  were  appointed  a  committee  to  apportion  the  Bishop's 
address. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  address,  as  follows  : 
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BISHOP'S   ADDRESS. 


My  Dear  Brethren 

of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

During  the  past  year  none  of  our  Clergy  have  died ;  but  of 
the  deputies  to  the  last  Council  two  have  been  gathered  home. 

Died  March  5,  1901,  at  his  home  in  Winchester,  Richard 
W.  Jones,  who  had  been  elected  deputy  from  Emmanuel  Mis- 
sion, Winchester,  to  the  Primary  Council,  and  to  every  succeed- 
ing Council  of  the  Diocese.  His  employment  by  the  railroad  in 
a  dependent  position  prevented  his  attendance  at  the  Councils 
and  sorely  limited  all  his  holidays.  He  came  of  an  old  Virginia 
Church  family,  was  a  pious  and  faithful  communicant,  and, 
throughout  the  existence  of  this  Diocese  at  least,  was  a  member 
of  the  Church  Committee  of  Emmanuel  Mission. 

William  Wormald  died  at  his  home  in  Maysville,  March  27, 
1901.  He  was  an  elected  deputy  to  every  Council  of  this  Diocese 
except  that  of  1898.  He  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Diocese  and  continued  thereon  till  it 
was  merged  into  the  Cathedral  Chapter.  Ill  health  and  the  ex- 
acting cares  of  business  interfered  with  his  leaving  home,  but  he 
was  one  of  the  most  intelligent  and  interested  laymen  in  the 
Diocese  and  unfailing  in  his  attendance  upon  parochial  duties. 
For  thirty  years  he  was  Senior  Warden  of  the  Parish  of  the 
Nativity,  Maysville,  and  for  part  of  the  time  Sunday-School 
Superintendent  and  Treasurer.  The  unanimous  testimony  of  his 
fellow  citizens  in  Maysville  that  he  was  a  **good  man"  must  be 
translated  by  us  into  the  terms  of  religion,  and  understood  as 
meaning  that  he  was  eminently  of  a  spiritual  mind  and  lived  in 
constant  recognition  of  the  fact  that  his  citizenship  was  in  heaven. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  are  meeting  in  this  particular 
Church,  it  seems  meet  that  I  should  note  the  fact  that,  on  the 
fourteenth  of  this  month,  the  senior  communicant  of  this  Parish, 
Mrs.  Lucretia  E.  L.  Amsden,  entered  into  life  eternal.  She  was 
the  widow  of  the  former  Senior  Warden  and  co-operated  with 
him  in  the  founding  of  this  Parish.  Spared  to  more  than  the 
extreme  years  allotted  by  the  Psalmist,  she  also  was  a  fine  excep- 
tion to  the  physical  conditions  lamented  by  him  ;  and  with  this 
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unabated  strength  she  was  keenly  interested  in  all  that  pertained 
to  this  Diocese  and  Parish,  and  faithfully  regular  in  her  attend- 
ance upon  the  services  of  the  sanctuary.  In  the  name  of  the 
Council,  I  express  to  the  bereaved  family  and  parish  our  affection- 
ate sympathy. 

Rt.  Rev.  Richard  Hooker  Wilmer,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop 
of  Alabama,  died  June  14,  1900,  in  the  thirty-ninth  year  of  his 
episcopate  : — Of  an  unfailing  wit,  that  was  never  indulged  at  the 
expense  of  his  dignity ;  of  an  eloquence  that  reached  the  hearts 
of  his  hearers ;  a  man  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  the  purity,  wis- 
dom and  power  that  come  only  from  Him.  Having  been  conse- 
crated during  the  Civil  War,  his  was  the  unique  privilege  of  ex- 
emplifying, by  the  unbroken  continuance  of  bis  office,  the  fact 
that  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  was 
not  disrupted  by  the  terrible  convulsions  of  even  that  fratricidal 
conflict. 

Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Reuben  Hale,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  Coad* 
jutor  of  Springfield,  died  on  December  25,  1900,  and  in  the  ninth 
year  of  his  episcopate  :— -A  learned  but  modest  scholar  and  writer, 
especially  in  oriental  lore ;  a  rare  authority  on  Eastern  Church 
and  European  history  and  questions ;  of  an  affectionate  and  sym* 
pathetic  nature ;  devoted  to  all  his  duties. 

Rt.  Rev.  William  Morris  Barker,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop 
of  Olympia,  died  February  21,  1901,  in  the  ninth  year  of  his 
episcopate  : — A  typical  Missionary  Bishop  ;  alert ;  aggressive  ; 
intelligently  coping  with  the  problems  of  Western  civilization ; 
a  man  among  men  ;  a  pastor  to  his  clergy ;  an  untimely  sacrifice 
to  the  care  of  the  churches  in  this  exacting,  impulsive  age,  and  to 
its  relentless  demand  of  the  ministry  that  it  both  gather  the  straw 
and  present  the  full  tale  of  brick. 

In  the  Anglican  Communion  outside  our  own  Branch  of  the 
Apostolic  Church,  three  noteworthy  personages  have  fallen  : 

The  Rt.  Hon.  and  Rt.  Rev.  Mandell  Creighton,  D.  D.,  LL. 
D.,  D.  C.  L. ,  Bishop  of  London  ;  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  Stubbfe, 
D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  Oxford;  and  the  Most  Rev.  John 
Travers  Lewis,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Archbishop  of  Ontario. 

The  two  first  named  were  remarkable  instances  of  the  unu- 
sual union  of  profound  and  diligent  scholarship  with  administra- 
tive capacity.  Their  death  marks  the  passing  of  the  type  of  pre- 
late that  characterized  the  Church  of  England  in  the  last  century. 

The  Bishop  of  London  was  a  picturesque  figure  ;  extraordina- 
rily versatile  and  brilliant;  hating  shams  so  much  that  he  mostly 
hid  his  own  real,  best  self;  a  rare  union  of  tolerance  with  bold 
assertion  of  his  convictions.  Developing  with  marvellous  growth 
in  character  and  ability  under  the  immense  strain  laid  upon  him, 
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so  much  so,  that  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  noted  it  as  one  of 
the  truest  signs  of  his  greatness,  at  last  the  stout  bow  of  oak  was 
snapped  asunder.  To  those  who  had  the  privilege  of  a  glimpse 
of  his  home  life,  the  personality  of  Bishop  Creighton  will  be  an 
unfading  memory. 

Bishop  Stubbs  was  honored  throughout  the  world  of  scholar- 
ship and  literature  as  a  pioneer  in  the  study  and  compilation  of 
history  from  the  original  documents  and  other  primary  sources  of 
information.  He  has  left  no  historian  who  can  claim  to  be  his 
equal. 

Archbishop  Lewis  will  be  remembered  as  the  first  of  the 
colonial  Bishops  of  the  Church  of  England  consecrated  outside 
of  Great  Britain,  and  as  the  originator  of  the  idea  of  the  Lam- 
beth Conference.

VISITATIONS. 

The  weather  and  epidemics  of  small-pox  in  many  cases  have 
hindered  both  the  making  and  the  efficacy  of  the  visitations  dur- 
ing the  year  covered  by  rny  report.  I  have  visited  a  majority  of 
the   Parishes  and  Missions  twice,  and  some  of  them  more  often. 
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I  have  visited,  at  least  once,  all  in  the  List  of  Congregations  pre- 
fixed to  the  last  Journal,  except  St.  John's,  Lexington,  among 
the  Parishes;  St.  Stephen's,  Side  View,  among  the  Unorganized 
Missions ;  and  Barbourville  and  Irvine,  among  the  Preaching 
Stations. 

St.  John's,  Lexington,  was  without  a  building  during  the 
period  when  the  regular  visitations  were  made.  To  St.  Steph- 
en's, Side  View,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Abbitt  and  I  were  about  to  start 
when  a  severe  storm  did  such  damage  to  the  Parish  church  at 
Mt.  Sterling  as  to  require  our  immediate  attention ;  and  at  Mr. 
Abbitt 's  request,  the  visitation  was  postponed  to  next  fall.  I 
was  also  requested  to  postpone  the  visit  to  Irvine.  I  deemed  it 
unwise  to  go  to  Barbourville  this  conciliar  year.  The  visitation 
to  Flemingsburg  was  my  first,  and  the  first  visit  of  an  Episcopal 
clergyman  to  officiate  there  for  many  years.  In  addition  to  the 
following,  the  General  Missionary  and  I  visited  Jackson,  in 
Breathitt  County.

THE    CHARACTER   AND   PURPOSE   OF 
THE    DIOCESAN   COUNCIL. 

With  the  rapidly  shifting  scenes  of  our  modern  life,  the 
characteristics  of  a  Diocesan  Council  have  materially  changed 
during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century.  My  own  experience  has 
embraced  the  two  extremes.  Picture  a  council  lasting  most  of  a 
week,  with  a  service  and  address  before  breakfast,  and  daily 
Morning  Prayer  and  sermon,  and  a  largely  attended  closing 
service  with  address  from  the  Bishop  on  the  following  Sunday 
night ;  the  laity  have  gathered  as  to  a  camp-meeting ;  the  atmos- 
phere is  all  aglow  with  spirituality  and  sociability  and  a  profound 
love  for  and  pride  in  the  Church  of  their  fathers.  On  the  other 
hand,  imagine  yourself  part  of  the  bustle  of  a  convention  in  a 
large  diocese,  the  business  of  which  is  compressed  into  a  one 
day's  session.  Yet  the  trend  is  inevitably  in  the  latter  direction. 
And  we  have  yielded  to  it,  and  are  trying  this  year  the  experi- 
ment of  a  brief,  concentrated  council. 

In  other  words,  we  are  proposing  to  meet  strictly  for  the 
purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of  the  Church,  introducing 
only  so  much  of  the  element  of  worship  as  is  necessary  to  sanctify 
the  occasion,  and  limiting  very  much  the  consideration  of  the 
element  of  what  is  called  Church  work.  It  is  well,  provided  we 
realize  that  in  our  corporate  capacity  as  an  assembled  Diocese  we 
can  not  slight  these  elements  without  grievous  injury  to  the 
Church,  and  provided  that,  out  of  this  realization,  we  secure  for 
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them  the  attention  of  our  people  otherwise  gathered  together  at 
suitable  places  and  appropriate  times. 

If  the  Council  is  to  be  confined  to  business  matters,  this 
season  of  the  year,  when  we  are  completing  our  annual  cycle  of 
work  and  gathering  our  material  for  reports,  is  entirely  appro- 
priate. But  for  meetings  designed  to  generate  enthusiasm  and 
to  be  given  up  to  spiritual  exercises,  the  autumn,  when  we  are 
about  to  begin  our  parochial  and  missionary  campaigns,  is  more 
auspicious. 

For  the  clergy  we  have  such  a  provision  in  the  shape  of  an 
annual  retreat,  held,  sq  far,  twice  at  Pleasant  Hill,  in  Mercer 
County,  with  increasing  success  and  delight. 

The  two  former  Archdeaconries  of  the  Diocese  have 
dissolved,  with  the  joint  request  that  for  their  convocations  be 
substituted  this  annual  assembling  by  the  Bishop  of  the  clergy 
of  the  Diocese. 

As  for  the  laymen,  probably  the  briefer,  more  business-like 
character  of  our  council  will  secure  a  larger  attendance  of  them 
upon  its  sessions.  Our  only  hope  of  securing  their  attendance 
upon  gatherings,  the  object  of  which  is  to  consider  Church  life 
and  work  on  their  spiritual  side,  is  to  have  these  gatherings  at 
several  central  points  through  the  Diocese.  I  shall  depend  upon 
the  sympathetic  and  energetic  co-operation  of  the  local  clergy 
and  of  such  laymen  and  laywomen  as  are  already  interested,  in 
undertaking,  during  the  coming  conciliar  year,  at  some  two  or 
three  different  points  in  the  Diocese,  meetings  for  the  promotion 
of  the  missionary,  educational,  and  charitable  features  of  our 
Church  life  and  work. 


THE   COUNCIL   JOURNAL. 

The  causes  that  have  affected  the  character  and  limited  the 
purpose  of  the  Council  have  made  the  average  Council  Journal 
a  stale,  though  I  do  not  believe  it  would  be  an  unprofitable,  piece 
of  reading  to  the  laity ;  and  I  daresay  the  Clergy  confine  its  use 
to  that  of  mere  necessary  reference.  Meanwhile  the  cost  of 
printing  the  Journal  has  not  been  diminished  in  proportion  to  its 
lessened  popular  interest.  The  only  practical  service  that  the 
Journal  affords  the  public  is,  first,  to  furnish  present  material  to 
the  Church  statisticians ;  and,  second,  to  save  data  for  the  future 
historians  of  the  Church. 

One  who  is  up  to  the  times  believes  in  the  value  of  the  press 
for  the  promotion  of  all  religious  objects  and  in  the  usefulness  of 
printer's  ink  in  advancing  the  interests  of  the  Church.  But  it  is 
a  pitiful  waste  of  time,  strength  and  money,  to  file  away,  in  a 
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shape  which  suggests  pigeon-holing,  thoughts  that  are  uttered 
with  at  least  the  hope  that  they  may  quicken  life,  direct  impulses 
and  be  a  saving  influence  in  the  many  souls  belonging  to  a 
Diocese. 

The  Canons  of  the  General  Church  specify  certain  things 
which  we  must  print,  to  serve  the  two  purposes,  statistical  and 
historical,  to  which  I  have  referred.  In  obedience  thereto  we 
must  issue  a  Journal  of  this  Council.  But  I  shall  myself  make  a 
suggestion,  which  of  course  none  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
would  have  liked  to  make  to  me,  namely,  that  only  so  much  of 
my  annual  address  as  ought  to  go  on  record  for  statistical  and 
historical  purposes  be  henceforth  printed  in  the  Journal.  I  shall 
of  course  wish  to  be  my  own  judge  as  to  what  portion  of  my 
address  to  print ;  and,  at  least  in  this  coming  Journal,  I  shall  wish 
it  to  be  clearly  set  forth  that  a  change  has  been  deliberately  made, 
and  that  so  far  as  my  address  is  concerned  it  was  instituted  by 
me  myself.  It  would  be  unfortunate  to  have  the  inference  drawn, 
either  that  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  had  nothing  to  say,  or  that 
the  Council  thought  his  words  were  not  worth  printing.  Just 
how  far  this  same  idea  could  be  profitably  extended  to  other  por- 
tions of  the  matter  usually  appearing  in  council  journals,  I  leave 
it  to  the  Council  to  determine,  consistently  with  the  Canons 
bearing  on  the  case. 

But  while  I  feel,  for  myself  and  for  all  those  who  bring 
carefully  prepared  reports  to  the  Council,  dissatisfied  with  the 
small  number  of  readers  these  are  likely  to  have,  when  printed 
in  the  Journal,  no  less  am  I  anxious  to  reach  more  persons  with 
these  addresses  and  reports  than  are  embraced  within  the  usual 
attendants  upon  our  Diocesan  Councils.  Our  diocesan  paper 
has  proved  itself  under  the  circumstances  a  success ;  and  if  its 
support  by  the  Diocese  will  continue,  it  may  be  looked  upon  as 
a  fixture  in  our  organization  and  machinery.  It  offers  itself  as  a 
medium  for  reaching,  with  the  lively  portion  of  our  present 
Journal,  the  wide  area  of  the  Diocese.  The  Diocesan  News 
Association,  however,  will  need  two  helps  in  such  an  undertak- 
ing— editorial  and  financial  co-operation.  Whatever  may  be  the 
cost  of  a  Council  Number  over  and  above  the  ordinary  number  of 
the  Diocesan  News  should  be  met  out  of  the  fund  which  hitherto 
has  had  to  bear  the  heavy  expense  of  printing  the  full  Journal. 
And  the  editorial  staff  of  the  Diocesan  News  will  urge  both  that 
some  officer  or  committee  of  the  Council  can  better  cope  with 
the  questions  involved  in  publishing  such  a  Council  Number,  and 
also  that  this  joint  editorship  will  give  that  particular  number 
more  of  an  official  prestige  throughout  the  Diocese.  If  it  were 
not  that  our  present  unusually  efficient  and  faithful  vSecretary  of 
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the  Diocese  is  already  overladen  with   duties,  manifest   destiny 
would  indicate  him  as  the  official  editor  to  represent  the  Council. 
I  recommend  to  the  Council  consideration  of  the  following 
questions  : 

I.  Can  not  certain  portions  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Coun- 
cil be  canonically  omitted  from  its  published  Journal  ? 

II.  So  far  as  the  Journal  is  meant  for  the  information  and 
influencing  of  the  present  members  of  the  Diocese,  can  not  this 
object  be  better  accomplished  by  the  publication  in  a  more  popu- 
lar, and  at  the  same  time  less  expensive  form,  of  these  omitted 
portions  and  of  such  additional  parts  of  the  proceedings  as  are 
necessary  to  meet  this  object  of  the  Journal? 

III.  If  the  Diocesan  News  is  used  as  the  vehicle  for  such 
publication,  should  not  the  Diocese  co-operate  in  the  expense 
and  in  the  editing  involved? 


CANONS. 

There  are  some  minor  matters  in  which  experience  has 
revealed  inadequacy  or  lack  of  clearness  in  our  diocesan  canon 
law.  At  the  next  General  Convention  the  canons  of  the  Church 
in  the  United  States  will  probably  be  revised,  on  the  basis  of 
reports  already  published  by  commissions  and  committees.  It 
will  be  well  that  our  diocesan  canons  shall  be  made  consistent 
with  whatever  may  be  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
General  Church. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Canons  be 
requested  to  report  to  the  next  Council  what  changes,  if  any, 
are  necessarv  to  conform  our  diocesan  canon  law  to  the  Constitu- 
tion  and  Canons  of  the  General  Church ;  and  also  in  what 
respects,  if  any,  our  canons  can  be  perfected. 


SALE    OF    ST.  JOHN'S    CHURCH,  LEXINGTON. 

This  church  was,  on  November  27,  1900,  offered  for  sale,  in 
enforcement  of  a  judgment  against  the  parish  for  a  debt  secured 
by  a  lien  on  the  building.  It  was  bought  in  by  the  chief  credi- 
tor at  a  price  less  than  his  own  claim.  It  was  the  occasion  to  me 
of  sore  pain  and  diligent  questionings,  \^y  laying  the  whole 
matter  before  the  Standing  Committee,  before  the  Cathedral 
Chapter,  before  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  before 
the  Chancellor  of  the  I)iocese ;  by  conferences  between  the 
Standing  Committee  and  the  Vestry  of  St.  John's,  and  between 
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a  committee  of  the  Cathedral  Vestry  and  a  committee  of  St. 
John's  Vestry,  and  by  several  additional  efforts,  either  personal 
or  in  co-operation  with  others,  I  sought  both  light  on  the  situa- 
tion and  relief  for  it.     But  nothing  was  availing. 


DIOCESAN  OFFICERS  AND  ORGANIZATION. 

It  is  no  slight  cause  for  congratulation  of  the  Diocese  that 
we  have  secured  for  our  chief  officers  laymen  of  character  and 
capacity,  who  attend  to  their  duties  cheerfully  as  well  as  with 
proficiency.  I  have  already  referred  to  the  Diocesan  Treasurers. 
I  wish  to  express  my  profound  gratitude  that  Mr.  John  T.  Shelby 
is  willing,  at  all  times,  and  on  all  occasions,  and  these  are  much 
more  numerous  than  would  be  anticipated,  to  place  his  rare  legal 
knowledge  and  acumen  and  his  practical  judgment  at  the  service 
of  the  Church,  and  especially  to  furnish  me  with  sound  judicial 
advice  on  demand. 

Mr.  George  Copland,  as  Registrar,  has  filed  away  the  papers 
committed  to  his  custody,  and  has  catalogued  all  the  Journals 
which  he  has  received  from  this  and  various  dioceses ;  and  by  his 
unusual  talent  and  experience  in  systematic  arrangement  of  materr 
ial,  he  has  justified  his  appointment  to  this  rather  unappreciated 
office. 

The  Diocesan  Secretary  would  modestly  insist  that  he  has 
done  only  that  which  it  was  his  duty  to  do ;  but  it  has  been  done 
uncomplainingly,  though  embracing  arduous  details,  and  not  al- 
ways made  easy  by  the  performance  by  others  of  those  duties 
upon  which  his  ability  to  perform  his  duty  must  depend  ;  and  he 
has  gone  about  his  task  with  such  an  intelligent  conception  of 
the  principles  involved  as  has  enabled  him  to  rise  above  mere 
tradition  and  custom  and  hew  out  new  lines  of  effective  service 
in  his  office. 

Our  diocesan  organization  is  now  practically  complete. 
Our  ^\Q,  years  of  experience  have  been  used  in  the  production  of 
a  simple  and  adequate  piece  of  machinery.  The  Cathedral 
Chapter  is  an  eminently  satisfactory  body.  Its  members,  es- 
pecially those  living  outside  of  Lexington,  have  well  attended 
the  quarterly  sessions.  The  Minor  Chapter  is  yet  to  be  developed 
into  a  necessary  agency  for  the  subordinate  (juestions  that  arise 
between  the  meetings  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  and  for  digest- 
ing the  matters  which  the  Cathedral  Chapter  is  too  large  and 
meets  too  seldom  and  for  too  short  a  time  to  permit  it  to  dispose 
of  without  such  preparation. 
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RUBRICAL  OBEDIENCE. 

Times  of  general  lawlessness  are  occasions  when  sober,  con- 
servative and  upright  men  should  be  most  of  all  minutely  and 
strictly  law-abiding.  If  by  the  travestying  her  rubrics,  men 
have  removed  the  ancient  landmarks  which  our  fathers  set  in  our 
liturgy,  so  that  it  is  difficult  in  worshipping  with  many  congre- 
gations to  follow  the  old  paths,  let  us  set  our  faces  like  a  flint  to 
the  full  obedience  of  letter  and  spirit  of  the  rubrics  and  to  the 
loyal  observance  of  every  time-honored  custom  in  the  Church. 
Let  us  remember  that  transgression  may  lie  in  omission  as  well 
as  in  commission,  and  that  the  former  affords  an  easy  excuse  for 
the  latter. 

THE  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY. 

We  are  basking  to-night  in  the  glow  of  that  holy  ardor  which 
has  been  kindled  by  the  women  of  the  diocese  in  their  Auxiliary 
meeting.  We  cannot  begin  fo  estimate  the  impulse  given  to  our 
councils  and  the  high  key  struck  in  our  deliberations  by  the  fact 
that  for  years  the  women's  meetings  have  immediately  preceded 
ours.  I  would  that  I  could  adequately  express  the  gratitude  of 
my  own  heart  and  acknowledge  the  indebtedness  of  the  Diocese 
to  the  President  of  the  Auxiliary.  The  triumph  of  her  bright 
spirit  over  the  physical  infirmities  that  encompass  her,  her  con- 
tagious chceriness  and  compelling  energy,  in  spite  of  ill  health, 
are  an  increasing  marvel.  May  they  be  an  omen  of  our  own 
ultimate  diocesan  triumph  over  every  narrow  circumstance  and 
thwarting  impediment. 

MOUNTAIN  MISSIONS. 

I  wish  first  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  en- 
thusiasm, energy  and  self-sacrifice  which  have  characterized  the 
relations  of  the  General  Missionary,  Rev.  W.  G.  McCready,  to 
his  special  field.  The  results  of  his  year's  work  have  not  only 
justified  my  insistence  upon  having  such  an  officer,  but  have  also 
substantiated  the  hopes  indulged  in  when  Mr.  McCready  was 
chosen  for  it. 

It  is  well  to  make  it  publicly  known  that  an  offer  was  made 
— to  the  authorities  of  this  diocese — of  the  proceeds  of  taxation 
for  public  school  purposes,  in  return  for  conducting  our  own 
school  as  a  public  school  through  the  period  of  the  year  occupied 
by  the  public  school  in  that  district.  The  reply  made  in  behalf 
of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  was  that  : 
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Of  all  bodies  of  Christians,  our  own  Church  must  be  most 
staunchly  loyal  to  the  principles  of  our  American  Republic,  be- 
cause among  the  founders  of  our  Nation  its  members  were  in- 
fluential ;  and  there  is  the  closest  analogy  between  our  State 
and  National  organization,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  form  of 
government  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  on  the  other. 
As  organic  separation  between  Church  and  State  is  one  of  the 
fundamental  and  constitutional  principles  of  our  land,  in  the 
General  Convention  of  this  Church,  meeting  in  Baltimore  in 
1892,  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  declined  to  receive  gov- 
ernment aid  in  the  prosecution  of  its  mission  work,  even  in  con- 
ducting its  schools  among  the  Indians.  And  in  conformity  with 
this  precedent,  and  as  an  expression  of  its  views  of  public  policy, 
and  as  a  protest  against  any  ecclesiastical  organization  under- 
taking the  performance  of  a  trust  which  has  been  solemnly  com- 
mitted to  the  civil  authorities  and  receiving  therefor  the  proceeds 
of  state  and  municipal  taxation,  levied  upon  people  without  re- 
spect to  their  religious  tenets  and  ecclesiastical  connections,  our 
Cathedral  Chapter  very  courteously  expressed  its  unwillingness 
to  make  itself  responsible  for  the  trust  committed  to  the  Board  of 
Education  or  to  assume  to  itself  the  privileges  and  duties  com- 
mitted to  that  board,  by  undertaking  in  any  way  to  carry  on 
public  schools  and  by  receiving  to  itself  the  moneys  raised  by 
public  taxation  therefor. 

Though  extended  account  of  them  is  not  rendered  here,  be- 
cause so  much  attention  has  been  given  to  them  through  the  Dio- 
cese during  the  year,  the  Council  will  bear  in  mind  in  this  con- 
nection our  missionary  schools  at  Beattyville,  Altamont  and 
Corbin.  The  two  latter  are  the  creatures  of  the  past  conciliar 
year.  It  is  recognized  by  all  bodies  of  Christians  attempting 
evangelistic  work  among  the  mountaineers,  that  it  is  not  enough 
for  education  to  be  the  hand-maid  of  religion  ;  schools  must  be 
the  pioneers  in  the  advance  guard  of  the  Church.  Speaking 
generally,  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  spite  of  its  high 
intellectual  standards  and  the  unequaled  culture  of  its  clergy  and 
laity,  has  not  been  as  liberal  and  enterprising  in  executing  this 
policy  as  have  many  other  organized  societies  of  Christians.  At 
the  three  points  where  this  Diocese  has  established  missionary 
schools,  we  are  without  competition  except  from  the  public 
schools ;  and  Beattyville  and  Corbin  are  points  of  decided  ad- 
vantage. The  attention  of  the  country  has  been  fixed  upon  the 
mountaineers.  Our  Church  outside  this  Diocese  is  becoming  ac- 
quainted with  our  efforts  to  reach  these  needy  parts  of  our  field. 
If  we  rally  as  a  Diocese  to  the  quick  performance  of  our  full  share 
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in  this  missionary  enterprise  of  evangelizing  the  hill-country,  I 
am  confident  we  shall  not  lack  for  sufficient  aid,  both  divine  and 
human. 


OUR  DIOCESAN  SEMINARY  FOR  GIRLS 
AND  YOUNG  LADIES. 

I  have  given  considerable  time  and  thought  to  this  institu- 
tion, involving  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  many 
conferences  with  the  Regent,  the  Principal,  the  Chaplain  and 
with  several  of  the  Church's  laymen  belonging  to  the  community 
in  which  the  vSeminary  is  located.  One  motive  in  holding  the 
Council  in  Versailles  was  to  bring  the  attention  of  the  Diocese  to 
bear  upon  this  institution.  Like  '*good  wine,"  the  latter  ** needs 
no  bush"  in  this  county.  It  has  met  with  what  is  practically 
universal  commendation,  as  evinced  by  the  constantly  increasing 
patronage  of  day  scholars.  But  the  boarding  department  has 
been  undeveloped,  and  for  it  the  Diocese  has  practically  furnished 
no  patronage.  I  shall  not  lay  the  whole  blame  on  the  Diocese. 
That  canvassing  which  is  an  essential  business  factor  in  the  suc- 
cess of  any  school  has  been  lacking.  For  this  lack  there  are 
reasons  and  excuses.  Meanwhile  the  lessee  of  the  property,  on 
the  one  hand,  has  freely  spent  his  money  in  making  alterations 
and  improvements,  necessary  to  transform  the  buildings  into 
school  quarters,  and  on  the  other  hand  has  borne  the  annual  ex- 
.penses  of  the  annuity,  the  insurance  and  the  taxes.  So  far  the 
only  expense  of  the  Diocese  has  been  contributions  amounting  to 
less  than  $150,  toward  the  introduction  of  a  bath-room. 

I  feel  that,  however,  in  its  strictly  business  aspect,  Mr.  Hills 
may  have  gone  into  this  enterprise  to  make  or  lose,  the  Diocese 
owes  him  a  large  debt  of  gratitude  for  undertaking  with  a  big- 
hearted  generosity  to  establish  a  Church-school  in  this  Diocese. 
I  still  feel  that  he  has  the  genius  of  a  promoter  and  can  make 
this  enterprise  a  great  success,  if  he  has  time  and  strength  to  de- 
vote to  it.  I  wish  for  myself  to  acknowledge  in  this  presence 
my  affectionate  regard  for  him  and  heart-felt  gratitude  to  him 
for  what  he  has  done.  And  I  call  upon  the  Diocese  to  arouse  it- 
self to  the  fact  that,  independently  of  the  business  aspect  of  the 
arrangement  with  Mr.  Hills,  this  is  a  Diocesan  institution,  j 
appeal  to  the  clergy  and  laity  to  rally  to  its  support.  If  it  is  not 
just  the  sort  of  Church  or  Diocesan  school  we  wish  or  picture  as 
an  ideal,  I  ask  you  to  remember  that  the  problem  has  been  how 
to  have  any  sort  of  school  at  all,  how  to  make  any  kind  of  ar- 
rangement that  would  tide  over  the  days  when  the  annuity  on 
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the  property  has  to  be  paid,  how  to  get  anyone  to  assume  this 
load  and  the  burden  of  taxes  and  insurance  and  repairs  and  im- 
provements, and  at  the  same  time  contract  with  teachers,  assume 
the  cost  of  advertising  and  canvassing,  and  carry  the  daily  ex- 
pense of  the  household. 

This  has  been  the  critical  question  for  the  past  few  months 
since  Mr.  Hills  declared  that,  unless  aided  financially,  he  must 
surrender  the  lease.  It  is  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  of  the  local  Churchmen  above  referred  to,  that  the  property 
should  be  made  to  bear  the  expense  involved  in  setting  the  in- 
stitution upon  its  feet.  I  have  strenuously  labored  against  the 
placing  of  a  lien  upon  the  property,  and  have  reluctantly  con- 
sented to  the  doing  so.  There  seems  to  be  no  alternative,  for, 
unless  some  other  person  would  assume  the  burden  which  Mr. 
Hills  would  surrender,  the  property  would  have  to  bear  the  bur- 
den of  the  annuity,  the  insurance  and  the  necessary  repairs.  I 
have  agreed  to  the  proposition  on  the  following  conditions  : 

1.  The  total  lien  shall  be  limited  to  Thirty-five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($3,500) 

2.  As  much  of  this  as  may  be  required  shall  first  be  used  in 
compromising  the  lien  now  laid  upon  the  property  in  the  interest 
of  Miss  Belle  Hunter,  the  annuitant. 

3.  The  annual  interest  on  $8,500  shall  be  reckoned  a  part 
of  the  current  expenses  in  the  management  of  the  Seminary. 

4.  The  note  or  notes  for  this  $3,500  shall  run  for  three 
years,  if  not  paid  before,  and  shall  be  renewable  for  three  years 
more. 

5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  elect  some  layman  or  lay- 
men to  represent  them  in  managing  the  financial  interests  of  the 
Seminary. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  endeavor  of  the  management  of  the  Sem- 
inary to  bring  it  to  a  condition  when  it  (pan,  from  its  profits, 
gradually  liquidate  this  loan. 

The  fifth  condition  has  been  fulfilled  bv  the  election  of 
Messrs.  Johnson  N.  Camden  and  Lewis  Marshall  to  the  Board 
of  Directors.  They  have  generously  committed  themselves  to 
the  salvation  of  the  school  by  furnishing  at  their  own  risk  the 
means  immediately  needed,  on  the  expectation  that  the  Council 
w^ould  fulfill  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Mr.  John 
T.  Shelby  has  been  appointed  to  present  the  whole  subject,  on 
its  business  side  and  in  its  legal  aspects,  to  the  Council. 

While  here,  I  urge  upon  the  Council  members  that  they  visit 
the  Seminary,  inspect  the  property,  examine  into  the  work  of 
the  institution  and  inquire  concerning  it  from  local  citizens  and 
patrons. 
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I  believe  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ayer  and  their  assistants,  all  of 
whom  I  would  have  you  especially  meet,  are  singularly  well 
fitted  by  natural  gifts,  acquired  education  and  experience,  and 
by  harmonious  co-operation,  to  make  of  this  a  superior  seminary 
for  the  daughters  of  this  Diocese. 


OTHER  EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

Eversley  Seminary,  in  Mt.  Sterling,  the  private  enterprise 
of  the  Rev.  G.  C.  Abbitt,  is  not  a  Church  school  and  makes  no 
appeal  to  the  Diocese.  But,  as  an  exceptionally  fine  institution, 
doing  a  noble  work  in  its  community  and  rendering  indirectly 
great  aid  to  the  Diocese  in  many  ways,  it  has  a  right  to  demand 
our  sympathetic  interest ;  and  for  Mr.  Abbitt  wx  should  feel  ad- 
miration for  his  enterprise  and  zeal,  and  extend  congratulations 
upon  his  success. 

I  have  received  the  report  of  the  President  of  Kenyon  Col- 
lege to  this  Council  and  herewith  deliver  it. 

I  am  unable  to  offer  any  suggestions  how  the  obligation  can 
be  met;  but  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  remind  the  Council  that  an  an- 
nual expectation  from  this  Diocese  for  its  Theological  Depart- 
ment is  fixed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

Both  these  institutions  are  noble  foundations,  which  have 
done  for  the  Church  in  the  Middle  West  and  South  a  work  of 
incalculable  benefit. 


BOYS  AND  MEN  FOR  THE  CHURCH. 

Under  the  enthusiastic  inspiration  and  by  the  indefatigable 
labors  of  the  three  heads  of  our  Diocesan  Auxiliary  organization, 
the  work  of  women  for  missions  has  been  sustained  at  its  high 
tide  of  past  interest  and  success.  And  there  has  been  develop- 
ment rather  than  abatement  in  the  efforts  and  achievements  of 
the  women  of  the  Diocese  in  all  departments  of  Church  work. 
But  there  has  been  a  very  general  failure  to  sustain  in  this  Dio- 
cese the  active  operations  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew. 
All  the  Chapters,  except  two  or  three,  are  in  a  state  of  suspended 
animation,  if  not  actually  defunct.  One  cause  has  probably 
been  the  lack  of  the  visits  of  an  organizing  secretary  and  an 
official  promoter  corresponding  to  the  general  and  diocesan  of- 
ficers of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  Another  has  been  the  apparent 
collapse  of  the  Kentucky  State  Assembly.  Its  failure  to  hold  an 
annual  convention  did  not  begin  on  our  side  of  the  line.  But  a 
more  deep-lying  cause  than  either  is  in  the  essential  constitution 
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of  the  Brotherhood.  It  is  a  sad  confession  to  make,  but  the  at- 
mosphere of  the  Brotherhood  is  too  spiritually  rarified  to  be  en- 
joyed, to  say  the  least,  by  laymen  whose  soul-life  is  not  highly 
developed.  We  all  believe  in  the  Brotherhood  idea,  but  we  have 
to  go  through  a  long  course  of  preparation  of  our  men  for  it. 
Some  very  good  and  very  useful  men,  now  an  honor  and  bulwark 
to  the  Church,  will  never  find  the  Brotherhood  serviceable  or 
congenial  to  them. 

I  do  not  believe  the  Diocese  has  lost  in  manhood.  On  the 
contrary,  our  clergy  are  themselves  virile  and  are  winning  for 
our  confirmation  classes  men  who  are  stalwart  and  true.  And 
the  Diocesan  organizations.  Cathedral  Chapter  and  Council,  are 
interesting,  engaging  and  training  men  who  would  be  an  honor 
and  a  support  to  any  Diocese. 

But  there  are  two  most  anxious  questions  pressing  on  my 
heart ;  and  I  believe  the  hearts  of  all  the  clergy  pulsate  in  unison 
at  the  thoughts  :  Can  we  not  reach  out  more  aggressively  for  the 
men?  And  are  we  not  lamentably  failing  in  holding  the  boys? 
I  do  not  now  think  of  any  special  efforts,  outside  of  the  Sunday- 
schools  and  vested  choirs,  being  made  in  this  Diocese  to  attract 
to  the  Church,  and  interest  and  engage  in  its  life  and  work, 
boys  and  young  men.  What  makes  the  lack  more  noticeable  is 
the  contrast  with  the  vigorous  efforts  made  in  the  direction  of 
girls  and  young  women.  In  work  for  youth  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land is  forging  far  ahead  of  us,  through  its  Lad's  Brigade — now 
going  into  camp  all  over  England,  and  at  the  time  of  the 
Queen's  great  Jubilee  parading  before  the  potentates  of  that  Em- 
pire thousands  strong.  What  we  can  do  in  the  direction  of 
men  and  boys  I  wish  could  be  made  the  subject  for  earnest  de- 
liberation by  a  commission  of  this  Diocese. 

But  in  our  individual  efforts  we  need  not  wait  for  the  re- 
sults of  their  consideration.  Let  one  of  our  watchwords  for  this 
year's  work  be  : 

The  Church  for  men,  and  men  for  the  Church;  Christ  for 
the  boys — Christ  who  was  himself  in  his  human  nature  once  a 
boy,  and  who  still  is  God-man — such  a  Christ  for  the  boys,  and 
the  boys  for  Christ. 

But  we  must  be  warned  against  a  temptation  that  has 
wrecked  the  fair,  strong  purpose  of  many  a  clergyman  in  this 
direction.  I  am  sure  it  is  not  required  that  one  jot  of  clerical 
dignity  should  be  abated  or  a  moment's  sacrifice  be  laid  on  the 
altar  of  the  god  of  this  world.  In  vain  is  this  net  spread  in  the 
sight  of  any  worldling.  No  severer  critics  of  the  character  of 
the  clergy  can  be  found  than  men  of  the  world ;  no  others  de- 
mand of  them  cbnformity  to  so  exalted  a  standard.     They  do  not 
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identify  puritanism  with  effeminateness.  They  may  enjoy  the 
society  of  a  parson  whose  ministrations  have  no  religious  efficacy 
upon  them.  I  am  not  theorizing,  but  reporting  what  I  have 
heard  from  such  men  themselves.  The  qualities  on  the  part  of 
clergymen  that  will  do  all  that  can  be  done  to  win  men  to  Christ 
are  native  manliness,  absolute  consistency  of  character  and  con- 
duct with  Christian  professions,  earnestness  of  religious  convic- 
tions, a  spirit  of  self-sacrifice,  a  positive  effort  to  interest  men 
that  is  manifestly  made  for  the  sake  of  mankind,  and,  on  the 
basis  of  the  qualities  so  far  mentioned,  social  attractiveness  and 
tact. 

I  now  recommend  the  appointment  by  this  Council  of  a 
commission  to  report  either  to  the  next  Council,  or  to  the  clergy 
at  their  Annual  Retreat,  what  measures  can  be  adopted  to  pro- 
mote the  work  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  among  men  and 
boys. 


And  now.  Brethren,  I  commend  you  and  all  the  questions 
before  you  to  that  Divine  Spirit  Who  presided  in  the  Council  of 
the  blessed  Apostles.  We  are  met  within  the  radiance  of  His 
glorious  feast  day.  May  the  illumination  of  His  wisdom  shine 
upon  you  ;  may  you  manifest  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond 
of  peace ;  may  He  revive  the  work  in  our  Diocese  this  year  and 
continuously  through  all  time ;  and  may  we  all  have  access  by 
that  Spirit  through  Christ  unto  the  Father.     Amen.

Report  of  the  Diocesan  Endowment  Commissioner. 

By  action  of  the  Minor  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter, 
I  was,  on  January  29th,  appointed  Diocesan  Endowment  Commis- 
sioner. My  instructions  were  to  raise  by  five  years'  subscriptions, 
or  otherwise,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  off  the  present  indebt- 
edness upon  the  Episcopal  residence,  /.  ^. ,  $6,000;  and,  if  prac- 
ticable, to  request  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  purchase  at 
once  out  of  the  present  Endowment  Fund  the  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence, thus  making  it  one  of  the  securities  or  assets  of  the 
Endowment  Fund,  the  amount  so  expended  to  be  replaced  in  the 
Endowment  Fund  by  the  Commissioner's  efforts  during  the  five 
years.  I  was  also  authorized,  in  pursuance  of  this  object,  to 
secure  from  the  clergy  in  charge  of  parishes  and  missions  a  list 
of  the  communicants  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  appeal  to  the  said 
communicants  for  subscriptions  and  contributions  for  this 
purpose, 

I  have  had  no  opportunity,  nor  have  I  deemed  it  entirely 
feasible  up  to  the  present  time,  to  make  the  above-mentioned 
request  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

I  have,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  been  fairly  successful  in 
getting  a  list  of  the  communicants  of  the  several  parishes  and 
missions ;  but  I  do  not  feel  that  I  have  attained  any  real  measure 
of  success  in  enlisting  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the 
clergy  in  the  project.  As  far  as  time  and  opportunity  have 
enabled  me,  I  have  endeavored  to  make  known  the  project  to  the 
communicants  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  afford  each  of  them  a  chance 
to  contribute  some  amount  for  this  purpose.  The  Post  Office 
Department  of  the  United  States  has  handled  more  than  one 
thousand  pieces  of  mail  matter  from  the  Commissioner ;  but  not 
one  hundred  pieces  addressed  to  him.  Circulars,  with  explana- 
tion of  the  project,  and  pledge  cards  and  certificates  have  been 
put  into  the  hands  of  well-nigh  all  the  clergy,  with  a  plea  for  a 
word  of  explanation  and  commendation.  I  feel  that  we  are 
beginning  at  least  to  get  a  little  warmed  up  to  the  subject.  The 
Commissioner  begs  to  say,  however,  that  he  is  by  no  means  done 
wth  this  line  of  attack.  He  hopes,  with  the  help  of  his  breth- 
ren, to  get  an  agent  appointed  in  each  parish  and  mission  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  work  ;  and  it  is  also  his  intention  annually,  at 
the  time  of  the  anniversarv  of  the  erection  of  the  Diocese,  to  ask 
a  contribution  from  every  person  who  has  not  previously  sub- 
scribed to  this  fund. 

From  the  statement  hereto  appended,  it  will  appear  that 
Christ  Church  Cathedral,  in  addition  to  its  original  contribution 
of  f4,000  to  the  Episcopal  Residence,  has  pledged  a  little  more 
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than  one-eighth  of  the  amount  asked  for;  and  that  Trinity 
Church,  Covington^  has  pledged  a  little  more  than  one-seventh 
of  the  amonnt  asked.  These  two  parishes  have  already  sub- 
scribed one-fourth  of  the  entire  amount,  and  enough  over  and 
above  to  pay  the  entire  expense  of  the  undertaking.  And  this 
has  been  accomplished  without  any  serious  drain  upon  the  par- 
ishes or  any  serious  tax  upon  the  rectors  or  parish  workers.  It 
is  an  earnest  of  a  success  that  is  assured  if  only  a  united  effort 
can  be  made  all  along,  the  line  of  parishes  and  missions. 

The  Commissioner  does  not  believe  that  the  Diocese  (or  any 
parish  or  mission  in  it)  can  afford  to  let  this  opportunity  slip ; 
nor  does  he  believe  that  this  undertaking  will  be  registered  a 
failure.  But  he  believes  it  is  an  undertaking  of  sufficient  import- 
ance to  be  worth  doing  quickly  and  having  done  with  it.  Surely 
there  are  not  many  members  of  this  Diocese  who  can  not  afford 
to  give  at  least  one  dollar  a  year  for  five  years  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  to  the  Diocese  a  Bishop's  House,  which  is  a  most  valu- 
able and  safe  investment,  and  one  which  will  yield  a  high  rate  of 
interest  and  is  a  practical  necessity  to  the  Diocese  under  its 
present  conditions.  He,  therefore,  urgently  and  confidently 
begs  the  immediate  and  hearty  co-operation  of  his  brethren  of 
the  clergy  and  of  the  laymen  and  lay  women  of  the  Diocese. 

The  work  has  been  temporarily  impeded  by  the  fact  of  a 
former  assessment  for  this  same  purpose  upon  the  parishes  and 
missions.  This  assessment,  though  not  a  success  in  securing  even 
the  $2,000  which  it  was  intended  to  cover,  has  in  some  cases 
been  met  by  notes  given  by  the  parishes,  some  of  which  notes 
have  been  paid  and  some  still  remain  unpaid  in  the  hands  of  the 
Episcopal  Residence  Association.  It  looks  unfair  to  ask  those 
parishes  which  have  paid  (by  note  or  otherwise)  this  original 
assessment,  to  contribute  now  again  to  the  same  purpose.  Yet 
it  should,  in  all  justice,  be  borne  in  mind  that  those  assessments 
were  only  intended  to  cover  one-third  of  the  amount  of  the 
indebtedness ;  and  to  have  done  well  :  in  the  matter  of  $2,000, 
should  surely  not  deter  a  parish  from  doing  a  little  better  in  this 
matter  of  $6,000.  However,  the  Commissioner  believes  that  due 
recognition  should  be  taken  of  the  fact  that  some  parishes  haye 
already  contributed  to  this  purpose.  He,  therefore,  asks  the 
Council  for  explicit  authority  to  receive  from  the  Episcopal 
Residence  Association  all  notes  and  pledges  heretofore  given  by 
parishes  or  individuals  for  the  Episcopal  Residence,  and  to  can- 
cel, at  his  discretion,  all  such  notes  and  pledges  in  exchange  for 
pledges  or  contributions  to  the  present  fund  from  members  of  the 
said  parishes  or  from  the  said  individuals,  and  also  that  he  be 
permitted  to  incorporate  into  the  accounts  of  the  present  fund  all 
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contributions  or  assessments  that  have  been  previously  paid  for 
the  purpose  of  the  erection  of  the  Episcopal  Residence — the 
amount  to  be  raised,  /.  e.^  the  $6,000,  to  be  in  excess,  however, 
of  all  such  former  payments. 

The  Commissioner  also  recommends  that  this  Council 
instruct  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  purchase,  out  of  the  pres- 
ent Endowment  Fund,  the  Episcopal  Residence  to  be  held  by 
them  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  endowment  of  the  Diocese  ;  and 
to  receive  (in  restoral  of  the  amount  so  taken  out  of  the  Endow- 
ment Fund)  such  amounts  as  may  be  annually  collected  by  the 
Diocesan  Endowment  Commissioner ;  provided,  however,  that 
if  need  be  there  be  first  paid  by  the  said  Trustees  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese,  prior  to  the  investment  of  the  sum  turned  over  by 
the  Commissioner,  a  sufficient  amount  to  prevent  any  deficit  in 
the  Bishop's  salary  by  reason  of  the  investment  of  a  part  of  the 
Endowment  Fund  in  the  Episcopal  Residence. 

The  Commissioner  also  asks  that,  if  this  recommendation  be 
adopted  by  the  Council,  the  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  pay 
over  to  the  Trustees  annually  before  tlie  1st  of  May  all  money 
collected  by  him,  less  the  necessary  expenses  of  his  office  for 
postage,  printing,  etc.,  and  that  he  render  to  each  Council  a  full 
account  of  all  such  receipts  and  disbursements,  the  said  account 
to  be  audited  by  the  Finance  Committee  before  its  presentation 
to  the  Council. 

The  Commissioner  asks  the  Council  to  appoint  Mr.  T.  B. 
Wood  Treasurer  for  the  Diocesan  Endowment  Commissioner, 
and  to  authorize  the  Commissioner  to  deposit  all  collections  in 
his  keeping.

The  resolutions  were  taken  up  seriatim,  and  the  report  was 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  second  Special  Order  was  then  called  for,  it  being  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
relative  to  the  Ashland  Seminary.  The  report  was  adopted  a& 
follows  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  relative  to  the  Diocesan  School  for  Girls,^ 
believe  that  the  conditions  are  now  such  that  by  proper  encour- 
agement from  the  Diocese  at  large,  aided  by  the  judicious  expen- 
diture of  a  reasonable  sum  of  money  the  Board  of  Directors  will 
be  enabled  to  place  the  School  on  a  permanent  basis,  and  in  the 
way  of  an  assured  success.  To  this  end  we  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Ashland  Seminary 
be,  and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  to  negotiate  a  loan  of  not  exceed- 
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ing  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($8,500)  for  a  minimum 
period  of  three  years,  renewable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  to 
bear  interest,  payable  semi-annually,  said  loan  to  be  secured  by 
mortgage  upon  the  Seminary  ^  property,  which  mortgage  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington  is  hereby  authorized  to 
make.  The  amount  so  raised  to  be  used,  first,  in  compounding 
and  discharging  the  lien  held  by  Miss  Hunter  upon  the  property 
other  than  the  lien  securing  the  annuity  to  her,  and  the  remain^ 
der  in  such  way  and  for  such  purposes  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  shall  b6st  subserve  the  present  needs  of  the 
Seminary  and  secure  its  establishment  upon  as  permanent  a  basis 
as  may  be  possible.

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  presented  a 
report,  which,  upon  motion  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating  to  Other  Educational 
Institutions. 

The  following  report  was  adopted  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church, 

prepared  for  the  meeting  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  in  Lexing- 
ton, Ky.,  April  9,  1901. 

This  *'  report "  is  simply  an  effort  to  show  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  Diocese,  in  a  general  way,  and  is  in  no-wise  statis- 
tical. 

The  keynote  of  the  present  conciliar  year  of  the  Diocese  of 
Lexington  has  certainly  been  progress.  The  year  was  begun  with 
a  decreased  clergy  list,  with  several  stations  unprovided  with 
pastoral  care.  To-day  all  vacancies  are  filled  save  Winchester 
and  Richmond,  and  faithful  and  aggressive  work  is  being  done. 

Since  the  last  Council  we  have  lost  by  removal  from  the 
Diocese  the  Rev.  J.  N.  Lewis.  Mr.  Lewis'  going  was  greatly 
regretted,  because,  by  his  attractive  perponality  and  untiring 
energy,  he  was  doing  a  most  effective  work. 

The  Rev.  R.  E.  Abraham  resigned  from  a  most  acceptable 
service  as  assistant  minister  at  Frankfort,  to  enter  upon  a  course 
of  study  at  Gambier. 
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During  the  year  the  clerical  force  of  the  Diocese  has  been 
strengthened  by  the  coming  of  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Smith  to  the 
Church  of  the  Nativity,  Maysville,  in  November ;  and  the  Rev. 
W.  C.  Sheppard  to  St.  Mary's,  Middlesboro,  in  the  same  month ; 
by  the  coming  of  the  Rev.  B.  P.  Lee  to  the  Cathedral  in  Jan- 
uary;  and  of  the  Rev.  R.  LeRoy  Harris  to  St.  Paul's,  Newport, 
in  February.  In  June  last  the  Rev.  W.  G.  McCready  began  the 
work  of  General  Missionary  of  the  Diocese ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pat- 
terson has  been  called  to  the  charge  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Lex- 
ington, and  to  do  other  missionary  work.  The  closing  of  the 
year  finds  the  Diocese  much  stronger  in  its  working  force  than 
did  the  opening. 

An  incident  of  great  interest  to  the  Diocese  at  large  was  the 
celebration  of  the  fifth  anniversary  of  the  consecration  of  our 
Bishop,  which  took  place  on  the  80th  of  January  in  the  Cathedral 
at  Lexington.  A  full  description  of  the  happy  event  was  given 
in  the  February  number  of  the  **  Diocesan  News."  As  we  have 
watched  the  strengthening  and  growth  of  Diocesan  life  during 
the  past  five  years,  in  the  face  of  so  many  perplexities  and  diffi- 
culties, we  have  felt  that  nothing  could  speak  so  loudly  as  does 
it,  of  the  careful,  painstaking,  persistent,  wise  efforts  of  our 
Bishop.  We  may  feel  very  sure  that,  with  a  loyal  clergy  stand- 
ing shoulder  to  shoulder  with  him,  this  Diocese  must  move  for- 
ward to  great  things,  and,  instead  of  the  forty-six  points  now  on 
his  list  of  visitations,  he  will  find  a  glad  welcome  in  every  town 
in  the  Diocese. 

But  the  matter  of  greatest  rejoicing  is  the  pushing  forward 
of  the  missionary  and  educational  work  of  the  Diocese.  Every 
clergyman  in  the  Diocese  is  engaged  in  missionary  work.  Our 
General  Missionary  has  a  great  field,  which  he  is  looking  after  in 
a  most  earnest  and  vigorous  way.  There  is  stirring  activity  at 
Beattyville  and  Proctor,  Altamont  and  Corbin.  Miss  Mahan 
conducts  an  Industrial  School  at  Proctor,  with  about  sixty 
pupils,  and  also  the  Industrial  Department  of  the  Beattyville 
School.  Miss  Morrell  conducts  an  Industrial  School  at  Altamont, 
with  about  twenty-five  pupils,  and  one  at  Corbin.  Aside  from 
the  missionary  work  done  in  these  places,  we  have  a  day  school 
at  Beattyville,  with  a  branch  at  Proctor,  a  day  school  at  Alta- 
mont and  one  at  Corbin.  Six  months  ago  we  had  one  school  in 
the  mountains ;  now  we  have  three  :  then  we  had  two  teachers 
and  sixty  pupils ;  now  we  have  seven  teachers  and  about  276 
pupils.  Marvellous  things  have  been  accomplished  at  Corbin. 
Mr.  G.  E.  Hancock,  a  candidate  for  orders* in  the  Church,  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Episcopal  school  there,  opened  the  school  January  1, 
with  about  sixty  pupils  ;  now  there  are  enrolled  125.      Sunday- 
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schools  and  services  are  maintained  in  these  places ;  but  not 
through  them  as  through  the  day  schools  and  industrial  schools 
shall  we  reach  the  people.  Through  the  children  we  must  win 
the  parents.  By  gaining  and  holding  the  children  of  this  gener- 
ation, we  lay  a  strong  foundation  for  the  next  generation. 

As  we  review  the  conditions  in  the  Diocese  to-day  there  is 
no  reason  for  discouragement,  but  every  reason  to  be  glad,  to  be 
thankful,  to  be  strong  and  brave,  to  push  on,  remembering  that 
money  values  are  not  the  greatest  ones.  Money  we  must  have, 
if  we  shall  push  out  and  make  our  Church  known  throughout 
the  Diocese.  But,  more  than  that,  we  need  consecrated  energy, 
patient  struggling  and  forbearance,  a  hearty  giving  of  self  on  the 
part  of  the  clergy  and  laity.  Having  this,  we  shall  get  the 
money  needed ;  having  this,  God  will  be  with  us ;  and  then  this 
dear  Church  of  ours  will  take  the  place  in  this  Diocese,  in  the 
hearts  of  the  people  of  Eastern  Kentucky,  that  should  be  hers.

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  presented  as 
follows  : 

Report  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington 
elected  by  the  Fifth  Annual  Council  respectfully  submits  the  fol- 
lowing as  its  report  for  the  past  year  : 

June  26,  1900 — The  Committee  organized  by  the  election  of 
the  Rev.  R.  G.  Noland,  President,  and  the  Rev.  R.  L.  McCready, 
Secretary.  It  was  resolved  that  quarterly  meetings  be  held 
coincident  with  those  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  to-wit  :  on  the 
second  Tuesdays  in  January,  April,  July  and  October.  Consent 
was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Woodward 
Barnwell  as  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama. 

Sept.  26,  1900 — Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  Reginald  Heber  Weeler,  Jr.,  B.  D.,  to  be  Bishop-Coad- 
jutor of  the  Diocese  of  Fond-du-Lac. 

Oct.  9,  1900 — George  Ewin  Hancock,  M.  A.,  was  recom- 
mended to  the  Bishop  as  a  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders.

The  last  annual  Council  requested  that,  **the  Cathedral 
Chapter  take  under  consideration  and  report  to  the  next  Council

(see  p.  66,  Journal,  1900). 

In  answer  to  the  above  request,  I  have  the  honor  to  report 
the  following  action  taken  at  the  meeting  of  the  Chapter,  Tues- 
day, April  9,  1901  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Chapter,  in  response  to  the  action  of 
the  last  Diocesan  Council  (see  p.  66,  Journal)  recommends  to 
the  Sixth  Annual  Council  that  the  offering  now  taken  on  Christ- 
mas Day  in  the  various  congregations  for  **The  Fund  for  Dis- 
abled Clergy  and  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen  " 
of  this  Diocese  be  omitted ;  and  that  instead  thereof,  there  be 
taken  on  Quinquagesima  (or  some  convenient)  Sunday  an 
offering  for  **The  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen,  and  of  Aged,  Infirm  and  Dis- 
abled Clergymen  "  of  the  Church  at  large.

Report  of  Committee  on  Sunday-school  Work. 

Your  Committee  submits  the  following  report : 
After  a  careful  comparison  of  the  Sunday-school  statistics  of 
last  year  with  those  of  this,  the  following  results  hjive  been 
reached  (this  comparison,  however,  does  not  include  the  Sunday- 
schools  of  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  Lexington;  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  Lexington,  and  the  Mission  School  of  vSt.  John's 
Church,  Covington)  : 

In  the  number  of  teachers  there  has  been  an  increase  of  one^ 
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if  we  will  consider  the  fact  that  Trinity  Sunday-school,  Coving- 
ton, has  reduced  its  number  of  teachers  from  15  to  6,  owing 
doubtless  to  the  fact,  that  there  has  been  introduced  into  this 
Sunday-school  a  new  system  of  instruction  which  does  not  require 
so  many  teachers.  With  this  exception  there  has  been  a  gain  of 
ten  in  the  number  of  teachers. 

In  the  number  of  scholars  there  has  been  an  apparent 
decrease  of  2f  per  cent.,  which  may  readily  be  explained  by  a 
glance  at  the  reports  submitted  by  the  two  Sunday-schools  of 
St.  Paul's  Parish,  Newport.  For  some  reason  or  other,  they 
show  a  falling  off  of  188  scholars  in  the  last  year ;  so  that  leaving 
Newport  out,  we  have  a  gain  of  60  scholars  over  last  year. 

Average  attendance  shows  a  decrease  of  4^  per  cent.,  which 
is  also  explained  by  the  falling  off  in  the  Newport  Sunday- 
schools. 

In  the  amount  of  offerings  there  has  been  a  gain  of  more 
than  8  per  cent.,  and  in  offerings  to  missions  an  increase  of  more 
than  4  per  cent. 

The  present  number  of  Sunday-school  scholars  in  the  Diocese 
(estimating  the  Cathedral  Sunday-school  at  180,  the  number 
reported  last  year)  is  1,614;  and  teachers,  176. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  report  the  organization  of  two 
new  Sunday-schools  —  one  in  Corbin,  with  8  teachers  and 
65  pupils ;  and  one  in  the  Mission  of  St.  John's,  Covington,  with 
4  teachers  and  47  pupils. 

As  a  whole,  the  condition  of  the  Sunday-schools  in  the 
Diocese  seems  to  be  good.  In  only  two  or  three  instances  has 
there  been  a  falling  off.  Most  of  the  schools  give  encouraging 
reports',  in  several  instances  there  has  been  complete  reorgan- 
ization. 

In  connection  with  this  report,  we  submit  a  comparative 
exhibit  of  the  Sunday-schools  for  1900  and  1901.

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  on  that  part  of  the 
Bisiiop's  Address  pertaining  to  the  subject  of  interesting  men 
and  boys  in  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  recognize 
this  as  being  one  of  the  gravest,  most  important  and  difficult 
questions  that  the  clergy  have  to  deal  with. 

Of  course,  the  Sunday-school  is  the  chief  source  from  which 
boys  are  received  into  the  Church,  but  we  believe  that  wherever 
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a  good  and  faithful  teacher  may  be  had  a  very  potent  way  of 
interesting  men  and  boys  in  the  Church,  is  by  the  establishment 
of  vestal  choirs,  with  weekly  meetings  for  practice  arranged  to 
be  held  early  in  the  evening,  that  they  may  not  consume  the 
entire  evening. 

We  also  would  recommend  that  the  vestries  in  parishes 
where  there  is  no  chapter  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  be 
urged  to  set  a  good  example  to  the  youth  of  the  Church  by 
themselves  regularly  attending  the  church  services,  and  that  they 
also  be  appointed  a  committee  to  aid  the  rector  by  influencing  in 
every  possible  way  the  young  men  and  boys  of  the  community  to 
take  part  in  the  services  and  work  of  the  parishes. 

We  fully  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop  that  a 
commission  be  appointed  by  the  Council  to  report  to  the  clergy 
at  their  next  retreat  what  measures  they  will  advise  to  be  adopted 
to  promote  the  work  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  among  men 
and  boys.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  list  that  few  changes  or 
additions  have  been  made  in  the  past  year.  The  only  ones  are 
the  change  of  name  of  the  mission  at  Corbin  from  **  The  Atone- 
ment"  to  "St.  John's,"  and  the  inauguration  of  Trinity, 
Excelsior. 

And,  happily,  but  few  are  to  be  reported  in  the  missionary 
staff.  We  are  thankful  to  report  all  points  now  supplied  save 
Richmond  and  Winchester,  and  it  is  expected  these  will  be 
before  the  convening  of  the  Council.  It  is  also  expected  a  pastor 
will  by  that  time  be  in  charge  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Lexington, 
his  salary  being  provided  by  the  joint  action  of  the  Cathedral 
congregation  and  this  chapter.  St,  Mary's,  Middlesboro,  has 
been  filled  by  the  coming  of  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Sheppard,  and  this 
model,  self-supporting  mission  has  taken  on  new  life  through  his 
vigorous  and  highly  successful  efforts,  and  begun  the  new  work 
at  Excelsior,  already  mentioned. 

Perhaps  the  most  successful  and  encouraging  work  of  the 
year  has  been  the  development  and  increase  of  our  educational 
institutions  in  the  mountain  country,  to  which  our  General 
Missionary  has  given  a  large  share  of  his  time  and  efforts  with 
gratifying  success. 

The  Episcopal  High  School  at  Beattyville,  after  having  been 
closed  for  nearly  a  year,  has  been  reopened  and  an  industrial 
department  added  for  the  training  of  boys  as  well  as  girls.  At 
Altamont,  Laurel  Co.,  a  school,  also  with  industrial  features,  has 
been  opened,  and  is  in  successful  operation  ;  and  at  Corbin, 
under  the  direction  of  Prof.  G.  E.  Hancock,  M.  A.,  there  is 
a  most  flourishing  new  school  known  as  St.  John's  Academy, 
ivith  the  phenomenal  enrollment  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
pupils!  The  great  interest  of  the  people  themselves,  for  whose 
benefit  they  are  intended,  is  shown,  not  only  in  the  gratifying 
attendance  at  all  the  schools,  but  also  in  their  material  support. 

At  Altamont,  the  buildings  are  provided  by  the  liberality 
and  courtesy  of  the  New  Diamond  Coal  Co.,  and  at  Corbin 
85  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  pay  for  tuition,  either  in  full  or  in  part. 
Xo    those   familiar   with   conditions   of  church   work  in   Eastern 
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Kentucky  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  such  schools  will  prove 
not  only  helpful  in  raising  the  standard  of  intelligence,  refinement 
and  morality  in  their  communities,  but  also  the  most  efficient 
agents  in  the  establishment  of  the  Church  herself. 

According  ^o  the  report  of  the  Bishop  at  the  last  Chapter 
meeting,  based  on  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer,  the  receipts 
from  the  Expectations  for  Missions  reasonably  to  be  calculated 
upon  for  the  past  year  amount  to  thirteen  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars  ($1,325),  being  within  a  few  dollars  of  those  of  the  year 
preceding.  The  total  appropriations  by  the  Chapter  for  the 
coming  year  amount  to  two  thousand  and  fifty  dollars  ($2,050). 
It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  appropriations  for  next  year  exceed 
the  receipts  of  the  one  just  closed  by  seven  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars  ($725).  In  the  past,  because  of  many  and  frequent 
vacancies,  the  treasury  has  never  been  called  upon  in  any  year  to 
meet  the  full  amount  of  appropriations  ;  but  to  depend  upon  such 
an  unhappy  contingency,  now  when  all  stations  are  either  filled 
or  expected  to  be  in  the  near  future,  is  certainly  not  wise ;  and  if 
the  Diocese  is  not  to  be  burdened  for  the  first  time  by  a  deficit  in 
the  Missionary  Treasury  at  the  end  of  the  coming  year,  its  con- 
gregations must  bestir  themselves,  not  only  to  meet  promptly  the 
present  Expectations,  but  largely  to  increase  the  same. 

Surely  that  portion  of  the  Master's  vineyard  committed  to 
our  care  needs  tillage ;  we  have  put  our  hands  to  the  plough  ; 
there  must  be,  there  can  be,  no  looking  back !

Miss  M.  E.  Harrison,  the  Diocesan  President,  delivered  an 
address,  in  which  she  showed  the  progress  of  the  Auxiliary  dur- 
ing the  five  years  of  its  existence,  the  increase  in  numbers,  and  in 
offerings,  and  in  the  general  interest  in  missions,  a  success  largely 
due  to  her  own  patient  and  faithful  work. 

She  was  followed  by  Mrs.  Burton,  who  spoke  of  the  Babies' 
Branch,  and  its  importance  in  training  the  little  ones  in  habits  of 
devotion  and  worship. 

Bishop  Burton  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Mahan,  teacher  of  the 
Industrial  School  at  Beattyville,  giving  an  account  of  her  work 
and  its  needs. 

Mrs.  Burton  explained  the  object  of  the  proposed  exhibit  by 
the  Auxiliary  at  the  Triennial  Council  in  San  Francisco. 

Mrs.  A.  T.  Totten  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee for  the  Arrangement  of  the  Exhibit. 

The  meeting  adjourned  for  luncheon. 


The  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  was  called  to  order  by  the  Diocesan  President, 
Miss  M.  E.  Harrison,  at  2  p.  m.,  May  28,  1901. 

Reports  were  read  from  the  branches  at  St.  John's,  Coving- 
ton;  Trinity,  Covington;  St.  Peter's,  Paris;  Ascension,  Frank- 
fort ;  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  Lexington ;  St.  John's,  Ver- 
sailles; St.  Mary's,  Middlesboro,  and  Holy  Trinity,  Georgetown. 
The  branch  at  Lawrenceburg,  having  been  recently  organized, 
had  no  report. 

Report  of  the  Central  Board  was  given  by  Miss  Selbert,  of 
Frankfort. 

Mis8  Morell  gave  an  interesting  account  of  her  work  in 
Altamont,  and  of  her  w^eekly  visits  to  Corbin. 

Miss  Doane  spoke  of  her  work  in  Beattyville,  as  teacher  of 
the  High  School  and  the  lower  grades. 
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The  report  from  Trinity  Branch,  Covington,  was  read  by 
the  Rector,  Mr.  Noland.  Much  regret  was  expressed  by  those 
present  at  the  absence  of  Miss  Scudder,  who  was  detained  at 
home  by  illness. 

Miss  Harrison  gave  a  report  from  the  Church  Periodical 
Club. 

Miss  Harrison  read  a  request  from  Miss  Julia  C.  Emery, 
President  of  the  General  Woman's  Auxiliary,  that  the  Lexington 
Auxiliary  undertake  to  aid  a  missionary  in  West  Virginia,  and 
asked  for  pledges  of  assistance.  Six  branches  responded  :  Lex- 
ington, Frankfort,  Paris,  St.  John's,  Covington,  Trinity,  Cov- 
ington, and  Versailles.  Mrs.  Amsden,  of  Versailles,  pledged 
independent  aid. 

Rev.  Mr.  Noland,  of  Trinity  Church,  Covington,  made  an 
appeal  in  behalf  of  liquidating  the  debt  on  the  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence at  Lexington,  asking  that  the  members  of  the  Auxiliary 
seek  to  obtain  pledges  of  yearly  subscriptions  for  fi\e  years.  The 
work  was  undertaken  by  the  branches  of  the  Auxiliary,  and  a 
number  of  subscriptions  were  made  at  once. 

A  rising  vote  was  tendered  the  Versailles  Branch  for  its 
hospitality. 

The  oflFerings  at  this  meeting  amounted  to  $20. 

The  meeting  adjourned,  and  the  members  attended  a  recep- 
tion at  Ashland  Seminary.

Address  of  the  President. 

This  meeting,  to  which,  as  your  chief  executive  officer, 
I  must  gladly  welcome  you,  marks  the  fifth  anniversary  of  our 
existence  as  a  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the 
Board  of  Msssions. 

Five  years,  in  which  while  something  has  been  accomplished, 
we  have  in  no  department  of  our  work  reached  in  any  measure 
the  ideal  of  our  hopes. 

We  have  the  same  obstacles  to  confront  as  at  the  outstart. 
The  same  indifference  and  want  of  knowledge  of  the  objects  and 
methods  of  the  Auxiliary.  The  same  lack  of  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  many.  In  a  parish  here  and  there  we  find  a  woman,  who 
animated  by  such  divine  love  for  others,  and  with  the  highest 
conception  of  her  duty,  is  enabled  to  quicken  into  new  life  the 
women  around  her,  and  we  have  a  live  branch,  blest  as  it  is 
blessing.  But  there  are  other  branches  where  already  the  seed  is 
choked  by  parish  cares  and  selfishness.  There  is  no  excuse  for 
the  ignorance  from  which  this  state  of  things  results.  There  is 
no  lack  of  sources  of  knowledge.     The   lack  is  in  the  desire  to 
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appropriate  the  knowledge,  and  in  that  personal  consecration  of 
each  member  that  can  alone  insure  a  vigorous,  permanejit  branch 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

May  I  ask,  not  the  members  of  the  Auxiliary  alone,  but 
every  woman  present,  are  we  one  and  all  doing  our  individual 
part  as  members  of  that  great  Missionary  Society,  the  Church  ? 
Are  we  praying,  giving  and  growing  in  knowledge?  These 
three-fold  obligations  rest  upon  us  all. 

The  time  is  past  when  any  intelligent  Christian  woman  will 
say  in  words  she  does  not  believe  in  missions,  but  how  many  are 
saying  it  hourly  by  neglect  of  these  duties. 

In  the  year  opening  before  us,  of,  I  trust,  renewed  endeavor, 
I  plead  for  a  more  intelligent  interest  in  the  aims  of  the  Auxil- 
iary— a  wider  knowledge  of  the  Church's  missions,  home  and 
abroad.  If  any  are  too  busy  for  much  reading,  surely  all  can  find 
time  for  the  Diocesan  News  and  Spirit  of  Missions.  Without 
the  information  gained  from  these,  it  is  useless  to  expect  any 
heartfelt  interest  in  the  work.  And  now  what  shall  be  the  his- 
tory of  the  next  fixe  years?  It  is  you  and  I  must  answer.  Shall 
we  make  them  years  of  growth  ;  filling  our  minds  with  missionary 
zeal ;  every  woman  faithfully  and  conscientiously  doing  her  part  ? 
Then  indeed  we  shall  go  from  strength  to  strength,  welcoming 
as  a  privilege  every  opportunity  for  service,  and  finding  the 
means  for  every  demand.  Our  beloved  -Bishop  and  faithful 
missionaries  shall  know  no  more  anxious  hours,  lest  projects  nobly 
planned  and  carried  out,  fail  because  of  our  faithlessness.  We 
shall  hear  no  more  of  weakness  and  poverty,  because  we  shall 
have  learned  that  not  in  power  or  might,  but  in  His  Spirit,  we 
conquer. 

If,  in  reviewing  the  ?i\^  years  past,  I  find  cause  for  sorrow 
in  my  own  shortcomings  and  faulty  leadership^  to  which,  doubt- 
less, in  a  large  measure  is  to  be  attributed  the  failure  to  enlist  a 
larger  number  of  our  women,  I  can  recall  with  glowing,  heartfelt 
gratitude  the  loyalty  of  the  faithful  few. 

Through  their  efforts  was  given  in  these  ?i\e  years  $6,347.89  ; 
of  this  the  Junior  Department  gave  $1,089.25;  the  Babies', 
$710.84.  There  is  encouragement  in  the  fact  that  each  year 
there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  amount  given.  The 
result  of  our  first  year's  work  was  $905.95,  the  Junior  Depart- 
ment giving  $106  and  the  Babies  $183.27.  That  of  the  year  just 
ended  is  $1,597.11 ;  of  this,  the  Junior  Department  gave  $304.16, 
the  Baby  Branch  $151.75.  The  larger  part  of  our  offerings  went 
to  the  work  in  our  own  Diocese.  In  money  and  boxes  $819.59, 
to  Domestic  Missions,  in  money  and  boxes,  $505.02.  The  box 
sent  to   a  missionary  in   the  West  was  contributed  to  by  eight 
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branches,  and  was  one  that  the  strongest  Diocese  might  have 
been  proud  of.  Miss  Emery  has  this  year  given  into  our  tender 
care  a  missionary  in  the  mountains  of  Virginia.  '  Before  we  part, 
I  hope  to  have  pledges  from  a  sufficient  number  of  branches  to 
insure  that  this  box  shall  not  fall  behind  the  standard  we  have 
made. 

To  Foreign  Missions  we  gave  $72.  Of  this  amount  $50  was 
the  annual  pledge  of  the  Cathedral  Branch,  for  the  life  insurance 
of  a  missionary  to  Japan.  To  the  Board  of  Missions  only  $10. 
Do  you  know  what  the  Board  is  doing  for  us? 

The  oflFering  this  year  to  the  Triennial  Fund  is  $167.28.  This 
with  last  year's  $138.55,  gives  us  $305.78.  We  have  but  three 
months  left  before  the  final  ingathering.  Please  bear  in  mind 
that  the  contents  of  the  blue  boxes  must  be  in  the  hands  of  your 
Diocesan  officer  by  the  1st  of  September.  Can  we  not  make  a 
supreme  effort  so  to  increase  our  gifts  that  our  offering  shall 
amount  to  at  least  $600? 

When  I  returned  from  the  last  Triennial  Meeting,  all  on  fire 
with  zeal,  my  heart  full  and  my  eyes,  too,  when  I  thought  of  the 
offerings  I  had  seen  placed  upon  the  altar — thankofferings  from 
grateful  hearts,  I  said,  **  We  shall  send  $1,000  to  San  Francisco 
in  1901.  It  seemed  then  so  easy.  1  thought  of  women  here  and 
there,  who  might  give  the  half  and  be  no  poorer.  But  we  want 
above  all  that  it  sha41  be  a  united  offering,  that  every  woman 
shall  give  as  God  has  prospered  her.  It  was  not  the  $14,000 
given  by  the  Pennsylvania  Branch  that  fired  my  heart.  But  the 
offerings  from  the  little  branches  in  Japan,  in  China,  Africa, 
Alaska,  and  from  our  poor  Indian  women.  A  thankoffering, 
indeed,  for  what  the  religion  of  Christ  is  doing  for  them.  Do  we 
owe  nothing  for  all  of  His  bounty  and  manifold  goodness  to  us? 
Shall  we  not,  one, and  all.  share  in  this  united  offering  for  the 
extension  of  His  Kingdom?

Report  of  the  President  of  the  Babies'  Branch, 

Diocese  of  Lexington. 

The  Treasurer's  report  of  the  Babies'  Branch  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  you  first  because  those  simple  figures  tell  briefly  and 
clearly  just  what  has  been  done. 

As  supplement  to  her  statistics,  I  wish  to  state  that  I  have 
written  eighty  letters  within  the  year,  and  have  sent  out  a  num- 
ber of  Diocesan  reports  and  Babies'  Branch  leaflets. 
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We  have  had  disappointments,  and,  again,  much  to  encour- 
age us. 

From  St.  John's,  Covington,  last  year  we  had  no  report. 
Their  one  circle  had  ceased  to  exist ;  no  babies  could  be  found  in 
St.  John's.  But  a  certain  worker  took  hold  of  it — a  young  girl 
not  quite  sixteen,  and  lo !  seventy  babies  have  been  enrolled. 
What  does  this  mean }  She  must  have  a  rod  of  witch-hazel  by 
means  of  which  she  locates  the  babies.  I  wish  I  might  contract 
with  the  Rectors  of  Holy  Trinity,  Georgetown,  the  Nativity, 
Maysville,  and  even  of  Trinity,  Covington,  by  which  I  might 
send  her  with  divining  rod  to  their  parishes  to  discover  where 
their  parochial  babies  lie  concealed. 

In  Mt.  Sterling,  where  the  work  had  lapsed  for  two  years, 
it  has  been  revived  within  the  last  few  months,  with  another 
young  girl  in  charge.  And  it  is  most  satisfactory  to  record  that 
new  Circles  have  been  formed  in  Trinity,  Danville,  and  in  the 
Advent,  Cynthiana. 

On  September  29,  1900,  there  entered  into  rest,  Mrs.  Mary 
Tilford  Wood,  our  former  efficient  treasurer.  Despite  an  illness 
of  two  years,  she  never  lost  her  interest  in  this  work,  but  faith- 
fully performed  her  duties  to  the  last.  That  her  mantle  has 
fallen  upon  so  fitting  a  successor  as  Mrs.  Sarah  H.  Allen,  whose 
report  you  have  just  heard,  is  a  matter  of  congratulation. 

The  Treasurer's  report  is  a  tale  of  the  pennies,  but  not  of 
the  prayers.  In  some  instances  the  pennies  have  crowded  out 
the  prayers — they  have  gone  in  the  boxes  in  dimes,  occasionally 
in  quarters,  revealing  the  fact  that  some  mother  has  grown  lax ; 
that  many  Sundays  had  passed  by  with  no  jingle  in  that  little 
box,  no  impression  made  on  her  child's  heart,  and  showing  too 
plainly  the  film  of  indifference  encompassing  her  own.  A  box 
like  this  is  saddening;  but  a  box  from  which  rolls  out  fifty-two 
pennies  is  joy-filling.  Each  penny  is  a  step  heavenward  in  the 
lives  of  such  a  mother  and  child.  It  is  such  a  little  act ;  but  she 
has  been  making  indelible  impressions — has  been  character-build- 
ing, and  on  what  firm  and  sure  foundations! 

Hut  what  shall  I  say  of  the  boxes  that  (happily  very  rarely) 
have  contained  buttons  and  grains  of  corn  ?  In  some  instances 
they  may  have  gotten  there  accidentally  and  have  been  company- 
ing  with  the  pennies;  but  where  a  mother  has  laughed  at  the 
mischiev^oUsness  of  her  child  in  substituting  these,  where  she  has 
confessed  that  the  trouble  of  reminder  is  too  burdensome,  one 
may  well  sigh  for  that  little  one  who«e  mother,  fond  in  other 
ways,  is  depriving  it  of  an  opportunity  and  herself  of  a  privilege. 
She  is  unconsciously  teaching  her  child  irreverence,  which  will 
have  a    reactionary   tendency;     because    anything    used    in    the 
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service  of  the  Lord,  or  about  His  work,  U  set  apart  and  should 
never  be  treated  lightly. 

Again  some  parents  have  told  us  that  they  do  not  believe  in 
such  work;  their  children  are  too  small  to  have  any  comprehen- 
sion of  its  meaning  ;  or  it  is  really  immaterial.  And  even  some- 
times children  think  they  can  not  do  any  good  until  they  grow 
to  be  men  and  women.  To  quote  an  apt  illustration  :  "  If  you 
should  say  to  your  right  hand,  '  I  am  not  going  to  use  you  now 
while  you  are  small ;  I  am  going  to  wait  and  save  all  your 
strength  till  I  grow  up,  and  then  I  will  use  you  a  great  deal,'  do 
you  know  what  would  happen?  Why,  the  hand  that  hung  at 
your  side  would  not  grow ;  it  would  get  eo  weak  and  small  that, 
when  you  became  a  man,  you  couldn't  use  it  at  all.  Something 
like  that  happens  to  our  hearts  when  we  think  we  can  put  off 
loving  God  and  doing  good  until  we  grow  up."  Alas,  liuw 
many  mothers  are  ready  to  dwarf  the  spiritual  natures  of  their 
children ! 

Rev.  S.  H.  Littel,  of  our  mission  at  Wuchang,  writes  :  "Tin; 
most  interesting  thing  to  be  seen  in  China  is  a  baby  tower.  J< 
is  an  octagonal  building,  about  eighteen  feet  high,  with  windoM 
on  four  sides.  Into  these  windows  people  throw  HUjMMiluvti 
girl-babies.  No  questions  are  asked.  We  looked  in  and  mkv 
one  compact  nest  of  the  tower  in  which  there  must  have  «k- 
seventy  bodies,  all  wrapped  up  in  matting.  Over  the  wiMlwr. 
are  fine-sounding  sentiments  to  comfort  any  parents  whw  l«tu  *>■ 
compunction  at  all  in  so  disposing  of  their  children.  )t  iW^l 
pie  arc  very  poor,  they  even  throw  boys  in,  thoii|;li  Ufc^  ^ 
usually  sell  a  boy  to  some  one  who  wants  a  son."

Impress  upon  the  women  of  your  parish  that  they  are,  by 
virtue  of  their  baptism,  members  of  the  Auxiliary.  Urge  them 
to  recognize  this  claim  by  working  along  the  appointed  lines, 
and  by  giving  such  dues  as  your  Parish  Branch  may  agree  upon. 
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When  there  is  no  parish,  or  you  can  not  for  g^od  reasons  be 
an  active  member,  you  may  become  one  by  paying  annually  one 
dollar,  or  by  giving  regularly  to  the  ''United  Offering,"  or  to 
the  "  Bishop's  Auxiliary  Fund." 

The  United  Offering  is  the  thank  offering  presented  at  every 
Triennial  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  The  offering  of 
1901  will  be  laid  on  the  altar  at  the  Triennial  Celebration,  in 
October,  in  San  Francisco.  It  will  be  divided  equally  among  all 
of  the  Missionary  Bishops,  and  the  Commissioner  for  Colored 
Work.  Every  woman  is  given  an  opportunity  to  share  in  this 
great  thank  offering.  The  Bishop's  Fund  is  placed  by  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  at  the  disposal  of  the  Bishop  for  such  mis- 
sionary work  as  is  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

Not  only  every  branch,  but  surely  every  church  woman  who 
is  informed  with  regard  to  the  work  of  our  Bishop  and  the  needs 
of  our  Diocese,  will  gladly  give  to  this  fund. 

Open  all  Auxiliary  meetings  with  prayer. 

Take  the  Diocesan  News  and  the  Spirit  of  Missions  (not 
every  branch,  but  every  woman),  and  so  keep  yourselves  in  touch 
with  the  work  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  boxes  for  the  families  of  missionaries  are  usually  pre- 
pared between  September  and  Christmas.  When  you  begin  a 
box  inform  the  recipient  and  your  diocesan  officer.  Always  pre- 
pay all  charges  on  packages  to  clergy  and  institutions. 

The  plan  of  composite  boxes  has  proved  most  successful. 
The  last  was  contributed  to  by  eight  Branches.  While  it  may 
be  a  shame  to  us  as  Church  people  that  the  necessity  for  these 
boxes  exists,  until  the  standard  of  every  individual  Church  mem- 
ber is  raised  and  their  obligation  to  give  acknowledged,  so  that 
these  faithful  soldiers  and  servants  are  properly  paid,  the  neces- 
sity for  boxes  remains.  To  withhold  them  would  be  cruel,  and 
render  impossible  much  of  the  work  now  being  done  in  the  mis- 
sion field.  We  must  not  only  send  boxes,  but  we  must  see  that 
they  are  a  fitting  expression  of  our  appreciation  of  those  to 
whom  they  go.  In  a  grateful  letter  from  the  recipient  of  our 
last  Diocesan  box  he  says  nothing  was  more  deeply  felt  than  the 
thoughtfulness  and  loving  care  displayed. 

Always  report  to  the  Diocesan  officer  any  change  in  parish 
officers  as  soon  as  possible. 

Much  confu<iion  and  discouragement  in  some  branches  has 
been  the  result  of  misunderstanding  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
Auxiliary.  //  is  auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  no  parish 
work  is  to  be  included  in  your  reports.  That  belongs  to  the 
Parish  (niild  or  Rector's  Aid  Societies. 
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Report  of  Mary  K,  Williams'  Home  for  Orphans. 

On  March  1st  last,  Mrs.  S.  D.  Greenhow,  for  more  than 
two  years  the  most  efficient  and  faithful  matron  of  the  Home, 
resigned  and  has  been  followed  by  Mrs.  F.  B.  Wentworth,  who 
has  already  endeared  herself,  not  only  to  the  inmates,  but  to  all 
coming  in  contact  with  her.  During  the  year  three  children 
have  been  received ;  one  from  Altamont  and  two  from  Beatty- 
ville.  Since  the  opening  of  the  institution  none  has  been 
entered  from  the  Parish  of  the  Ascension,  which  bears  the  bur- 
den of  its  support  and  management.  A  very  small  amount  has 
been  contributed  by  several  other  congregations,  as  appears  in 
this  report.  On  account  of  the  liquidation  of  the  Farmer's  Bank 
of  Kentucky,  in  the  stock  of  which  nearly  two-thirds  of  its  funds 
were  invested  by  the  donors,  the  resources  of  the  home  have 
been  greatly  crippled ;  and  it  will  be  impossible  for  it  to  receive 
more  children  unless  aided  from  outside.

During  the  past  year  the  Macalaster  Home  has  been  able  to 
do  a  better  work  than  for  many  years.  All  the  rooms  are  now 
occupied  except  one,  the  use  of  which  has  been  granted  to  a 
worthy  church  woman,  who  will  move  into  it  in  a  short  time. 
There  are  twelve  inmates — nine  adults  and  three  children.  The 
part  of  the  Communion  Alms  allowed  the  Board  is  used  to  supply 
the  needs  of  those  not  able  to  entirely  support  themselves.  The 
whole  house  is  in  good  repair,  the  apartments  of  the  Matron 
having  been  renovated  beautifully,  and  the  Guild  room  papered 
and  painted,  the  interest  from  the  Endowment  Fund  being  used 
for  that  purpose. 

A  brass  tablet  has  t)een  placed  on  the  front  of  the  building, 
with  the  inscription,  **  Macalaster  Memorial  Episcopal  Church 
Home" — a  small  tribute  to  the  one  who  so  generously  gave  to 
the  Church  the  building  and  part  of  the  Endowment  Fund.

RULES   OF   ORDER. 


I.  The  business  of  each  day  shall  be  introduced  by  prayer. 

II.  The  minutes  of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall 
be  read  every  morning  at  the  opening  of  the  Council. 

III.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  several  Committees, 
unless  the  Council  shall  otherwise  order. 

IV.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  nor  shall  he  afterwards  stand  except  to 
address  the  chair. 

V.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of 
the  house  unless  he  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VI.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  him- 
self to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in 
debate. 

VII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate  without  leave  of  the  house. 

VIII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate 
during  the  same  session,  unless  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  house. 

IX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

X.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any 
question  is  put,  shall  on  division  be  counted,  unless  he  be  per- 
sonally interested  in  the  decision. 

XI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  house  unless 
it  be  seconded,  and  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 
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XII.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house  it  shall  be 
determined  before  any  new  subject  is  introduced,  except  the 
question  of  adjournment. 

XIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  first 
instance  by  the  Chair,  without  debate.  An  appeal,  however, 
may  be  made  from  the  decision  to  the  Coimcil  by4my  member  of 
the  same. 

XIV.  The  question  upon  motion  of  adjournment  shall  be 
taken  before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

XV.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  President  shall  leave  the  chair. 

XVI.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  or  other 
presiding  officer  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees, 
consisting  of  at  least  three  persons  each  :  1 — A  Committee  on 
Unfinished  Business ;  2 — A  Committee  on  the  Application  for 
Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Depu- 
ties ;  8 — A  Committee  of  three  Rectors  of  Parishes  on  Rights  of 
Clergymen  to  Seats  in  Council ;  4 — A  Committee  on  Canons. 

XVII.  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not 
belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the 
same  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their 
names  entered  on  the  Journal,  but  without  the  right  of  taking 
any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

XVIII.  The  daily  business  of  the  house  shall  be  called  up 
and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a 
vote  of  the  house:  1 — Communications  from  the  President; 
2 — RepK>rts  from  Standing  Committees  ;  3 — Reports  from  Special 
Committees,  in  order  of  appointment ;  4 — Petitions  for  Memor- 
ials ;  5— Motions  and  Resolutions. 

XIX.  All  elections  by  the  Council,  except  for  Secretary, 
shall  be  held  at  times  fixed  not  less  than  three  hours  in  advance 
thereof. 

XX.  These  Rules  of  Order  shall  remain  in  force  until 
altered  or  suspended  by  the  Council,  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  voting  for  such  alteration  or  suspension.

PIRST   DAY. 


Trinity  Church,

8  O'clock  P.  M.,  June  8,  1902 

Pursuant  to  the  actions  of  the  Sixth  Annual  Council  fixing 
the  place,  and  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  fixing  the  time,  the 
Seventh  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington  met  at  the 
above  time  and  place. 

After  Evening  Prayer  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  A.  J.  Smith, 
Wm.  C.  Sheppard  and  R.  E.  Abraham,  the  Bishop  delivered  his 
charge  upon  the  subject  of  **  Obstacles  to  Diocesan  Success," 
which,  at  his  request,  was  ordered  printed  in  the  Council  num- 
ber of  the  Diocesan  News. 

The  roll  of  the  Clergy  and  Congregations  was  then  called, 
and  a  quorum  declared  present. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Committee  on  Credentials  as  fol- 
lows :  Rev.  A.  B.  Chinn,  Messrs.  H.  C.  Hudgins  and  John  A. 
Herring. 

Upon  motion  Rev.  H.  H.  Sneed  and  Mr.  D.  N.  Comingore 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  apportion  the  Bishop's  Address 
to  appropriate  committees. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Address  as  follows  : 
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BISHOP'S   ADDRESS. 


My  Dear  Brethren 

of  the   Clergy  and  Laity  : 

During  the  last  conciliar  year  death  has  made  no  inroads- 
upon  the  Clergy,  lay  deputies  to  the  last  Council  or  officers  of  the 
Diocese.  For  this  preservation  we  give  most  humble  and  hearty 
thanks  to  the  Father  of  all  mercies. 

Of  our  reverend  fathers  in  God,  four  within  the  same  period 
have  entered  into  rest  and  gone  to  their  reward. 

Rt.  Rev.  Abram  Newkirk  Littlejohn,  D.  D.,  LL.  D., 
D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  of  Long  Island,  died  August  3,  1901,  aged 
seventy-seven  years,  and  in  the  thirty-third  year  of  his  epis- 
copate ; 

Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Benjamin  Whipple,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop 
of  Minnesota,  died  September  16,  1901,  aged  seventy-nine  years, 
and  in  the  forty-second  year  of  his  episcopate  ; 

Rt.  Rev.  Alexander  Burgess,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Quincy,  died 
October  8,  1901,  aged  eighty-two  years,  and  in  the  twenty-fourth 
year  of  his  episcopate  ; 

Rt.  Rev.  John  Franklin  Spalding,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Color- 
ado, died  March  9,  1902,  aged  seventy-three  years,  and  in  the 
twenty-ninth  year  of  his  episcopate.* 

Hymn  176  was  sung ;  and  the  Collect  for  All  Saints'  Day 
and  the  last  Collect  in  the  Burial  Office  were  said. 


CLERICAL   STATISTICS. 

I  regret  that  the  statistics  to  be  reported  to  this  Council  and 
to  go  forth  from  it  will  include  the  fact  that  we  have  suflPer^d 
the  removal  of  five  clergymen,  and  received  only  one  in  return 

♦Note.— The  Bishop  in  his  Address  as  read  to  the  Council  gave  his 
estimate  of  the  character  and  labors  of  each  of  these  deceased  Bishops, 
requestinfT  that  the  same  should  be  printed  in  the  Council  number  of  the 
Diocesan  News. 
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during  the  past  conciliar  year.  But  like  statistics  on  many  other 
occasions,  these  only  represent  a  temporary  loss  so  far  as  num- 
bers are  concerned.  Of  the  clergymen  who  have  withdrawn 
from  the  Diocese,  one  left  on  the  31st  of  May,  another  on  the 
16th  of  May ;  and  it  has  been  evidently  impossible  to  Rll  their 
places  before  this  session  of  the  Council.  Of  the  two  other  par- 
ishes vacant,  in  one  the  stipend  is  so  small  as  to  make  it  seem  to 
the  Vestry  to  be  impossible  to  support  a  married  man,  and  the 
range  within  which  one  may  search  for  a  rector  for  them  is, 
therefore,  extremely  limited ;  and  in  the  other  parish  the  Vestry 
had  not  gotten  their  financial  affairs  into  such  a  condition  as  to 
make  them  willing  to  extend  a  call  until  April  9.  1  am  earnestly 
endeavoring  to  supply  the  vacancies,  and  desire  to  express  grate- 
ful appreciation  of  the  conRdence  in  me  and  ready  co-operation 
with  me  manifested  by  the  respective  Vestries.  It  is  a  stimulus 
to  me  to  have  them  feel  dependence  upon  me,  and  to  have  them 
seek  my  counsel  and  aid  even  beyond  the  requirements  of  the 
Canon.  They  and  I  are  one  in  feeling  that  a  vacancy  does  less 
harm  to  a  parish  than  a  misfit,  particularly  if,  as  is  the  case  in 
one  parish,  organization  is  sustained  and  services  kept  up  by  the 
Vestry,  under  the  leadership  of  a  lay  reader. 

But  with  this  explanation  of  the  temporary  character  of  our 
diminution  in  clerical  numbers,  I  must  confess  our  loss  of  the 
clergy  themselves  in  their  personnel  is  a  very  serious  one  and 
difficult  to  remedy,  whoever  may  be  their  successors. 

Their  leaving  does  not  throw  any  light  on  Diocesan  condi- 
tions. In  every  instance  of  the  withdrawal  of  clergymen  during 
the  past  year,  he  has  left  his  charge  in  better  condition  than  that 
in  which  he  found  it.  One  of  the  clergymen  has  withdrawn, 
contrary  to  his  own  wishes,  because  of  what  seemed  to  be  chronic 
ill  health ;  another  because  the  work  which  he  had  undertaken, 
and  in  which  he  was  succeeding,  had  become  a  heavier  burden 
than  he  could  carry. 

We  have  as  a  Diocese  a  special  reason  for  thanking  the 
Divine  Head  of  the  Church  that  He  has  given  us  so  often  and  to 
so  marked  a  degree  those  who  were  so  evidently  the  men  of  His 
own  choice  for  the  particular  fields  which  they  have  occupied. 
No  one  who  knows  the  Clergy  who  have  served  in  this  Diocese 
would  be  likely  to  attribute  to  them  natural  discontent,  ambition 
or  selfishness.  There  is  no  blame  for  those  who  have  gone  to  be 
inferred  from  what  I  am  about  to  say,  when  I  express  my  deep 
conviction  that,  given  the  right  man  in  the  right  place,  length 
of  service  there  is  necessary  for  the  production  of  results  ade- 
quate to  the  expense  and  trouble  involved  in  his  entering  upon 
the  field  and  removing  from  it.     Particularly  in  the  soil  of  this 
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Diocese,  and  more  especially  still  in  the  older  portions  of  it,  the 
spiritual  husbandman  must  wait  for  the  precious  fruit  of  the 
earth,  and  have  long  patience  for  it,  until  he  receive  the  early 
and  latter  rain  of  pentecostal  blessing. 

We  need  for  this  Diocese,  not  only  clergymen  who  are  will- 
ing to  make  the  sacrifice  of  accepting  a  small  salary,  provided 
they  can  eke  out  a  living  upon  it  (and  I  am  happy  to  say  that 
there  are  very  many  such  clergymen),  but  also  clergymen  who 
are  willing  to  make  the  harder  sacrifice  of  enduring  for  a  long 
time  the  day  of  small  things  in  congregation,  Sunday-school  and 
other  organizations,  and  in  the  interest  and  attention  of  the 
people ;  who  are  willing  to  forego  results,  to  deny  themselves 
the  reward  of  witnessing  growth ;  who  feel  that  the  Lord  is 
served  by  those  who  strengthen  the  things  which  remain,  that 
are  ready  to  die ;  who  feel  that,  while  the  zest  and  glory  of  vic- 
tory are  claiming^  on  the  front  of  the  battle  line,  their  many 
devotees,  he  is  no  less  a  hero,  crowned  by  Heaven's  decree,  who 
simply  and  quietly,  and  all  forgotten  by  those  who  have  gone 
down  to  the  battle,  obeys  his  captain's  orders  in  the  perform- 
ance of  garrison  duty  or  even  in  tarrying  by  the  stuff.

PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

OF   THE   GENERAL   CHURCH. 

As  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington, 
I  have  received,  in  the  terms  of  the  Canon  applying  thereto, 
**  particular  notice,"  from  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Depu- 
ties, of  certain  proposed  **  alterations  of  the  Constitution  of  this 
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Church  "  ;  and,  by  delivery  of  the  same  notice,  I  herewith  form- 
ally make  known  to  this  Diocese,  through  its  Annual  Council, 
the  said  proposed  alterations,  which,  if  adopted  at  the  next 
General  Convention,  as  they  have  been  adopted  at  the  last,  will 
become  parts  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Church. 

No  legislative  action  is  required  from  the  Council  of  this 
Diocese,  though  it  is  always  within  its  province  to  express  itself 
on  this  subject,  either  to  the  Church  at  large  or  to  those  who 
shall  represent  it  at  the  General  Convention  at  which  the  pro- 
posed alterations  shall  come  up  for  final  adoption. 


ASHLAND    SEMINARY. 

When  we  received  this  property,  it  bore  not  only  the  burden 
of  an  annuity,  amounting  now  to  $510  a  year,  but  also  a  lien  of 
$1150.  This  latter  burden  was  discharged  at  half  its  amount, 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  which  the  last  Diocesan  Council 
authorized  the  Board  of  Directors  to  make  by  mortgaging  the 
property.  The  remainder  of  the  $3,500  borrowed  was  expended 
under  the  direction  of  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
consisting  of  Messrs.  J.  N.  Camden  and  Lewis  Marshall,  of 
Versailles.  It  was  used  in  the  payment  of  such  bills  as  were  a 
menace  to  the  credit  of  the  school,  in  the  payment  of  a  portion 
of  the  annuity  which  is  a  lien  upon  the  property,  and  in  such 
directions  as  were  necessary  in  order  to  carry  on  the  school  for 
another  year,  especially  in  advertising  and  canvassing.  At  the 
same  time  Mr.  H.  N.  Hills,  the  lessee,  undertook  heavy  financial 
charges  in  the  payment  of  salaries,  in  meeting  the  daily  house- 
hold expenses  and  in  purchasing  a  portion  of  the  equipment. 

As  a  result,  we  have  had  this  past  year  an  admirable  school, 
winning  the  cordial  approval  of  its  patrons  and  of  the  citizens  of 
Woodford  County. 

Fourteen  boarding  pupils,  as  against  two  in  the  preceding 
year,  showed  the  value  of  a  business-like  canvass,  and  marked 
the  beginning  of  a  boarding  department. 

Mr.  H.  N.  Hills  very  reluctantly  undertook  the  school  last 
summer  for  the  school  year  now  closing.  We  were,  therefore, 
prepared  for  the  action,  shortly  to  be  recorded,  which  in  due 
time  he  took,  in  announcing  his  intention  to  surrender  his  lease 
with  the  expiration  of  this  school  year.  The  Board  of  Directors 
provided  for  a  public  expression  of  its  sense  of  obligation  to  Mr. 
Hills.  I  desire  to  put  on  record  my  own  tribute  of  appreciation 
of  his  services  to  this  Diocese.  Called  in  as  an  expert  upon 
school  matters  and  as  an  intimate  friend  to  give  counsel  with 
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reference  to  the  problems  staring  this  infant  Diocese  in  the  face 
in  connection  with  the  Eastern  Kentucky  High  School,  he 
finally  responded  by  undertaking  the  management  of  that  insti- 
tution, under  the  name  of  Ashland  School,  and  conducted  it 
upon  a  generous  plan  for  two  years.  Failing  of  sufficient  pat- 
ronage at  that  point  in  the  Diocese,  he  united  in  the  removal  of 
it  to  its  present  location,  and  was  largely  instrumental  in  secur- 
ing its  present  site  as  a  substitute  for  the  property  involved  in 
the  failure  of  the  school  when  at  Ashland. 

It  is  a  matter  of  rejoicing  that,  instead  of  being  a  loFer 
through  the  enterprise  at  Ashland,  Kentucky,  in  addition  to 
financial  reimbursement,  he  was  somewhat  benefited  in  his  edu- 
cational business  by  the  experiments  there. 

At  Versailles  he  planned  largely,  and  freely  invested  his 
money,  in  addition  to  giving  of  his  time  and  thought,  all  at  a 
time  when  he  was  sorely  burdened  with  heavy  and  anxious 
responsibilities.  When  he  felt  that  these  latter  demanded  his 
withdrawal,  he  consented  to  another  year's  operation  of  the 
Seminary,  making  three  years  at  Versailles,  or  five  years  in  all 
within  the  Diocese. 

I  deplore  the  financial  sacrifices  he  has  made  ;  but  I  beg  that 
he  will  unite  with  us  in  believing  that  it  has  not  been  in  vain,  so 
far  as  moral  results  are  concerned.  Five  years  of  earnest,  intel- 
ligent striving  after  the  best  ideals  of  school  management  must 
have  left  their  indelible  mark  upon  all  concerned,  and,  through 
pupils  and  patrons,  upon  generations  yet  to  be  born. 

As  official  spokesman  for  the  Seminary  and  its  varied  con- 
stituency, I  thank  and  praise  him  for  all  he  has  done  ;  and  I  beg 
God  to  help  us  so  to  conserve  and  develop  the  results  of  his  sac- 
rifices and  labors  as  to  perpetuate  in  this  school  his  memory,  as 
of  one^  permitted  by  God  to  be  among  its  chief  founders  and 
largest  benefactors. 

On  the  morning  of  the  day  before  Palm  Sunday,  the  main 
building  was  almost  totally  consumed  by  fire,  so  that  the  insur- 
ance companies  awarded  us  $4,500  of  the  total  $5,000  carried 
upon  the  building. 

Praise  is  due  to  a  merciful  Providence  that  no  lives  were 
lost,  and  that  the  movable  property  was  saved  with  little  damage. 

The  recitation  building  was  not  injured ;  and  the  teachers 
and  boarding  pupils  were  provided  for  in  neighboring  homes,  so 
that  after  the  Easter  vacation  the  school  pursued  the  tenor  of  its 
way. 
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But  the  Directors  were  face  to  face  with  a  crisis.  As  was 
expected,  Mr.  H.  N.  Hills  gave  notice  that,  as  provided  for  in 
the  terms  of  the  lease,  he  would  be  obliged  to  surrender  his  lease 
on  the  1st  of  July.  Mr.  Ayer,  the  Principal,  felt  he  could  not 
remain  connected  with  the  school  unless  a  better  building  could 
be  provided  than  $4,500  would  erect. 

But  with  no  other  sight  than  that  of  faith,  with  no  other 
hope  than  that  in  God,  with  an  assurance,  however,  that  there 
were  elements  of  perpetuity  and  success  latent  in  the  institution 
itself,  but  still  with  fervent  prayer,  it  was  determined  to  obey 
the  divine  call  from  heaven  :  **  That  which  ye  have  already^  hold 
fast  till  I  come."  And  the  Lord  came  with  a  promptness  and  a 
fulness  of  blessing ;  and  the  very  astonishment  we  felt  at  His 
quick  and  gracious  answer  was  a  rebuke  to  our  little  faith.  In 
a  lovely  spirit,  in  a  manner  beautifully  exemplifying  her  feeling 
that  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive,  Mrs.  James  B. 
Haggin,  of  Fayette  County  and  of  New  York,  formerly  of  Ver- 
sailles, has  placed  $11,500  at  our  disposal  for  a  building.  We 
are  now  awaiting  plans  and  enjoying  the  continued  sympathetic 
interest  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haggin  therein  ;  and  it  is  expected  that 
by  the  1st  of  January  next  at  the  latest  we  shall  have  a  building 
in  every  way  appropriate  to  the  purpose  and  ample  for  our  pres- 
ent needs. 

It  is  the  expressed  wish  of  Mrs.  Haggin  that  it  should  be 
distinctively  a  Church  school,  consistently,  of  course,  with  the 
untrammeled  patronage  of  those  who  belong  to  other  com- 
munions. 

Mr.  Ayer  and  I  have  mutual  understanding  as  to  the  plans 
upon  which  the  school  is  to  be  conducted.  Though  we  are  not 
prepared  to  present  them  in  formal  shape  for  ratification  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  there  can  be  hardly  any  doubt  of  their 
acceptance  to  that  body.  The  plan  is  for  the  Diocese  to  conduct 
the  school  upon  such  terms  as  will  make  the  school  bear  its  own 
burdens  and  the  fixed  charges  upon  the  property,  except  that  the 
Diocese  must  provide  quarters  for  the  school,  until  the  new 
building  is  completed. 

Now,  my  dear  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  my  sisters 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  of  the  various  parochial  organ- 
izations, and  parents  of  girls  throughout  the  Diocese,  I  have 
nailed  the  flag  of  the  Diocese  to  the  mast  of  this  school.  The 
legend  on  that  flag  is  a  part  of  our  Diocesan  motto  :  **  Striving 
together."  The  sunshine  of  God's  favor  illumines  our  banner, 
in  recognition  of  that  faith  and  dependence  upon  Him  which  has 
kept  it  aloft.     Will  you  stand  by  me? 
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What  I  ask  is  patronage  for  the  school.  And  you  are  in  a 
position  to  do  a  great  deal  to  secure  it.  Our  terms  are  among 
the  lowest.  Our  school  is  of  the  best.  I  appoint  you  its  agents 
for  securing  us  pupils.  We  guarantee  to  send  them  back  to 
their  homes  the  better  for  their  experience  in  Ashland  Seminary.

34  Seventh  Annual  Council 

The  Committee  on  the  Sunday-school  Work  in  the  Diocese 
presented  its  report,  which  was  received  and  ordered  printed  in 
the  Council  number  of  the  Diocesan  News. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  was  presented  and 
adopted,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington. 

The  Trustees  of  Diocese  of  Lexington  submits  the  following 
as  its  annual  report : 

1.  In  conformity  with  the  resolution  of  the  Council  of 
1901,  found  on  pages  48-49  of  the  printed  Journal  for  that  year, 
it  negotiated  a  loan  of  $8,500,  secured  by  mortgage  upon  the 
Ashland  Seminary  property,  executed  to  Messrs.  J.  N.  Camden 
and  Louis  Marshall  in  July,  1901.  Out  of  the  said  amount  the 
lien  for  $1,150  held  by  Miss  Hunter,  other  than  that  securing  her 
annuity,  was  compounded  and  discharged  at  a  cost  of  $585.05, 
and  the  same  released  of  record ;  and  the  remainder  of  the  sum 
so  borrowed  has,  as  the  undersigned  is  advised,  been  used  b}*  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Seminary  for  the  purposes  of  the  school. 

The  school  building  having  been  in  large  part  destroyed  by 
fire,  the  insurance  money  realized  on  account  of  same,  $4,500, 
was  paid  over  to  the  undersigned,  and  has  by  it  been  safely 
invested  so  as  to  yield  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  can  be  called  in  whenever  needed  for  the  purpose  of 
rebuilding. 

2.  The  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen  and  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen  now  amounts  to  the  sum  of 
$2,589.66,  exclusive  of  interest  accrued  but  not  paid. 

3.  Pursuant  to  the  action  taken  by  the  Council  of  1901, 
found  on  pages  46-48  of  the  printed  Journal  for  that  year,  the 
undersigned  has  paid  off  the  two  lien  debts  upon  the  Episcopal 
Residence,  amounting  with  interest  to  $6,503.50,  and  has 
received  from  the  Episcopal  Residence  Association  a  deed  dated 
March  25,  1902,  which  has  been  duly  recorded  in  the  Fayette 
County  Clerk's  Office,  conveying  the  property  to  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  of  Lexington,  to  be  used  as  a  residence  for  the  Bishop 
and  his  successors  in  office,  with  power  in  the  Trustees  to  sell 
and  reinvest,  the  Council  having  the  power  to  direct  any  disposi- 
tion of  the  property  which  it  may  see  fit  to  make. 

In  order  to  make  this  payment,  ?i\Q  6%  bonds  of  the  Louis- 
ville Water  Company  for  $1,000  each,  which  were  held  as  part 
of  the  Episcopate  Endowment  Fund,  were  sold  for  $5,425,  in 
addition  to  accrued  interest;    which  sum,  with  $74.84  cash  on 
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hand  belonging  to  said  Fund,  and  $1,004.16  paid  over  to  the 
undersigned  for  the  purpose  by  Mr.  T.  B.  Wood,  as  Treasurer 
of  the  Endowment  Commissioner,  Rev.  R.  G.  Noland,  made  up 
the  $6,508.50  paid  in  satisfaction  of  said  two  debts. 

It  may  be  well  to  say  here  that  the  above-mentioned  bonds 
rather  than  other  securities  were  sold  for  this  purpose  because 
they  commanded  a  premium  which,  owing  to  the  comparatively 
short  time  they  have  to  run  before  maturity,  was  diminishing 
constantly. 

The  property  thus  added  to  the  Episcopate  Endowment 
Fund  is  worth  more  than  double  the  amount  which  was  paid 
from  that  fund  on  account  of  it,  so  that  the  fund  has  been  largely 
the  gainer  by  the  transaction.  But  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  interest-bearing  portion  of  the  fund  has  been  thereby 
diminished,  and  now  amounts  to  only  $13,924.27  at  face  value. 
It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  earnest  and  most  faithful 
efforts  of  the  Endowment  Commissioner  to  increase  the  interest- 
bearing  portion  of  the  fund  to  at  least  what  it  originally  was, 
and,  until  this  shall  have  been  done,  to  raise  by  subscription  a 
sufficient  amount  to  make  up  the  deficit  in  interest,  should  be 
supplemented  by  the  zealous  and  enthusiastic  assistance  of  both 
clergy  and  laity.  And  the  restoration  of  the  above  portion  of 
the  fund  ought  to  be  only  the  commencement  of  a  work  which 
should  not  stop  short  of  securing  a  permanent  endowment  fund 
large  enough  to  enable  the  Church  to  devote  the  greater  part  of 
its  pecuniary  energies  to  the  prosecution  of  its  missionary  work.

Report  of  the  Episcopal  Residence  Association. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Episcopal  Residence  Association,  at 
Lexington,  on  June  14,  1901,  it  was  resolved  that  the  **  Presi- 
dent, Secretary  and  Treasurer  prepare  and  cause  to  be  laid  before 
the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington,  at  its  next  meeting,  a 
report  showing  the  work  of  this  Association,  the  amount  received 
and  expended  by  it,  and  its  compliance  with  the  resolution  of 
the  Council  of  said  Diocese  adopted  on  May  29,  1901." 

In  accordance  with  this  action,  the  undersigned  would 
respectfully  report  that,  on  the  18th  day  of  August,  1896, 
Messrs.  F.  H.  Dudley,  of  Winchester;  G.  P.  Wilshire,  of  New- 
port ;  W.  D.  Spalding,  of  Covington ;  Fayette  Hewitt,  of 
Frankfort ;  J.  L.  Amsden,  of  Versailles  ;  F.  A.  Rothier,  of  Cov- 
ington ;  and  J.  H.  Woolfolk,  J.  W.  Berkley,  T.  B.  Wood,  J. 
T.  Shelby,  C.  C.  Calhoun,  W.  F.  Warren,  C.  W.  Bean  and  J. 
S.  Keller,  of  Lexington,  were  incorporated  under  the  name  of 
the  Episcopal  Residence  Association,  the  object  of  which  was  to- 
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provide  a  house  in  or  near  Lexington  as  a  dwelling  for  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington.  The  incorporators  were  to 
form  the  Board  of  Directors.  Acting  under  the  articles  of  incor- 
poration, they  organized  at  Lexington,  August  24,  1896,  by 
electing  Messrs.  J.  W.  Berkley,  T.  B.  Wood  and  C.  W.  Bean, 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  respectively,  and  these  officers, 
with  Messrs.  J.  T.  Shelby  and  C.  C.  Calhoun  were  constituted 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association. 

Under  the  authority  conferred  upon  it  by  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation,  the  Executive  Committee,  on  September  8,  1896, 
ordered  the  purchase  of  a  lot  finely  situated  on  the  southwest 
side  of  Sixth  Street,  between  Broadway  and  Jefferson  Streets,  in 
the  city  of  Lexington,  having  75  feet  front,  226  feet  depth  with 
even  width  throughout,  at  a  cost  of  $20  a  foot,  or  a  total  cost 
of  $1,600. 

Subscriptions  were  received  from  various  sources  for  the 
object  of  the  Association ;  and  Mr.  H.  L.  Rowe  was  selected  as 
the  architect  and  superintendent  of  construction.  The  several 
portions  of  the  building  were  let  separately  to  different  contract- 
ors, and  the  construction  begun  ;  and,  although  the  work  was, 
owing  to  various  causes,  suspended  during  the  winter  of  1896-7, 
the  house  was  sufficiently  advanced  towards  completion  in  the 
autumn  of  1897  to  be  occupied  by  the  Bishop  and  his  family. 

Sufficient  funds  for  the  work  not  having  been  procured 
through  subscriptions  the  Bishop  on  April  30,  1897,  loaned  the 
Association  $3,000,  generously  agreeing  that  interest  should  hot 
commence  to  run  upon  the  same  until  January  1,  1900;  and  on 
October  14,  1897,  an  additional  sum  of  $3,500  was  borrowed 
from  another  source.  These  two  loans  were  secured  by  mort- 
gages upon  the  property,  that  of  the  Bishop  being  by  his  consent 
subordinated  to  the  other. 

The  total  cost  of  the  house  and  lot  to  the  Association, 
including  architect's  fees,  but  not  including  interest  or  insurance 
paid,  was  $9,897.86.  But  to  this  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Burton  added 
a  donation  of  $1,364.21  by  originally  assuming  the  cost  of  certain 
portions  of  the  plans  and  by  subsequently  completing  and  im- 
proving the  house  beyond  the  point  at  which  the  contractors 
turned  it  over ;  so  that  the  total  cost  of  the  property  amounted 
to  the  sum  of  $11,262.07. 

It  should  be  emphasized  here  that  in  addition  to  the  above 
contribution,  the  donation  made  by  the  Bishop  by  way  of  remit- 
ting the  interest  upon  his  loan  up  to  January  1,  1900,  as  before 
stated,  amounted  to  $480 ;  thus  making  the  total  contribution  of 
the  Bishop  and  his  wife  to  the  Episcopal  Residence  up  to  date 
$1,844.21.     And  it  is  largely  due  to  this  generous  liberality  on 
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their  part  and  to  their  invaluable  co-operation  in  many  other 
ways  that  the  Church  is  now  the  possessor  of  this  valuable  prop- 
erty, which  we  are  assured,  upon  competent  authority,  could  not 
at  this  day  be  duplicated  for  an  amount  less  than  25  to  30  per 
cent,  in  excess  of  its  total  cost  as  above  set  forth.

It  was  an  express  proviso  of  the  Articles  of  Incorporation 
that,  when  the  Residence  was  procured,  it  should,  subject  to  any 
lien  or  encumbrance  upon  it,  be  conveyed  to  such  persons  or  cor- 
porate body,  and  upon  such  terms  and  limitations,  as  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington  might  direct  and  appoint ;  and 
that  this  being  done,  the  existence  of  this  corporation  should 
ipso  facto  terminate. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Council  of  the  Diocese 
taken  May  29,  1901,  and  recorded  on  pages  45-47  of  the  Journal 
for  that  year,  the  Association  met,  with  a  quorum  present,  in 
Lexington  on  June  14,  1901,  and  directed  that  so  much  of  the 
balance  of  cash  in  the  Treasurer's  hands,  amounting  to  $214,  as 
it  was  necessary  to  expend  in  repairs  for  the  preservation  of  the 
property  should  be  so  appropriated ;  that  all  subscriptions  and 
obligations  of  every  kind  belonging  to  the  Association  should  be 
turned  over  to  the  Endowment  Commissioner ;  and  that  the 
proper  deed  for  the  property  should  be  executed  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington,  the  latter  paying  off  the  two  mort- 
gage debts  above  referred  to.  All  this  has  been  accomplished ; 
the  Episcopal  Residence  is  now  vested  in  said  Trustees  free  of 
debt;  and  the  Episcopal  Residence  Association,  with  that  act  of 
transfer,  became  defunct.

Address  relating  to  the  Diocesan  News  was  adopted  and  ordered 
printed  in  the  Journal  and  in  the  Council  number  of  the  Dio- 
cesan News,  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  pertaining  to  Diocesan  News  receives  with 
pleasure  the  information  that  this  periodical  is  able  to  bear  its 
own  expenses,  and  has  to-day  no  deficit,  and  this  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  there  is  no  revenue  derived  from  advertisements.

We  heartily  second  the  Bishop's  recommendation  that 
the  clergy,  laity  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  act  as  subscription 
agents  ;  and  we  would  further  recommend  that  the  rector  of  each 
parish  send  to  the  management  the  name  of  some  suitable  person 
to  act  as  an  agent  to  secure  subscriptions  in  the  parish.

It  is  with  sincere  personal  regret,  as  well  as  with  a  deep 
sense  of  the  great  loss  to  the  mission  work  of  the  Diocese,  that 
your  Secretary  begins  his  report  by  the  announcement  of  the 
resignations  during  the  past  month  of  the  Revs.  Geo.  C. 
Abbitt  and  G.  H.  Harris.  More  than  five  years  ago  Mr.  Abbitt 
came  to  be  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Mt.  Sterling, 
and  in  charge  of  St.  Stephen's  Mission,  Side  View.     Since  then

he  has  added  St.  Luke's,  Owingsville.  and  inaugurated  and  con- 
ducted a  large  and  most  successful  private  school  in  the  town  of 
his  residence.  During  these  years  he  has  gained  not  only  a 
strong  hold  in  the  respect  and  affection  of  his  people  and  the 
communities  in  which  he  labored,  but  also  the  highest  place  in 
the  esteem  of  the  whole  Diocese,  whose  wider  interests  he  was 
at  all  times  ready  to  serve,  and  which  honored  him  with  many 
important  trusts,  for  he  is  a  man  to  be  always  and  absolutely 
relied  upon  to  fulfill  all  obligations  he  may  assume.  Mr.  Harris 
had  been  in  the  Diocese  but  a  year,  and  consequently  could  not 
be  so  widely  known,  but  the  affections  of  his  people  and  the 
results  of  his  work  in  an  unusually  difficult  field  attest  his  ability 
and  faithfulness.  The  prayers  and  best  wishes  of  all  go  with 
these  brethren  to  their  new  homes. 

To  acquire  information  for  this  report,  inquiries  were  sent 
all  the  missionaries  asking  a  comparative  {Statement  of  the  condi- 
tion of  this  work  with  that  a  year  ago.  While  only  three 
answers  were  received,  these  were  of  a  uniformly  encouraging 
nature.  The  Mission  at  Ashland,  under  the  Rev.  Wm.  M. 
Washington,  who  is  soon  to  be  ordained  to  the  priesthood,  is  in 
a  most  flourishing  condition,  the  general  business  prosperity  of 
the  place  together  with  the  accession  by  removal  of  a  number  of 
valuable  church  people,  giving  hope  that  this  work  will  at  no 
distant  day  become  self-supporting.  The  Rev.  Alex.  Patterson, 
by  his  self-sacrificing  labors  at  Beattyville  and  Proctor  is  arous- 
ing a  new  spirit  in  this  old  mission  field,  and  an  effort  is  being 
made  to  secure  a  parsonage  in  the  former  town.  At  Middles- 
borough,  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Sheppard  has  inaugurated  a  most  suc- 
cessful private  school,  which  can  not  be  other  than  a  helpful 
addition  to  the  influence  of  the  Church  there ;  he  reports  among 
other  encouraging  items,  a  reduction  of  indebtedness  on  church 
property,  an  unusually  large  Easter  offering,  and  good  work  by 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  vested  choir. 

The  General  Missionary,  the  Superintendent  of  school  work 
in  the  mountains,  writes  as  follows  : 

*'  The  two  years  of  our  work  demonstrates  its  practicability. 
We  had  June  1,  1900,  one  school,  one  teacher,  40  pupils;  we 
have  now  5  schools,  15  teachers,  400  pupils — 3  of  these  day 
schools  and  2  industrial.  At  Corbin  within  one  year  we  have 
bought  and  paid  for  a  block  of  land  of  ?i\g^  acres,  a  two-roomed 
school  building  and  desks  and  a  printing  outfit.  And  St.  John's 
Academy,  under  the  most  efficient  direction  of  Mr.  G.  E.  Han- 
cock, assisted  by  Mrs.  Inez  W.  Thomson  and  Miss  L.  Wilson, 
has  had  a  most  successful  year.  The  publication  of  the  town 
paper,  *  The  Corbin  News,'  by  the  boys  in  the  School,  has  been 
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an  industrial  and  financial  success,  and  has  contributed  much  to 
the  popularity  of  the  School. 

'*At  Livingston,  bi-monthly  Sunday  services  were  begun  by 
Mr.  Hancock  last  January  and  have  been  well  sustained,  and  a 
small  class  awaits  confirmation.  A  request  has  come  from  the 
town  for  the  opening  of  a  school,  the  people  themselves  volun- 
teering financial  assistance.  Within  the  year  a  school  has  been 
established  at  East  Bernstadt,  Laurel  County,  with  Miss  Doane 
in  charge,  whose  work  is  so  appreciated  as  to  have  called  forth 
two  offers  from  the  authorities  of  the  public  schools.  The  Epis- 
copal High  School,  at  Beattyville,  has  been  most  successfully 
conducted  by  Miss  M.  A.  Hosner  and  her  mother.  The  attend- 
ance has  been  larger  than  usual,  and  instruction  in  instrumental 
music  has  been  added  to  the  course.  At  Proctor,  Miss  L.  B. 
Mahan  has  worked  indefatigably.  Under  the  enthusiastic  direc- 
tion of  Miss  E.  J.  Morrell,  we  have  at  Altamont  the  most  suc- 
cessful demonstration  of  the  possibilities  of  the  social  settlement 
plan  in  the  Mountains.  Miss  Morrell  is  in  residence  twelve 
months  in  the  year  either  in  person  or  by  representation.  Cook- 
ing, dress-making  and  millinery  are  taught.  In  one  year  the 
attendance  has  grown  from  about  40  to  140,  and  only  lack  of 
means  prevents  an  even  larger  work." 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  statement  of  the 
Treasurer  on  May  1,  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  shows  collections 
larger  by  some  two  hundred  dollars  than  heretofore,  but  when 
we  remember  that  even  so  the  amount  is  only  $1,565  and  that 
already  appropriations  for  the  coming  year  require  at  least 
$2,800,  the  necessity  for  redoubled  effort  is  abundantly  apparent. 
The  needs  of  our  mountain  country  are  desperate,  its  opportun- 
ities boundless,  for  without  doubt  in  the  near  future  its  develop- 
ment is  to  be  the  chief  feature  of  our  progress  as  a  State  and  peo- 
ple ;  shall  we  not  take  advantage,  as  our  brethren  of  other  com- 
munions are  doing,  of  this  field  which  God  has  placed  in  our 
keeping,  well  knowing  that  in  due  season  we  shall  reap  if  we 
faint  not?  Respectfully  submitted,

Class,  taught  Parish  School  and  taught  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
Bible  Class ;  found  work  for  10  people ;  distributed  Poor 
Fund,  clothing  and  reading  matter.

W.  C.  Backus  has  made  no  report. 

G.  E.  Hancock  conducted  service  105  times  at  Corbin,  Altamont, 

West  Pineville  and  Livingston ;  assisted  in  the  service  3 
times ;  made  37  original  addresses ;  assisted  6  times  in  the 
Sunday-school ;  made  6  pastoral  visits  ;  conducted  2  funerals  ; 
and  since  January  30  taught  Men's  Bible  Class  at  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  weekly. 

C.  T.  Eden-Eadon  conducted  service  68  times  at  St.  John's,  of 
Bellevue  and  Dayton  ;  assisted  in  the  service  twice  in  the 
same  place  ;  read  10  sermons  ;  made  50  original  addresses  ;

Rei>ort  of  the  Qeneral  Missionary 

For  the  Year  ending  April  80,  1902. 

The  Conciliar  year  just  ended  has  been  a  busy  one.  The 
rapid  development  of  our  schools,  the  many  inquiries  made  by 
interested  friends  of  the  work,  the  gifts  of  money,  boxes  of 
clothing,  school  desks,  scholarships,  etc.,  are  gratifying  indica- 
tions of  the  large  growth  of  interest  in  the  work. 

The  Schools  are  located,  as  most  of  you  know,  at  Beattyville 
and  Proctor, ,  in  Lee  County,  respectively.  The  Beattyville 
School  is  academic,  the  Proctor  School  industrial.  Miss  M.  A. 
Hosner  is  the  principal  at  Beattyville,  and  is  assisted  by  her 
mother.  The  largest  school  this  year  in  the  history  of  the  School 
sp>eaks  well  of  their  efficiency.  Miss  L.  B.  Mahan  continues  her 
faithful  ministrations,  as  a  United  Offering  worker  at  Proctor. 
At  East  Bernstadt,  Miss  E.  M.  Doane  gave  evidence  of  special 
fitness  for  her  work. 

Miss  E.  J.  Morrell  continues  her  varied  industrial  work  at 
Altamont.  Out  of  a  chaos  of  discouragements,  she  has  brought 
unexpected  success,  and  has  greatly  endeared  the  people  to  her. 
She  has  been  assisted  by  four  volunteer  teachers.  A  two-room 
miner's  cottage  serves  as  the  industrial  school. 

St.  John's  School,  at  Corbin,  continues  to  grow  in  numbers 
and  influence.  The  acquisition  of  ?i\e  and  a  half  acres  of  land, 
fifty-two  double  desks,  a  printing  plant  and  a  two-room  building, 
describe  the  story  of  its  growth.  This  summer  we  hope  to  erect 
a  building,  and  prepare  for  a  vigorous  fall  campaign.  The  Cor- 
bin News,  the  only  local  paper,  is  printed  by  our  own  school 
boys;   this   paper  not  only  pays  its  running  expenses,  but   the 
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rent  of  our  Chapel  and  the  tuition  of  three  boys.     A  broom 
factory  would  be  a  most  useful  adjunct  to  our  work  there. 

Mr.  Hancock,  Head  Master,  and  his  valued  assistants,  Mrs. 
Inez  W.  Thomson,  lady  principal,  and  Miss  Lou  Wilson  have 
rendered  most  invaluable  service  to  the  School  and  community. 
I  take  this  opportunity  to  say  I  do  not  know  of  a  more  self-sacri- 
ficing company  of  workers  than  our  teachers.  They  are  instant 
in  season  and  oiit  of  season,  persevering  with  unflagging  energy 
and  enthusiasm,  and  allowing  no  obstacle  to  check  their  faithful 
purpose  to  work  for  God's  glory.  We  have  worked  together 
with  mutual  sympathy  and  consideration,  and  had  a  most  enjoy- 
able association. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese   has  lent  us  a  patient  ear  and 
sympathetic  heart,  and  I  have  personally  enjoyed  his  confidence 
'  and  advice. 

There  has  been  quite  an  increased  interest  manifested  at 
home  and  abroad.  Our  Woman's  Auxiliary,  the  Junior  Auxil- 
iary and  the  Babies'  Branch  and  those  abroad  have  shown 
marked  sympathy.  Individuals,  parishes,  Sunday  -  schools, 
clergymen  at  home  and  abroad — have  given  generous  expressions 
of  sympathy.  All  of  these  things  are  most  helpful  when  seasons 
of  depression  come  to  the  Bishop  or  the  General  Missionary. 

We  thank  God  for  His  goodness,  and  take  courage  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

During  the  year  I  have  visited  43  places,  travelled  12,574 
miles  and  spoken  179  times.  I  have  married  one  couple,  baptized 
5  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  15  times.  We 
have  5  schools  in  operation,  with  9  paid  and  7  volunteer  teachers 
and  more  than  400  pupils.  One  new  school  was  opened  during 
the  year,  and  one  new  mission  inaugurated. 

Scholarships  worth  $15,  $22.50  and  $80  are  much  needed.

Annual  Report  of  the  Rev.  Austin  W.  Mann,  General 

Missionary  to  Deaf-Mutes. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Lewis  William  Burton,  D.  D., 

Bishop  Diocese  of  Lexington  : 

During  the  convention  year,  I  held  services  for  deaf-mutes 
at  the  Cathedral,  Lexington  ;  Trinity  Church,  Covington ;  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Newport;  Trinity  Church,  and  the  State  Insti- 
tution, Danville. 
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The  services  at  Covington,  Newport  and  Danville  were 
combined,  with  myself  as  interpreter  for  the  deaf-mutes  worship- 
ing with  the  regular  congregation. 

During  my  brief  stay  in  Danville,  I  was  hospitably  enter- 
tained by  Superintendent  Rogers,  of  the  Institution.  From  him 
I  learned  the  addresses  of  graduates  living  in  and  near  Frankfort, 
Maysviile,  Ashland,  Paris  and  other  places;  and  will  make 
appointments  for  special  services  as  soon  as  possible. 

During  the  past  twenty-seven  years,  the  services  at  St. 
Paul's  Cathedral,  Cincinnati,  have  been  attended  by  the  **  silent 
brethren"  of  Covington,  Newport,  Dayton  and  Ludlow.  A 
few  are  members  of  St.  Mark's  Mission. 

Outside  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington,  I  have  officiated  during 
the  year  at  St.  Ann's  Church  for  Deaf -Mutes,  New  York ;  All 
Saints'  Mission,  Brooklyn;  All  Souls'  Church,  Philadelphia; 
St.  Margaret's  Mission,  Pittsburgh  ;  Erie,  Greensburg,  Johns- 
town;  St.  Agnes'  Mission,  Cleveland;  St.  Martin's  Mission, 
Toledo ;  Norwalk,  Akron,  Mansfield,  Canton,  Youngstown, 
Kinsman,  Jefferson,  Lisbon;  All  Saints'  Mission,  Columbus; 
St.  Clement's  Mission,  Dayton;  Ephphatha  Mission,  Spring- 
field; St.  Mark's  Mission,  Cincinnati;  All  Souls'  Mission, 
Louisville  ;Henderson  ;  St.  Alban's  Mission,  Indianapolis;  New 
Albany,  Terre  Haute,  Vincennes,  Evansville ;  All  Angels'  Mis- 
sion, Chicago;  Rockford,  Elgin,  Englewood ;  St.  Bede's  Mis- 
sion, Grand  Rapids;  Kalamazoo,  Battle  Creek;  Ephphatha 
Mission,  Detroit;  Adrian,  Ann  Arbor,  Jackson  and  Flint. 

Over  this  large  field  I  am  able  to  go  eight  times  a  year. 
Sunday  services  are  given  to  the  larger  cities;  week-day  ser- 
vices, to  the  smaller. 

The  children  of  deaf-mutes  hear  and  speak,  as  a  general 
thing.  They  should  be  gathered  into  the  Sunday-school,  and 
presented  for  confirmation  by  the  rectors.  I  would  be  very  glad 
if  the  deaf-mutes  themselves  could  be  encouraged  to  attend  the 
regular  services.  With  a  little  help,  they  will  learn  to  find  the 
places  in  the  Prayer-Book  themselves.  The  Clergy  might  find 
time  to  call  on  them  at  their  homes,  and  carry  on  conversation 
by  means  of  paper  and  pencil. 


Report  of  Mary  K.  Williams*  Home  for  Orphans, 

Frankfort,  Ky. 

During  the  past  year  under  the  unusually  faithful  and  effi- 
cient care  of  the  matron,  Mrs.  F.  B.  Went  worth,  the  health  of 
the  children  has  been  most  gratifying,  and  their  improvement  in 
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every  way  most  marked.  No  additional  children  have  been 
received;  one  (from  Altamont),  at  request  of  her  father,  was 
returned  home.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  called  at 
the  request  of  the  Bishop,  as  President,  in  accordance  with  the 
opinion  of  the  legal  advisers,  it  was  decided  that  the  income 
from  the  Endowment  Fund  could  not  be  used  to  support  children 
having  either  parent  living ;  and  that  in  taking  the  care  of  any 
such,  other  provision  for  at  least  the  cost  of  maintenance  must 
be  made. 

Since  the  last  report,  Miss  M.  E.  Harrison,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Lady  Visitors  from  the  organization  of  the  Home,  and 
always  most  interested  and  active  in  its  management,  resigned 
from  the  Board.  The  present  officers  are  :  President,  Mrs.  Jno. 
W.  Rodman ;  Vice-President,  Mrs.  F.  V.  Gray ;  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  Miss  Florence  Barrett. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  th)e  last  Diocesan  Coun- 
cil in  regard  to  the  Home,  that  ^*  offerings  in  each  congregation 
on  Thanksgiving  Day,  Christmas  Day,  or  some  convenient  Sun- 
day are  to  be  devoted  to  its  support,"  the  following  sums 
(included  in  financial  statement)  have  been  received,  and  at  the 
request  of  the  Bishop  used  toward  the  maintenance  of  the  two 
children  from  Beattyville :  Ashland,  $11.12;  Covington,  St- 
John's,  $14 ;  Trinity,  $10 ;  Danville,  $10.61 ;  Georgetown, 
$4.75;  Middlesborough,  $1.55;  Mt.  Sterling,  $7.26;  Paris, 
$7.40;  Richmond,  $6.  The  following  (which  are  estimates  of 
value  of  clothing,  provisions,  etc.,  donated)  are  not  included  in 
financial  summary  :  Altamont,  by  the  great  generosity  of  the 
miners,  a  car  of  coal,  $100 ;  Danville  and  Harrodsburg,  $8 ;

Resolved,  That  this  Council  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of 
the  Diocese  of  Lexington  has  heard  with  profound  sorrow  of  the 
death  of  the  *  mother  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of 
Missions,'  and  desire  to  place  on  record  our  appreciation  of  one 
who  gave  the  best  of  her  life  to  this  work. 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  to  her  family  our  heartfelt 
sympathy. 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  minutes 
of  this  Council,  and  published  in  the  yearly  report." 

Miss  Emma  J.  Morrell,  the  missionary  at  Altamont,  gave  a 
most  interesting  report  of  her  work  for  the  year,  and  made  a 
strong  appeal  for  a  Kindergarten.  Miss  Harrison  asked  for  a 
musical  instrument  for  Miss  Morrell's  **  model  cottage." 

Bishop  Burton  moved  that  very  hearty  thanks  be  tendered 
Miss  Sybil  Carter  for  her  generosity  in  paying  this  missionary's 
salary  for  three  years.  This  was  seconded  and  received  a  unani- 
mous vote. 
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Then  followed  reports  from  twelve  Parish  Branches  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  and  three  Junior  Branches. 

Report  of  Beattyville  High  School  was  read  by  the  Princi- 
pal, Miss  Minnie  Hosner.  Mrs.  I.  W.  Thomson  reported  on  the 
school  work  at  Corbin.  Miss  Lillie  Mahan  read  her  report  on 
industrial  work  at  Proctor  and  Beattyville.  These  talks  were 
most  inspiring,  and  made  the  meeting  helpful  and  delightful. 

Miss  Scudder  moved  that  $16  of  the  offering  be  given  to 
General  Missions,  the  remainder  to  Miss  Morrell  for  her  Kinder- 
garten ;  carried.  To  the  same  Mrs.  Burton  pledged  $5  for  the 
Cathedral  Branch ;  Miss  Selbert,  $2  for  Junior  Branch,  Frank- 
fort; $1  was  pledged  for  St.  John's,  Dayton;  $1  for  St.  Paul's, 
Newport ;  $1  for  Junior  Branch,  St.  John's,  Covington  ;  $1  from 
a  member  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

Miss  Harrison  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Emerv,  of  the  Church 
Missions  House,  giving  name  of  Missionary  for  whose  family 
this  Diocesan  Branch  was  requested  to  send-  a  box.  The  follow- 
ing Branches  pledged  their  assistance :  Cathedral,  Newport, 
Middlesboro,  Georgetown.  Trinity,  Covington,  Dayton,  Frank- 
fort, and  the  Junior  Branch,  Trinity,  Covington. 

Rev.  W.  G.  McCready,  General  Missionary,  in  a  short 
address  made  especial  appeal  for  scholarships  for  the  Mission 
Schools.  The  meeting  was  then  adjourned  until  Wednesday 
morning,  June  4. 

Wednesday  morning,  June  4,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  met 
in  the  transept  of  the  church.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by    the    President,    who   opened    with    prayer. 

Miss  Emery's  annual  letter  of  greeting  was  read. 

Miss  Daingerfield  read  an  interesting  report  of  the  '*  Glean- 
ers "  of  Cathedral  Parish.  Miss  Morrell  told  some  additional 
facts  in  connection  with  her  work,  and  requested  Sunday-school 
literature  and  text  cards. 

Mrs.  Thomson  moved  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Trinity  Branch 
and  all  members  of  the  Parish  for  their  most  abounding  and 
delightful  hospitality ;  unanimously  carried.  Mrs.  Burton 
moved  that  a  donation  be  jy^iven  the  janitress  with  thanks  for  her 
services ;  carried. 

Thus  ended  one  of  the  pleasantest  and  most  instructive 
meetings  this  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  has  ever  known.

Address  of  the  President. 

Dear  Friends  of  the  Woman* s  Auxiliary  : 

I  am  sure  I  but  voice  the  feeling  of  each  one  when  I  say  it 
is  very  good  to  be  here,  and  that  we  rejoice  in  the  opportunity 
of  meeting  face  to  face  the  friends  to  whom  we  are  bound  by 
very  sacred  ties.  I^m,  however,  deeply  disappointed  that  every 
branch  is  not  represented,  for  it  is  by  these  meetings  alone  we 
realize  the  union  of  sympathy  and  effort  that  binds  us  together. 
In  looking  over  the  records  of  the  past  year  I  find  no  great  gain 
in  the  amount  of  our  gifts.  But  I  believe  it  has  been  a  year  of 
quickened  life,  and  though  the  Auxiliary  in  our  Diocese  grows 
slowly,  it  is  growing.  In  the  hearts  of  some  the  love  and  com- 
prehension of  its  best  meaning  has  deepened ;  others  hitherto 
indifferent  have  been  stirred  to  earnest  interest.  One  convincing 
evidence  of  growth  is  the  improved  character  of  our  work.  The 
increasing  intelligence  and  love  we  bring  to  it,  and  the  cheerful 
alacrity  with  which  every  call  has  been  met.  The  loving  care 
and  thought  bestowed  upon  the  boxes  sent  to  the  families  of 
missionaries  alone  speaks  volumes.  As  usual,  the  larger  propor- 
tion of  our  gifts  have  been  to  our  own  Diocesan  work,  we  have 
given  to  it  $868.67,  and  the  value  of  boxes  $298.60,  $10  of  the 
money  given  for  special  work  was  from  an  Auxiliary  man  (I  wish 
there  were  many  more  of  them)  of  Middlesboro.  To  Domestic 
Missions  in  money  $18,  $11  of  which  was  for  the  home  for 
Bishop  Rowe  of  Alaska;  two  boxes,  one  for  Miss  Roff's  work, 
Oklahoma,  value  $8.50,  and  our  beautiful  box  for  a  missionary 
in  West  Virginia,  contributed  to  by  seven  branches  and  vahied 
at  $174,  a  total  to  Domestic  Missions  of  $195.50. 

To  Missions  abroad  the  annual  pledge  of  the  Cathedral 
Branch  of  $60  for  the  life  insurance  of  a  missionary  in  Japan, 
and  $50  given  by  six  Branches  for  a  building  for  St.  Mary's 
School,  Shanghai,  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  Tuing.  To  General  Mis- 
sions, $17.  To  the  Triennial  Offering  we  gave  this  year  $213.68  ; 
the  total  of  our  three  years'  effort   for  this  fund  was  $519,46. 
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I  had  hoped  it  would  reach  the  thousand  dollar  mark.     The  total 
amount  given  this  year  for  all  purposes  |1, 213.80. 

That  branch  of  our  work,  the  Church  Periodical  Club,  has 
been  very  active,  having  distributed  a  large  number  of  books, 
papers,  magazines  and  pictures.  I  would  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  since  September  last  we  have  given. but  |7  to  the  Board 
of  Missions,  the  Board  counts  its  year  from  September.  We 
forget  in  the  pressure  of  duties  nearer  at  hand  that  we  are  auxil- 
iary to  this  Board.  It  is  their  right  to  look  to  us  for  a  certain 
amount  of  support. 

While  I  would  have  the  Branches  respond  to  every  worthy 
call,  doing  with  all  their  might  whatever  their  hands  may  find 
to  do  for  the  cause,  I  must  emphasize  the  fact  that  first  of  all,  no 
matter  how  strong  the  app>eal,  we  must  not  listen  until  we  have 
discharged  two  binding  obligations.  First,  to  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions— we  came  into  existence  as  an  organization  to  help  this 
Board.  Last  year  there  was  a  large  deficit  in  the  Treasury, 
owing  in  part  to  greatly  increased  opportunities  and  demands. 
Much  of  the  money  given  was  for  specials,  and  while  these  are 
most  welcome,  they  do  not  assist  the  Board  in  paying  its  appro- 
priations. The  Auxiliary  at  large  gave  to  the  Board  last  year 
165,000.  This  year  we  are  asked  for  |100,000.  I  would  suggest 
that  a  part  at  least  of  our  offering  to-day  be  given  to  this  object, 
and  urge  that  before  September  next  each  Parish  Branch  gives 
an  offering  for  it. 

Next,  we  must  remember  our  Bishop's  Missionary  Fund. 
This  is  not  the  Expectation  Fund,,  but  is  a  pledge  from  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  to  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  each 
year  a  sum  to  be  used  toward  the  salary  of  a  missionary  or  other 
Diocesan  work  not  provided  for.  To  fail  in  this  is  to  embarrass 
greatly  the  Bishop's  plans.  The  work  in  our  Diocese  to-day  has 
only  to  be  known  to  fill  us  with  an  enthusiastic  desire  to  help. 
Are  we  not  proud  of  our  Bishop — a  leader  who  says  not  to  us  go 
but  come.^  For  is  he  not  always  at  the  front?  Foremost  in 
every  spiritual  enterprise,  for  the  good  of  his  people  and  the 
extension  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  and  shall  we  not  follow 
with  our  sympathy,  our  energies  and  our  means?  Let  this  year 
mark  a  new  era  with  us,  let  our  gifts  be  ungrudging  and  as  God 
has  blest  us.  I  wish  you  could  have  been  with  me  on  my  recent 
visit  to  three  of  our  mountain  schools,  Altamont,  Corbin  and 
East  Bernstadt,  you  would  feel  as  I  do,  that  no  time,  no  thought, 
or  money  wasted  that  has  been  bestowed  upon  them. 

I  brought  away  memories  of  the  patient,  faithful,  uplifting 
lives  of  our  missionaries  and  teachers ;  of  children  and  young 
people,  bright,  appreciative  and  loving,  eagerly  embracing  the 
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opportunities  the  Church  is  offering  them.  If  much  fault  has 
been  found  in  the  past  with  our  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  moun- 
tains, where  lies  the  blame  ?  Is  it  not  ours  that  we  have  so  long 
withheld  that  which  was  their  right,  and  should  have  been  our 
highest  privilege  to  give?  I  saw  in  my  visit  a  broader  vision  of 
what  may  be  if  we  are  but  true,  and  I  thought  not  only  of  these 
our  nearest  neighbors  and  kindred,  but  of  those  of  every  nation 
and  clime  who  call  to  us  for  help.  Thinking  of  all  these  things 
let  us  pledge  ourselves  anew  to  fresh  and  unfaltering  service. 
Let  no  discouragements  or  disappointments  shake  our  confidence 
or  weaken  our  faith.  And  while  we  despise  not  the  day  of 
small  things,  let  us  not  be  content,  but  press  on  to  greater,  offer- 
ing to  God  only  our  best. 

*'  May  he  give  us  grace  to  use  faithfully  such  gifts  as  he  has 
entrusted  to  us,  that  in  the  Great  Day  we  may  see  with  joy 
some  whom  our  prayers,  our  means,  our  lives  have  helped  to 
know  the  saving  love  of  Christ.''

Report  of  the  Babies'  Branch  of  the  Woman's 

Auxiliary. 

After  listening  to  the  reports  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and 
of  the  Juniors,  we  are  reminded  of  the  statement  and  question  of 
that  disciple  who  said:  **  There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five 
barley  loaves  and  two  small  fishes,  but  what  are  they  among  so 
many?  "  And  yet  it  was  from  the  little  lad's  store  that  the  mul- 
titude was  fed. 

In  the  past  year  our  Babies  have  accomplished  nothing  mir- 
aculous ;  but  we  have  grown  a  little  stronger ;  and  we  have 
worked  and  have  earned  the  right  to  the  title  of  **  Little 
Helpers.'' 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  announce  that  new  branches  have 
been  formed  in  Maysville,  Nicholasville  and  Lawrenceburg. 
The  unflagging  efforts  of  the  Director  at  Middlesborough,  though 
absent  the  greater  part  of  the  year  in  Louisville,  to  keep  her 
little  ones  interested,   have   been   cheering.     We   have   labored 
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faithfully  to  establish  ourselves  in  Georgetown ;  but  she  will 
have  none  of  us.  We  have  concluded  that  Georgetown  is  that 
Hamelin  out  of  which  the  **  Pied  Piper"  beguiled  all  the  chil- 
dren.    How  they  must  be  infested  with  rats ! 

At  St.  Paul's,  Newport,  greater  interest  has  been  awak- 
ened. They  have  a  plan  I  should  like  to  see  adopted  throughout 
the  Diocese  :  all  children  under  five  years  of  age  are  placed  upon 
their  *'  Cradle  Roll  "  ;  those  over  five  are  **  Little  Helpers,"  that 
sweetest  name  of  the  Babies'  Branch. 

From  the  Diocese  of  Western  Missouri,  I  should  like  to  bor- 
row another  idea  :  Holy  Innocents'  Day  is  the  Babies'  Branch 
day,  and  they  observe  it  in  every  parish ;  each  clergyman  tries 
to  have  a  bright,  attractive,  simple  service,  and  the  mothers  are 
requested  to  bring  even  the  tiniest  baby  to  present  unto  the 
Lord.  It  would  be  most  gratifying  if  our  clergy  would  co-oper- 
ate with  us  in  this  way. 

I  give  just  here  the  report  of  our  most  efHcient  Treasurer, 
Mrs.  Sarah  H.  Allen,  of  Lexington. 

(Treasurer's  report  follows  this  report.) 

This  witnesses  that,  if  we  are  toddlers,  yet  are  we  crutches 
to  the  Bishop. 

I  wish,  however,  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  our  expendi- 
tures have  been  |203.I4  more  than  last  year,  while  our  receipts 
have  been  $28.88  less.  That  we  have  been  able  to  meet  these 
demands  is  due  to  the  fact  that,  for  the  first  year  or  two  of  our 
existence,  we  were  accumulating  a  fund  upon  which  to  draw. 
In  the  future  we  shall  not  be  able  to  keep  one  teacher  in  the  field, 
unless  there  is  greater  activity,  greater  interest  displayed.  I  am 
not  faint  hearted,  indeed,  I  am  courageous  enough  to  believe 
that,  if  the  Bishop  needs  another  teacher  for  his  mountain  work, 
the  children  could  maintain  her  there,  if  they  were  the  only  ele- 
ment to  be  reckoned  with.  Why,  last  spring  when  the  Church 
needed  money  for  her  missionary  work,  did  not  the  children  from 
all  over  the  land  come  with  their  enthusiasm  and  hearty  good 
will  and  raise  for  her  more  than  $100,000?  In  any  enterprise 
they  are  the  tugs  that  can  move  the  mighty  steamships. 

A  noted  Southern  general  said  of  Pelham,  that  brilliant 
young  Alabama  artillery  officer:  **  Had  I  but  twenty  Pelhams, 
I  could  conquer  all  Yankeedom."  I  am  so  proud  of  my  babies, 
lean  almost  fancy  the  Bishop  saying:  **  Give  me  but  a  larger 
Babies'  Branch  and  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  I  will  grapple  with 
any  difficulty."  What,  after  all,  is  the  Babies'  Branch  but  a 
training  school  for  the  Woman's  Auxiliary?  A  school  whose 
principal  text-book  is,  **  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself." 

Children  need  so  little  direction.     A  mother  who  will  not 
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take  the  two  minutes  on  a  Sunday  to  say  the  Babies'  Branch 
prayer  for  or  with  her  little  one,  needs,  as  I  have  previously 
stated,  converting  herself.  Ah !  truly  the  children's  hands  are 
willing  enough.  No  man  can  measure  the  help  those  little  hands 
can  give,  nor  the  sympathy  and  comfort  those  hands  can  convey, 
nor  the  blessings  those  hands  can  bestow. 

How  careless  are  we  of  our  kingdoms !  The  great  need  of 
the  Babies'  Branch  is  that  the  mothers  of  us  should  rouse  from 
oiir  listlessness  and  indifference,  and  consider  anything  worth 
while  that  will  foster  a  spirit  of  reverence,  love  and  unselfishness 
in  the  minds  of  our  children.  I  am  learning  that,  if  I  can  but 
gain  the  ear  of  the  mother,  I  shall  already  have  won  the  heart  of 
her  child. 

Too  many  have  the  idea  that  it  is  the  money  we  want ;  it  is 
not  that,  not  that,  but  the  prayers — a  prayer  which,  faithfully 
said,  will  glorify  this  earth,  and  the  sweet  incense  of  which  will 
rise  to  the  **  City  Immortal." 

This  past  Easter  when  a  mother,  whose  child  is  in  my  own 
Circle,  handed  me  fifty  cents,  saying,  she  gladly  gave  the  money, 
but  that  her  baby  really  had  not  put  the  pennies  in  the  mite-box ; 
that  the  child  did  not  understand  it ;  it  was  really  of  no  sig^nifi- 
cance,  etc.  I  insisted  upon  returning  the  money  to  her,  saying 
we  could  do  without  the  money,  but  that  we  should  cease  to 
exist  without  the  prayers. 

No  significance  in  this  act !  As  I  have  said  again  and 
again,  this  is  the  foundation  stone  in  character  building.  *'Oh! 
mother,  the  character  which  you  are  constructing  is  not  your 
own.  It  is  the  building  material  out  of  which  other  generations 
will  quarry  stones  for  the  temple  of  life.  See  to  it,  therefore, 
that  it  be  granite  and  not  shale." 

In  thus  bringing  up  our  children,  we  are  creating  a  new 
spirit  within  the  Church  and  transforming  our  homes.  If  only 
patiently  and  prayerfully  we  guide  these  little  feet,  the  world's 
redemption  is  largely  solved.  Neglect  everything  else,  if  you 
must,  but  don't  neglect  these  little  ones  who,  as  Goethe  says,  are 

^*Half  full  of  child's  play, 
Half  full  of  heaven."

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  The  business  of  each  day  shall  be  introduced  by  prayer. 

II.  The  minutes  of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall 
be  read  every  morning  at  the  opening  of  the  Council. 

III.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  several  Committees, 
unless  the  Council  shall  otherwise  order. 

IV.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair  .no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  nor  shall  he  afterwards  stand  except  to 
address  the  chair. 

V.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of 
the  house  unless  he  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VI.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de- 
liver any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address 
himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point 
in  debate. 

VII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate  without  leave  of  the  house. 

VIII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate 
during  the  same  session,  unless  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  house. 

IX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

X.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any 
question  is  put,  shall  on  division  be  counted,  unless  he  be  per- 
sonally interested  in  the  decision. 

XI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  house  unless 
it  be  seconded,  and  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 
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XII.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house  it  shall  be 
determined  before  any  new  subject  is  introduced,  except  the 
question  of  adjournment. 

XIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  first 
instance  by  the  Chair,  without  debate.  An  appeal,  however, 
may  be  made  from  the  decision  to  the  Council  by  any  member  of 
the  same. 

XIV.  The  question  upon  motion  of  adjournment  shall  be 
taken  before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

XV.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  President  shall  leave  the  chair. 

XVI.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  or  other 
presiding  officer  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees, 
consisting  of  at  least  three  persons  each  :  1 — A  Committee  on 
Unfinished  Business  ;  2 — A  -Committee  on  the  Application  for 
Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Dep- 
uties ;  8— A  Committee  of  three  Rectors  of  Parishes  on  Rights 
of  Clergymen  to  Seats  in  Council ;    4 — A  Committee  on  Canons. 

XVII.  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not 
belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the 
same  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their 
names  entered  on  the  Journal,  but  without  the  right  of  taking 
any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

XVIII.  The  daily  business  of  the  house  shall  be  called  up 
and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a 
vote  of  the  house  :  1 — Communications  from  the  President ; 
2 — Reports  from  Standing  Committees  ;  8 — Reports  from  Special 
Committees,  in  order  of  appointment ;  4 — Petitions  or  Mem- 
orialst      5 — Motions  and  Resolutions. 

XIX.  All  elections  by  the  Council,  except  for  Secretary, 
shall  be  held  at  times  fixed  not  less  than  three  hours  in  advance 
thereof. 

XX.  These  Rules  of  Order  shall  remain  in  force  until 
altered  or  suspended  by  the  Council,  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  voting  for  such  alteration  or  suspension.

Pursuant  to  the  actions  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  fixing  the 
time  and  place,  the  Eighth  Annual  Council  this  day  met  at  Clif- 
ton Mission,  Pleasant  Hill,  Ky. 

After  Divine  Service  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  and  Congrega- 
tions was  called  and  a  quorum  declared  present. 

The  Bishop  then  appointed  the  Committee  on  Credentials  as 
follows  :  Rev.  Wm.

The  appeal  of  Grace  Mission,  Lawrenceburg,  for  representa- 
tion (despite  a  delinquency  of  fonner  years  in  payment  of  assess- 
ment) was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials.

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Address  as  follows  : 
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BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


My  Dear  Brethren 

of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

During  the  last  conciliar  year  five  of  our  reverend  fathers  in 
God  have  entered  into  rest  and  gone  to  their  reward. 

Rt.  Rev.  Francis  McNeece  Whittle,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop 
of  Virginia,  died  June  18,  1902,  aged  seventy-eight  years,  and 
in  the  thirty-fifth  year  of  his  episcopate. 

Rt.  Rev.  Robert  Woodward  Barnwell,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
Alabama,  died  July  24,  1902,  aged  fifty-two  years,  and  in  the 
second  year  of  his  episcopate. 

Rt.  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thompson,  D.'D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of 
Mississippi,  died  November  18,  1902,  aged  seventy-two  years, 
and  in  the  twentieth  year  of  his  episcopate. 

Rt.  Rev.  Frederick  William  Taylor,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
Quincy,  died  April  28,  1903,  aged  fifty  years,  and  in  the  second 
year  of  his  episcopate. 

Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Alfred  Starkey,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Newark, 
died  May  17,  1903,  aged  eighty-five  years,  and  in  the  twenty- 
fourth  year  of  his  episcopate. 

Of  these,  Bishops  Taylor  and  Barnwell  had  only  entered 
upon  their  episcopal  careers,  but  within  that  brief  time  had 
afforded  abundant  evidence  of  fidelity  and  ability. 

Bishop  Taylor  had  distinguished  himself  in  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  as  a  canonist  and  ready  debater. 

The  very  election  of  Bishop  Barnwell  was  a  testimonial  to 
the  ardent  affection  which  the  Diocese  of  Alabama  had  already 
bestowed  upon  him  as  one  of  its  most  devoted  clergy. 

Bishop  Thompson  was  a  man  of  extraordinary  mental  cali- 
bre, and  of  extensive  learning,  whose  episcopate  was  chiefly  dis- 
tinguished for  his  profound  thought  as  an  author  and  preacher, 
a  reputation  which  he  already  had  won  for  himself  as  a  professor 
and  journalist  and  writer. 

Dr.  Starkey  was  a  Bishop  and  a  gentleman  of  the  olden 
school,  of  great  dignity  of  manner,  equipoise  of  mind,  ability 
and  fidelity  in  the  performance  of  those  duties  that  fell  to  the 
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lot  of  the  episcopate,  before  diocesan  administration  had  become 
the  present  matter  of  intricate  and  business  detail.  He  was  in 
age  one  of  the  venerable  fathers  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Bishop  Whittle  was  my  Diocesan  for  a  little  over  nine  years. 
Our  personal  and  official  relations  were  such  as  to  enable  me  to 
form  some  estimate  of  his  character  and  administration  and  to 
desire  both  to  express  the  same  and  also  to  place  it  on  record. 

Like  many  characters  built  upon  large  lines,  his  was  a  very 
simple  nature.  He  had  modesty  and  diffidence  strangely  in  con- 
trast with  his  strength  and  positiveness.  The  former  qualities 
were  often  mistaken  for  coldness  and  reserve.  He  was  tender  in 
his  feelings  and  affectionately  disposed ;  but  he  did  not  know 
fiow  to  express  or  demonstrate  the  sentiments  of  his  heart. 
Humility  was  a  chief  characteristic  in  his  personal  religion  ;  and 
his  life  was  patterned  after  Christ's  especially  in  that  he  made  it 
a  principle  **  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister." 

He  was  distinguished  for  the  depth,  intensity  and  persist- 
ency of  his  convictions,  the  stoutness  with  which  he  defended 
them,  and  the  fearlessness  with  which  he  executed  them.  But 
they  were  not  crotchets  or  prejudices,  however  much  they  may 
have  seemed  such  to  those  who  differed  from  him.  He  was  gov- 
erned by  reason  ;  but  in  his  unflinching  adhesion  to  the  principles 
which  he  had  determined  upon  for  his  self-government  or  the 
administration  of  his  diocese,  he  applied  them  to  things  small  and 
great  and  knew  no  compromise.  **Obsta  principiis"  was  prac- 
tically one  of  his  mottoes. 

His  Churchmanship,  like  that  of  the  Virginia  dioceses,  has 
been  utterly  misjudged.  His  judgment  was  opposed  to  ritualism, 
but  not  as  much  so  as  his  taste  was  averse  to  everything  osten- 
tatious, spectacular  or  sensational.  But  in  loyal  adhesion  to  the 
Church's  traditions,  principles  and  spirit  he  was  staunch  and 
stalwart.  He  trifled  with  no  rubrics ;  he  coquetted  with  no 
bodies  of  Christians  outside  his  own  Church ;  he  was  a  Church- 
man "to  the  manner  born,"  and  his  unassuming  nature  saw  no 
reason  for  parading  the  fact. 

His  preaching  was  Scriptural  and  expository.  His  natural 
seriousness  and  solemn  sense  of  responsibility  gave  his  sermons 
the  semblance  of  sternness.  This  was  sometimes  intensified  by 
his  sense  of  obligation  to  declare  ''  all  the  counsel  of  God."  But 
underlying  it  all  was  the  gentle  pathos  of  a  soul  that  found  in  a 
loving  Saviour's  death  the  all  sufficient  ground  for  unfaltering 
trust. 

His  faith  and  patience  were  tried  beyond  measure  by  be- 
reavement and  bodily  suffering.  They  rose  to  sublime  heights  of 
resignation  and  hope  under  the  refining  discipline  of  affliction.

The  men  of  our  generation  are  not  fashioned  upon  the  same 
model.  He  ruled  his  diocese  with  a  strong,  determined  hand; 
but  his  clergy  and  people  submitted  out  of  sheer  respect  and  true 
personal  regard.  He  was  systematic  and  faithful  and  laborious 
in  the  business  of  his  office,  even  when  physically  incapable  of 
performing  duty.  He  saw  the  original  Diocese  of  Virginia  twice 
divided  under  his  episcopate.  No  one  of  the  three  dioceses  in 
old  Virginia  will  ever  altogether  lose  the  impress  which  he  left 
upon  it.  He  will  be  ranked  with  the  patriarchal  Bishops  for 
which  the  early  history  of  Virginia  was  celebrated. 

In  the  Anglican  Communion  outside  our  own  branch  of  the 
Apostolic  Church,  a  noteworthy  person  has  fallen  : 

The  Rt.  Hon.  and  Most  Rev.  Frederick  Temple,  D.  D.J 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  Primate  of  all  England  and  Metro- 
politan. 

Sitting  under  his  presidency  of  the  last  Lambeth  Conference 
for  several  weeks  and  as  his  guest  for  a  brief  time  at  Lambeth 
Palace,  I  learned  sincerely  to  revere  the  simple-hearted  truth, 
unflinching  courage  and  broad-mindedness  of  his  vigorous  and 
rugged  character. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Randall  T.  Davidson,  D.  D.,  was  translated 
from  Winchester  to  the  Archbishopric  of  Canterbury  in  succes- 
sion to  Dr.  Temple.  His  continuous  secretaryship  of  the  Lambeth 
Conference  makes  him  a  familiar  figure  to  all  of  the  American 
Bishops  who  have  attended  upon  the  sessions  of  that  body. 

During  this  same  period  our  Diocese  has  lost  one  of  its 
reverend  clergy  :     The  Rev.  Charles  Henry  Thompson,  D.  D. 

He  was  born  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  June  2,  1886.  Previous  to 
his  admission  to  our  ministry  he  had  served  in  the  Northern 
Presbyterian  Church  and  had  been  engaged  in  prominent  educa- 
tional work  among  the  colored  people  in  the  South.  He  received 
his  degree  of  D.  D.  from  Avery  College,  in  the  city  of  his  birth, 
in  1870.  He  was  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  in  1877,  and  to  the 
Priesthood  in  1879;  both  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  New  Orleans; 
to  the  former  by  Bishop  Wilmer  and  to  the  latter  by  Bishop 
Wingfield.     His  successive  charges  were  : 

St.  Philip's,  New  Orleans,  La.,  1877-88. 
St.  Mary's,  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  1888-90. 
St.  Matthew's,  Detroit,  Mich.,  1890-98. 
St.  Mary's,  Augusta,  Ga.,  1893-95. 

He  came  to  Lexington,  Ky.,  before  diocesan  division  had 
taken  place,  and  took  charge  of  St.  Andrew's  Mission  in  that 
city  November  12,  1895. 

He  removed  to  Covington  and  took  charge  of  work  among 
the  colored  people  there  September  10,  1901,  resigning  the  same 
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April  17,  1002.  He  removed  to  Cincinnati,  where  he  was  en- 
gaged in  clerical  work  as  the  assistant  of  the  Rev.  George  Bundy, 
who  is  in^charge  of  St.  Andrew's  Mission  in  that  city. 

His  death  occurred  at  his  residence  in  Cincinnati  from  acute 
indigestion,  after  years  of  chronic  ailment,  on  November  11, 1902, 
within  a  day  of  completing  his  seventh  year  of  clerical  residence 
in  this  Diocese.  He  was  buried  on  the  18th  day  of  Noveniber, 
from  St.  Luke's  Church,  Cincinnati.  The  service  was  conducted 
by  myself  assisted  by  the  Rev.  George  Bundy,  who  was  very  kind 
to  him  and  to  his  widow.  He  was  laid  away  in  the  Colored 
American  cemetery  near  Madisonville.  I  afterward  conducted 
memorial  services  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Lexington,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Tucker. 

Dr.  Thompson  was  scholarly  in  his  tastes,  gentlemanly, 
dignified  and  courteous  in  his  instincts  and  manners,  strong  in 
his  Churchmanship,  forcible  in  his  utterances.  I  commend  to 
the  sympathetic  consideration  of  the  people  of  this  Diocese  his 
widow,  who  lives  in  Lexington. 

Death  has  made  no  inroads  upon  the  lay  deputies  and  officers 
of  the  Diocese  so  far  as  their  names  appear  in  the  last  Journal. 
For  our  preservation  we  give  most  humble  and  hearty  thanks  to 
the  Father  of  all  mercies.

DIOCESAN  RULING. 

In  the  October  Number  of  the  Diocesan  News^  I  published  the 
following,  which  I  now  put  on  more  permanent  record  : 

A  DIOCESAN  RULING. 

I  believe  that  all  our  clergy,  and  the  church  organizations  under  their 
charge,  will  welcome  a  positive  ruling  from  their  Bishop  as  to  what  is  not 
allowable  in  the  Diocese  of  Lexington,  in  the  disposition  of  articles  at  a 
**  church  entertainment,'*  and  will  with  a  ready  and  glad  mind  conform 
themselves  thereto. 

It  is,  therefore,  my  judgment  that,  in  a  sale  of  articles  by  any  organi- 
zation connected  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  or 
conducted  by  any  members  or  adherents  of  this  Church,  as  such  members 
or  adherents,  or  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church,  for  any  parochial  or 
missionary  or  benevolent  object,  there  should  not  be  permitted  what  is 
generally  understood  as  **  chance  "  and  **  lottery,"  but  that  the  offering 
and  disposition  of  articles  should  be  characterized  by  the  legitimate  and 
dignified  methods  of  ordinary  merchandise,  wherein  the  purchaser  under- 
stands the  nature  of  the  article  he  is  buying,  and  pays  for  it  a  price  that  is 
reasonably  proportionate  to  its  value.  Lewis  W.  Burton,

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THE  NAME  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

At  the  last  General  Convention  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  Joint  Committee  be  appointed,  con- 
sisting of  ^\e  Bishops,  five  Presbyters  and  five  Laymen,  to  take 
the  whole  subject  of  a  change  of  name  of  this  Church  into  con- 
sideration, to  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  mind  of  Church 
people  in  general  concerning  it,  and  to  make  report  at  the  next 
General  Convention  with  such  suggestions  as  may  commend 
themselves  to  their  judgment. 

The  Joint  Committee  appointed  under  this  resolution  has 
taken  action  as  follows  : 

Resolvkd,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  communicate  to  the 
Secretary  of  each  Diocese  and  Missionary  District  a  copy  of  the  resolution 
under  which  this  Committee  is  acting,  coupled  with  the  statement,  that  in 
pursuance  of  the  direction  contained  in  said  resolution — *Ho  endeavor  to 
ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  mind  of  Church  people  in  general''  con- 
cerning the  subject  of  a  proposed  change  of  name — this  Committee,  before 
making  any  recommendation  to  the  General  Convention,  asks  that,  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Convention  or  Convocation  of  each  Diocese  or  Mis- 
sionary District,  said  Convention  or  Convocation  be  requested  to  inform 
this  Committee,  whether  it  does  or  does  not  desire  that  the  name  of  The 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  shall  be 
changed  at  this  time,  and  if  it  does  so  desire,  what  name  it  wishes  substi- 
tuted therefor. 

RssoLVED,  That  each  Diocesan  or  Convocation  Secretary  be  re- 
quested to  communicate  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Committee  prior  to 
October  1,  1903|  any  action  of  his  Convention  or  Convocation  upon  the 
subject;  together  with  a  statement  of  the  clerical  and  lay  vote,  separately, 
upon  any  definitive  resolution,  that  may  have  come  before  said  Convention 
or  Convocation. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  by  the  Secretary 
of  this  Committee  to  every  Bishop  of  this  Church. 

Accompanying  the  copy  of  the  resolutions  sent  by  order  of 
the  Committee  to  each  Bishop  was  a  statement  that  the  Com- 
mittee will  be  pleased  to  have  an  expression  of  opinion  from  him 
upon  the  subject  submitted  to  them. 

This  Church  has  followed  the  custom  of  civil  governments 
in  providing  for  an  expression  of  views  to  its  legislative  bodies 
by  its  executives ;  and  I  feel  that  I  am  not  only  in  order,  but  also 
fulfilling  a  sacred  duty,  in  laying  before  the  Council  of  this 
Diocese  a  full  and  distinct  statement  of  my  judgment  upon  the 
subject  of  a  change  of  the  name  of  the  Church,  of  which  this 
Diocese  is  a  unit.  I  shall  also  lay  this  expression  of  opinion 
before  the  Joint  Committee  of  General  Convention,  in  fulfilment 
of  its  request  therefor. 
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It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  resolutions  that  this  Coun- 
cil is  asked  to  take  action  at  iX,^  present  session,  in  the  shape  of  a 
definitive  resolution,  stating  (1)  whether  it  does  or  does  not 
desire  that  the  present  name  of  this  Church  shall  be  changed  at 
this  time ;  and  (2),  if  it  does  so  desire,  what  name  it  wishes  sub- 
stituted therefor ;  and  in  taking  action  upon  this  subject  the 
Council  is  requested  to  take  a  vote  by  orders,  so  that  its  Secre- 
tary may  furnish  a  separate  report  of  the  clerical  and  of  the  lay 
vote.  But  as  the  object  of  the  Committee,  according  to  the 
terms  of  its  appointment,  is  ^^to  endeavor  to  ascertain  as  far  as 
possible  the  mind  of  Church  people  in  general"  concerning  the 
subject  of  a  proposed  change  of  name,  the  Committee  makes  it 
clear  in  its  resolutions  that  it  is  consulting  the  various  diocesan 
conventions  and  missionary  convocations,  with  the  hope  of  ascer- 
taining as  far  as  possible  through  them  the  mind  of  Church 
people  in  general,  within  the  several  dioceses  and  missionary 
districts,  upon  this  subject. 

I  may  add  that,  should  the  Joint  Committee  make  such  a 
report  to  the  General  Convention  of  1904  as  will  lead  the  latter 
to  initiate  action  looking  to  a  change  of  name,  the  action  could 
not  be  consummated  at  earliest  until  the  subsequent  General  Con- 
vention, meeting  in  1907,  because  the  change  involves  amend- 
ment of  the  Constitution  and  alteration  of  the  Prayer  Book.  This 
Diocese  will,  however,  have  no  voice,  except  through  its  repre- 
sentatives in  General  Convention,  in  this  process  when  once 
begun. 

The  desire  for  a  change  of  name  of  the  Church  is  based, 
first,  upon  dissatisfaction  with  the  present  name.  The  extent  of 
this  dissatisfaction  has  been  over-estimated.  A  distinguished 
jurist  and  layman,  in  beginning  a  symposium  upon  the  subject  in 
a  Church  weekly,  says,  *'  There  seems  to  be  a  common  agreement 
among  Churchmen,  that  the  name  of  the  Church,  in  this  country, 
is  neither  appropriate,  nor  satisfactory."  And  the  same  period- 
ical, in  *'A  Handbook  of  Information"  on  this  subject,  issued  by 
its  publishers,  is  quoted  as  saying  **  Nobody  now  defends  or 
desires  that  name  (viz.,  Protestant  Episcopal).  It  has  dropped  out 
of  common  use."  And  with  like  naivete  the  question  is  begged 
by  denominating  the  change  a  **  correction."  We  are  informed 
by  the  same  Handbook  that  it  was  the  mission  of  the  Diocese  of 
Wisconsin,  through  Dr.  DeKoven,  to  lead  in  the  attack  on  the 
present  name.  It  is  of  course  commonly  known  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  present  Joint  Committee  on  the  subject  grew  out  of 
a  memorial  to  the  last  General  Convention  from  the  Diocese  of 
Milwaukee.  I  suppose  it  may  be  stated  in  general  terms  that 
dissatisfaction  with  the  present  name  of  the  Church  began  to 
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crystallize  itself  contemporaneously  with  what  is  known  as  the 
Oxford  or  Tractarian  movement,  and  has  grown  with  its  growth. 
I  recognize  the  fact,  however,  that  this  dissatisfaction  extends 
far  more  widely  through  the  Church  than  does  the  following  of 
that  school  of  thought  and  practice  which  has  confessedly  been 
the  progenitors  and  champions  of  this  dissatisfaction. 

To  some  extent  I  account  for  the  fact  in  this  way  :  By  those 
who  acknowledge  that  the  question  is  not  vital,  there  has  been 
such  an  aggressive  agitation  of  it,  that  others,  perhaps  feeling  its 
importance  even  less,  have  been  wearied  into  a  ready  state  of 
acquiescence  in  any  reasonable  nomenclature  that  will  afford  a 
basis  for  peace  and  a  larger  opportunity  for  such  questions  and 
deeds  as  are  unanimously  deemed  vital. 

It  is  the  object  of  the  Joint  Committee  to  ascertain  just  how 
far  this  dissatisfaction  pervades  the  Church.  The  conventions 
that  have  so  far  made  answer  by  no  means  bear  out  the  conten- 
tion of  the  chief  advocates  for  change,  at  least  so  far  as  a  general 
approval  of  an  immediate  change  is  concerned.  It  will  be  (as  I 
have  already  stated)  your  duty  to  estimate  what  is  the  attitude  of 
your  respective  congregations  with  reference  to  the  proposal. 
The  Diocese  of  Milwaukee  has  memorialized  with  partial  refer- 
ence to  the  alien  population  that  crowds  her  borders.  Our  own 
clergy  and  communicants  are  few  ;  but  you  must  also  think  of 
the  effect  the  proposed  action  will  have  upon  the  citizens  at  large 
of  this  commonwealth,  dwelling  within  our  diocesan  boundaries. 

In  a  general  way  a  Bishop  has  his  finger  on  the  pulse  of  the 
people  of  his  Diocese.  I  do  not  think  that  the  subject  has  taken 
hold  upon  the  minds  of  a  majority  of  the  people  of  this  Diocese. 
But  I  believe  that,  were  it  to  do  so,  it  would  not  awaken  dis-. 
satisfaction  with  the  present  name,  but  on  the  contrary  arouse  a 
vigorous  protest  against  the  very  idea  of  change. 

This  at  least  seems  to  me  to  be  true,  as  my  contribution  to 
the  question,  what  is  the  mind  of  the  Church  people  of  this 
Diocese  as  to  a  change  in  the  name  of  the  Church,  viz.,  that  there 
is  not  among  the  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington  any 
appreciable  dissatisfaction  with  the  present  name,  much  less  a 
desire  for  a  new  one.  And  I  venture  to  utter  my  conviction  that, 
were  the  people  of  this  Church  throughout  the  land  to  be  polled 
as  individuals  on  this  subject,  the  majority  of  them  would,  so  far 
from  expressing  dissatisfaction  with  the  present  name,  vote 
against  a  change  in  it. 

Nevertheless,  it  is  our  duty  to  give  to  the  subject  thorough, 
template,  impartial  consideration.  No  matter  if  the  question 
has  been  raised  by  those  who  are  not  of  our  school  of  thought,  we 
must  not  be   prejudiced  as  partisans  against  it.      Sentiment   is 
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justified  in  the  consideration  of  a  name  which  has  been  borne  by 
the  Church  for  nearly  two  decades  more  than  a  century,  and 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  some  of  the  opponents  of  the 
present  name  have  condescended  to  invoke  or  allow  ridicule  of 
it ;  but  we  must  not  allow  sentiment  to  over-rule  our  judgment  as 
to  what  may  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ. 
Nor  must  we  be  governed  by  mere  conservative  opposition  to 
change  as  such,  even  though  we  shared  with  the  Church  at  large 
in  a  sigh  of  relief  when  Prayer  Book  revision  was  lately  finished, 
and  the  assuring  statement  was  made  that  that  was  the  end  of 
change  in  that  direction  for  many  years.  We  must  be  ever  ready, 
not  only  to  conserve  the  old  so  long  as  it  is  best,  but  also  to  sur- 
render it  for  the  new,  when  it  is  proved  better,  remembering  that 
the  mystical  body  of  the  living  Christ  is  to  be  ever  growing  up 
in  all  things,  into  Him  who  is  its  Head. 

The  burden  of  proof  certainly  falls  upon  those  who  advocate 
a  change.  It  will  be  well  to  remember  that  reasons  that  might 
govern  against  the  adoption  of  a  name  may  have  no  adequate 
force  in  favor  of  change  in  it,  after  more  than  a  century  of  use. 
And  it  is  reasonable  to  demand  for  a  change,  under  such  circum- 
stances, a  vote  of  the  Church  that  approaches  unanimity. 

The  reasons  which  the  advocates  of  change  offer  for  dissatis- 
faction with  the  present  name  gather  chiefly  about  the  following 
points : 

(1)  They  say  that  the  present  name  was  never  formally 
adopted,  and  speak  of  it  as  an  accidental,  unauthorized  nomen- 
clature. 

(2)  They  say  that  the  present  name  does  not  adequately 
define  or  describe  the  Church. 

(3)  They  say  that  the  word  Protestant  is  modern  and  sec- 
tarian in  its  origin  and  meaning,  and  that  so  far  as  it  states  in 
the  title  of  the  Church  opposition  to  Rome  it  is  uncharitable  and 
undignified;  that  at  best  it  is  a  negative  term,  when  the  name 
of  a  Church  should  contain  only  positive  elements ;  and  that  the 
object  of  its  use  was  to  placate  the  opposition  with  which  the 
Church  was  confronted  after  the  Revolution. 

(4)  They  say  that  the  word  Episcopal  shares  in  the  sec- 
tarian disposition  to  name  a  Church  by  a  mark  of  differentiation 
rather  than  by  a  note  of  comprehension  ;  that  at  best  it  is  a  term 
laying  stress  on  only  one  out  of  a  number  of  characteristics  and 
tending  to  the  ignoring  of  others ;  that  when  applied,  for  ex- 
ample, to  a  Bishop,  and  he  is  spoken  of  as  an  '^Episcopal  Bishop," 
tautology  is  the  result ;  and  that  as  the  Church  of  Christ  regularly 
and  validly  organized  must  be  episcopal,  the  term  is  superfluous. 

(5)  And,  finally,  they  say  that  the  popular  mind  is  being 
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indirectly  expressed  by  a  general  dropping  of  the  word  Protestant 
from  the  title  as  used,  and  by  a  substitution  of  the  words  **the 
Church  "  or  **  this  Church  "  even  for  the  words  '*  the  Episcopal 
Church." 

A  second  general  reason  for  change  is  given  by  some  to  the 
effect  that  they  have  a  better  name  to  propose  than  the  present 
title  of  the  Church.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  of  course  the  old  name 
cannot  be  abandoned  except  by  a  process  which  will  simultane- 
ously supply  a  new  one.  It  has  been  said  that  we  have  till  the 
General  Convention  of  1907  for  the  discussion  of  this  matter ;  but 
the  General  Convention  of  1907  can  only  ratify  the  exact  action 
of  the  General  Convention  of  1904  ;  and  the  question  before  us  is 
whether  or  not  it  is  our  desire  that  the  name  shall  be  changed  at 
this  time.  To  my  mind  the  first  thing  to  be  considered  looking  to 
an  answer  to  this  question,  is,  whether  at  this  time  a  better  name 
has  been  suggested  upon  which  we  are  likely  to  agree?  If  we 
approach  the  question  on  the  one  side  of  determining  to  drop  the 
present  name,  we  shall  be  in  imminent  danger  of  adopting,  per- 
haps of  being  forced  to  adopt  a  new  name  that  is  no  better  or 
even  one  that  is  worse.  ^ 

The  number  of  those  who  have  a  definite  substitute  to  offer 
is  very  considerably  less  than  the  number  of  those  expressing  dis- 
satisfaction with  the  present  name.  Neither  do  those  offering 
substitutes  by  any  means  agree  among  themselves.  Nor  is  there 
any  immediate  probability  that  the  great  bulk  of  the  Church  will 
be  disposed  to  accept  any  one  of  the  names  so  far  proposed  as  a 
substitute  for  the  present  name. 

The  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  in  its  memorial  of  1901  for  relief 
from  the  present  name,  proposes  as  a  substitute  these  words  : 
** American  Catholic  Church  in  the  United  States."  In  a  sym- 
posium already  referred  to,  of  two  distinguished  Churchmen,  one 
proposes  that  the  title  should  be  the  **  Episcopal  Church,*'  the 
other  that  it  should  be  **The  American  Church."  With  the 
exception  of  the  proposition  to  drop  the  word  Protestant  and 
retain  the  word  Episcopal,  the  other  propositions  that  are  being 
made  ring  the  changes  upon  the  two  words  **  American  "  and 
**  Catholic."  One  or  the  other  or  both  are  being  chiefly  advo- 
cated as  chief  features  in  proposed  new  titles  for  the  Church.  It 
will  be  our  duty  to  consider  them  in  the  spirit  which  we  have  set 
before  ourselves  as  the  only  right  attitude  of  our  minds  upon  this 
subject.  But  it  will  best  bring  out  the  merits  of  the  whole  ques- 
tion to  study  the  suggested  new  names  somewhat  in  comparison 
with  that  name  for  which  they  are  offered  as  a  substitute. 

Meanwhile,  I  shall  leave  to  laymen  the  whole  aspect  of  this 
question  as  viewed  from   the  business  and   legal  standpoint,  re- 
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marking  that  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  is  not  and  cannot 
be  incorporated  and  cannot  hold  property  as  such  Church,  and 
also  stating  that  I  suppose  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  proving 
its  continued  identity  through  any  change  in  its  title. 

First,  let  me  speak  with  reference  to  the  origin  of  the  present 
name.  It  simply  is  not  true  that  it  was  unauthorized  and  acci- 
dental. It  simply  is  not  true  that  it  was  purloined  from  the 
Moravians.  And  they  are  without  excuse  who  make  such  state- 
ments, when  there  is  freely  distributed  a  little  pamphlet  by  the 
Rev.  John  H.  Elliott,  S.  T.  D.,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Washington,  D.  C. ,  in  which  he  unmistakably  proves- 
the  contrary.  I  am  chiefly  indebted  to  him  for  most  of  the  quo- 
tations from  acts  of  Parliament  and  other  documents  which 
immediately  follow. 

The  words  Protestant  Episcopal  were  first  used  as  descriptive 
and  not  titular.  A  learned  layman  of  South  Carolina,  the  Hon. 
Edward  McCrady,  has  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Sir  Walter 
Scott  in  **01d  Mortality"  has  put  into  a  letter,  supposed  to  be 
written  by  one  of  his  characters  just  after  the  Revolution  of  168^ 
and  the  Accession  of*James  III,  an  expression  which  makes  it 
clear  that  at  that  time,  in  the  opinion  of  one  so  expert  in  every 
thing  Scottish  as  Sir  W^alter  was,  the  words  * 'Protestant  Epis- 
copal faith"  were  applied  to  the  position  of  those  reformers  in 
communion  with  the  Church  of  England  who  stood  between  the 
adherents  of  Rome  and  the  Kirk  of  Scotland. 

It  is  in  that  descriptive  or  generic  sense  that  I  believe  that 
we  are  to  understand  the  Act  of  Parliament  of  1747  which  re- 
ferred to  the  Moravians  as  follows:  **And,  whereas,  the  said 
congregations  are  an  ancient  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  which 
has  been  countenanced  and  relieved  by  the  Kings  of  England. 
*  *  *  Every  person  being  a  member  of  the  said  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  known  by  the  name  of  Unitas  Fratrum,  or 
United  Brethren,  etc.,  etc."  The  Moravians  were  understood  to 
be  a  Protestant  Church  and  to  have  an  Episcopal  form  of  gov- 
ernment ;  but  their  name  was  Unitas  Fratrum  or  United  Brethren. 

The  words  Protestant  Episcopal  were  used  in  the  same  de- 
scriptive sense  as  distinguished  from  a  Church's  name,  in  Eng- 
land, as  is  shown  by  the  Act  of  1800  for  the  union  of  Ireland 
with  Great  Britain,  which  enacts  '*That  it  be  the  fifth  article  of 
union,  that  the  Churches  of  England  and  Ireland  as  now  by  law 
established  be  united  into  one  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  to  be 
called  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  etc."  An  Act 
of  Parliament  in  1828  begins  **  Whereas  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  England  and  Ireland  *  *  *  *  is  by  the  laws  of 
this  realm  severally  established,  etc."      And  in  1838,  the  '*Epi8» 
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copal  Church  of  Scotland,"  as  it  is  now  technically  entitled,  in 
the  preface  to  her  Canons,  formally  subscribed  to  by  the  Synod, 
calls  herself  ** Protestant  Episcopal." 

These  facts  form  a  back-ground '  to  a  correspondence  from 
which  we  can  quote  only  a  few  salient  points  :  Dr.  Berkeley,  son 
of  the  celebrated  philosopher,  wrote  to  Bishop  Skinner  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  of  Scotland  (afterward  one  of  the  Consecrators 
of  Bishop  Seabury)  saying  '*  In  a  short  time  we  must  expect  all 
Protestant  Episcopalian  principles  to  be  totally  lost  in  America ;" 
and  in  1788  to  the  Primus  of  the  Scotch  Bishops  the  same  Dr. 
Berkeley  wrote — "That  the  glory  of  communicating  a  Protestant 
Spiscopacy  to  the  united  and  independent  States  of  America 
seems  reserved  for  the  Scotch  Bishops."     In  reply  the  Primus, 
Bishop  Kilgour,  expressed  his  ^  *  hearty  concurrence  in  the  pro- 
posal for  introducing  Protestant  Episcopacy  into  America."  One 
year  later,  namely  in  1784,  this  same  Bishop  Kilgour  was  the 
chief  consecrator  of  our  first  Bishop,  Dr.  Seabury.     In  1786,  one 
year  before  their  consecration  of  Bishops  White  and  Provoost, 
'the  English  Archbishops  wrote  to  the  General  Convention,  using 
'the  name  Protestant  Episcopal,  and  inserted  it  as  the  name  of 
this  Church  in  their  certificate  of  consecration  of  Bishop  White. 
Now,  what  are  the  facts  about  the  adoption  of  the  name  of 
this  Church  as  gathered  by  Dr.  Elliott?     (I  do  not  follow  his  ar- 
rangement) . 

(1)  That  before  the  assembling  of  the  General  Convention 
of  1785,  the  name  Protestant  Episcopal  had  been  officially  recog- 
nized by  the  Church,  in  six  of  the  seven  States  there  represented, 
and  had  been  deliberately  and  by  vote  adopted  by  two  of  them, 
namely,  in  Maryland  and  in  Pennsylvania ;  some  of  the  deputies 
liad  been  sept  to  the  General  Convention  expressly  *^to  represent 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church"  in  their  State.  Massachusetts, 
New  Hampshire  and  Connecticut  were  not  represented  in  the 
Convention  of  1786,  but  subsequently  united  with  the  other  States 
in  adopting  the  Constitution  and  Liturgy  with  their  use  of  the 
name  Protestant  Episcopal.  The  name,  Dr.  Elliott  asserts,  passed 
the  ordeal  of  at  least  six  diocesan  conventions  and  five  general 
conventions  before  finally  being  fixed  as  the  title  of  this  Church. 

(2)  That  in  the  General  Convention  of  1785  a  Committee 
was  appointed  to  draft  an  '*  ecclesiastical  constitution  for  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church."  In  the  draft  of  the  Preamble  and 
Constitution,  reported  by  the  Committee,  this  name  is  used  six 
times.  Among  these  occasions  is  notably  the  insertion  of  that 
name  in  the  constitutional  subscription  required  of  the  clergy. 

(8)  That  other  committees  in  their  reports  and  the  Conven- 
tion in  other  official  ways  repeatedly  used  the  name  during  the 
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session,  so  that  it  appears  at  least  fifteen  times  in  the  minutes. 

(4)  That  the  organized  convention  of  1785  entirely  dis- 
carded the  term  *' Episcopal  Church,"  which  was  used  by  the 
informal  Convention  of  1784,  and  wholly  confined  itself  to  the 
term  Protestant  Episcopal. 

(5)  That  among  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Convention 
of  1785  was  one  *^that  it  be  recommended  to  this  Church  in  the 
States  here  represented,  to  provide  that  their  respective  Bishops 
may  be  called  the  Rt.  Rev.  A.  B.,  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  C.  D." 

(6)  That  when  this  Convention  addressed  the  English 
Archbishops,  they  began,  *' We,  the  clerical  and  lay  deputies  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.*' 

(7)  That  after  the  name  had  been  before  the  public  through 
a  period  of  nine  years,  and  after  debates  upon  the  Constitution, 
not  only  in  the  Convention  of  1785,  but  also  in  those  of  1786  and 
1789,  the  term  Protestant  Episcopal  was  retained. 

For  example,  in  the  last  named  year  the  Canons  enacted  were 
styled  **Canons  for  the  government  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church."  And  when  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  the 
same  year  was  addressed,  it  was  done  in  the  name  of  the 
''Bishops,  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church." 

(8)  That  lastly,  the  name  was  not  absolutely  without  oppo- 
sition, but  that  one  Presbyter  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  promi- 
nent enough  to  be  popularly  spoken  of  for  Bishop  of  that  State, 
gave  his  reasons  against  the  proposed  title,  before  the  Constitu- 
tion was  finally  adopted. 

Surely  in  view  of  these  facts,  to  say  that  the  name  Protestant 
Episcopal  was  *' accidental"  and  ** unauthorized,"  had  an  insig- 
nificant origin,  or  even  that  it  **  glided  in,"  is  to  stultify  the 
fathers  of  the  Church.  If  such  a  statement  as  that  is  good  his- 
torical criticism,  then  verily  also  some  of  the  most  cherished 
names,  rites,  ordinances  and  institutions  of  the  Apostolic  Church 
were  accidental,  unauthorized  and  glided  in.  For  example,  it 
would  be  analogously  pertinent  to  ask,  under  what  circumstances 
*'  the  disciples  were  called  Christians  first  in  Antioch." 

At  any  rate,  the  name  Protestant  Episcopal  was  formally 
adopted  and  deliberately  authorized  in  the  late  revision  of  both 
the  Prayer  Book  and  the  Constitution,  and  that  after  a  century 
of  enlightenment  and  in  the  face  of  strenuous  opposition. 

We  have  seen  that  the  very  purpose  with  which  the  words 
Protestant  Episcopal  were  first  used  was  description  :  To  describe 
a  Church  which  was  neither  Roman  nor  Puritan  ;  which,  while 
it  had  thrown  off  the  yoke  of  papal  supremacy  and  reformed 
itself,  had  nevertheless  retained  its  episcopal  orders  as  a  sort  of 
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type  or  representative  of  the  other  characteristi(?&  of  apostolicity 
and  catholicity.  The  point  I  would  make  is  that  the  same  desig- 
nation is  necessary  and  adequate  to-day. 

It  is  as  absolutely  impossible  to  put  the  whole  definition  of  a 
Church  into  its  title  as  it  is  for  a  political  party  to  embrace  its 
whole  platform  in  its  name.  Believing  as  we  do  in  the  autonomy 
of  national  or  particular  churches,  we  need  to  be  distinguished 
from  the  churches  which  would  be  defined  in  the  same  terms  as 
those  by  which  we  should  be  defined,  if  the  definition  were  along 
the  broad  general  lines  of  the  creeds.  Having  in  this  land  one 
hundred  and  fifty  and  more  religious  bodies,  many  of  them  assum- 
ing long  and  high-sounding  titles,  and  having  here  also  other 
branches  of  the  Church  besides  ourselves  possessing  the  marks  of 
validity  and  regularity,  there  must  be  in  our  name  differentiation. 
In  the  position  of  the  Church  there  should  be  comprehension ;  in 
its  title  there  must  be  a  distinguishing  mark. 

And  this  distinguishing  mark  may  be  peculiar  to  a  church, 
even  as  the  church  itself  is  a  particular  one  among  national 
churches.  A  title  may  be  confessedly  local  or  geographical,  as 
that  of  the  Church  of  England  ;  why  may  it  not  be  also  historical 
in  the  sense  that  it  dates  from  an  epoch  or  era  in  church  history, 
whether  it  be  from  the  Apostolic  era  or  the  epoch  of  the  Reform- 
ation? If  as  a  particular  member  in  the  great  family  of  the  one 
Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  it  has  had  its  local  organi- 
zation from  a  certain  point  in  history,  I  can  see  no  good  reason 
why  it  should  not  have  a  name  that  is  not  only  particular,  not 
only  local,  but  also  contemporaneous.  Certainly  the  title  Ameri- 
can Church  in  this  sense  would  be  altogether  modern. 

But  the  distinguishing  mark  of  a  particular  Church  must  be 
both  a  true  one  for  honesty's  sake  and  also  one  that  is  sufficiently 
acknowledged  by  the  general  public  to  be  popularly  used. 

The  word  American  is  not  to  be  objected  to  merely  because 
America  is  more  extensive  than  the  United  States;  for  it  is  a 
word  very  commonly  applied  par  excellence  to  what  is  located  in 
or  issues  from  our  country.  But  neither  is  the  term  American 
Church,  as  used  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  its 
organizations  in  contrast  with  those  of  the  Church  of  England  or 
the  English  Church  itself,  any  precedent  for  giving  the  Church 
that  formal  title  for  general  use  among  our  fellow  countrymen. 
If  it  were  a  correct  title  for  our  Church,  it  would  yield  itself  to 
such  a  paraphrase  as  the  Church  of,  in  or  for  America.  We  may 
think  it  to  be  all  that ;  it  is  a  noble  aspiration  to  cherish  for  our 
Church ;  and  I  believe  it  not  an  unreasonable  one  so  far  as  the 
distant  future  is  concerned.  We  are  American  in  the  sense  that 
the  organizers  of  this  particular  Church  were  at  the  same  time 
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hers  and  founders  of  our  nation ;    we  are  American  in  our 

iditions  and  in  our  spirit.     In  the  quality  of  our  work  we  are 

seting  better  than  any  other  one  body  the  needs  of  the  Ameri- 

iU  people.     We  are  holding  in  trust  for  them  their  own  birth- 

ght  of  Christian  Year  and  Common  Prayer,  to  the  appreciation 

f  which  they  are  just  awakening.      But  at  present,  alas,  our 

»eloved  Church  is  neither  sufficiently  possessed  of  the  sympathies, 

.he  allegiance  and  the  following  of  the  American  people,  nor 

sufficiently  spending  itself  in  gifts  and  work  for  their  welfare,  to 

deserve   recognition  at  their  hands   as  the  Church   of  and  for 

America,  or  to  save  us  from  ridicule  and  fatal  hindrance  to  our 

cherished  hopes  if  we  pretentiously  and  prematurely  assume  that 

title. 

The  objections  to  the  word  ** episcopal"  by  itself  are  trivial, 
almost  puerile.  It  is  strangely  comprehensive  at  the  same  time 
that  it  is  a  distinguishing  name.  This  Church  looks  back  through 
the  centuries  of  history  to  the  apostles  and  out  upon  the  three 
hundred  millions  which  at  present  constitute  the  congregation  of 
faithful  men  in  which  there  is  conformity  to  Holy  Scripture  and 
ancient  authors,  in  the  matter  of  orders,  and  asserts  of  itself  in  its 
name  one  point  in  which  it  has  been  generally  granted  that  the 
unity  and  solidarity  of  the  visible  Church  have  largely  consisted^ 
one  essential  feature  in  its  divine  organization  through  which  it 
has  been  perf>etuated  and  extended. 

The  term  episcopal  is  not  only  consistent  with  the  four  char- 
acteristics of  the  true  Church  of  Christ  stated  in  the  Creeds ;  it  is 
included  in  them. 

But  by  its  use,  there  is  selected  out  from  the  ideas  embraced 
in  this  portion  of  the  creeds  that  one  which  linking  us  with  the 
apostolicity  of  the  Church's  origin  and  with  the  catholicity  of  its 
present  relationship,  holds  before  our  separated  brethren  the 
outer  mark  through  accepting  which  apostolic  and  catholic  unity 
can  be  reached.  In  contrast  with  the  Church  of  Rome  they  prac- 
tically coincide  with  us  now  in  general  terms  along  three  sides  of 
the  Chicago-Lambeth  Quadrilateral,  in  accepting  the  Scriptures, 
the  Creeds,  and  the  Sacraments.  It  is  our  Episcopal  form  of 
government  that  prominently  differentiates  us  from  them ;  and  it 
is  upon  the  very  point  of  Episcopacy  that  we  hope  ultimately  ta 
find  a  common  standing-ground.  If  it  seems  on  this  account  to 
be  a  term  of  separation,  let  it  be  asked  whether  there  be  any 
term  which,  if  honestly  used,  is  so  comprehensive  in  its  intended 
significance  that  it  has  no  side  on  which  it  really  means  separa- 
tion? If  we  adopt  the  word  **catholic"  with  the  definition  which 
is  in  the  minds  of  those  who  urge  it  for  the  name  of  the  Church, 
are  we  to  understand  there  is  no  direction  in  which  that  word 
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means  exclusiveness ;  and  if  there  is  such  a  direction  will  it  not 
be  that  in  which  the  word  **episcopar'  is  now  exclusive?  And 
there  is  no  lack  of  charity  toward  our  non-episcopal  brethren  in 
our  retention  of  a  name  that  separates  them  from  us,  for  they 
themselves  not  only  concede  to  us,  but  freely  bestow  upon  us,  the 
name  Episcopal.  Practically,  the  Church  is  now  called  in  this 
country  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  its  members  are  everywhere 
known  throughout  the  land  as  Episcopalians.  It  is  likely,  that, 
whatever  we  may  call  ourselves,  we  shall  continue  to  be  com- 
monly known  by  this  name  of  Episcopalians,  and  our  Church 
entitled  by  the  people  the  Episcopal  Church. 

But  while  all  this  is  true,  while  also  it  is  true  that  the  very 
word  ^^episcopal"  contains  a  latent  protest  against  the  papacy  of 
Rome,  which  practically  nullifies  the  historic  episcopate,  the 
word  "episcopal"  is  not  by  itself  complete  as  a  distinguishing 
title  for  the  Church  of  which  we  are  members.  The  word  "epis- 
copal" differentiates  us  from  our  brethren  who  do  not  stand  four- 
square with  us  upon  the  Quadrilateral ;  but  the  word  Protestant 
must  be  prefixed,  to  distinguish  us  from  those  who  accept  epis- 
copacy in  general  terms,  but  from  whom  we  differ  on  other  ex- 
tremely important  points. 

The  main  substantial  issue  in  this  whole  question  is  joined 
when  it  is  reduced  to  this : — shall  the  present  name  give  way, 
chiefiy  because  it  contains  the  word  Protestant,  in  order  that 
some  combination,  in  which  the  word  Catholic  is  the  prominent 
feature,  may  supplant  it  ? 

We  who  say  the  creeds  should  have  no  objection  to  the 
word  "  catholic  "  in  itself,  in  the  sense  and  with  the  application 
used  therein.  The  anxiety  we  may  justly  have  is  whether  or  not  it 
would  be  so  employed  and  understood.  Should  we  mean  by  the 
word  "catholic  "  in  the  name  of  the  Church  to  embrace  all  those 
who  have  been  baptized,  that  sacrament  having  been  "duly 
ministered  according  to  Christ's  ordinance,  in  all  those  things 
that  of  necessity  are  requisite  to  the  same?"  And  if  not,  are  we 
not  limiting  the  meaning  of  the  word  in  its  credal  sense?  And 
if  we  do  include  them,  just  what  will  be  the  bounds  of  the 
present  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  under  its  new  name? 

It  will  at  present  be  a  very  difficult  thing  to  secure  for  the 
word  "catholic"  a  proper  general  understanding  both  within 
and  without  the  Church.  It  has  been  made  within  the  Church 
a  shibboleth.  There  is  a  school  of  thought  which  denominates 
itself  Catholic.  Some  belonging  to  it  have  spoken  and  acted  in 
such  a  way  as  to  tend  to  bring  upon  the  Catholic  School  of 
Thought  the  reproach  of  being  a  Catholic  Party.  There  is  dan- 
ger that  the  substitution  of  the  word  Catholic  in  the  name  of  the 
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Church  might  be  understood  as  adopted  in  the  interest  of  that 
school;  or  by  those  who  think  of  that  school  as  a  party,  the 
adoption  of  the  word  might  be  considered  a  party  triumph. 
Even  if  this  is  pure  imagination  and  mere  matter  of  ungrounded 
prejudice  and  fear,  not  such  is  the  effect  that  the  adoption  of  the 
word  '*  catholic  "  would  have  upon  the  world  outside  the  Church. 
If  the  word  Protestant  needs  explanation  in  the  sense  in  which 
it  is  employed  in  the  Church's  name,  incomparably  more  will 
explanation  be  needed  of  the  word  Catholic  in  our  title.  We 
desire  and  are  striving  to  be  the  Church  for  Americans.  But 
the  sense  in  which  the  word  Catholic  is  commonly  used  in 
America,  even  by  some  of  its  most  intelligent  and  broadly 
cultured  people,  is  that  of  anti-Protestant.  Not  even  all  our 
own  Church  people  are  free  from  that  error.  In  their  minds  the 
historical  and  significant  associations  of  the  word  are  with  the 
Church  of  Rome.  There  is  one  form  of  the  word,  namely  Catholi- 
cism, which  practically  has  been  surrendered  by  us  all  to  that  ex- 
clusive connection.  I  lament  this  misunderstanding;  but  I  have 
no  hope  of  its  immediate  correction  ;  and  we  have  to  deal  with  it 
as  a  present  fact.  And  it  is  an  irresistible  argument  to  niy  mind 
against  any  change  in  name  at  this  time  that  would  involve  the 
substitution  of  the  word  **  catholic. ''  If  it  is  said  that  we  are 
not  to  be  governed  by  the  opinions,  much  less  the  errors  of  out- 
siders, I  reply  that  one  of  the  chief  arguments  urged  against  the 
term  Protestant  is  the  misjudgment  of  our  position  by  outsiders. 
As  between  the  words  Catholic  and  Protestant  it  is  a  question, 
whether  we  prefer  being  misjudged  by  the  Church  of  Rome  or  by 
the  great  reformed  bodies  on  the  other  side  of  us.  As  a  part  of 
the  Census  Report  of  1900,  it  was  stated  that  the  largest  portion 
of  the  growth  of  our  Church  was  from  the  various  Protestant 
communions.  Within  the  last  decade  the  additions  to  our 
clergy  list  of  ministers  from  these  denominations  has  been  phe- 
nomenal. Can  a  Church  any  more  than  an  individual  live  unto 
itself  alone?  Can  we  afford  to  be  indifferent  to  the  honest 
sentiment  of  the  masses  about  us?  Will  there  be  a  gain  from  the 
Roman  side  after  our  adoption  of  the  word  **  catholic"  in  our 
name,  that  will  compensate  for  the  prejudices  which  the  change 
to  that  word  will  excite  on  the  other  side  of  us? 

It  is  with  our  Protestant  brethren  that  we  have  alliance  in 
common  movements  for  the  betterment  of  society  and  the  spread 
of  the  Word  ;  with  them  are  our  personal  sympathies,  the  friend- 
ship and  kinship  of  our  people ;  our  racial  afHliations  are  with 
them ;  they  are  one  with  us  in  undivided  allegiance  to  a  common 
country,  and  to  a  protestant  nation  ;  indeed  we  came  out  with 
them  from  the  old   land  side  by  side ;    any   practical  hope  of 
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ecclesiastical  reunion  which  we  may  indulge  lies  alone  in  their 
direction «  in  the  thought  that  they  may  come  back  into  the  old 
Church  in  the  new  land.  There  is  no  prospect  of  reunion  with 
Rx>me  except  through  accepting  her  uncompromising  bidding  to 
put  our  neck  into  the  papal  yoke ;  if  we  adopt  the  term 
**  catholic  "  as  a  part  of  our  name,  it  will  seem  to  the  Church  of 
Rome  either  a  defiance  of  her  exclusive  claims  of  catholicity ;  or 
a  pusillanimous  bid  for  recognition  of  our  catholicity  by  a 
Church  which  by  papal  bull  has  denied  the  validity  of  our 
Anglican  orders.  Neither  her  affection  nor  her  esteem  will  be 
won  by  the  movement.  In  her  eyes  it  will  be  only  one  more 
addition  to  the  six  other  bodies  in  this  land,  besides  herself,  that 
call  themselves  Catholic. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  intelligent  people  judge  not  by 
names  or  claims ;  but  prejudice  against  certain  names  and  resent- 
ment against  certain  claims  are  elements  difficult  to  eliminate 
from  the  popular  mind. 

The  so-called  sectarian  origin  of  the  word  Protestant  is 
offered  as  an  argument  against  its  retention  in  the  title  of  the 
Church.  It  is  granted  that  .it  was  first  used  in  1529  of  those  who 
at  the  Diet  of  Spires  protested  against  intolerance  and  oppres- 
sion. The  previous  Diet  of  Spires,  that  of  1526,  had  expressly 
provided  a  modus  uiuendi  until  a  general  council  should  meet. 
**£very  state  shall  live,  rule  and  bear  itself  as  it  shall  be  ready  to 
answer  for  to  God  and  his  imperial  majesty."  When  the  Diet 
met  in  Spires  in  1529,  it  was  officially  announced  that  the  Act  of 
Toleration  just  referred  to  was  to  be  abrogated.  Worship  according 
to  the  reformed  use  was  forbidden.  The  edict  of  Worms  was  to  be 
revived.  "The  Diet  has  overstepped  its  authority,"  the  protes- 
ters and  appellants  declared ;  "  our  acquired  right  is  that  the 
decree  of  1526,  unanimously  adopted,  remains  in  force  until  a 
council  can  be  convened.  Up  to  this  time  the  decree  has  main- 
tained the  peace,  and  we  protest  against  its  abrogation." 

It  was  a  noble  stand  in  the  name  of  freedom  and  truth. 
When  these  are  endangered,  the  only  catholic  position  one  can 
occupy  is  to  protest.  A  positive,  aggressive  championship  of 
truth  and  right  and  liberty  is  never  a  mere  negation  such  as 
it  is  asserted  Protestantism  is.  And  in  this  case  there  was  the 
positiveness  of  an  appeal — an  appeal  to  the  whole  Church,  to  a 
council  such  as  in  the  past  had  had  committed  'to  it  by  the 
Church  matters  of  so  great  and  general  concern. 

We  are  not  called  upon  to  defend  all  phases  and  develop- 
ments of  Protestantism  any  more  than  we  are  responsible  for  the 
travesties  of  Christianity  which  all  Church  history  has  known. 
That  is  not  our  kind  of  Protestantism.     Shall  we  demand  of  our 
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brethren  who  urge  upon  us  the  counter  title,  that  they  stand  for 
the  crimes  committed  in  the  name  of  Catholicism  ?  Says  James 
Anthony  Froude,  in  no  spirit  of  fondness  for  modem  Protestant- 
ism, ^'Protestantism  has  no  past  to  be  ashamed  of."  In  another 
place  he  says,  '*  the  Protestantism  of  the  sixteenth  century  com- 
manded the  allegiance  of  statesmen,  soldiers,  philosophers,  and 
men  of  science.  Wherever  there  was  a  man  of  powerful  intelli- 
gence and  noble  heart,  there  was  a  champion  of  the  reformation." 

Dr.  Elliott,  quoting  from  Scudamore  among  others,  has 
shown  that  '*by  the  end  of  Elizabeth's  reign  it  (the  word  Prot- 
estant) was  freely  applied  to  themselves  by  members  of  the 
Church  of  England ;"  and  that  **  the  first  ten  years  of  the  seven- 
teenth century  appear  to  have  witnessed  its  free  and  general 
adoption  in  England  as  a  recognized  description  of  the  mem- 
bers of  "  that  "  Church."  He  has  shown  by  multiplied  proofs 
that  down  to  the  era  of  the  **  Tracts  for  the  Times  "  the  Church 
of  England  in  no  one  of  its  varying  schools  of  thought  was 
ashamed  of  her  protestantism ;  and  that  the  Church  in  the 
Colonies  naturally  adopted  the  same  ideas  and  nomenclature 
without  any  thought  of  placating  opposition  or  making  a  con- 
cession that  would  balance  the  unpopular  claim  for  episcopacy. 

Here  the  question  arises,  has  this  Church  changed  her  posi- 
tion in  this  respect  from  that  which  she  and  her  mother  of 
England  occupied  when  the  one  was  born  of  the  other?  Has 
there  been  a  change  on  the  part  of  her  against  wViom  the  protest 
has  been  directed?  In  reply  to  both  these  questions,  hear  the 
Declaration  of  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  1878,  asserting  **two  indisputable  historical  facts"  : — 

**  First: — That  the  body  calling  itself  the  Holy  Roman  Church  has 
by  the  decrees  of  the  Council  of  Trent,  in  1663,  and  by  the  dogma  of  the 
Immaculate  Conception,  in  1864,  and  by  the  decree  of  the  Infallibility  of  the 
Pope,  in  1870,  imposed  upon  the  consciences  of  all  the  members  of  the 
National  Churches  under  its  sway,  as  of  the  faith,  to  be  held  as  of  implicit 
necessity  to  salvation,  dogmas  having  no  warrant  in  Holy  Scripture  or  the 
Ancient  Creeds ;  which  dogmas  are  so  radically  false  as  to  corrupt  and 
defile  the  faith. 

"And  Second: — That  the  assumption  of  a  Universal  Episcopate  by 
the  Bishop  of  Rome,  making  operative  the  definition  of  Papal  Infallibility, 
has  deprived  of  its  original  independence  the  Episcopal  Order  in  the  Latin 
Churches,  and  substituted  for  it  a  Papal  Vicariate  for  the  superintendence 
of  dioceses;  >yhile  the  virtual  change  of  the  divine  constitution  of  the 
Church,  as  founded  in  the  Episcopate  and  the  other  orders,  into  a  Triden- 
tine  Consolidation,  has  destroyed  the  autonomy,  if  not  the  corporate 
existence,  of  National  Churches.'' 

This  declaration  of  our  own  House  of  Bishops  was  based 
upon  a  **  letter  to  the  faithful  in  Christ  Jesus  "  from  the  Lambeth 
Conference  of  1878,  in  which  the  Archbishops,  Bishops  Metro-

politan  and  other  Bishops  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church  in  full 
'    communion  with  the  Church  of  England,  asserted  that, 

"  ^he  fact  that  a  solemn  protest  is  raised  in  so  many  Churches  and 
Christian  communities  throughout  the  world  against  the  usurpations  of 
the  See  of  Rome,  and  against  the  novel  doctrines  promulgated  bj  its 
authority,  is  a  subject  for  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God.  AH  sympathy 
is  due  from  the  Anglican  Church  to  the  Churches  and  individuals  protest- 
ing against  these  errors,  and  laboring,  it  may  be,  under  special  difficulties 
from  the  assaults  of  unbelief,  as  well  as  from  the  pretensions  of  Rome." 

And  this  is  but  the  echo,  louder  than  the  original  (if  an  echo 
can  be  such),  of  the  utterance  of  the  eight  Primates  and  sixty- 
eight  Bishops,  of  the  Lambeth  Conference  of  1867,  in  which 
they  say :   ..^ 

"  Furthermore  we  entreat  you  to  guard  yourselves  and  yours  against 
the'growing  superstitions  and  additions  with  which,  in  these  latter  days, 
the  truth  of  God  hath  been  overlaid,  as  otherwise  so  especially  by  the 
pretentions  to  universal  sovereignty  over  God's  heritage  asserted  for  the 
See  of  Rome,  and  by  the  practical  exaltation  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary 
as  Mediator  in  place  of  her  Divine  Son,  and  by  the  addressing  of  prayers 
to  her,  as  intercessor  between  God  and  man.  Of  such,  beware,  we  beseech 
you,  knowing  that  the  jealous  God  giveth  not  His  honor  to  another." 

There  is  a  note  in  this'  last  encyclical  letter  which  we  must 
not  miss.  It  boldly  makes  chief  protest  against  the  errors  and 
pseudo-Catholicism  of  Rome ;  it  a460  lifts  the  idea  in  the  word 
protestant  above  its  historical  origin  and  endows  it  with  a  more 
universal  ofUce.  It  is  to  signify  henceforth  to  us  .a  protest 
*' against  the  growing  superstitions  and  additions  with  which,  in 
these  latter  days,  the  truth  of  God  hath  been  overlaid."  And 
we  must  see  to  it  that  there  does  not  enter  into  our  disuse  or 
abandonment  of  the  word  protestant  any  portion  of  the  modern 
spirit  of  molluscous  laissez  faire  tolerance,  much  less  a  sympathy 
with  or  readiness  to  embrace  any  of  those  things  against  which 
our  Church,  in  her  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  (whatever 
name  she  may  bear),  has  set  her  face  like  a  flint. 

This  Church,  if  true  to  her  past  and  to  her  formularies,  will 
not  cease  to  be  protestant  in  fact,  if  that  word  is  dropped  from 
its  title,  even  as  it  will  not  be  made  more  catholic  than  it  really 
is  in  origin,  relationship  and  spirit,  by  assuming  that  word  in 
its  name. 

An  ar^ment  against  the  name  of  the  Church  has  been 
drawn  from  the  fact  that  in  its  fullness  it  now  is  seldom  heard. 
I  do  not  infer  from  that  any  popular  dislike  of  the  word  protest- 
ant, but  only  a  disposition  to  shorten  names  for  the  sake  of 
convenience,  and  a  selection  of  the  word  episcopal  as  a  more 
specific  designation  of  this  Church  than  the  word  protestant. 
There  has  been,  however,  within  the  Church  an  unmistakable 
disposition  on  the  part  of  many,  to  avoid  or  ignore  the  proper 
name  of  the  Church.      I  do  not  refer  to  the  natural  and  proper 
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tendency  which  has  always  been  within  the  Church  itself  to 
speak  of  it  as  ''  the  Church  "  or  ''  this  Church."  The  truth  of 
the  matter  is  we  are  living  in  days  when  alniost  all  things*  are  in 
solution,  or  fusion,  perhaps  in  a  stage  of  experimentation,  with 
a  view  to  the  discovery  of  improvements  upon  the  old  or  to  the 
adaptation  of  the  old  to  the  new.  Custom  is  asserting  itself  as 
superior  to  statutory  law  or  even  constitutional  prescriptions.  A 
short  while  ago  we  brought  the  Prayer  Book  up  to  a  stage  where 
it  represented  the  result  of  the  slowly  developing  'usages  of  a 
century  of  Church  life.  Already  the  revised  Prayer  Book  is 
being  left  behind  as  antiquated,  by  the  strides  taken  by  our 
clergy  in  their  effort  to  popularize  our  worship.  If  it  is  indeed 
true  that  our  Church  is  sloughing  off  its  own  name,  we  can 
afford  to  await  the  result  of  that  process. 

Meanwhile  there  is  a  nobler,  truer  stand.  We  can  be 
making  a  name  for  ourselves.  It  is  not  an  inspiring  argument  to 
say  that  we  have  been  succeeding  very  well  under  our  old  name. 
Yet  a  name,  independently  of  the  question  of  its  present  literal  ap- 
propriateness, comes  to  stand  for  something.  And  it  is  a  higher 
position  to  think  what  the  present  name  of  our  Church  has 
meant  to  ourselves  and  to  thi&  land  through  the  century  and  two 
decades  during  which  we  have  borne  it,  and  of  the  association  of 
it  in  the  popular  mind  with  our  growth  and  our  labors  and  our 
achievements.  To-day  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  has  a 
standing,  as  well  as  a  history  behind  and  a  future  before  it,  in 
the  eyes  of  the  masses  of  this  land  and  of  the  more  intelligent 
among  the  peoples  of  the  world  who  are  akin  to  us.  Let  us  for 
the  present  stand  by  that  name.  Let  us  make  real  and  potent 
its  fullest,  loftiest  significance.  By  so  doing  we  shall  make 
ourselves  deserving  of  a  better,  greater  name,  if  meanwhile  we 
shall  find  or  even  want  to  find  it. 

It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the  time  has  yet  come  for  change, 
or  that  we  are  yet  ripe  for  it. 

Upon  Him  (may  we  not  also  say  upon  the  Church?)  that 
ouercometh  will  I  write  **the  name  of  my  God,  and  the  name  of 
the  city  of  my  God,  which  is  new  Jerusalem,  which  cometh 
down  out  of  heaven  from  my  God ;  and  I  will  write  upon  Him 
(or  it)  my  new  name."  **  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear 
what  the  Spirit  saith  unto  the  Churches." 


Bishop  of  Lexington, 
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The  following  was  adopted  by  a  vote  by  orders — Clergy, 
Aye  12,  No  2 ;  Lay  representations,  Aye  7  : 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Lex- 
ington, it  is  not  flesirable  or  expedient  that  the  name  of  The  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  be  changed  at  this  time. 

Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  be  instructed  to  forward  a 
copy  of  the  above  Resolution  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  upon 
Change  of  Name  of  the  Church. 

By  two-thirds  vote  by  orders,  Rev.  F.  B.  Went  worth  was 
admitted  to  full  membership  in  the  Council. 

The  following  was  adopted  : 

Risolvid,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  the  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese  $40  for  the  expenses  of  his  office. 

Upon  motion,  $25  was  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Treasurer's  office. 

Upon  motion  it  was  resolved  that  the  Ninth  Annual  Council 
be  held  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport,  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Cathedral  Chapter. 

The  following  was  adopted  : 

Resoltftd,  That  the  Cathedral  Chapter  is  hereby  instructed  at  each 
quarterly  meeting  to  ascertain  from  the  Bishop  the  amount  of  expense  in- 
curred by  him  in  traveling  over  railroads  over  which  he  has  no  pass ;  and 
to  reimburse  him  such  amounts. 

The  Committee  then  took  a  recess  until  7  :45  P.  M. 


EVENING.— 7  :  45  P.  M. 

The  Council  reconvened  for  the  Special  Order — Diocesan 
and  General  Missions.  After  Divine  Worship,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Cathedral  Chapter  presented  the  Missionary  report  as  follows  : 

Rei>ort  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  on 

Missions  in  the  Diocese. 

Your  Secretary  reports  the  following  Organized  Missions 
and  Mission  Stations.  [The  list  will  be  found  in  full  in  the  list 
of  Congregations,  etc.,  on  pages  8  and  9.] 

A  General  view  of  the  Mission  field  leads  us  to  believe  that 
the  work  is  very  encouraging.  There  are  at  present  engaged  in 
mission  work  10  clergymen,  resident   at  the   following   points  : 
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Ashland,  Beattyville,  Richmond,  Winchester,  Lei^ngton,  George- 
town, Dayton,  Harrodsburg  and  Corbin.  We  regret  the  loss 
from  our  Mission  Staff  of  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Sheppard,  who  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Olympia,  and  the  Rev. 
F.  E.  Cooley,  who  goes  to  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio.  The 
Rev.  W.  M.  Washington,  Missionary  at  Ashland,  reports  his 
work  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  He  ministers  regularly 
at  Music,  some  distance  from  Ashland,  where  he  has  gathered  20 
or  30  children  and  instructs  them  in  the  Doctrines  of  the  Church 
and  in  singing.  The  work  at  Beatty ville  under  the  direction  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Patterson  is  in  a  most  thriving  condition.  During 
the  past  year  he  has  baptized  at  Proctor  and  Beattyville  28,  and 
presented  18  persons  for  confirmation.  In  addition  to  this  he  has 
visited  Pine  Grove,  Greely,  Bear  Track,  Donnelly,  Rocky  Hill, 
Miller's  Creek,  Irvine,  Delvinta,  McDonald's  Camp,  Jamison 
Mines,  Rock  Shoal,  Beach  Grove,  Big  Sinking,  and  Why  Not — 
places  from  2  to  10  miles  from  Beattyville,  where  he  has  held  a 
total  of  94  services,  baptized  27,  and  presented  11  persons  for 
confirmation.  There  have  been  added  in  Lee  County  14  Missions 
and  Mission  Stations  to  Beattyville  and  Proctor,  at  7  of  which 
monthly  services  are  held,  and  at  the  others  occasional  services. 

Richmond  and  Winchester  have  taken  on  new  life,  each  hav- 
ing a  resident  minister,  and  the  outlook  for  growth  in  each  place 
is  most  promising.  The  Missions  at  Nicholasville  and  Lawrence- 
burg  under  the  care  of  the  Rector  at  Georgetown  and  Cynthiana, 
have  been  gathering  strength  and  have  increased  their  offerings 
to  the  support  o£  the  Diocese  and  General  Missions  the  past  year. 

A  letter  from  the  Treasurer  of  All  Saints',  Nicholasville, 
says  :  **We  are  well  pleased  that  we  owe  nothing,  and  feel  that  we 
have  done  well  and  made  healthy  advances  over  previous  years." 

The  work  at  Corbin,  Altamont  and  Livingston,  under  the 
Archdeacon  is  reported  to  be  increasing,  and  the  outlook  for  ex- 
tended growth  most  promising.  St.  John's  School  at  Corbin  is 
now  in  a  commodious  new  building,  the  gift  of  numerous  friends 
of  the  Church. 

We  should  not  forget  in  this  connection  to  mention  the 
arduous  and  untiring  labors  of  our  faithful  Bishop,  who  has  not 
spared  himself,  but  in  season  and  out  of  season  has  been  con- 
stantly going  up  and  down  the  Diocese,  encouraging  by  his 
presence,  and  directing  by  his  counsel  the  workers  in  the  field.

Baer,  of  Bellevue  and  Dayton,  the  Council  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Bishop. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  meeting 
were  read  and  approved. 

The  Council  then  entered  upon  the  election  of  Officers,  it 
being  the  special  order. 

Mr.  T.  B.  Wood  was  re-elected  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Rev.  H.  H.  Sneed  was  re-elected  Historiographer. 

The  following  were  nomimated  for  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee— ^Rev.  F.  B.  W^entworth  and  Mr.  H.  C.  McKee  being 
appointed  tellers  : — Rev.  Messrs  R.  G.  Noland,  Baker  P.  Lee,  Jr., 
Wm.  G.  McCready,  R.  L.  Harris,  H.  H.  Sneed  and  Messrs.  F. 
H.  Dudley,  C.  C.  Calhoun,  T.  B.  Wood  and  Jno.  A.  Herring. 

Rev.  H.  H.  Sneed,  and  Mr.  F.  H.  Dudley  were  elected 
Deputies  to  the  Missionary  Council,  and  Rev.  F.  B.  Went  worth 
and  Mr.  Henry  Higgin  alternates. 

Rev.  H.  H.  Sneed,  Gen.  Fayette  Hewitt  and  Mr.  H.  C. 
Hudgins  were  re-elected  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 
for  three  years. 

Rev.  R.  L.  Harris  was  re-elected  Trustee  of  Kenyon 
College  for  one  year.

Upon  motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  change  on  the 
roll  the  name  of  St.  John's,  Dayton,  to  St.  John's,  Bellevue  and 
Dayton,  that  being  the  proper  title  under  articles  of  incorpor- 
ation. 

Upon  motion  Grace  Church,  Lawrenceburg,  was  admitted 
as  an  Organized  Mission  to  the  rights  of  Organized  Missions  in 
the  Council. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  made  the  following 
report : 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  respectfully  report 
that  the  only  unfinished  business  is  that  the  Committee  on  Can- 
ons report  to  this  Council  such  changes  as  may  be  necessary  to 
conform  our  Diocesan  Canons  to  the  Constitutions  and  Canons 
of  the  General  Church,  also  such  further  changes  in  our  Canons 
as  may  be  deemed  by  it  advisable.  At  the  Council  of  1902  the 
Committee  on  Canons  reported  progress  and  asked  for  continu- 
ance until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  their  request  was 
granted.

AFTERNOON. 

The  Council  was  called  to  order  at  2  :  80  o'clock. 

The  following  was  received  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
lo  have  an  appropriate  number  of  copies  of  the  resolution  printed 
and  sent  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  distribution 
among  the  Parishes  and  Missions. 
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Report  of  Special  Oommittee  of  Cathedrat  Chapter. 

Inasmuch  as  there  is  a  marked  indifference  on  the  part  of 
certain  Parishes  and  individuals  in  the  matter  of  prompt  attend- 
ance on  the  Council,  carelessness  in  preparation  of  reports,  and  a 
lack  of  practical  interest  in  any  matter  of  Diocesan  or  general 
character,  the  Cathedral  Chapter  has  directed  your  Committee 
to  recommend  and  most  earnestly  request  Parishes  and  Mission 
Stations  to  elect  as  delegates  to  the  Annual  Council  only  such 
persons  as  will  promptly  attend  the  opening  exercises,  have  their 
Parochial  Reports  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  and  other  Diocesan 
Officers  on  time,  and  take  such  practical  interest  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Diocese  as  to  show  a  greater  concern  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Diocese  and  the  Church  at  large. 

We  feel  that  it  is  very  necessary  and  important  that  the 
larger  Parishes,  and  their  Clergy  set  an  example  in  this  matter  to 
the  smaller  places  and  less  influential  Clergymen.  As  laymen  we 
naturally  look  to  the  Clergy  for  the  inspiration  of  their  example.

In  response  to  the  resolution  of  last  Council  the  following

Harlow  D.  Savage,  Ashland;  Mrs.  W.  \V.  Forman,  Paris; 
Mrs.   Kate  Victor,   Cvnthiana ;    Mrs.  W.  F.  Lillard,  Lawrence- 
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burg;  Mrs.  Anna  M.  Letchert  Nichola^ville ;  Miss  Amy  N. 
Phister,  Maysville ;  Mrs.  Nannie  W.  Caldwell,  Harrodsburg. 

A  majority  of  the  Deputy  Commissioners  have  taken  their 
appointment  seriously  and  done  good  work.  Through  them 
seventy-five  dollars  in  new  subscriptions  have  been  secured  dur- 
ing the  year — in  Lexington,  Frankfort  and  Middlesborough  the 
Deputy  Commissioners  had  been  at  work  and  secured  many  sub- 
scriptions prior  to  the  last  Council.  As  a  rule  the  Deputy  Com- 
missioners were  appointed  very  tardily  by  the  Vestries  and 
Church  Committees,  and  consequently  have  had  hardly  a  fair 
show  during  this  first  year. 

The  strange  feature  in  this  whole  undertaking  is  the  entire 
apparent  apathy  of  the  Clergy  and  Vestries.  The  Commissioner 
has  yet  to  learn  of  any  congregation,  as  such,  being  at  all  inter- 
ested in  the  matter.  If  a  little  enthusiasm  could  be  aroused  in 
the  Clergy,  Vestries  and  congregations,  it  is  believed  that  there 
would  be  far  larger  and  readier  response  from  the  Communicants- 
of  the  Diocese.  If  by  some  means  the  importance  of  this  under- 
taking could  be  seriously  presented  to  the  people  of  the  various- 
congregations  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  double  the  present 
amount  of  subscriptions  could  be  secured. 

The  Commissioner  has  proposed  that  any  .contributions^ 
amounting  to  $1,000  or  more  shall  be  set  aside  as  special  memorial 
funds,  to  be  known  permanently  by  any  names  suggested  by  the 
donors,  and  that  the  Bishop's  residence  may  be  made  a  Memorial 
House  in  memory  of  any  communicant  of  this  Church  upon  the 
payment  into  this  fund  of  $5,000 — in  round  figures,  the  amount 
paid  out  of  the  Permanent  Fund  for  it  by  the  Trustees.  We  can 
conceive  of  no  more  useful  and  appropriate  memorial  to  a  de- 
parted saint  than  this  handsome  Diocesan  House,  with  a  hand- 
some arch  at  the  gateway  marking  it  as  a  Memorial  House.  The 
Commissioner  would  like  to  have  authority  from  the  Council  to 
put  in  effect  these  proposals  should  opportunity  arise  for  so  doing.

1.  The  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen  and  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen  amounts  as  of  May  1,  1008,  to 
the  sum  of  $2,588.08,  exclusive  of  interest. 

2.  The  principal  of  the  Episcopate  Endowment  Fund 
amounts,  as  of  the  same  date,  to  the  sum  of  $14,274.27,  all  of 
which,  with  the  exception  of  $6.00,  is  invested  in  interest 
bearing  securities. 

The  attention  of  the  Diocese  is  again  called  in  the  most 
urgent  manner  to  the  importance  of  assisting  the  Endowment 
Commissioner  in  the  work  of  restoring  to  the  interest  bearing 
securities  in  the  Endowment  Fund  at  least  the  amount  that  was 
subtracted  therefrom  in  order  to  purchase  the  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence.

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The  following  report  was  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  reports  that  the 
work  of  the  past  year  in  the  Diocese  has  been  very  encouraging- 
in  many  respects. 

MOUNTAIN  WORK. 

The  Mission  work  in  the  mountains  of  Kentucky  we  believe 
to  be  as  successfully  and  economically  conducted  as  any  mission 
work  of  the  Church  anywhere,  and  considering  the  very  modest 
equipment  that  it  has  been  possible  to  secure,  the  results  are  emi- 
nently satisfactory.  The  response  of  the  mountain  people  to  the 
Church's  effort  is  most  hearty  and  cordial  and  it  is  this  enthusi- 
astic loyalty  that  has  cheered  and  encouraged  the  devoted  men 
and  women  in  this  field  to  continue  their  lonely  work  so  full  of 
heroic   self  sacrifice. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  this  mountain  work 
is  a  strategic  point  of  tremendous  importance,  not  merely  to  thia 
Diocese  and  the  State  of  Kentucky,  but  also  to  the  American 
people  and  the  Church  at  large.  This  work  is  peculiarly  Ameri- 
can missionary  work  and  is  therefore  unique. 

The  solution  of  the  historic  and  infamous  mountain  feuds 
lies  in  the  hands  of  our  mountain  missionaries  and  teachers* 
Given  proper  resources  and  encouragement  they  will,  with  the 
transforming  power  of  Christ's  Ancient  Church  and  God's  help, 
forever  eradicate  these  feuds — blots  upon  American  civilization 
and  a  constant  humiliation  and  reflection  upon  the  fair  name  of 
our  State.  This  is  a  question  of  tremendous  importance  and 
our  Church  has  a  superb  opportunity  to  demonstrate  her  power* 

The  Committee  notes  with  pleasure  the  valuable  efforts  of 
our  beloved  Bishop  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  larger  citie& 
the  importance  of  this  work. 

The  Committee  commends  the  work  of  Archdeacon  W.  G* 
McCready  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the  larger  cities  the  importance  of  this  work.  It 
commends  heartily  the  splendid  work  of  '^The  Mountain 
Preacher"  Rev.  Mr.  Patterson,  Rev.  Mr.  Hancock  and  the 
devoted  teachers  whose  work  is  destined  ultimately  to  transform 
life  in  the  Kentucky  mountains.  It  would  recommend  that 
workers  fresh  from  the  mountain  missions  be  invited  to  make 
addresses  before  the  various  parishes  to  educate  them  as  to  this 
work  and  enlist  their  support. 

OTHER  WORK. 

From  the  parishes  come  many  encouraging  reports.  Trinity 
Church,  Covington,  is  in  most  excellent  condition  spiritually  and 
financially.     St.  Paul's,  Newport,  has  begun  institutional  work 
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in  that  city,  and  its  Industrial  School  started  last  November  has 
already  enrolled  over  850  pupils  and  18  teachers.  It's  financial 
condition  is  the  best  in  years.  Ascension,  Frankfort,  offers  a 
most  hopeful  outlook  to  its  new  and  popular  Rector.  Very  en- 
couraging reports  come  from  Winchester,  Dayton,  Richmond, 
Ashland  and  St.  John's,  Covington,  whose  prosperous  condition 
bears  testimony  to  the  excellent  work  of  its  late  Rector,  Rev. 
A.  B.  Chinn,  whose  recent  removal  to  Ascension,  Frankfort,  is 
•deeply  deplored  by  the  whole  of  St.  John's  Parish  to  which 
lie  had  greatly  endeared  himself. 

EDUCATION. 

Diocesan  education  has  received  a  new  impetus  by  the  erec- 
tion of  Margaret  Hall,  Ashland  Seminary,  Versailles,  the  gift  of 
Mrs.  Haggin,  and  the  **George  C.  Thomas  Hall"  of  St.  John's 
Academy,  Corbin,  made  possible  by  Mr.  George  C.  Thomas. 

We  deeply  regret  the  loss  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frederic  Ayer, 
whose  able  and  intelligent  management  of  Ashland  Seminary 
have  made  it  what  it  is.  Our  good  wishes  go  with  them.  We 
-cordially  welcome  Mrs.  Packard,  our  new  Principal  and  pledge 
her  our  loyal  co-operation. 

Diocesan  prosperity  is  also  indicated  by  the  purchase  of  the 
Bishop's  House  by  the  Trustees,  |1,000  of  which  was  turned  over 
by  our  most  able  and  efHcient  Diocesan  Endowment  Commis- 
sioner who  reports  another  |1,000  now  on  hand  for  the  same 
purpose. 

DISCOURAGING  FEATURES. 

There  are  two  discouraging  features  which  confront  the 
Diocese  to-day,  both  of  which  can  and  must  be  removed  :  First, 
there  is  a  serious  lack  of  earnest  and  efficient  clergymen  to  carry 
on  the  work.  During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  by  removal  the 
Rev.  R.  L.  McCready,  one  of  the  ablest  men  in  the  Diocese ;  we 
have  also  lost  Rev.  Mr.  Shepherd  and  are  about  to  lose  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Cooley,  whose  long  and  faithful  service  has  endeared  him  to 
the  Diocese  at  large.  The  Diocese  to-day  is  crippled  for  lack  of 
earnest  and  able  clergymen.  However,  we  hope  by  another  year 
the  earnest  efforts  of  our  faithful  Bishop  will  be  rewarded  by  a 
full  corps  of  clergymen.  Let  laymen  and  women  remember  that 
they  are  quite  as  responsible  for  the  success  of  their  parish  as  the 
Rector  and  Vestry.  Long  and  successful  Rectorships  tell  the 
story  of  loyal  co-operation  and  vice  versa. 

INDIFFERENCE. 

The  last  point  to  which  your  Committee  feels  compelled  to 
•call  the  attention  of  the  Diocese  is  the  apparent  indifference  of 
«ome  of   the  clergy  and  laity    to  the  interests  of   the   Diocese. 
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Loyalty  to  local  interest  is  good — but  that  is  not  enough.  We 
have  a  Diocese — it  must  be  supported  loyally  by  both  clergy  and 
laity.  Bear  this  in  mind.  If  you  will  not  be  loyal  to  the  Diocese 
make  room  for  some  one  who  will. 

There  is  not  a  more  conscientious  consecrated  Bishop  in  the 
Church  than  the  Bishop  of  Lexington.  Help  him !  Stand  by 
your  Bishop  and  your  Diocese  like  men !  This  is  a  time  for  you 
to  show  your  colors.  You  who  have  forgotten  to  do  your  duty  the 
past  year  begin  to  do  it  now.  Manifest  that  loyalty  you  most 
certainly  owe  your  Bishop  and  your  Diocese.

The  following  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons : 
Resolved,  That  Canon  II,  Sec.  8,  Title  A,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  in  line  2  after  the  word  ** Coun- 
cil" the  words  **not  receiving  missionary  aid"  ;  and  by  insert- 
ing in  line  6  after  the  word  **  Diocese"  the  words  **and  every 
Parish  receiving  missionary  aid"  ;  and  in  line  6  by  substituting 
the  word  *'one"  for  **three"  ;  and  that  the  words  '*to  the  end  of 
the  conciliar  year"  be  inserted  in  place  of  the  words  "for  the 
conciliar  year."  So  that  the  Canon  shall  read  as  follows  : 
*'The  Vestries  of  organized  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Coun- 
cil, not  receiving  missionary  aid,  may  elect  8  Lay  Deputies 
from  the  resident  male  communicants  of  their  congregation, 
who  shall  be  members  of  the  Council  until  the  election  of  their 
successors.  Every  Mission  Station  canonically  recognized  by 
the  Council  and  assessed  for  the  support  of  the  Diocese,  and 
every  Parish  receiving  missionary  aid,  may  elect  one  Lay  Deputy 
from  the  resident  male  communicants  of  such  Mission  Station  or 
Parish,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  deputies  from 
Parishes.  Every  Mission  Station  canonically  recognized  by  the 
Council,  but  not  assessed  for  the  support  of  the  Diocese  may  be 
represented  by  its  Warden,  who  shallbe  entitled  to  all  privileges- 
of  members  except  the  right  to  vote.  And  no  congregation  shall 
be  represented  in  the  Council  which  has  not  paid  its  assessment 
to  the  end  of  the  conciliar  year  for  the  Episcopate  and  Conting> 
ent  Fund. 
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And  that  Canon  IV.,  Sec.  1.,  Title  A.,  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  **Sec.  1.  On  all  questions  before  the  Council,  every  Clergy- 
man and  every  Lay  Deputy  present  and  properly  accredited, 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  and  no  more." 

Upon  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop,  it 
may  be  desirable  to  do  so,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexing- 
ton shall  accept  from  him  a  conveyance  of  the  legal  title  to  the 
Corbin  School  property. 

Upon  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Directors  of  Ashland  Seminary  be,  and 
they  hereby  are,  authorized  if  in  their  judgment  it  be  expedient 
so  to  do,  to  form  themselves  into  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of 
Kentucky,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  Seminary ;  and  in 
the  event  this  be  done  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington  is 
hereby  authorized  to  transfer  to  such  corporation  the  legal  title 
to  the  Seminary  property,  provided  it  be  mutually  agreed  between 
the  two  bodies  that  such  transfer  of  title  be  expedient.

The  report  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  on  the  Sunday  School 
was  presented  as  follows  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Simday  School  Work. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  submits  the  following  report : 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee 
accepted  the  position  at  a  very  late  date,  it  has  been  impossible 
to  make  any  inquiry  concerning  statistics.  We  wish  to  confine 
ourselves  to  a  few  suggestions  and  recommendations. 

There  is  a  wide  divergency  in  the  systems  of  instruction 
used  throughout  the  Diocese,  almost  every  course  of  instruction 
put  forth  by  the  Church  being  represented.  There  seems  to  be  a 
need  for  a  uniform  Diocesan  System,  allowing  flexibility  enough 
to  meet  local  conditions. 
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Sunday  School  work  should  be  as  thorough  as  the  work  of 
the  Public  Schools,  or  the  Academy.  In  order  to  attain  this  state 
of  efficiency  teachers  must  be  trained  thoroughly  in  the  work  to 
be  covered.  This  course  of  training  naturally  belongs  to  the 
Rector  of  the  Parish. 

Some  of  our  Schools  are  using  a  graded  system  of  work,  and 
it  is  proving  very  satisfactory.  By  this  method  various  grades 
are  established  each  with  an  outline  course  of  instruction,  and  no 
scholar  is  promoted  to  a  higher  grade  before  passing  a  thorough 
examination  in  the  work  covered.  We  recommend  the  graded 
system  used  by  St.  Paul's,  Newport,  as  worthy  of  serious 
investigation. 

While  we  recommend  uniformity  and  thoroughness  in  the 
work  of  the  Sunday  School,  yet  at  the  same  time  we  realize  this 
is  hard  to  attain  without  co-operation.  If  representatives  from 
all  our  Schools  could  meet  at  least  once  a  year  to  compare  and 
discuss  methods,  and  devise  ways  and  means,  it  would  be  a  long 
step  in  the  right  direction  and  greatly  strengthen  this  arm  of  the 
Church.

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Report  of  the  Archdeacon. 

For  the  year  ending  April  80,  1908. 

The  past  year  has  been  our  most  prosperous  one. 

When  we  contrast  the  conditions  as  they  existed  (at  the  be- 
ginning of  our  work)  ten  years  ago  with  those  we  have  now,  we 
thank  God  and  take  courage.  Then  we  had  a  small  school,  one 
teacher,  and  the  school  meeting  one  hour  a  week. 

This  represented  our  entire  school  interests  in  the  mountains, 
now  we  have  six  schools,  fifteen  teachers  and  over  four  hundred 
pupils. 

Our  school  work  is  divided  into  two  general  divisions,  the 
ordinary  schools  and  the  industrial.  The  industrial  school, 
whether  it  be  the  kindergarten,  carpentry,  printing,  sewing 
classes  for  women  and  girls,  dressmaking,  housekeeping  or 
cooking,  are  mighty  forces  for  righteousness :  they  are  the  very 
strongest  concrete  arguments  to  the  people  of  Christ  and  His 
love  for  them. 

The  responsive  character  of  the  children  makes  our  work 
most  gratifying. 

Our  Missionary  in  Lee  County,  Miss  L.  B.  Mahan,  grows 
more  useful  and  successful  in  her  varied  work,  ministering  as 
she  does  to  the  people  at  several  places.  Miss  Hosner  has  done 
a  most  gratifying  work  in  the  school  at  Beattyville.  At  Alta- 
mont  Deaconess  Callaway  has  faithfully  ministered  in  varied 
fashion  to  the  people,  white  and  black,  doing  her  whole  duty  to 
the  conditions  and  opportunities.  She  has  made  several  visits 
also  to  Lexington.  Miss  E.  M.  Doane  has  made  most  heroic 
efforts  to  sustain  and  develop  a  school  at  Livingston  in  the 
midst    of    the    most  difficult  conditions. 

St.  John's,  Corbin,  continues  to  prosper.  The  George  C. 
Thomas  Hall,  a  commodious  frame  building,  completed  this 
month,  offers  much  encouragement  to  us. 

Named  after  our  leading  benefactor,  Mr.  G.  C.  Thomas,  of 
Philadelphia,  may  it  be  a  bright  light  worthily  showing  forth 
the  noble  character  of  this  great  Churchman.

The  "Work  Among  Deaf-Mutes. 

To  THE  Rt.  Rkv'.  Lewis  William  Burton,  D.  D., 

Bishop  Diocese  of  Lexington. 

From  May  1,  1902  to  May  1,  1903,  I  held  services  in  the 
visible  language  of  deaf-mutes  at  the  Cathedral,  Lexington ;  and 
St.  John's  Church,  Covington.

On  account  of  sickness  in  deaf-mute  families,  an  appoint- 
ment for  the  Cathedral  was  postponed. 

Late  in  August  of  the  Convention  Year,  I  attended  the  Third 
Re-union  of  the  Kentucky  Alumni  Association  at  their  alma 
mater,  at  Danville.  Nearly  800  members  were  in  attendance 
from  all  over  both  Dioceses.  I  held  a  service  in  their  old  Chapel. 
Some  had  not  attended  a  service  of  worship  since  graduation 
many  years  ago.  They  have  no  share  in  the  ministrations  of  the 
hearing,  and  thus  are  greatly  isolated. 

At  the  re-union,  I  secured  the  addresses  of  many  of  both 
Dioceses,  for  future  use.  During  the  coming  year,  I  ho{>e  to 
serve  those  of  Frankfort,  Georgetown,  Paris,  Maysville  and 
Middlesborough . 

For  a  long  time,  the  services  at  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Cin- 
cinnati, have  been  attended  by  the  ''silent  brethren"  of  Coving- 
ton, Newport,  Ludlow,  and  other  nearby  places  of  your  Diocese. 
In  return,  those  of  Cincinnati  attend  services  at  Covington  and 
Newport. 

During  the  year  I  served  the  other  Dibceses  of  my  large 
Missionary  District.  They  are  Kentucky,  Indianapolis,  Michigan 
City,  Chicago,  Quincy,  Milwaukee,  Western  Michigan,  Michi- 
gan, Ohio,  Southern  Ohio,  West  Virginia  and  Pittsburgh.  I 
also  officiated  in  Philadelphia  and  New  York. 

Besides  ministerial  work,  I  have  attended  to  a  very  large 
correspondence  myself,  not  being  able  to  employ  a  Secretary.  I 
have  attended  to  all  notices  in  the  public  press  intended  to  reach 
the  deaf-mutes  and  their  hearing  friends.  I  also  send  items  of 
the  work  to  general  and  Diocesan  Church  papers.

F.  B.  Wentworth  conducted  service  in  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Frankfort,  72  times;  conducted  the  Sunday  School 
and  taught  class  275  times ;  assisted  in  the  services  at  the  Church 
of  the  Ascension  10  times;  made  8  original  addresses  and  read  5 
sermons ;  conducted  the  choir  ;  read  the  Burial  Service  4  times  ; 
taught  Bible  class  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  ;  conducted  Debating  Club 
for  Young  Men. 

Mead  Moore  conducted  service  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Har- 
rodsburg,  8  times ;  acted  as  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday-school 
for  about  three  months. 

H.  C.  Curran,  in  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Maysville,  the 
Rectorship  being  vacant,  conducted  tri-weekly  services  during

Minutes. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  held 
in  Clifton  Chapel,  at  Shakertown,  May  25.  At  half  past  two 
the  President,  Miss  Mary  E.  Harrison  called  the  meeting  to 
order,  **From  Greenland's  Icy  Mountains"  was  sung  with  spirit, 
and  then  Bishop  Burton  conducted  the  devotional  exercises. 

Upon  rollcall  there  were  found  to  be  present :  from  Trinity, 
Covington,  six  delegates;  from  St.  John's,  Covington,  two; 
from  Ascension,  Frankfort,  two — from  the  Junior  Branch,  one; 
Holy  Trinity,  Georgetown,  two;  from  Christ  Church  Cathedral, 
eight ;  from  St.  John's,  Versailles,  five — from  the  Junior  Branch, 
one,  and  one  from  Beattyville,  making  in  all  an  attendance  of 
twenty-six  delegates.  The  President,  Miss  Harrison  then  de- 
livered her  address  to  the  delegates. 

The  key-note  was  a  little  discouraging.  We  found  that  we 
had  done  no  more  than  in  any  year  before,  and  as  there  is  no 
standing  still,  she  hoped  we  would  push  forward  in  the  coming 
year.  In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Rothier,  Mrs.  Noland  read  her 
report  as  Diocesan  Officer  of  the  Junior  Department.  Mrs. 
Burton  submitted  a  very  interesting  report  of  the  work  of  the 
Babies'  Branch,  of  which  the  leading  idea  was  enthusiasm.  Then 
came  reports  from  the  Parish  Officers.  Mrs.  Williamson  ably 
represented  the  Cathedral  Branch.  Miss  Scudder  gave  an  inter- 
esting oral  report  of  the  good  work  accomplished  by  Trinity 
Branch,  Covington.  Short  but  interesting  reports  were  made 
from  other  Branches.  The  morning  session  closed  with  a  Mis- 
sionary Hymn. 


8o  Eighth  Annual  Council 


The  afternoon  session  opened  with  encouraging  remarks 
from  our  Bishop.  He  said  he  saw  no  reason  for  the  tone  of  dis- 
couragement that  pervaded  the  morning  session.  The  work  had 
been  pushed  with  enthusiasm  and  the  members  had  seemed  al- 
ways ready  to  pledge  themselves  to  everything  that  would  fur- 
ther the  cause.  TheT* Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Emery, 
opening  up  the  subject  of  whether  our  composite  box  should  be 
sent  as  usual  to  the  family  of  a  Missionary  or  to  a  Mission  School. 
This  was  warmly  discussed  and  ended  in  the  decision  to  send  the 
box  to  a  Missionary,  while  the  Juniors  of  Ascension,  Frankfort, 
Trinity,  Covington  and  St.  John's,  Versailles,  pledged  Christ- 
mas boxes  for  an  Indian  School.  The  matter  of  helping  Ashland 
Seminary,  and  St.  John's  Academy,  Corbin,  was  brought  up  and 
after  a. short  discussion  was  postponed  for  further  consideration 
until  the  next  morning's  session. 

In  the  evening  the  Rev.  Wm.  G.  McCready  delivered  an 
address  on  the  subject.  He  gave  many  reasons  why  St.  John's 
Academy,  Corbin,  should  be  fostered  by  the  Church.  One  of 
the  best  reasons  given  was  that  there  we  have  a  broader  field  for 
usefulness.  Virgin  soil  adapts  itself  readily  to  seed  sown  upon 
it,  and  quickly  shows  the  result  of  labor  bestowed.  Such  has 
been  our  experience  in  Corbin,  and  all  the  money  or  help  received 
enables  more  people  to  be  brought  under  the  influence  of  the 
Church. 

May  26th.  Early  in  the  morning  in  the  beautiful  country 
around  Shakertown,  were  to  be  seen  men  in  Clerical  garb  and 
women  in  bright  array  wandering  about  the  lovely  country  roads 
enjoying  the  sunshine  of  God's  beautiful  world.  But  promptly 
at  the  appointed  hour,  all  assembled  to  listen  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Knott's  eloquent  charge  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  to  join 
in  Holy  Communion.  The  subject  of  Mr.  Knott's  remarks  was 
taken  from  St.  Mark's  Gospel,  Chapter  12,  41-44th  Verses. 
After  listening  to  him,  each  woman  felt  she  could  do  more  to 
help  the  Master's  work,  and  each  resolved  in  her  inmost  heart 
that  in  another  year  she  would  be  found  giving  most  of  her  best 
energy  to  the  Auxiliary  work  of  the  Church. 

After  Holy  Communion  of  which  all  partook  in  the  most 
devotional  spirit,  the  Auxiliary  again  resolved  itself  into  a  busi- 
ness meeting.  First,  the  subject  of  the  schools  was  taken  up, 
and  the  idea  suggested  that  each  Branch  should  undertake  to  fur- 
nish one  room  in  Ashland  Seminary.  Mrs.  Packard,  the  Princi- 
pal, stated  in  a  clear  comprehensive  manner,  the  need  of  the 
School,  and  her  desire  that  the  bedrooms  should  be  as  uniform 
as  possible.  Upon  motion  of  Miss  Laura  Clay,  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Seminarv  were  to  be  asked  to  state  the  cost  of 
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furnishing  a  room,  so  that  a  money  hasis  could  he  reached,  and 
that  any  Branch  could  send  the  money  instead  of  the  furniture, 
if  they  so  desired. 

The  needs  of  the  school  at  Corhin  were  plainly  set  forth,  and 
Miss  Lindsay  stated  that  the  most  immediate  necessity  is  money 
to  huy  hlinds,  where  upon  a  member  of  the  Cathedral  Branch 
gave  toward  it  $2.00,  Junior  Branch,  Ascension,  Frankfort, 
$2.00,  Junior  Branch,  Versailles,  $2.00,  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
Versailles,  $2.00,  Trinity,  Covington,  $5.00,  and  Mrs.  Castle- 
man  of  the  Kentucky  Diocese,  $2.00.  To  this  was  added  $8.00 
from  the  offering  of  the  day.  Thus  it  is  hoped  some  of  the  glare 
of  the  sun  can  be  tempered  to  the  students  of  St.  John's  Academy, 
but  none  of  the  light  of  knowledge  be  obscured. 

The  offering  of  the  day  amounted  to  $17.00.  It  was  given  to 
the  following  objects :  General  Missions,  $10.00 ;  St.  John's, 
Corbin,  $3.00 ;  to  Central  Fund,  $4.00.  Cathedral  Branch  pledged 
$5.00  to  the  summer  school  at  Altamomt  if  needed.  Christ 
Church,  Cincinnati,  gave  $5.00  to  Mountain  Work  through  Rev. 
R.  G.  Noland.  This  was  unanimously  voted  to  the  building  fund 
for  a  Rectory  at  Beattyville.  Miss  Mahan  read  a  very  interest- 
ing account  of  her  work  at  Proctor  and  Beattyville,  and  Dea- 
coness Callaway  told  of  her  interesting  work  at  Altamont. 
Bishop  Burton  made  an  encouraging  and  helpful  talk  upon  the 
self  sacrificing  devotion  of  the  women  workers  in  our  Missionary 
field.  He  spoke  of  the  great  need  in  our  Mission  schools  of 
games,  books,  money  and  interest.  He  forcibly  impressed  upon 
us  the  truth  of  **  Carry  the  lambs  and  the  sheep  will  follow,"  and 
all  felt  that  too  much  care  could  not  be  bestowed  upon  the  Dio- 
cesan schools  at  Versailles,  or  the  protege  of  the  Church,  St. 
John's  Academy,  Corbin. 

The  President  spoke  of  the  pleasure  of  having  with  us  a 
representation  from  our  Mother  Diocese,  Mrs.  Castleman,  and 
asked  that  she  would  tell  us  something  of  Woman's  Work  in  her 
own  Branch.  Mrs.  Castleman  responded  by  expressing  the 
pleasure  she  had  had  in  the  meetings  and  made  some  practical 
and  helpful  suggestions.  Miss  Scudder  moved  a  resolution  of 
thanks  to  Greneral  and  Mrs.  Castleman  and  Major  and  Mrs.  Cas- 
tleman for  their  hospitality  in  furnishing  a  house  for  service,  and 
so  beautiful  a  place  to  worship  God.  After  prayer  and  bene- 
diction the  Woman's  Auxiliary  adjourned  for  1903.

— In  reading  over  the  notes  of  a  meeting,  full  I  believe 
of  pleasure  and  profit  to  nil  present,  I  realize  that  the  impression 
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was  made  by  me  of  discouragement.  I  am  not  discouraged,  and 
shall  never  be  while  there  is  one  faithful  woman  in  a  parish,  nor 
do  I  forget  whose  work  it  is.  With  undisturbed  confidence  we 
leave  the  result  to  Him.  But  I  am  saddened  and  disappointed 
that  after  seven  years  work  in  the  Diocese  it  is  still  the  few  who 
stand  as  witnesses  to  the  great  truths  of  our  cause.  To  two  or 
three  in  some  Branches  is  left  ^'the  momentous  and  Christ  given 
work  of  winning  the  world  to  Him,"  while  the  great  number 
stands  idly  by  ^'caring  for  none  of  these  things."  I  should  be 
happier  to  know  that  the  Auxiliary  had  a  place  in  the  heart  of 
every  baptized  woman  in  the  Diocese  and  that  their  influence 
and  prayers  were  with  it  than  to  have  thousands  in  dollars  to 
report  from  the  few.

Address  of  the  President. 

When  we  parted  last  year,  (those  of  us  who  were  so  fortunate 
as  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  in  Trinity,  Covington),  it  was  in 
the  joyful  confidence  that  its  inspiring,  uplifting  influence  would 
go  with  us  through  the  year,  and  be  felt  in  every  department  of 
our  work.  That  it  has  borne  fruit  we  know,  but  our  year's 
record  is  not  all  that  was  hoped  for.  Last  year  there  seemed  an 
advance  in  all  that  is  most  essential.  The  disappointment  is 
great  to  find  this  year  a  falling  back  rather  than  growth.  There 
has  been  no  gain  in  numbers,  and  in  too  many  parishes  a  lack  of 
organization,  of  any  definite  knowledge  of  the  objects  and  aims 
of  the  Auxiliary.  The  very  root  of  the  matter  seems  wanting, 
and  a  Branch  goes  to  pieces  at  the  first  obstacle  encountered. 

From  one  Branch  and  another  comes  the  story,  **  We  have 
no  Rector  and  the  parish  is- lifeless  ;"  "  Our  women  are  cold  and 
indifferent;"  **  There  is  no  Missionary  spirit  in  this  parish;" 
**Our  leaders  have  left  us,  or  are  disabled."  I  know  these  con- 
ditions are  depressing,  and  1  sympathize.  But  are  not  these  times 
of  discouragement  our  opportunity  ?  In  no  parish  will  we  find 
always  easy  sailing.  It  is  against  the  tide  of  coldness  and  indif- 
ference we  must  ever  battle.  If  the  women  are  cold  and  indiffer- 
ent, warm  and  inspire  them  by  your  zeal.  If  you  have  no  Rector, 
and  the  parish  is  lifeless,  all  the  more  reason  that  you  should  be 
alive.  I  am  not  finding  fault.  I  thank  God  for  the  faithful 
women  found  where  ever  we  have  an  Auxiliary  Branch.  I  do 
not  know  that  they  feel  as  I  do  the  strength  of  the  tie  that  binds 
me  to  them.  I  love  them,  and  I  ardently  desire  that  they  and  I 
shall  together  reach  out  for  better  things  than  we  have  yet  known 
or  accomplished.  Our  responsibility  is  great.  Our  cause  is  the 
cause  of  the  Church,  and  our  Leader  has  said,    '*  Lo !   I  am  with 
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you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world."  Why  then  should 
we  talk  of  difficulties  and  discouragements  ?  I  think  it  will  be 
well  to  look  the  situation  in  the  face,  and  discover  if  possible,  the 
reason  of  the  indifference  of  the  greater  number  of  our  women. 
Out  of  all  our  parishes  we  have  but  three  hundred  members,  and 
possibly  one  hundred  and  fifty  Jupiors.  Of  these,  how  many 
take  an  active  interest  in  the  meetings  and  work  ?  Do  we  believe 
in  our  cause  with  our  minds  as  well  as  hearts  ?  *  *  Ignorance  is  the 
mother  of  apathy."  Unless  we  know  the  cause  how  can  we  love 
it  or  inspire  others?  It  is  only  by  living  our  belief  that  we  can 
draw  others  to  believe. 

We  need  to  win  the  hearty  co-operatiqA  of  our  Rectors,  and 
make  them  recognize  that  the  Auxiliary  is%'  power  for  good  in 
any  parish.  Rise  to  a  true  appreciation  of  your  position  if  you 
would  have  others  accord  it  to  you.  One  of  our  Bishop's  says  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  has  not  been  sufficiently  self -asserting.  That 
we  need  to  be  bolder  and  more  independent  in  pressing  the 
claims  of  our  cause.  To  realize  more  and  more  our  influence  un- 
til our  zeal  and  energy  shall  compel  the  zeal  and  energy  of  others. 
Through  the  splendid  work  of  some,  our  record  does  not  fall  far 
behind  that  of  last  year  in  the  matter  of  giving.  The  total  amount 
given  in  money  and  the  value  of  boxes  is  $1,148.84.  The  box 
sent  to  a  Missionary  in  North  Carolina  prepared  by  seven 
Branches  was  valued  at  two  hundred  dollars.  It  was  a  most 
creditable  one.  I  suggested  to  Miss  Emery  that  we  send  our  box 
this  year  to  a  Mission  school.  She  replied  such  boxes  were  al- 
ways welcome,  but  she  would  be  sorry  some  Missionary  must  lose 
the  comfort  and  cheer  a  box  from  this  Diocese  always  gave.  I 
shall  leave  the  decision  to  you.  The  amount  given  the  Bishop's 
Fund  is  double  what  we  gave  last  year.  (We  had  very  generous 
help  from  two  Auxiliary  brothers.)  I  hope  this  year  we  vqW.  give 
what  will  pay  the  salary  of  one  Missionary.  I  regret  we  have 
done  so  little  for  the  apportionment ;  Miss  Emery  urgently  ap- 
peals to  us  that  we  will  do  faithfully  our  part  toward  making  up 
the  deficit  of  $111,000  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
before  September. 

Miss  Morell  wants  your  interest  in  furnishing  the  new  school 
house  at  Corbin.  Our  work  grows ;  we  must  grow  with  it.  What 
opportunities,  what  privileges  open  before  us.  What  a  full  happy 
year  may  be  ours  if  we  come  boldly  to  the  front,  resolved  not  to 
lose  one  of  the  offered  blessings. 

There  is  another  matter  for  us  to  think  of  \n  planning  our 
work.  It  is  a  subject  much  on  the  Bishop's  heart  just  now,  and 
should  be  one  of  deepest  interest  to  every  Church  man  and  woman 
in  the  Diocese.  The  success  of  our  school,  the  Ashland  Seminary. 
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You  have  read  the  Bishop's  strong  appeal  in  the  Diocesan  News, 
I  add  my  entreaties  that  you  will  stand  by  the  Bishop  and  Trus- 
tees. If  you  will,  the  success  of  the  school  is  assured.  Through 
the  generosity  of  one  woman  we  have  an  elegant  building.  Let 
the  other  women  of  the  Diocese  show  their  appreciation.  Interest 
yourselves  to  secure  pupils,  and  help  with  the  furnishing  either 
as  Branches  or  individually.  When  the  school  is  better  known 
it  will  stand  on  its  own  merits ;  now  it  needs  you.  This  plea 
should  be  sufficient  to  enlist  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

That  part  of  our  work,  the  Church  Periodical  Club  reports, 
1,524  papers,  books  and  magazines  distributed.  Surely  a  fine 
record,  and  I  ask  from  all  the  Branches  hearty  support  and  inter- 
est. If  you  have  books  or  papers  you  would  like  to  contribute, 
the  Chairman,  Mrs.  A.  E.  Doisy,  will  be  delighted  to  hear  from 
you. 

May  this  year  be  a  marked  one  in  our  history.  May  it  be  a 
year  of  growth  in  number,  in  knowledge  and  in  all  spiritual  graces.

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Report  of  the  President  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary. 

In  reading  a  list  of  questions  sent  me  by  Miss  Emery,  I  find 
two  to  which  I  would  like  to  call  your  attention.  First,  how 
many  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Diocese  of  Lexington  have  no 
Junior  Auxiliary?  On  reference  to  the  Journal  for  1902  I  find 
14  parishes  and  11  organized  missions  in  this  Diocese.  I  am  at 
this  time  only  able  to  report  five  where  there  are  Branches  of  the 
Junior  Auxiliary,  although  I  am  quite  sure  there  is  a  Branch  in 
Lexington  and  believe  there  is  one  in  Versailles,  and  regret  that 
I  have  not  received  reports  from  these  places  to  be  embodied  in 
the  one  about  to  be  submitted.  Believing  then  that  there  are 
seven  Branches,  there  remain  18  where  no  such  form  of  mission- 
ary work  is  attempted  among  the  children  and  young  people. 
Now  what  are  we  going  to  do  about  it?  This  is  my  question, 
not  Miss  Emery's.  Is  it  to  the  best  interest  of  this  Diocese  that 
this  state  of  affairs  should  exist?  And  if  not,  how  many  of  the 
clergy  and  women  will  help  me  to  awaken  a  little  interest  on  this 
subject  among  our  young  f)eople  during  the  coming  year?  The 
second  question  is  :  What  effort  has  been  made  the  past  year  to 
establish  new  Branches?  To  this  I  must  reply,  the  effort  has 
been  weak  and  almost  futile,  consisting  in  letters  sent  to  almost 
all  parishes  and  missions  named;  visits  to  those  in  reach,  and 
offers  of  visits  to  those  farther  off.  The  result  has  been  rather 
discouraging;  the  few  replies  to  letters  written  being  that 
there  was  no  material,  that  there  were  so  few  children  and 
these  could  not  be  interested,  and  that  there  was  absolutely  no 
use  to  try  to  organize,  etc.,  etc.  There  is,  however,  one  town 
where  a  young  girl  tried,  and  failed,  and  tried  again,  and  is  still 
trying;  and  this  fact  has  more  than  repaid  me  for  the  trouble  I 
may  have  been  put  to  in  sending  out  these  few  little  letters,  and 
I  feel  sure  that  next  year  I  shall  have  one  new  Branch  to  report, 
and  I  feel  also  sure  that  in  every  parish  and  mission  of  this  Dio- 
cese some  one  could  be  found  who  would  be  just  as  earnest  and 
faithful  in  her  efforts  to  establish  this  work,  if  she  could  have  the 
support  and  encouragement  of  the  minister  and  older  people,  and  I 
believe  that  the  young  people  and  the  Church  and  the  world 
would  be  better  for  the  establishment  of  this  work.  That  is  what 
/  believe^  and  I  am  willing  to  work  in  every  way  I  can  to  bring 
about  this  end,  and  beg  any  who  believe  as  I  do  to  help  me. 

The  Junior  Auxiliary  has  done  most  excellent  work  during 
the  year,  showing  slight  gain  in  number,  and  considerable  gain 
in  receipts,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  reports  which  I  hereto  append.

Before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  Mrs.  Allen,  our  Treas- 
urer, very  anxiously  and  seriously  said  to  me,  '*  Do  you  know  we 
are  pledged  to  g^ve  our  Missionary  teacher  in  Beattyville  $150.00 
per  annum,  and  we  have  had  only  $138.79  paid  into  the  Treasury? 
Now  what  are  we  going  to  do  about  it?" 

I  never  could  work  out  a  problem  in  mathematics,  and  I  fear 
there  are  times  in  my  life  when  I  have  felt  very  skittish  about 
stem  facts.  But  these  facts  and  these  figures,  like  Banquo^s 
ghost,  '*will  not  down."  I  find  myself  throughout  the  days 
trying  to  make  138  equal  150 ;  but,  stretch  it  as  far  as  I  can,  the 
coveted  elasticity  is  not  there. 

I  am  muddled  and  puzzled.  What  is  the  reason  of  this  great 
falling  off?  The  Treasurer  reports  no  returns  from  St.  John's, 
Covington  ;  St.  Andrew's,  Grayson  ;  Christ  Church,  Richmond  ; 
St.  Mary's,  Warsaw;  The  Advent,  Cynthiana ;  Calvary,  Ash- 
land; St.  John's,  Versailles;  Ascension,  Mt.  Sterling;  St. 
Thomas',  Beattyville,  and  from  Trinity,  Covington,  whose  name 
in  all  good  works,  like  Abou  Ben  Adhem's,  ** leads  all  the  rest," 
we  learn  that  only  one  person  has  kept  a  barrel. 

All  this  sounds  rather  appalling  and  discouraging.  But  over 
against  this,  comes  the  renewed  activity  and  fresh  interest  of  St. 
Paul's,  Newport,  and  Ascension,  Frankfort,  and  the  ever  faith- 
ful work  of  St.  Mary's,  Middlesborough.  It  is  not  because  of 
the  utter  dearth  of  babies,  that  in  every  direction  I  hear  urged. 
Did  I  not  triumphantly  assert  two  years  ago  that,  in  a  certain 
parish,  where  one  circle  had,  before  that  time,  been  an  impossi- 
bility, one  young  girl  had  banded  over  seventy  children?  But 
where  are  they  now?  How  is  it  that  from  this  parish  this  year 
there  is  no  report? 

Keep  your  eyes  wide  open  and  you  will  find  the  children. 
In  proof  of  the  need  of  this  alertness,  this  self-saturation  with  a 
cause,  I  want  to  tell  you  of  a  sweet  friend  of  mine  who,  after  a 
year's  trial  in  one  of  our  parishes,  utterly  dispirited,  gave  up  the 
work, 'saying  she  had  not  been  able  to  entice  one  single  person 
into  undertaking  a  circle.  The  very  day  that  she  resigned,  I 
found  three  who  were  willing  to  try  it.  Her  successor  has  en- 
tered upon  it  heartily,  and  with  such  real  earnestness  and  system 
that  her  success  is  guaranteed.  You  must  absolutely  believe  in  a 
thing  yourself  to  make  others  believe  in  it,  to  give  it  **  go." 

To  cite  an  instance  in  another  parish  :  I  asked  a  mother  who 
lived  in  a  boarding-house,  and  whose  dear  little  baby  I  was  pet- 
ting, to  whose  circle  hse  belonged  ?    She  looked  utterly  mystified  ; 
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she  had  never  heard  of  the  Babies'  Branch,  despite  the  fact  that 
she  saw  every  day  two  young  girls  who  were  heads  of  circles ; 
and  this  woman  was  a  Churchwoman.  There  appeared  to  be  a 
deplorable  amount  of  lukewarmness  all  along  the  line. 

As  the  '*  Self -Made  Merchant"  said  in  ''Letters  to  His 
Son"  :  "  The  best  shortening  in  any  kind  of  a  job  is  enthusiasm." 
The  truth  is,  keenness  of  interest  must  go  hand  in  hand  with 
fixity  of  purpose  in  any  work.  Your  work  must  be  your  polar- 
«tar  ;  every  occasion  you  must  make  your  opportunity  ;  and  every 
opportunity  must  become  your  henchman. 

Consider  every  baby  your  rightful  heritage.  But  your  work 
must  be  done  with  the  mothers — the  children  do  not  need  stirring 
up;  blessed  little  lambs,  how  easily  their  interest  is  gained!  It 
is  the  apathy  and  listlessness  of  the  mothers  against  which  you 
have  to  contend.  Persuade  them,  when  they  urge  that  they  have 
no  faith  in  it,  to  try  it  for  the  probable  good  to  their  children,  as 
they  might  try  vaccination  though  they  had  not  much  faith  in  it 
as  a  preventive  of  small- pox. 

*'A  poor  negro  woman  in  the  West  Indies,  after  dropping  her 
own  little  gift  into  a  missionary  collection,  put  a  small  coin  into 
the  hand  of  her  baby,  and  guiding  it  to  the  contribution  box, 
there  let  the  little  one  drop  it  in.  Some  delay  was  caused  by 
this,  at  which  the  collector  became  impatient,  when  the  mother 
said:  *Have  patience  brother;  I  just  want  to  bring  the  little 
thing  up  to  it.'  "  This  is  surely  a  lesson  to  us  with  our  oppor- 
tunities and  unlimited  privileges.  It  seems  to  me  the  great  lack 
lies  in  the  half-heartedness  of  many  of  the  workers,  and  in  most 
of  the  mothers.  Differing  from  this  poor,  ignorant  West  Indian, 
they  have  failed  to  realize  that  a  child's  mind  is  like  a  clean  sheet 
of  paper — we  can  write  on  it  what  we  will. 

Which  of  us  has  not  played  with  the  rosy,  chubby  toes  of 
some  dear  baby,  ''This  little  pig  went  to  market".?  I  have  been 
reading  about  a  "Missionary  Hand"  ;  and  it  seems  to  me  a  very 
beautiful  sentiment  to  teach  our  little  ones  to  reckon  one  hand  in 
thiswise:  This  big  thumb  says  '*Love"  ;  this  pointing  finger 
says  "Pray"  ;  this  longest  finger  says  "Give"  ;  this  middling  size 
finger  says  "Work"  ;  this  wee  finger  says  "Tell".  The  sequence 
is  unmistakable,  and  so  the  story  tells  itself. 

I  earnestly  wish  that  every  head  of  a  circle  would  beg  each 
mother  to  teach,  as  companion  to  the  old  nursery  story  of  the 
little  toes,  this  one  of  the  Missionary  Hand. 

I  can  not  see  how  it  is  that  so  many  undervalue  this  most 
important  work.  As  we  train  our  little  ones,  even  so  we  build 
our  society  and  our  Church.  The  Matterhorn  is  not  made  out  of 
huge  masses  of  granite,  but  out  of  mica  flakes  the  most  minute. 
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Size  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  value  of  work.  What  an  im- 
petus  did  the  children's  crusade  in  the  middle  ages  give  to  that 
great  religious  movement ! 

*'One  night  a  man  took  a  little  taper  out  of  a  drawer  and 
lighted  it,  and  began  to  ascend  a  long,  winding  stair. 

*  Where  are  you  going?'  said  the  taper. 

*  Away  high  up,'  said  the  man  ;  'higher  than  the  top  of  the 
house  where  we  sleep.' 

*And  what  are  you  going  to  do  there?'  said  the  taper. 

*I  am  going  to  show  the  ships  out  at  sea  where  the  harbor 
is,'  said  the  man.  *For  we  stand  here  at  the  entrance  to  the 
harbor,  and  some  ships  far  out  on  the  stormy  sea  may  be  looking 
for  our  light  even  now.' 

*  Alas !  'no  ship  could  ever  see  my  light,'  said  the  little  taper ; 
*  it  is  so  very  small.' 

'  If  your  light  is  small,'  said  the  man,  *  keep  it  burning  bright, 
and  leave  the  rest  to  me.' 

Well,  when  the  man  got  up  to  the  top  of  the  light-house, 
for  this  was  a  light-house  they  were  in,  he  took  the  little  taper, 
and  with  it  lighted  the  great  lamps  that  stood  ready  there  with 
their  polished  reflectors  behind  them. 

You  who  think  the  light  of  these  babies  of  so  small  account, 
can  you  not  see  what  God  may  do  with  it?  Shine — and  leave 
the  rest  to  Him." 

The  great  purpose  to  be  accomplished  is  to  make  each 
mother  feel,  and  through  her,  her  child,  that  that  child  has  gone 
on  the  bond  of  another  child ;  that  should  he  fail  to  pray,  should 
he  fail  to  give,  that  other  little  one  will  have  lost  his  chance. 

Let  us  duly  appreciate  the  great  possibilities  in  this  move- 
ment of  the  children.  In  no  department  of  the  Church  is  the 
work  more  important ;  those  of  us  engaged  in  it  should  try  to 
comprehend  its  lofty  purpose,  its  high  ideals.  It  has  been  said 
that  ** children  are  living  jewels  dropped  unstained  from  heaven." 
**They  are  the  fragile  beginning  of  a  mighty  end." 

Truly,  I  think,  if  we  wish  to  help  them,  if  we  wish  out  work 
to  prosper,  each  of  us  engaged  in  it  must  pray  over  it.  Shall  we 
try  it?  Have  we  tried  it^  If  we  adopt  this  plan,  I  believe  next 
ye:ir,  with  that  characteristic  toy  of  the  babies',  we  can  make  a 
rattling  big  noise  in  telling  over  our  recruits  and  successes. 

If  we  keep  up  the  praying,  I  think  we  shall  have  hearts  for 
the  struggle  ;  and  we  shall  surely  surmount  the  Hill  Difficulty  and 
see  the  Delectable  Mountains.

The  most  important  thing  we  have  done  this  past  year  is  to 
establish  an  Industrial  School  for  the  benefit  primarily  of  the 
poorer  children  of  the  city.  The  school  was  op>ened  November  1, 
1902.  Already  the  enrollment  has  passed  350  pupils.  Classes  in 
plain  sewing,  shirt-waist  cutting,  dress-making,  wood  carving 
(for  boys),  embroidery  and  Mount  Mellick  have  been  most  suc- 
cessfully conducted.  A  sewing  school  for  colored  children  was 
opened  in  their  own  school  building  and  their  exhibition  May  1 
was  a  surprise  to  all.  Classes  in  kindergarten,  banjo,  mando- 
lin, guitar,  vocal  music,  painting,  drawing  and  architecture  will 
be  opened  next  Fall  as  rapidly  as  pupils  are  ready  to  fill  the 
classes.  An  organization  of  the  Girl's  Friendly  Society  for 
working  girls  has  been  formed,  teaching  sewing,  cooking,  home 
making,  with  art,  literary  and  travel  classes.  This  new  work 
meets  a  pressing  need.

I  Thursday,  September  24th,  1903. 

A  Special  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexing- 
ton was  this  day  held  at  the  above  place,  pursuant  to  the  follow- 
ing call  : 

To  the  Clergy^  Vestries  and  Church  Committees : 

Whereas  action  by  the  Council  is  required  in  order  that  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  may  have  certain  immediately  necessary 
powers  over  the  property  known  as  Ashland  Seminary,  situated 
at  Versailles  : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Lewis  William  Burton,  by  virtue  of  the 
power  vested  in  me  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  do  hereby  call,  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid  and  for  the  transaction  of  any  other  busi- 
ness that  may  be  proper  to  such  a  meeting,  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington,  to  be  held  in  Christ 
Church  Cathedral  in  the  city  of  I^xington,  on  Thursday,  the 
twenty-fourth  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1903,  at  ten  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  the  Holy  Communion  to  be  celebrated  at  that  hour 
and  the  session  for  business  to  begin  at  eleven  o'clock  thereafter. 

Applying  the  principle  expressed  in  the  Canons  with  refer- 
ence to  the  General  Convention  to  our  own  diocesan  procedure, 
my  judgement  is  that  the  Deputies  elected  to  the  precedin;; 
stated  meeting  of  tlu^  Council  should  be  the  Deputies  at  this 
special  meeting  of  the  Council,  except  in  those  caJ>es  in  w^hich 
other  De|)uties  shall  have  been  chosen  in  the  meantime.

Mr.  Jno.  T.  Shelby,  in  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
and  the  Directors  of  Ashland  Seminary,  after  explaining  the 
reasons  for  the  special  meeting  and  the  situation  at  Ashland 
Seminary,  presented  the  following  resolution,  inviting  the  full- 
est discussion  thereof.  After  discussion  the  resolution  w^as 
unanimously  adopted. 

Resolved  :  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington 
be,  and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  and  directed  to  negotiate  a  loan 
for  such  amount  and  upon  such  terms  as  in  its  judgment  may 
be  desirable  for  the  interests  of  Ashland  Seminary,  at  Versailles, 
to  evidence  such  loan  by  its  corporate  obligation,  and  to  secure 
same  by  mortgage  upon  the  real  estate  or  personality,  or  both  the 
real  estate  and  personality,  of  the  Seminary ;  and,  also,  to  renew 
such  loan  from  time  to  time  in  its  discretion. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  copies  of  the  proceed- 
ings prepared  for  the  present  use  of  the  Bishop,  the  Trustees, 
the  Registrar  and  the  Secretary ;  and  to  print  the  proceedings 
also  in  the  next  Annual  Journal. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  communicate  the  sympathy 
of  the  Council  in  the  death  of  Judge  Chas.  J.  Helm,  of  New- 
port, to  the  family. 

The  minutes  were  then  read  and  approved,  and  after  appro- 
priate closing  exercises  the  Council  adjourned.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  The  business  of  each  day  shall  be  introduced  by  prayer. 

II.  The  Minutes  of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall 
be  read  every  morning  at  the  opening  of  the  Council. 

III.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  several  Committees, 
unless  the  Council  shall  otherwise  order. 

IV.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  nor  shall  he  afterwards  stand  except  to 
address  the  chair. 

V.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of 
the  house  unless  he  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VI.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  him- 
self to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in 
debate. 

VII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate  without  leave  of  the  house. 

VIII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate 
during  the  same  session,  unless  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  house. 

IX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

X.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any 
question  is  put,  shall  on  division  be  counted,  unless  he  be  per- 
sonally interested  in  the  decision. 

XI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  house  unless 
it  be  seconded,  and  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 
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XII.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house  it  shall  be 
determined  before  any  new  subject  is  introduced,  except  the 
question  of  adjournment. 

XIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  first 
instance  by  the  Chair,  without  debate.  An  appeal,  however, 
may  be  made  from  the  decision  to  the  Council  by  any  member 
of  the  same. 

XIV.  The  question  upon  motion  of  adjournment  shall  be 
taken  before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

XV.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  President  shall  leave  the  chair. 

XVI.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  or  other 
presiding  officer  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees, 
consisting  of  at  least  three  persons  each :  1 — A  Committee  on 
Unfinished  Business ;  2 — A  Committee  on  the  Application  for 
Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Dep- 
uties ;  8 — A  Committee  of  three  Rectors  of  Parishes  on  Rights 
of  Clergymen  to  Seats  in  Council ;    4 — A  Committee  on  Canons. 

XVII.  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not 
belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the 
same  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their 
names  entered  on  the  Journal,  but  without  the  right  of  taking 
any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

XVIII.  The  daily  business  of  the  house  shall  be  called  up 
and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a 
vote  of  the  house  :  1 — Communications  from  the  President ; 
2 — Reports  from  Standing  Committees ;  3 — Reports  from  Special 
Committees,  in  order  of  appointment ;  4 — Petitions  or  Memor- 
ials ;     5 — Motions  and  Resolutions. 

XIX.  All  elections  by  the  Council,  except  for  Secretary, 
shall  be  held  at  times  fixed  not  less  than  three  hours  in  advance 
thereof. 

XX.  These  Rules  of  Order  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered 
or  su8p>ended  by  the  Council,  two-thirds  of  the  member^  present 

voting  for  such  alteration  or  suspension.

FIRST  DAY. 


St.  Paul's  Church, 

Newport,  Kentucky. 

Tuesday,  8  :00  P.  M.,  May  81,  1904. 


Pursuant  to  the  action  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  the  Ninth 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington,  met  at  8  p.  m.,  on 
Tuesday,  May  81, 1904,  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport,  Ky. 

A  service  memorial  of  the  late  Right  Rev.  Thos.  Under- 
wood Dudley,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  was  held,  at  which 
the  Preacher  was  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Sneed,  the  Historiographer  of 
the  Diocese  of  Lexington. 

•  The  roll  of  the  Clergy  and  Congregations  was  then  called 
and  a  quorum  declared  present. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  the  Committee  on  Credentials,. 
Rev.  T.  W.  Cooke,  and  Messrs.  H.  Higgin  and  H.  C.  McKee. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address  to  the  Council. 
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BISHOP^S  ADDRESS. 


My  Dear  Brethren 

of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

During  the  past  conciliar  year,  by  the  mercy  of  God,  the 
Angel  of  Death  has  passed  over  our  Clergy  and  all  of  the  laity 
who  are  recorded  in  the  last  Journal  as  Officers  of  the  Diocese  or 
Deputies  to  its  Council. 

But,  within  that  period,  four  of  our  right  reverend  fathers 
have  been  called  away  from  us  to  the  higher  service  of  the 
Church  Triumphant : 

Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  March  Clark,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of 
Rhode  Island  and  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church,  died  Septem- 
ber 7,  1908,  aged  91  years,  and  in  the  forty-ninth  year  of  his 
episcopate. 

Rt.  Rev.  Abiel  Leonard,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Salt 
Lake,  died  December  2,  1908,  aged  55  years,  and  in  the  six- 
teenth year  of  his  episcopate. 

Rt.  Rev.  James  Addison  Ingle,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Han- 
kow, died  December  7,  1908,  aged  36  years,  and  in  the  second 
year  of  his  episcopate. 

Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Underwood  Dudley,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  D. 
C.  L.,  Bishop  of  Kentucky  and  Assessor  to  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  died  January  22,  1904,  aged  67  years,  and  in  the  twenty- 
ninth  year  of  his  episcopate. 

It  is  remarkable  that  both  a  Presiding  Bishop  and  his 
Assessor  should  have  been  removed  from  the  Church  on  earth 
within  the  last  twelve-month.  But  death  not  only  loves  a  shin- 
ing mark.  He  delights  in  crippling  enterprises  by  striking 
down  those  most  useful  to  them.  Two  of  our  missionary  lead- 
ers have  fallen  by  his  hand,  in  the  prime  of  their  strength  and 
in  the  heat  of  the  battle. 

Bishop  Clark  was  at  his  death  the  senior,  in  date  of  conse- 
cration, of  all  the  Bishops  in  the  Anglican  Communion,  and  had 
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been  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  this  Church  since  the  death  of 
Bishop  John  Williams,  February  7,  1899.  In  addition  to  abili- 
ties especially  fitting  him  for  the  episcopate,  he  was  a  theologian 
and  controversialist  of  a  popular  type,  a  voluminous  writer  for 
the  periodical  literature  of  both  the  religious  and  secular  press, 
and  a  lecturer  in  the  old  days  of  the  lyceum  platform. 

Bishop  Leonard's  missionary  jurisdiction  was  immense,  even 
to  the  minds  of  Americans,  accustomed  to  magnificent  areas  and 
distances.  Its  area  was  200,000  square  miles,  nearly  five  times 
that  of  our  state.  But  with  cheerfulness  and  dauntless  courage 
he  let  the  Church  lay  this  tremendous  burden  on  him ;  and  his 
energy  rose  to  the  task,  only,  of  course  by  necessity,  to  fall  back 
in  the  utter  collapse  of  typhoid  fever.  The  great  and  sore  prob- 
lems of  Mormonism  fell  to  his  lot,  as  Utah  was  embraced  in  his 
missionary  district.  But  he  met  them  with  a  fearlessness  and 
wisdom  which  won  the  approval  and  admiration  of  the  Church. 

Bishop  Ingle  not  only  volunteered  for  missionaryship  in 
China  while  still  a  student  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Vir- 
ginia, but  also  raised  the  pledges  of  money  which  enabled  the 
Board  of  Missions  to  send  him,  so  as  to  begin  his  work  in  that 
foreign  mission  field  in  November  of  1891.  His  elevation  to  the 
episcopate  of  the  newly  erected  missionary  district  of  Hankow 
was  in  recognition  of  his  peculiar  ability  to  deal  with  the 
Chinese  people.  His  short  term  of  ofHce  was  sufficient  to  afford 
abundant  proof  of  the  Church's  wisdom  in  the  choice  of  him  to 
meet  the  perplexing  problems  that  confront  those  seeking  to 
bring  that  ancient  people  into  subjection  to  Christ.  The  loss  to 
the  mission  of  his  long  experience  and  excellent  knowledge  of 
the  language  seems  irreparable.  But  we  must  remember  who  it 
is  that  is  Lord  of  the  ^Vineyard. 

But  a  more  staggering  blow  unexpectedly  struck  nearer  home 
in  the  death  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky. 

I  arranged  in  the  programme  of  this  Council  for  a  service 
memorial  to  him,  to  occur  on  the  very  threshold  of  our  proceed- 
ings, and  appointed  the  Historiographer  of  this  Diocese  to  present 
the  facts  of  his  episcopate  through  the  score  of  years  when  his 
jurisdiction  embraced  the  territory  now  lying  within  our  diocesan 
boundaries,  and  to  express  the  heartfelt  sentiments  of  all  our 
people  concerning  his  worth  and  our  loss  in  his  death.  But  I 
must  also  briefly  give  voice  to  my  own  estimate  of  his  character 
and  ministry,  and  to  my  sense  of  personal  and  ofHcial  bereave- 
ment in  his  departure  hence. 

He  was  built  on  large  lines,  put  of  all  the  best  elements 
that  constitute  character.  At  the  same  time,  he  was  many 
sided  with  an  astonishing  versatility  that  made  him  adorn  every 
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office  he  filled  and  excel  in  every  duty  he  performed.  His  social 
gifts  rendered  him  extraordinarily  genial  and  entertaining ;  yet 
he  was  punctilious  in  the  observance  of  every  obligation  that 
courtesy  imposes.  His  lips  had  a  native  eloquence  that  made  him 
a  most  engaging  speaker  and  preacher ;  but  much  of  his  power 
on  the  platform  and  in  the  pulpit  grew  out  of  his  whole-hearted 
way  of  giving  himself  to  the  cause  Avhich  had  won  his  convic- 
tions or  his  affections.  But  while  thus  he  was  enriched  in  utter- 
ance, there  were  expressed  in  his  words  the  treasures  of  a  mind 
scholarly  and  well  equipped ;  and  his  sober,  well-balanced  judg- 
ment was  not  betrayed  by  an  over-ready  tongue. 

His  personality  had  the  drawing  quality  which  we  call  mag- 
netism, and  he  could  easily  make  himself  the  popular  leader  in 
any  great  movement  of  the  day  or  critical  opportunity  of  the 
Church.  But  he  combined  to  a  rare  degree  tolerance  with  earn- 
est, out-spoken  convictions ;  sympathy  toward  men  with  loyalty 
to  Christ.  He  never  stooped  to  secure  or  hold  a  following  by 
any  concessions,  either  of  dignity  or  of  purity ;  nor  did  he  strive 
to  evoke  applause  by  jugghng  either  with  the  truth  or  with 
men's  consciences. 

It  was  this  all-roundedness,  with  real  depth  beneath  it,  and 
this  attractiveness,  with  a  lofty  ideal  dominating  it,  that  made 
him  easily  a  prince  among  those  who,  in  all  the  prerogatives  of 
office,  were  his  peers,  and  who  p>erhaps,  in  some  one  direction  of 
education,  or  some  one  department  of  work,  may  have  been  his 
superiors.  The  House  of  Bishops  bestowed  upon  him  the  high-^ 
est  gift  at  its  disposal,  when  it  elected  him  Assessor  to  the  Pre- 
siding Bishop  of  the  Church ;  and  he  knew  as  such  how  to 
temper  fairness  with  firmness ;  and  how  to  mingle,  in  presiding, 
geniality  with  dignity.  But  his  representative  character  was 
wider  than  the  House  of  Bishops.  His  {personal  and  official 
relations  had  spread  till  his  influence  was  potent  in  the  civil 
and  secular  affairs  of  the  nation,  and  his  reputation  had  extended 
beyond  the  confines  of  our  land.  He  enjoyed  not  only  the 
devoted  friendship  of  his  own  people,  but  also  the  admiring 
esteem  of  our  citizens,  without  respect  to  their  religious  affiliations. 

But  from  every  such  sweep  of  the  domain  of  thought  and 
action  in  which  he  made  himself  felt,  we  come  back  to  the 
Diocese  of  Kentucky,  bereft  of  its  chief  pastor,  its  spiritual  ruler 
and  guide,  and  to  the  sacred  confines  of  the  family  circle,  where 
they  loved  him  most  because  they  knew  him  best.  To  them 
should  go  out  our  tenderest  sympathy.  For  them  should  ascend 
our  most  fervent  prayers  that  God  will  fulfil  for  them,  in  all 
their  loneliness  and  grief,  the  rich  promises  of  divine  comfort 
and  spiritual  victory  in  Christ  by  the  Holy  Ghost.

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In  addition,  I  officiated  in  St.  Andrew's,  Louisville,  on  two 
Sundays,  outside  of  the  visitations  to  churches  in  the  Diocese  of 
Kentucky,  which  were  made  by  request  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  that  Diocese.  I  also  participated  in  the  burial  of  the 
late  Bishop  of  Kentucky  and  in  the  service  held  later  in  Louis- 
ville in  his  memory,  as  well  as  in  a  service  held  in  connection  with 
the  former.  I  also  conducted  one  of  the  Noon-day  Business 
Men's  Lenten  services  in  Louisville.

During  this  time  I  officiated  in 
the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Baltimore,  one  Sunday,  and 
immediately  afterward,  on  two  Sundays,  in  Richmond,  Va.,  in 
my  former  Church  of  St.  John's,  and  administered  Infant  Bap- 
tism in  another  congregation  in  that  city. 
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I  officiated  at  a  marriage  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  at  one  in 
Atlanta,  Ga.  A  visit  to  Shelby ville,  Ky.,  was  made  in  the 
interest  of  Ashland  Seminary.  And  frequent  visits  to  Cincin- 
nati on  Church  matters  have  been  paid.

GENERAL  SURVEY  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

A  calm,  intelligent  estimate  of  present  conditions  in  the 
Diocese  justly  calls  for  gratitude  to  the  Divine  Head  of  the 
Church  and  praise  for  our  Clergry  and  Laity.  A  most  excellent 
spirit  prevails.  The  stirring-up  which  Laymen  gave  the  Council 
at  Shakertown  has  borne  good  fruit.  Parochial  reports  have 
come  in  more  promptly,  in  larger  numbers  and  apparently  more 
carefully  and  fully  made  out.  There  is  less  criticism  and  more 
work.  Speaking  generally,  the  smile  of  satisfaction  and  cheerful- 
ness has  eclipsed  the  frown  of  complaint  and  the  downcast  coun- 
tenance of  discouragement.  Is  it  not  partly  the  result  of  these 
two  changes  that  there  is  a  drawing  together  of  our  people  into 
a  closer  unity,  and  that  a  smoother  harmony  characterizes  our 
organizations?  Our  estimable  Diocesan  Treasurer  boasts  that  all 
our  Parishes  stand  square  with  him,  and  that  practically  the 
delinquencies  are  confined  to  Missions  that  are  not  accustomed 
to  send  a  representation  to  the  Council  and  that  have  little  or 
no  financial  strength.  Our  earnest  Treasurer  for  Diocesan 
Missions  has  had,  during  the  months  of  **  famine"  of  the  past 
year,  to  contemplate  an  overdraft  and  a  note  in  the  bank  rather 
than  let  the  Missionaries  wait  for  their  stipends ;  but  the  months 
of  **  plenty"  have  run  the  receipts  beyond  any  sum  received  for 
Diocesan  Missions  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese  and  well  nigh  to 
the  sum  total  of  our  Expectations ;  though  these,  like  the  assess- 
ments, have  in  some  cases  been  laid  where  there  is  no  strength, 
perhaps  no  body  to  bear  them.  All  this  is  materialistic,  I  know. 
But,  nevertheless,  in  religion  giving  is  a  sign  of  spiritual  life. 
There  is  much  so  called  conversion  that  has  not  the  grace  to 
bring  forth  this  fruit.  Giving  to  the  Lord  by  contributing  to  his 
Church  is  a  religious  duty.  Bishop  Whittle  was  accustomed  to 
say  **that  the  scriptures  dwelt  on  it  more  than  on  the  subject  of 
prayer."  Perhaps,  also,  the  two  financial  departments  to  which 
I  have  alluded  may  fairly  be  reckoned  as  within  the  realm  of 
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debt-paying.  And  this  is  not  always  a  mere  result  of  prosper- 
ity«  but  often  also  a  test  of  moral  character  and  a  fruit  meet  for 
repentance. 

After  paying  off  debts,  one  of  the  happy  signs  of  improved 
family  conditions— not  merely  financial  but  moral  conditions 
also— is  the  giving  some  touches  here  and  there  that  will  brighten 
up  and  perpetuate  the  household  domicile.  Accordingly  Bishop 
Dudley's  eye  was  gladdened  with  the  cleanliness  of  all  parts  and 
the  freshly  tinted  walls  of  St.  Thomas',  when,  to  his  evident 
joy,  he  paid  last  fall  an  ever  memorable  visit  to  Beattyville. 
And  in  the  same  Mission,  wiih  this  spring,  is  rising,  as  it  were 
out  of  the  fecund  earth,  the  frame  work  of  a  commodious  rectory, 
in  the  construction  of  which  our  Missionary  is  himself  the  master 
workman.  At  Cynthiana,  at  Danville,  at  Maysville,  at  Newport, 
and  at  Paris,  either  within  or  without  or  both,  the  painter's  brush 
has  put  a  new  dress  on  what  is  in  each  case  a  tastefully  built  church. 
At  Frankfort,  twice  within  the  past  year,  the  scourge  of  fire,  once 
in  the  Orphanage  and  a  second  time,  within  a  few  years,  in  the 
church  edifice  itself,  has  necessitated  improvement,  though  a  new 
organ  was  under  construction  when  the  flame  kindled  upon  the 
Church.  The  Georg^etown  rectory  has  been  enlarged  and  better 
equipped,  to  the  greater  comfort  and  pride  of  its  faithful  rector ; 
and  he  is  gradually  having  the  tower  built  up  to  completion. 
Before  the  Rev.  F.  £.  Cooley  left  the  Diocese,  he  saw  to  it  that 
the  substantial  structure  of  the  Church  at  Harrodsburg,  hallowed 
by  associations  with  the  first  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  who  planned 
and  did  some  of  the  work  upon  it,  was  put  into  good  and  lasting 
repair.  At  Newport  the  addition  of  a  parish  house  is  a  never- 
ending  cause  of  mutual  congratulation  among  Clergy  and  people. 
And  Winchester  has  made  the  changes  necessary  in  order  that  a 
vested  choir  should  be  an  attractive  feature  in  its  services. 

Were  there  no  distinctively  spiritual  signs  of  diocesan 
revival  and  growth,  we  might  well  fear  that  all  so  far  recited  is 
in  the  direction  of  worldliness  and  selfishness.  I  believe  that 
there  is  solid  advance  in  christian  work  all  along  the  line  of  our 
diocesan  forces,  and  no  little  improvement  here  and  there  in  the 
grace  of  holy  living.  So  far  as  I  have  learned,  the  last  Lent  was 
better  kept  than  its  predecessors.  Special  evangelistic  services 
have  been  lately  conducted  in  at  least  six  places.  It  is  only  a 
partial  contradiction  of  this  statement  that  our  whole  number  of 
confirmations  is  less  this  year  than  in  any  year  previous.  Some 
of  the  classes  this  year  have  been  larger  and  of  better  material 
than  usual.  At  the  Cathedral  forty  have  been  confirmed  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  The  Lee  County  visitations  have  been  post- 
poned to  the  summer,  at  the  request  of  the  Missionary.    Changes 
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in  two  of  our  most  important  rectorships  occurred  in  Mid-Lent. 
At  any  rate  a  lessened  crop  is  not  in  any  one  year  an  argrument 
against  either  the  fertility  of  the  soil  or  the  industry  of  the  ha»- 
bandman.  And  a  wise  evangelist  seeks  for  a  literal  revival  of 
the  congregation  before  he  expects  to  count  up  converts.  First 
Pentecostal  outpouring  in  the  upper  room ;  then  the  addition  to 
the  Church  of  those  who  were  being  saved.  Only  it  is  to  be 
remembered  that  that  apostolic,  may  we  not  say  divine,  prece- 
dent requires  that  the  healthful  spirit  of  grace  shall  be  sent  down 
upon  our  Bishops  and  other  Clergy,  before  the  continual  dew  of 
spiritual  blessing  will  be,  or  even  can  be,  poured  upon  the  con- 
gregations committed  to  their  charge. 

I  must  not  be  afraid  of  suspicions  of  partiality,  when,  for 
the  sake  of  confirming  and  illustrating  the  general  statement  I 
have  made,  I  select,  out  of  our  diocesan  record  for  the  past  year, 
some  special  signs  of  spiritual  energy.  A  new  Mission  in  Ash- 
land is  being  planted  among  the  mill-operatives  of  that  growing 
and  busy  town,  by  our  aggressive  and  self-sacrificing  Mis- 
sionary ;  and  a  building  especially  erected  for  its  use  was  opened 
within  this  month.  Thus  we  have  what  appears  anomalous— 
a  mission,  as  the  offspring  of  a  congregation  which  has 
itself  not  yet  attained  to  the  maturity  of  a  parish.  Bellevue 
and  Dayton  are  like  the  corn  which  the  optimistic  farmer 
declares  he  sees  growing.  Beside  a  business-like  grappling 
with  a  serious  financial  problem,  it  yields  to  its  enthusiastic 
Rector  a  postulant  for  orders  and  a  goodly  confirmation  class. 
Sustaining  an  arrangement  made  by  its  late  Rector,  the  Min- 
ister-in-Charge  of  Trinity,  Covington,  is  reaping  some  of  the 
seed  sown  by  the  former  Assistant  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
of  that  Parish,  in  the  services  which  he  is  holding  in  Ludlow. 
Our  earnest  Missionary  at  Nicholasville  reports  that  "An 
excellent  spirit  prevails  in  this  Mission.  There  is  a  quickening 
of  spiritual  life,  a  devotion  to  the  Church,  a  development  of 
Christian  character  that  augurs  well  for  the  future."  Louisa 
was  organized  into  a  Mission  last  winter  with  impressive  serv- 
ices, which  must  have  been  a  partial  reward  to  the  persistence 
with  which  the  Missionary  at  Ashland  has  ministered  to  it  in  the 
face  of  positive  and  disheartening  discouragements.  Maysville 
has  been  wrought  to  a  high  degree  of  religious  interest  and 
parochial  expectancy  by  its  fervent  rector,  who,  to  his  people^s 
sorrow,  retires  this  week.  Our  message  to  the  Church  in  Mays- 
ville, with  reference  to  its  new-born  spirit  of  religious  generosity 
and  enterprise,  is  "  I^Iold  that  fast  which  thou  hast,  that  no  man 
take  thy  crown."  Music  is  a  mountain  mining  Mission.  Three 
laymen,  under  Dr.  Washington's  direction,  two  of  them  his  sons 
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in  the  faith,  are  making  its  light  shine  in  a  benighted  region » 
But  the  results  can  be' traced  back  to  the  love  for  his  Spiritual 
Mother  in  the  heart  of  a  Churchman  settled  there  in  business. 
In  Warsaw  a  few  women  are  doing  for  our  Church  what  these 
men  are  doing  at  Music,  only,  of  course,  under  circumstances 
diametrically  opposite.  Would  you  could  hear  their  pathetic 
tale  of  twenty  years'  patient  waiting  for  the  Church  to  come  to 
them!  Are  they  not  beginning  at  the  right  end,  when,  even 
before  they  have  a  shred  of  the  fabric  of  a  church-building,  they 
purchase  a  silver  communion  service  for  the  Church  which  is  in 
their  houses?  They  will  miss  the  Archdeacon's  quarterly  visits. 
There  are  many  souls  rejoicing  in  Winchester  over  the  fact  that 
they  are  having  a  clergyman  all  to  themselves — ^they  who  so  often 
had  had  only  intermittent  services,  and  over  the  fruits  of  hi& 
ministry  in  valuable  accessions  to  the  congregation  and  an  entirely 
different  standing  for  our  Church  in  the  community.  One  voice 
of  praise  rises  above  all  the  rest,  from  the  lips  of  him  who,  for 
many  years  as  a  solitary  Churchman  in  that  town,  paid  his  lonely 
orisons.  The  Apostle  of  Lee  County  still  multiplies  preaching 
stations  over  his  mountain  parish  ;  and  at  the  gates  of  no  hamlet 
and  at  the  threshold  of  no  home  does  he  have  to  shake  off  the 
dust  of  his  feet  as  a  testimony  against  their  unreadiness  to  hear 
the  gospel  of  reformation   and  of  a  Father's  love  in  Christ. 

There  is  such  a  thing  going  on  as  church  extension  in  this 
Diocese.  There  has  come  to  us  from  North  Carolina  a  clergyman 
who  made  a  remarkable  record  in  that  Diocese  for  Missionary 
zeal.  From  his  parochial  centre,  in  Mt.  Sterling,  he  has  renewed 
services  at  Side  View  and  Grayson ;  has  instituted  regular  serv- 
ices at  Owingsville  and  Morehead,  and  is  doing  pioneer  work 
at  Olive  Hill  and  Salt  Lick.  We  may  style  him  popularly  the 
"  C.  &  O.  Missionary."  Even  more  do  I  need,  and  God  willing 
intend  to  have,  one  who  will  as  appropriately  be  called  the 
**  L.  &  N.  Missionary,"  for  the  south-eastern  part  of  the  State. 
What  these  Missionaries  will  be  expected  to  exhibit  is  initiative* 
Everything  will  not,  cannot,  be  planned  or  found  for  them. 
They  will  have  to  go  about  erecting  church-buildings  in  their 
stations,  just  as  a  settled  pastor  does  in  his  parish,  except  that  in 
the  former  case  the  source  of  supplies  will  have  to  be  chiefly 
sought  outside  the  field  which  is  being  tilled.  Our  rule  of 
diocesan  operations  will  have  to  be  that  of  General  Lee.  Put 
the  best  possible  man  at  a  point ;  then  both  trust  him  and  also 
hold  him  responsible. 

Our  Missionary  Schools  are  forging  ahead.  What  shall  we 
call  the  institution  at  Altamont?  Is  it  educational  or  parochial? 
It  looks  like  the  latter,  when  we*  see  our  frail  Deaconess  there 
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conducting  service,  preparing  Confirmation  Candidates  and 
burying  the  dead.  And  has  she  not  an  apostolic  clerical  salary 
in  her  stipend  of  $200  a  year  and  her  board?  But  the  educational 
is  predominating  now,  in  that,  through  her  own  planning  and 
provision,  she  has  added  a  school  teacher,  who  will  give  instruc- 
tion in  the  literary  rudiments  to  those  who  already  had  been  receiv- 
ing industrial  training  from  the  Deaconess.  The  impress  made 
upon  individual  souls,  as  they  pass  before  this  institution,  is 
invaluable.  No  one  can  estimate  how  wide  spread  at  last  is  the 
seed  it  sows.  But  there  is  a  fact  that  troubles  me  concerning 
this  work.  It  is  expensive  work;  not  so  much  in  money  as  in 
nerve-force  and  in  tears.  You  cannot  make  home-builders  out 
of  a  p>eople  that  are  endlessly  moving  in  procession.  You  can- 
not found  church  institutions  upon  the  shifting  sands  of  a 
mining-camp's  population.  The  work  has  grown  from  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Alfred  Totten's  beginnings,  until  now  there  are  many 
hearts  that  would  be  hurt  by  suggestion  of  a  change  of  location. 
What  I  have  said  is  that  it  ought  not  to  be  the  centre  of  church 
work,  but  an  outpost  of  a  permanent  and  up-growing  centre 
among  a  more  stable  people  not  far  off.  I  ask  the  judgment  of 
the  Brethren  on  this  point. 

The  Beattyville  Episcopal  High  School  has  at  least  held  its 
own  this  year,  as  compared  with  last  year ;  and  an  incomparably 
better  spirit  prevails  within  and  towards  it.  Besides,  Miss  L.  B. 
Mahan  has  given  much  valuable  assistance  to  our  Principal, 
Miss  M.  E.  Doane,  especially  in  the  way  of  sewing  lessons.  The 
building  has  been  put  into  thorough  repair  and  painted.  I  wish 
to  make  here  a  proposition.  It  is  well  known  within  the  Diocese 
how  lovingly  and  efficiently  the  Gleaners  of  Christ  Church 
Cathedral  in  Lexington  have  sustained  from  year  to  year,  for 
several  seasons,  a  Summer  Mission  Settlement  in  Proctor.  For 
a  time  it  seemed  to  some  friends  of  this  work  in  Lee  County  that 
the  Church  as  a  regular  organization  was  doing  nothing  for  Lee 
County.  They  did  not  know  that  then,  and  before,  and  now, 
the  Church  is  regularly  appropriating  for  work  in  Lee  County, 
in  salaries  alone,  the  annual  sum  of  $1,050,  and  that  much  of  the 
largess  of  contributions  of  boxes,  material  and  other  gifts,  is 
poured  into  the  lap  of  the  workers  in  that  county  because  for 
years,  yes,  far  back  when  many  of  the  workers  were  too  young 
to  know  or  care  where  Lee  County  is,  the  banner  of  this  Church 
floated  over  that  whole  district,  planted  there  by  a  detachment  of 
the  regular  militant  host  of  Christ,  under  the  name  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church.  Our  Diocese  of  Lexington  inherited 
a  fully  organized  Mission  there,  embracing  both  sides  of  the 
river,  from  the  generous  hand  of  the  noble  Bishop  of  Kentucky, 
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who  had  made  it,  to  a  peculiar  degree,  his  Mountain  Missionary 
protege.  The  people  of  Beattyville  and  Proctor  know  well  that, 
from  the  practical  beginning  of  this  Diocese  in  1896,  I  have  tried 
in  his  spirit  to  sustain  all  that  was  inherited  there.  Now,  I  pro- 
pose that,  for  the  sake  of  economy  and  permanence  of  results, 
we  concentrate  all  our  various  efforts  there.  Let  the  summer 
work  and  outlay  have  in  view  the  building  up  and  strengthening 
of  our  educational  institution  there.  Let  us  endeavor  to  continue 
there,  all  the  year  through,  what  has  for  years  been  carried  on  at 
Altamont.  Let  us  change  the  name  of  our  school  there.  Let  us 
give  it  the  name  of  its  founder  and  friend — Bishop  Dudley.  And 
let  us  all  rally  to  make  it,  not  only  an  appropriate  memorial  in 
location  and  kind,  but  also  a  worthy  one  in  its  growth  and  the 
ever  increasing  good  it  does.  We  cannot  hope  that  it  will  be 
soon  all  that  the  school  at  Corbin  is  even  to-day.  But  we  shall 
feel  that  we  are  honoring  a  name  that  ought  to  be  in  fact,  as  well 
as  in  sentiment,  associated  with  Beattyville  and  Proctor ;  and  I 
know  no  effort  in  this  Diocese  that  would  be  so  apt  to  bring  a 
flush  of  joy  to  that  face  which  we  "have  loved  long  since,  and 
lost  awhile." 

St.  John's  Academy,  Corbin,  has  experienced  a  year  that 
rises  in  prosperity  far  above  any  in  its  previous  history ;  and 
that  notwithstanding  the  ill-fortune  of  two  different  changes  in 
principal  within  the  school  year,  so  that  within  that  time  the 
school  has  had  three  heads.  A  meed  of  praise  is  due  the  faithful 
and  efHcient  staff  of  teachers,  our  veteran  diocesan  Missionary 
Worker,  Miss  Emma  J.  Morrell,  at  their  head,  who  loyally  and 
laboriously  stood  by  the  ship  while  the  changes  in  captain  were 
in  progress.  Does  the  Diocese  realize  that  we  have  in  Corbin, 
which  is  destined  undoubtedly  to  be  the  chief  town  of  south-east 
Kentuclsy,  six  acres  eligibly  located ;  a  modern  building  already 
outgrown  in  accommodation ;  a  printing  plant  and  newspaper ; 
domestic  science  and  kindergarten  departments  ;  a  staff  of  teachers 
that  has  crowded  out  our  boarding  department,  and  yet  a  staff 
that  is  none  too  large  to  meet  the  needs  of  over  a  hundred  pupils 
of  all  ages  and  grades?  As  1  recall  that  day  of  blustering  storm  on 
which  Miss  Morrell  and  Dr.  McCready  and  I  landed  there,  upon 
our  first  visit  among  utter  strangers,  when  the  rapidly  rising 
flood  made  a  service  impossible,  and  behold  present  results,  it  is 
no  faint  sense  of  human  impotency  to  bring  so  much  out  of  noth- 
ing, that  makes  me  exclaim  **  What  hath  God  wrought!" 

Since  the  last  Council,  Margaret  Hall  has  been  completed 
for  our  Diocesan  School  for  Girls  and  Young  Ladies  at  Ver- 
sailles. It  is  an  attractive,  substantial,  well  constructed  and 
appropriately  arranged  building.     It  has  been    fully   equipped 
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with  furniture  that  would  grace  a  comfortably  appointed,  home. 
It  is  heated  by  steam,  lit  by  our  own  gas  plant,  and  supplied 
with  an  abundance  of  pure  water  from  our  own  grround.  It  is 
sanitary  in  its  plumbing.  Light  and  air  are  freely  admitted  into 
every  part  of  the  structure. 

The  Principal  at  the  Commencement  Exercises  reported  an 
enrolment  of  51,  counting  both  day  and  boarding  pupils;  one  of 
whom  had  been  baptized  and  three  confirmed  in  the  course  of 
the  year.  It  is  not  yet  possible  to  determine  exactly  what  is  the 
financial  outcome  of  the  past  school  year.  But  I  believe  that 
the  school  is  capable  of  self-support.  I  have  to  thank  the  Board, 
as  a  whole  and  as  individuals,  for  loyal  support,  valuable  and 
self-sacrificing  co-operation.  Every  one  of  us  has  faith  in  the 
future  of  the  school.  How  soon  and  how  gloriously  that  future 
of  prosperity  dawns  upon  us,  rests  largely  with  the  Clergy  of 
this  Diocese,  who  should  be  our  enthusiastic  agents,  and  with  the 
Laity  of  the  Diocese,  who  should  be  our  generous  benefactors 
and  our  constant  patrons.  I  have  paid  forty-two  visits  to  Ver- 
sailles during  the  past  Conciliar  Year,  nearly  all,  if  not  all,  of 
which  were  in  the  interest  of  the  school.  The  Bishop's  wife— 
and  I  know  the  whole  Diocese  will  say  **  amen  "  to  my  prayer 
of  * '  God  bless  her .' ' — has  started  out  in  an  effort  to  roll  away  some 
portion  of  our  mortgage  indebtedness  of  $10,000.  She  wishes  one- 
hundred  subscriptions  of  one-hundred  dollars  each.  She  has,  with 
some  aid  from  two  or  three,  as  to  a  small  portion  of  the  amount, 
already  raised  eight-hundred  dollars  for  the  school.  If  individ- 
uals or  congregations  are  unable  to  give  one-hundred  dollars  by 
themselves,  their  combination  with  others  like  situated  is  practi- 
cable. It  will  greatly  cheer  the  worker  and  relieve  her  in  respect 
to  the  burden,  if  subscribers  will  volunteer.  Any  sum  will  be 
gratefully  welcomed. 

Are  there  no  shadows  falling  athwart  this  rosy  scene  of 
success  and  glory  which  I  have  been  so  optimistically  painting? 
Yes,  a  few  fluctuating  ones.  The  Clergy  are  migratory ;  and 
some  of  our  oldest  and  strongest  co-workers  among  them  are 
shepherding  flocks  in  greener  pastures.  We  have  vacant  par- 
ishes as  follows:  Trinity,  Covington,  and  Paris;  and  vacant 
organized  missions  in  union  with  this  Council  in  Richmond  and 
St.  Andrew's,  Lexington.  But  the  two  vacant  parishes  are 
temporarily  provided  for.  Paris,  Richmond  and  Middlesbor- 
ough  are  suffering  from  a  phenomenal  series  of  severe  and 
crippling  blows  in  deaths  and  removals,  and  as  a  consequence 
feel  cast  down  in  spirit ;  and  Richmond  faces  the  necessity  of 
expensive  repairs  in  its  church  building.  Our  sympathies  go  out 
to   all  our   brethren   in  these   places.      We  must  stand  by  them. 
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And  they  must  have  the  courage  of  that  little  Spartan  niisgion 
we  have  in  Somerset.  The  changes  and  chances  of  a  railroad 
town  have  swept  away  our  goodly  band  of  tried  and  true  church- 
men there,  till  there  only  is  left,  so  our  faithful  Missionary,  the 
Rev.  H.  E.  Spears,  reports  from  his  monthly  visits,  one  con- 
firmed individual  and  he  not  a  communicant.  Yet  he  is  holding 
up  the  banner  of  the  Church.  He  performs  the  various  offices  that 
fall  within  the  duty  of  the  Laity,  and  out  of  his  meagre  wages 
he  contributes  a  tithe  to  the  expenses  of  the  Mission.  Shall  not 
the  missionary  bear  to  him  also  the  message  that  he  is  not  alone, 
and  that  he  must  be  steadfast  and  strong,  and  true  for  the  sake 
of  Christ?  Ah,  the  shadows  seem  to  lengthen,  as  I  think  of  our 
sheep  scattered  abroad  and  we  with  so  few  shepherds  to  tend 
them,  even  in  ministering  to  their  occasional  spiritual  needs.  I 
think  of  that  little  flock  in  Flemingsburg,  who  have  seen  daily 
for  twenty  years  past  their  old  church  used  as  a  carriage  ware- 
house, and  who  gather  with  me  about  the  Table  which  I  am 
permitted  to  spread  by  the  bedside  of  a  saintly  mother-in-Israel. 
Yet  even  these  shadows  are  illumined  by  the  unfaltering 
staunchness  of  these  loyal  church-folk,  who  support  the  religious 
institutions  of  their  community,  but  find,  in  the  grace  that  comes 
to  them  through  the  memories  of  the  past  and  the  use  of  the 
Prayer  Book,  a  blessed  tie  that  binds  their  hearts  in  christian 
love  to  the  great,  and  rich,  and  beautiful  Church  of  which  the 
religious  press  brings  them  tidings.  If  the  Diocesan  News,  our 
little  church  paper,  served  no  other  purpose  than  to  carry  them, 
and  others  like  them,  its  monthly  message  from  the  lovely  mother 
they  so  seldom  see,  but  fondly  cherish,  it  would  be  well  worth 
all  the  small  cost  of  its  publication. 

And  now  we  are  brought  to  the  exhortation  which  properly 
closes  a  review  or  survey  in  which  we  have  discovered  so  many 
rich  blessings  of  a  merciful  providence  over  our  Church.  May  I 
not  beseech  you,  brethren,  by  the  mercies  of  God,  as  did  St.  Paul 
the  Romans?  When,  from  the  backward  glances  I  have  given 
to  the  record  which  our  Diocese  has  made  for  itself  this  past  year, 
I  look  forward  at  the  land  yet  to  be  possessed,  a  stouter  heart 
might  well  be  appalled.  But  we  shall  remember  that  little 
British  army,  that  crept  up,  at  a  snail's  pace,  through  at  least 
two  years,  carrying  with  it  all  its  necessities  and  creating  in  its 
daily  progress  the  agencies  of  civilization,  and  all  according  to 
the  exact  precalculation  of  its  general,  until  at  last  it  reached  the 
Soudan,  and  there  achieved  the  victory  which  had  been  com- 
mitted to  it  as  its  task.  So  we  shall  be  calm  in  the  face  of  more 
than  our  generation  can  accomplish.  We  shall  choose  wisely 
what  to  do  and  do  it  well,  and  keep  ever  at  something  more,  till 
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we  fall  at  the  front  or  are  retired  to  the  rear  with  our  force  spent 
for  further  battle.     Shall  I  tell  you  what  we  need  most  to  do? 

I.  Attention  to  the  Sunday  School.  It  is  both  the  source  of 
supply  and  the  training  school  for  the  Church.  The  most  diffi- 
cult problem  concerning  it  is  the  lack  of  material  in  it  in  our 
smaller  towns.  The  answer  to  this  problem  will  be  found,  I 
believe,  in  a  Mission  Sunday  School,  into  which  we  gather 
children  other  than  those  which  now  belong  to  the  families  of 
the  congregation. 

A  quarter  of  a  century  ago  a  Sunday  School  was  considered 
to  be  the  best  means  of  laying  the  personal  and  spiritual  founda- 
tions for  a  new  congregation  in  a  locality  not  previously  occupied 
by  the  Church.  Cottage  meetings  for  adults  were  a  usual 
accompaniment  to  the  Sunday  School,  until  a  congregation 
could  be  hived  into  the  building  occupied  by  the  Sunday  School. 
Some  of  our  Missions  have  never  within  my  knowledge  had 
a  Sunday  School. 

On  what  is  to  be  based  any  hope  for  the  perpetuity  of  these 
missions? 

II.  The  development  of  Laymen  as  assistants  in  church 
extension  is  a  necessity.  We  cannot  afford  Clergymen  for  much 
of  this  work.  The  right  sort  of  Clergymen  for  the  work  are 
hard  to  get  for  love  or  money.  Much  of  the  territory,  espec- 
ially what  we  may  call  the  virgin  soil,  of  this  Diocese,  is  being 
preempted  by  several  bodies  of  Christians  through  their  use  of 
their  collegiate  and  theological  students.  Many  of  our  Laity  are 
as  well  fitted  as  are  these  young  men  for  this  work,  if  they  had 
only  the  spirit  for  it. 

III.  There  are  two  districts  which  I  feel  need  aggressive 
effort.  One  is  Ludlow,  where  there  is  a  large  population,  to 
only  a  few  of  whom,  so  far,  our  Church  has  ministered.  The 
effort  there  should  be  missionary  and  institutional.  The  other 
district  is  Ft.  Thomas.  There  the  effort  is  in  part  to  save  what 
already  belongs  to  us,  and  what  we  otherwise  shall  surely  lose 
in  the  next  generation.  A  chapel  situated  so  as  to  accommodate 
the  occupants  of  the  army  post  as  well  as  the  dwellers  upon  the 
Heights  near  by  would  be  the  best  combination,  if  it  is  possible. 
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Trinity  Church,  Covington,  and  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport, 
respectively,  are  the  manifest  chief  agents  in  any  such  Church 
extension.  But  neither,  as  now  situated,  can  do  the  work  alone. 
The  Diocese  must  aid.  I  believe  the  Church  at  large  would 
help,  if  properly  appealed  to. 

IV.  We  need  to  build  churches  in  Lawrenceburg,  Nicho- 
lasville,  Warsaw,  Vanceburg,  Grayson  and  Olive  Hill.  In  the 
two  latter,  lots  are  at  our  disposal.  We  cannot  expect  to  win 
adherents  among  the  adults  in  a  community  until  we  have  given 
some  such  pledge,  as  a  church  building,  of  our  permanency  and 
serious  intentions  in  that  locality. 

In  Corbin  a  church  building  is  an  absolute  necessity. 

In  every  case  I  have  mentioned,  outside  aid  is  a  sine  qua  non. 
This  will  not  come  till  a  start  is  made,  and  the  local  congregation 
and  community  have  done  their  utmost.  All  this  is  Church 
extension  from  the  business  point  of  view.  But  back  of  it,  as 
the  prime  necessity,  is  our  translation  into  the  practical  life  and 
work  of  the  Diocese  of  some  of  the  principles  which  I  have  set 
forth  in  the  programme  for  this  meeting  of  the  Council. 

A  higher  tone  of  spirituality  through  the  Diocese. 

Enthusiastic  diocesan  esprit  de  corps. 

Our  Diocesan  motto  :  ''  Working  together  for  the  faith  of 
the  gospel." 

The  Parish  before  the  individual ;  the  Diocese  above  the 
congregation  ;  the  Church  greater  than  the  Diocese ;  extension 
of  the  Kingdom  by  Missions  the  glorious  duty  of  the  Church  ; 
Christ  supreme  over  all ;  loving  sacrifices  and  zeal  on  the  part  of 
all  for  His  Name  and  Service. 

May  God  by  His  Holy  Spirit  direct  and  rule  our  hearts,  so 
that  all  ourj  deliberations  and  acts  shall  glorify  His  Son  and 
promote  the  Church  which  he  purchased  with  his  blood.

The  Rules  of  Order  as  contained  in  the  Journal  of  1908  were 
adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order  for  this  Council. 

Communications  were  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Summer  School  of  Theology  at  Sewanee ;  the  American  Church 
Missionary  Society ;  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  and  the 
Financial  Agent  of  the  Clergy  Relief  Fund. 

The  Secretary  was,  on  motion,  directed  to  communicate 
with  the  latter  and  assure  him  of  the  intention  of  the  Diocese  to 
help  forward  the  work  of  the  Society  which  he  represents. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business 
the  Rev.  F.  B.  Wentworth,  and  Messrs.  D.  N.  Comingore  and 
Harry  Campbell ;  and  as  Committee  on  the  Rights  of  Clergy  to 
Seats,  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Hensley,  Rev.  H.  E.  Spears  and  Rev.  A. 
R.  Price ;  and  as  the  Committee  on  Canons,  Rev.  H.  H. 
Sneed,  Rev.  A.  B.-  Chinn,  Rev.  Chas.  Fetter,  and  Messrs.  J.  T. 
Shelby  and  A.  D.  Cole. 

The  Secretary  then  read  a  communication  from  the  Diocese 
of  Milwaukee  on  Courts  of  Appeals.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington : 

Dear  Sir — I  hereby  beg  to  inform  you  officially  that  at  the 
recent  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  held  at  the 
Cathedral,  Milwaukee,  September  16th-17th,  the  following 
preamble  and  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted,  viz  : 

*'  Whereas,  recent  events  that  have  been  widely  published  and  dis- 
cussed in  the  public  press,  have  illustrated  anew  the  grave  evils  resulting 
from  the  neglect  in  this  Church  to  make  canonical  provision  for  extra- 
diocesan  Courts  of  Appeals  in  cases  of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman ;  a  neglect 
that  renders  both  the  Minister  who  may  be  defendant,  and  the  Bishop  who 
may  act  as  trial  judge  or  may  pronounce  sentence  after  trial,  liable  to  the 
g^vest  injustice  or  suspicion  of  injustice,  by  reason  of  the  impossibility  of 
granting  or  receiving  a  new  trial  upon  appeal  to  a  higher  court ;  therefore 
belt 

**Rgsoliml,  that  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  which  has  happily  been  free 
from  any  instances  of  the  trial  of  any  of  her  Clergy  for  a  long  term  of 
years,  earnestly  petitions  General  Convention  to  grant  some  form  of  relief, 
by  provision  of  extra-diocesan  Courts  of  Appeals,  for  the  protection  alike 
ox  the  Bishops  and  the  other  Clergy  of  this  Church ;  and 

^*RiSolv§d,  further,  that  such  relief  can,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Diocese, 
be  most  satisfactorily  effected  by  means  of  a  wise  provision  for  the  group- 
ing of  the  Dioceses  and   Missionary  Districts  together,  in  a  Provincial 
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Sjstem    designed  to  embrace  the  whole  countrj,  bj  due  provision  of 
Canon,  according  to  the  terms  of  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution ;   and 

** Resolved,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  and  is  herebj  instructed 
to  communicate  this  action  to  the  Secretaries  *  of  the  several  Diocesan 
Councils,  Conventions  and  Sjnods  of  the  Church  in  this  countrj,  with  the 
request  that  it  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  each  of  the  said  Diocesan 
bodies ;  and  that  this  Diocese  earnestly  request  the  co-operation  of  each  of 
such  bodies,  if  it  shall  seem  good  to  any  of  them,  in  presenting  to  the 
General  Convention  of  1904  a  body  of  petitions  from  every  Diocese 
embodying  the  preamble  and  the  first  or  the  first  and  second  of  these  resolu- 
tions, or  others  of  liiie  import,  at  their  own  discretion,  to  the  end  that  the 
mind  of  the  Church  at  large  on  this  important  and  pressing  matter  may  be 
distinctly  shown ;  and  this  Diocese  would  appreciate  the  courtesy  of  any 
other  Diocese  that  would  inform  their  Secretary  what  action,  if  any,  might 
be  taken  therein  under  this  invitation."

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**RiiSolvid^  that  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California  hereby 
petitions  the  General  Convention  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary 
to  permit  the  use  of  the  Revised  Version  in  the  lessons  in  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer."

The  Bishop  appointed  as  that  committee,  the  Rev.  H.  H. 
Sneed,  Rev.  W.  M.  Washington  and  Mr.  J.  T.  Shelby. 

The  Bishop  expressed  his  great  gratitude  for  what  the  Offi- 
cers of  this  Diocese  and  Council  have  done  for  the  Church  and 
for  himself  in  their  earnest  labors  of  love,  specifying  especially 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  the 
Cathedral  Chapter,  and  Messrs.  G.  C.  Graves  and  T.  L.  Warren, 
Treasurers,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  the  Registrar,  and  the 
late  Endowment  Commissioner. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dean  L#ee,  a  resolution  of  thanks  to  them 
was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote ;  the  Secretary  being  directed  to 
communicate  this  action  of  the  Council  to  those  not  present 
here  to-day. 

The  Bishop  asked  that  the  time  and  place  of  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Council  be  arranged  with  reference  to  the  Commence- 
ments of  our  Educational  Institutions.  He  also  stated  that 
Harrodsburg  was  now,  by  its  own  request,  relegated  to  the  list 
of  Missions  and  its  property  in  process  of  transfer  to  the  Diocese, 
and  that  as  to  the  property  used  as  a  Mission  House  at  Proctor 
and  vested  in  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  a  communication  had 
been  received  by  him  (Bishop  Burton)  offering  to  transfer  it  to 
the  Diocese  of  Lexington  after  certain  legal  formalities  should 
have  been  complied  with. 

It  was  thereupon  moved  by  Dean  Lee  and 

Resolved^  that  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  of  this  Council  be 
accorded  to  Mrs.  Dudley  and  the  family  for  their  restoration  to 
the  Diocese  of  this  property,  and  that  the  Secretary  communicate 
to  them  the  action  of  the  Council. 
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The  Rev.  A.  B.  Chinn  extended  a  hearty  invitation  to  the 
Council  to  hold  its  next  Annual  Session  at  Frankfort.  Where- 
upon it  was  moved  by  Dean  Lee  and 

Resoh/ed,  that  it  is  hereby  suggested  to  the  Cathedral  Chapter 
that  Frankfort  be  the  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual 
Council,  and  that  the  Chapter  also  endeavour  to  arrange  for  a 
permanent  date  for  the  Annual  Council  Meetings. 

The  Bishop  called  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact 
that  the  Cathedral  Canons  will  expire  by  time-limitation  in 
1905.     It  was  therefore,  on  motion. 

Resolved,  that  the  Cathedral  Canons  be  published  in  the 
Diocesan  News,  at  an  early  date,  so  that  all  may  have  informa- 
tion preparatory  to  the  decision  of  the  question  as  to  their 
renewal. 

The  Bishop  announced  that  the  sum  of  $500,  bequeathed  for 
Diocesan  Missions  by  the  late  Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Cronly,  had  been 
invested  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington  in  a 
mortgage  note,  and  that  her  special  legacy  of  $200  to  the  Beatty- 
ville  Mission,  had  been  appropriated  towards  the  erection  of  a 
Rectory  for  that  Mission. 

He  then  called  attention  to  the  important  questions  upon 
which  action  would  be  taken  by  the  next  General  Convention, 
and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Diocesan  Council  does  not  pre- 
sent adequate  opportunity  for  their  discussion,  he  advocated  the 
holding  of  a  conference  of  Clergy  and  Laity  in  the  fall  especially 
for  the  consideration  of  the  vital  questions  now  being  agitated 
by  the  Church. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  F.  B.  Wentworth  it  was 

Resolved,  that  the  Bishop's  suggestion  be  adopted,  and  that 
a  committee  be  appointed  to  give  it  effect. 

The  Bishop  then  appointed  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Wentworth  and 
Messrs.  Frank  Dudley  and  Attilla  Norman  as  that  committee. 

It  was  then 

Resolved,  that  the  last  week  in  September  be  suggested  to 
the  committee  as  the  most  suitable  time  and  Shakertown  as  the 
most  suitable  place  for  the  conference. 

Chancellor  Shelby  was  then,  on  motion,  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  a  minute  expressive  of  our  sense  of  loss  in 
view  of  the  departure  from  the  Diocese  of  the  Rev.  R.  Gratton 
Noland,  the  late  Endowment  Commissioner  and  Secretary  of 
the  Diocese.

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Pending  their  report  the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church 
brought  in  its  report,  which  was  accepted. 

ReiK>rt  of  C!ommittee  on  State  of  the  Church. 

After  a  careful  survey  of  the  field  your  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  find  no  ground  for  discouragement,  but 
much  under  the  blessing  of  God  to  encourage  and  give  us  hope 
for  the  future. 

While  the  statistics  may  not  show  as  large  increase  as  in 
some  years  past,  we  are  constrained  to  believe  that  a  deeper 
interest  in  all  that  concerns  the  Diocese  is  apparent,  both  upon 
the  part  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity. 

This  is  indicated  by  the  large  attendance  at  this  Council,  by 
the  reports  from  all  the  Parishes  and  Organized  Missions,  by  the 
prosperous  condition  of  our  finances,  and  last,  but  by  no  means 
least,  by  the  enthusiasm  which  moves  our  noble  women,  God 
bless  them,  in  the  work  of  the  three  branches  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary. 

The  reports  from  the  financial  agents  of  the  Diocese  exhibit 
an  unusual  condition.  All  assessments  upon  the  Parishes  and 
Missions  paid,  and  a  larger  sum  appropriated  for  Diocesan 
Missions  than  in  any  year  before  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese. 

MISSIONS. 

It  is  with  a  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  that  your  committee  note  the  expansion  of  this  Church 
in  the  number  and  growth  of  our  Missions.  From  twelve  Mis- 
sions at  the  organization  of  the  Diocese,  the  growth  to-day 
shows  fourteen  organized  and  seventeen  unorganized  misFions, 
and  twenty  or  more  preaching  stations. 

Organized  Missions  are  contributing  to-day  to  all  branches 
of  work  in  the  Church,  where  a  few  years  ago  the  voice  of  the 
Missionary  was  not  heard. 

PARISHES. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  indication  of  new  life  which  is 
inspiring  our  larger  Parishes  to  increased  activities. 

The  Cathedral  at  Lexington,  Trinity  Church,  Covington  ; 
Ascension  Church,  Frankfort;  St.  Paul's,  Newport;  St.  John's, 
Covington ;  and  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Maysville ;  deserve 
special  tnention  ;  while  some  of  our  smaller  Parishes,  few  in 
number,  weak  in  resources,  exhibit  a  spirit  of  devotion  and  self 
denial  equalled  by  few  and  surpassed  by  none. 
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EDUCATIONAL    INSTITUTIONS. 

The  record  of  Ashland  Seminary,  our  Diocesan  School  for 
Girls,  shows  fifty-one  pupils  matriculated  the  past  year.  While 
this  number  is  not  as  large  as  was  anticipated,  the  quality  of 
instruction  and  progress  of  the  pupils  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

We  regret  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  H.  Otto  Packard,  the 
Principal  of  the  Institution,  the  past  year,  but  are  assured  that 
her  place  will  be  ably  filled  and  the  school  opened  the  next 
session  with  every  prospect  of  continuing  successfully  its  mission 
of  training  our  daughters  in  the  ways  of  the  Church. 

Our  Mission  Schools  at  Corbin,  Beattyville,  and  Altamont 
are  in  excellent  condition  and  doing  a  splendid  work,  and  only 
need  more  money  and  laborers  to  extend  the  work  of  gathering 
in  and  training  the  mountain  children  for  Christ  and  the  Church. 

In  closing  this  report  we  feel  constrained  to  mention  that  the 
migratory  character  of  our  Clergy,  which  is  not  confined  to  this 
Diocese,  and  the  constant  change  in  the  administration  of  our 
Parishes  and  Missions  are  detrimental  to  their  welfare.  Of  course 
there  are  circumstances  where  a  change  in  administration  is  desir- 
able and  beneficial.  But  when  we  reflect  that  since  the  organiza- 
tion of  this  Diocese,  not  quite  nine  years  ago,  we  have  had  twenty- 
six  Clergymen  move  into  the  Diocese  and  twenty-four  move  out, 
we  are  forced  to  believe  that  the  changes  have  been  too  many  and 
frequent  for  the  prosperity  of  the  Church.  Many  have  come  and 
gone,  who  remained  hardly  long  enough  to  become  acquainted 
with  their  people,  or  leave  much  impress  of  their  character 
and  work  behind  them.  But  in  these  removals  we  have  sus- 
tained the  loss  of  some  of  our  best  men,  who  have  labored  long 
and  well  in  the  Diocese  and  whose  familiar  faces  have  greeted  us 
year  after  year  in  this  Council,  and  whose  words  of  wisdom  in 
our  deliberations  will  be  greatly  missed. 

We  should  be  glad  to  suggest  a  remedy  by  which  longer 
pastorates  might  be  secured. 

More  adequate  support  for  our  Clergy  in  smaller  Parishes 
and  Missions  and  the  cultivation  of  a  closer  bond  of  unity  between 
pastor  and  people  will  go  far  toward  supplying  the  remedy. 

We  therefore  append  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  that  our  Laity,  who  have  been  standing  very 
loyally  by  the  Church  in  the  past,  be  urged  to  take  into  consider- 
ation the  question  of  a  more  adequate  support  of  the  Clergy  in 
smaller  Parishes.

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington  submits  the  follow- 
ing as  its  annual  report  to  the  Diocesan  Council  of  1904  : 

1.  The  fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen  and  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen  amounts,  as  of  May  1,  1904, 
to  the  sum  of  $8,016.71. 

2.  The  principal  of  the  Episcopate  Endowment  Fund 
amounts,  as  of  the  same  date,  and  exclusive  of  the  Episcopal 
Residence,  to  the  sum  of  $15,474.27.  This  fund  was  on  date 
above  named  all  invested  in  interest-bearing  securities  except 
$600 ;  whicli  last  amount  has  since  then  been  invested. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  principal  of  the  Episcopate  Endow- 
ment Fund  has  been  increased  to  the  extent  of  $1,200  since  May 
1,  1908.  While  this  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  we  again  urge 
upon  the  Diocese  the  very  great  importance  of  restoring  to  the 
interest-bearing  securities  in  the  Endowment  Fund  at  least  the 
amount  that  was  subtracted  therefrom  in  order  to  purchase  the 
Episcopal  Residence.  The  annual  assessments  for  the  Episcopate 
and  Contingent  Fund  will  be  decreased  in  proportion  as  the  per- 
mant  Endowment  Fund  shall  be  increased.

At  this  its  first  meeting  since  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  R.  G. 
Noland  from  the  Diocese  the  Council  desires  to  place  on  record 
its  deep  sense  of  the  loss  it  has  sustained,  and  its  grateful  appre- 
ciation of  his  long  and  valuable  service  as  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese  since  1896,  and  as  Diocesan  Endowment  Commissioner 
since  190L 

We  realize  that  it  is  impossible  for  any  future  incumbent  of 
either  office  to  bring  to  the  performance  of  its  duties  any  greater 
measure  of  zeal,  ability  or  fidelity  than  that  which  so  brilliantly 
distinguished  his  administration  of  them  both.  We  congratulate 
the  Diocese  upon  the  high  standard  which  he  has  erected  for  his 
successors  and  the  stimulating  effect  of  the  example  he  has  set. 

The  members  of  this  Council,  individually  and  collectively, 
express  hereby  our  earnest  and  affectionate  wishes  for  his  welfare 
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and  for  the  continuance  of  the  usefulness  which  causes  us  to  feel 
his  loss  so  keenly ;  and  we  tender  to  him  the  assurance  of  our 
concern  in  all  that  may  affect  his  future. 

Mr.  John  T.  Shelby  brought  in  a  resolution  concerning 
Ashland  Seminary,  which  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Ashland  Semi- 
nary, the  number  of  which  has  been  by  former  action  of  the 
Council  fixed  at  seven,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
increase  their  number,  in  their,  discretion,  to  a  number  not 
exceeding  nine. 

The  Committee  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  on  Sunday  Schools 
brought  in  two  reports,  one,  statistical,  followed  by  an  earnest 
address  based  upon  the  figures ;  the  other  report  as  follows : 

Rei>ort  of  Oommittee  on  Sunday  School  Work. 

Your  Committee  report :  That  hereafter  the  reports  from 
the  various  Sunday  Schools  or  abstracts  therefrom  should  be 
forwarded  either  direct  or  promptly  on  receipt  thereof  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Council,  to  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  so 
that  a  reasonable  opportunity  may  be  had  before  the  meeting  of 
the  Council  to  examine  them,  compare  them  with  the  rep>orts  of 
the  previous  years  and  inform  the  Council  what  progress,  if  any, 
has  been  made — to  what  extent  and  along  what  lines.  Without 
such  an  arrangement  the  report  of  this  Committee  must  of 
necessity  be  oftentimes  hasty,  ill-digested  and  unsatisfactory. 
Since  neither  the  reports  of  the  present  year,  nor  of  the  last  year, 
were,  until  to-day,  furnished  us ;  this  is  our  apology  for  not 
presenting  to  the  Council  more  satisfactory  information  on 
the  subject. 

However,  we  wish  to  emphasize  the  note  of  warning  in  the 
Bishop's  address :  ** Attention  to  the  Sunday  Schools!"  If  we 
would  have  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  assume  and  keep  the 
position  of  favor  and  influence,  which  to  her  of  right  belongs  as 
a  branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church,  then  must  we  through  the 
instrumentality  of  an  attractive  and  efl!icient  Sunday  School,  win 
the  hearts  and  train  the  minds  of  the  children,  our  hope  for  the 
future.  To  this  end  we  recommend,  instead  of  the  wide  diverg- 
ance  in  the  systems  of  instruction  used  throughout  the  Diocese,  a 
nniform  Diocesan  system,  allowing  flexibility  enough  to  meet 
local  conditions,  or  at  least  the  adoption  for  the  present,  where- 
ever  practicable,  of  a  graded  system  of  work,  such  as  obtains 
and  seems  to  have  proven  satisfactory  in  this  Parish,  where  the 
Council  is  now  in  session. 
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We  commend,  also,  to  the  careful  attention  of  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  the  good  work  that  is  being  accomplished  by  what  is 
known  as  the  Kentucky  Sunday  School  Union,  and  recommend 
at  least  an  informal  affiliation  therewith.  First,  because  an 
opportunity  is  thus  presented  to  us,  in  a  practical  way,  without 
surrendering  any  principle,  to  fraternize  with  our  separated 
Protestant  brethren  in  the  spirit  of  the  proposition  of  the  Lambeth 
Council,  the  Chicago  Quadrilateral  and  the  recent  pronounce- 
ment of  the  Missionary  Council  at  Washington  ;  and,  we  might 
add,  the  admirable  address  of  our  beloved  Bishop  a  year  ago. 
Second,  because  such  affiliation  and  co-operation  in  comparing 
and  discussing  methods  and  devising  ways  and  means  of  getting 
the  best  results  for  Christ  and  his  Church,  is  not  only  a  step  in 
the  right  direction,  the  better  to  bring  the  children  into  the  fold, 
but  also  to  make  of  them  strong,  loyal  and  efficient  Christians. 

Finally,  we  recommend  that  Mission  Sunday  Schools  be 
established  wherever  and  whenever  practicable ;  that  the  Clergy 
make  greater  efforts  to  arouse  and  enlist  the  Laity  to  take  part 
in  this  work;  that  the  strongest  and  most  attractive  personalities 
be  utilized,  if  possible,  but  if  not  such  as  will  '*  work  in  the 
vineyard,"  bidding  them  all  to  remember  that  such  work  blesses 
him  that  teaches  as  well  as  him  that  is  taught.

On  motion  the  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Amsden  then  brought  in  a  viva  voce  report  of  the 
Directors  of  Ashland  Seminary,  dwelling  on  the  fact  that  the 
past  year  was  the  best  financial  year  which  the  school  had  ever 
had  ;   which  was  accepted. 

He  urged  further  that  Parishes  and  individuals  should,  by 
their  liberality,  endeavor  to  remove  some  of  the  indebtedness  by 
mortgage  resting  upon  the  property  of  the  school.  He  there- 
upon undertook  himself  to  raise  the  sum  of  $100  in  the  course  of 
?i\e  years.  This  and  other  pledges  were  then  announced  as 
follows  : 

The  Bishop  undertakes  to  raise,  $100 ;  The  Rev.  A.  R. 
Price,  on  behalf  of  St.  John's,  Covington,  $100;  Mr.  J.  L. 
Amsden,  personally,  $100;  Mjss  Mary  Harrison  undertakes  to 
raise,  $100;  St.  Thoma8\  Beattyville,  per  Rev.  A.  Patterson, 
$10  ;  Rev.  R.  B.  Nelson,  on  behalf  of  St.  Paul's,  Newport,  $100 ; 
Rev.  Giles  B.  Cooke,  by  his  personal  efforts,  $10. 
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It  was  then,  on  motion, 

Resolved,  that  the  ladies  be  permitted  and  gladly  invited  to 
join  in  the  discussions  to-night  at  the  Missions  Session  of  the 
Council. 

On  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  at  8  P.  M.  in  the  Sunday 
School  room  of  St.  Paul's  Church. 


EVENING  SESSION— Junk  1st. 

After  opening  hymn  and  prayers,   the  Secretary  read  the ' 
Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  and 
it  was,  on  motion, 

Resolved,  that  it  be  received  and  spread  upon  the  pages  of  the 
Journal. 

Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter 
on  the  Missions  in  the  Diocese. 

The  list  of  Organized  Missions  in  the  Diocese  is  14,  of  which 
2  are  not  entitled  to  representation  ;  and  17  unorganized.  The 
maintaining  and  strengthening  of  these,  with  the  small  resources 
of  men  and  means  at  our  disposal,  has  been  our  work.  Neither 
can  we  expect  much  future  advance  until  parents  in  the  Diocese 
encourage  their  sons,  while  yet  young,  to  look  forward  to  the 
sacred  ministry  as  their  future  sphere  of  work. 

The  following  have  been  our  Missionaries  for  the  whole  or 
part  of  the  year  : 

Archdeacon  W.  G.  McCready,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Messrs.  H.  H. 
Sneed,  W.  M.  Washington,  Alex.  Patterson,  Thos.  W.  Cooke, 
Giles  B.  Cooke,  Charles  Fetter,  F.  B.  Wentworth,  A.  J.  Smith, 
George  E.  Hancock. 

One  of  them,  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Cooke,  has  accepted  and 
undertaken  the  Rectorship  of  Bellevue  and  Dayton,  and  three  of 
them  have,  to  our  great  regret,  left  the  Diocese,  viz  :  Archdeacon 
McCready  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  A.  J.  Smith  and  Geo.  E.  Han- 
cock. 

The  progress  of  the  mission  work  is  much  hindered  by  the 
short  tenure  of  office  of  the  Missionaries  and  the  long  vacancies 
in  the  pastorate  which  result.  The  anxiety  and  constant  corres- 
pondence thus  forced  upon  the  Bishop  in  his  efforts  to  supply 
the  vacancies  are  most  distressing,   and  if  the  Chapter  can   do

anything  in  this  way  of  relief  it  should  certainly  do  it.  It  there- 
fore makes  this  suggestion,  that  each  Missionary  should  for  his 
part  engage  to  remain  (D.  V.)  at  least  two  years  in  the  sphere 
of  duty  to  which  he  is  appointed,  subject  of  course  to  removal  by 
the  Bishop  should  he  see  fit ;  and  that  the  Missions  should  be 
given  to  understand  that  no  new  appointment  can  be  expected 
within  that  time.  An  increased  grant  from  the  Chapter  to  meet 
some  increase  of  salary  from  the  Missions  after  two  years  term 
of  office  would  encourage  its  longer  continuance. 

The  detailed  reports  of  work  of  the  Missions  are  on  hand  for 
the  Journal,  from  which  it  is  evident  that  perseverance  and 
faithfulness  have,  by  God's  blessing,  been  -productive  of  a  good 
measure  of  success.  The  Consecration  of  St.  Thomas'  Church, 
Beattyville,  on  November  15,  1908,  by  the  late  Bishop  Dudley, 
of  Kentucky,  on  the  invitation  of  our  Bishop,  deserves  the  first 
place  in  our  record ;  Bishop  Dudley  having  aided  greatly  in  the 
building  of  this  beautiful  stone  church,  and  this  consecration 
having  been-  his  very  last  labor  of  love  in  connection  with  this 
portion  of  his  original  diocese  co-terminous  with  the  State.  The 
consecration  service  was  made  beautiful  with  reverent  and  joy- 
ful praise  by  many  members  of  the  Cathedral  Choir,  who  assisted 
the  local  choir  of  St.  Thomas'  Church.  The  Missionary,  the 
Rev.  Alex.  Patterson,  records  288  services  held  in  Beattyville^ 
Proctor,  the  14  stations  in  Lee  County  and  Irvine,  with  85 
baptisms. 

The  Episcopal  High  School  at  Beattyville  has  87  scholars, 
under  Miss  Doane's  excellent  instruction,  and  the  Sunday  School 
24  on  the  rolls.  At  Proctor  the  Sunday  School  average  atten- 
dence  is  60,  and  the  Industrial  Schools  70,  under  the  charge  of 
of  Miss  Mahan  with  five  other  teachers.  At  Ashland  the  new 
Church  was  consecrated  on  June  10th,  a  vested  choir  introduced 
in  January,  an  Industrial  School  organized  in  April  and  a  Mis- 
sion Chapel  School  completed  in  May.  At  Winchester,  under 
the  Rev.  F.  B.  Went  worth,  Deacon,  the  communicants  have 
increased  from  24  to  88 ;  a  daily  morning  service  at  7  :80  A.  M. 
during  Lent  was  kept  up  with  an  attendance  of  10  or  12  in 
addition  to  other  services  attended  by  from  50  to  75.  The  Guilds 
have  done  brave  work  here  as  elsewhere.  Richmond  with  no 
Clergyman  for  the  past  four  months,  holds  its  own  through  the 
labours  of  faithful  women,  who  have  a  model  Treasurer  in  Miss 
Lucy  F.  Crooke.  She  records  all  expenses  met,  all  assessments, 
apportionments  and  exp>ectations  fully  paid,  and  a  balance  of 
$286.10  on  hand  towards  the  restoration  of  the  Church — greatly 
needed.     Nicholasville  manifests  a  devotion  to  the  Church  and  a 
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growth  in  christian  character  that  speaks  well  for  the  future ; 
as  does  also  Lawrenceburg,  under  the  same  experienced  and  per- 
sistent Missionary,  now  the  senior  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  by 
Canonical  residence,  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Sneed. 

We  would  gladly  record  the  work  accomplished  in  many  a 
little  Mission  Station,  isolated  from  the  great  rush  of  Church 
work  in  the  cities  and  towns,  but  whose  members  value  highly 
the  few  Church  privileges  which  can  be  afforded  them. 

One  matter  deserves  especial  record,  viz  :  the  brave  manner 
in  which  almost  every  Parish  and  Mission  has  paid  up  in  full  its 
expectations  for  Diocesan  Missions,  as  also  for  the  Episcopate 
and  Contingent  fund,  manifesting  alike  the  general  equity  of  the 
apportionment  suggested  by  the  Committees,  and  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  the  Clergy  and  people  in  carrying  them  into 
effect.  Out  of  the  $1,629.25  asked  for  Diocesan  Missions,  the 
sum  of  $1,507.29  has  come  in  up  to  May  24th,  leaving  $121.06 
not  sent  in  as  yet. 

The  Church  Schools  in  Beatty  ville  and  Proctor  have  already 
been  referred  to.  St.  John's  Church  Academy,  Corbin,  has 
been  hindered  in  its  work  by  a  visitation  of  smallpox  about 
Christmas  time.  It  is  able,  however,  to  report  a  considerable 
increase  since  re-opening,  and  in  all  177  pupils  enrolled  during 
the  past  year.  The  Rev.  G.  E.  Hancock  was  Principal  up  to 
December  1,  1908,  being  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Cooke  on 
January  11,  1904.  He  was  followed  by  the  Rev.  Giles  B.  Cooke 
on  February  22nd,  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year ;  Miss 
Morrell  being  their  able  and  successful  assistant. 

The  Ashland  Seminary  at  Versailles,  the  Diocesan  Church 
School  for  Girls,  has  been  continued  through  the  year  with  a 
very  hopeful  measure  of  success.  It  is  a  cause  of  regret  to  the 
Cathedral  Chapter  that  Mrs.  H.  Otto  Packard,  the  able  lady 
principal  of  the  Seminary,  terminates  her  connection  with  it 
with  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

Rendering  hearty  thanks  to  the  Almighty  for  His  blessing, 
and  seeking  its  continuance  we  gladly  commend  our  report  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Council.

The  session  opened  with  morning  prayer  conducted  by  the 
Bishop,  after  which  the  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  yesterday's 
meetings,  which  were,  with  corrections,  adopted. 

The  Bishop  then  introduced  to  the  Council  the  Rev.  J.  P. 
Whitehead,  Presbyterian  Minister,  of  Newport,  Ky. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Sneed,  and,  on  motion,  received  to 
be  filed,  but  not  to  be  printed  in  the  Journal. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  upon  the  proposed 
amendment  to  Canon  II,  Section  8,  Title  A,  on  Lay  Represen- 
tation to  the  Council  proposed  to  the  Council  of  1908  by  the 
Rev.  W.  M.  Washington,  Ph.  D.  (See  pages  61  and  62  of  the 
Journal  for  that  year. ) 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  recommendations  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Canons  was  lost  by  the  following  vote  by 
orders,  viva  voce. 

Clerical  votes  given,  9 ;  8  ayes  and  6  nays. 

Lay  vote — 7  congregations  voted :  1  aye  and  6  nays. 

The  Bishop  accordingly  declared  the  motion  lost. 
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The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  reported  that  the 
Committee  to  publish  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  with  all  correc- 
tions hitherto  made,  have  not  yet  finished  the  work  entrusted  to 
them,  and  that  they  beg  to  be  continued  to  the  next  Council. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  that  the  Committee  be  continued. 

The  Rev.  H.  H.  Sneed  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the 
Schedule  of  Expectations  for  Diocesan  Missions.  This  having 
been,  by  motion,  adopted,  the  following  reductions  were  pro- 
posed by  him,  viz:  Middlesborough,  from  $45  to  $80;  Paris, 
from  $75  to  $50. 

The  motion  was  adopted ;  and  the  schedule  as  a  whole,  as 
amended,  was  adopted. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Rev.  W.  M.  Washington  that  the 
Organized  Mission  of  Louisa  be  admitted  to  full  union  with  the 
Council.     Adopted. 

He  also  moved  that  $25  be  granted  for  the  expenses  of  the 
office  of  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  $40  for  the  expenses  of  the 
office  of  Secretary  of  the  Diocese ;  also,  that  the  cordial  thanks 
of  the  Council  be  hereby  tendered  to  the  Rector,  Parishioners 
and  Choir  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport,  for  the  kind  and 
hearty  welcome  they  have  given  to  the  Council,  and  the  excel- 
lent arrangements,  so  admirably  carried  out,  which  they  have 
made  for  its  comfort  and  convenience ;  also,  that  the  thanks  of 
the  Council  be  given  to  the  Sexton  of  St.  Paul's  Church  for  his 
attention  as  well  as  a  gratuity  of  $5.     Adopted. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Rev.  F.  B.  Wentworth  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  report  to  the  proposed  Fall  Conference  of 
Clergy  and  Laity  looking  toward  the  organization  of  a  Diocesan 
Sunday  School  Institute,  with  power  to  formulate  the  necessary 
detail.     Carried. 

The  Chairman  (the  Rev.  H.  H.  Sneed)  then  appointed  as 
that   committee,    the    Rev.    Messrs.    F.    B.    Wentworth    and 
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W.  M.  Washin^on,   and  Messrs.    John  A.  Herring,  John  L. 
Amsden,  Henry  Higgin  and  A.  D.   Cole. 

The  following  motion  on  the  subject  of  re-marriage  after 
divorce  was  then  introduced  by  Mr.  A.  D.  Cole. 

Whbrbas,  the  evil  of  divorce  in  the  United  States  has 
grown  to  such  an  alarming  extent  as  seriously  to  threaten  foun- 
dations of  society,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolued,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington,  in 
Council  assembled,  that  both  the  welfare  of  the  Church  and  the 
safety  of  society  imperatively  require  the  enactment  of  a  Canon 
prohibiting  Clergrymen  of  the  Church  from  solemnizing  the 
marriage  of  any  divorced  person  during  the  life  time  of  the  other 
party. 

A  substitute  for  the  latter  paragraph  was  moved  by  Rev. 
W.  M.  Washington,  Ph.  D.,  and  seconded  by  Rev.  A.  R.  Price, 
as  follows : 

Resoh/ed,  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Council  that  in  the  case  of 
the  marriage  of  a  divorced  person,  the  innocence  of  such  divorced 
person  shall  be  proved  by  an  attested  copy  of  the  records  of  the 
court  in  the  case  before  any  Clerg3rman  of  this  Church  shall 
perform  the  ceremony. 

The  Bishop,  by  request,  having  expressed  his  views  on  the 
subject. 

On  motion  this  substitute  for  the  latter  paragraph  was 
adopted ;  and  the  resolution,  as  a  whole,  was,  with  this  substi- 
tution, adopted. 

The  Secretary  was,  on  motion,  directed  to  have  the  same 
number  of  copies  of  the  Journal  printed  this  year  as  last  year.  (400) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  including  the

The  Work  Amongr  Deaf  Mutes. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev,  Lewis  William  Burton,  D.  D. , 

Bishop,  Diocese  of  Lexington, 

Between  May  1,  1908  and  May  1,  1904,  I  held  services  for 
deaf  mutes  at  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  Lexington ;  Trinity 
Church,  and  the  State  Institution,  Danville. 

Combined  Services  were  held  at  Frankfort,  Georgetown, 
Maysville  and  Dayton,  with  good  attendance.  A  man  came 
twenty-one  miles  to  the  one  at  Maysville.  He  had  not  had  such 
a  precious  opportunity  in  that  many  years.  A  few  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati mutes  attended  the  Dayton  service. 

For  thirty  years  those  of  Covington,  Newport  and  Dayton 
have  attended  the  services  at  St.  Mark's  Mission  and  the 
Cathedral,  Cincinnati — several  are  communicants. 

During  the  new  convention  year,  my  intention  is  to  make 
a  further  canvass  of  the  Diocese  to  secure  more  addresses  of  adult 
deaf  mutes.  The  Church  certainly  could  reach  more  of  this 
isolated  class  if  she  occupied  every  important  point,  and  had  a 
larger  force  of  Missionary  Priests.

Report  of  Worker  for  Lee  County 

The  Rt.  Rev  L.  W,  Burton,  D.  D  , 

Bishop  of  Lexington.  Lexington,  Kv, 

My  record  for  1908-'4,  shows  250  visits  made  to  sick  folks 
and  in  houses  of  affliction,  some  of  them  involving  a  stay  of  from 
one  to  three  days. 

Up  to  January  5, 1904,  I  had  charge  of  affairs  in  the  Mission 
House,  Proctor ;  Friday  Night  Club,  Sewing  School  each  Sat- 
urday, basketry  pupils,  Sunday  night  service,  playing  and 
teaching  in  Sunday  School,  and  playing  for  Sunday  night 
practice  of  hymns.  Since  that  time  various  things,  among  them 
inability  to  continue  such  constant  heavy  work,  compelled  me  to 
relinquish  the  management,  though  I  still  keep  in  touch  with  the 
work,  attend  to  the  correspondence  and  visit  the  people  when 
possible. 
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From  October  until  the  end  of  the  term,  I  have  taught  two 
sewing  classes  in  the  Beattyville  Episcopal  High  School  two 
afternoons  in  each  week.  These  have  been  very  satisfactory, 
both  in  the  progress  made  and  in  the  interest  shown  by  the 
children  in  such  outside  matter  as  it  was  possible  to  introduce. 
Much  of  the  success  of  the  plan  of  giving  fifteen  miuntes  each 
session  to  quotations  from  the  Bible  and  from  choice  poetry,  sec- 
ular and  sacred,  and  to  the  understanding  of  the  purpose  of  such 
widely  observed  days  as  Bird  Day  and  Arbor  Day,  is  due  to  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  Miss  Doan,  Principal  of  the  High  School. 

Since  I  gave  up  the  Proctor  Sunday  School,  I  have  been 
playing  and  teaching  in  the  Beattyville  Sunday  School,  which 
is  much  improved  since  the  weather  is  warmer. 

Much  time  is  required  to  discharge  the  correspondence  in 
regard  to  affairs  in  Beattyville  and  Proctor,  and  to  the  distribu- 
tion of  clothing  and  reading  matter. 

During  the  year  St.  Thomas'  Guild  and  St.  Thomas'  Auxil- 
iary branch  have  been  established,  and  I  am  a  member  of  both. 
Opportunities  have  been  limited,  but  Mr.  Patterson  seems  much 
pleased  over  what  has  been  accomplished. 

Friends  have  been  very  kind  indeed  to  us  this  year  and  I  am 
grateful  indeed  for  their  help. 

The  Girls'  Friendly  Society,  Church  of  the  Advent,  Cincin- 
nati, sent  for  the  settlement  in  Proctor,  quilts,  bed  linen,  curtains, 
towels  and  other  articles,  which  were  much  needed,  and  which 
added  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  workers.  Also,  Mr.  Houli- 
han, of  Lexington,  gave  a  heating  stove  for  the  club  room  in  the 
Mission  House,  without  which  clubs,  sewing  classes  and  primary 
Sunday  School  class  would  have  been  in  sad  plight  this  winter. 
A  Lutheran  Church  in  Louisville  sent  a  large  box  of  second-hand 
clothing  and  the  auxiliary  branches  of  St.  Stephen's,  Winton 
Place,  Ohio ;  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Montgomery,  Ala- 
bama;  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  South  Carolina;  have  sent 
generous  supplies  o^  new  and  second-hand  clothing,  sewing 
school  materials,  quilts,  books,  and  pictures.  Besides  these 
there  are  others,  whose  addresses  I  cannot  now  give,  and  all  are 
most  acceptable  and  such  a  help  in  caring  for  the  sick  and  helpless. 
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Packages  of  books  and  papers,  subscriptions  to  books  and 
magazines  for  loaning;  have  been  received  and  are  much  appre- 
ciated by  the  children. 

The  Christmas  treat  for  the  Beattyville  Sunday  School  was 
«ent  by  the  Juniors  of  Holy  Trinity,  Philadelphia,  while  that 
for  Proctor  was  sent,  as  usual,  by  the  Gleaners  and  friends  of  the 
settlement,  while  other  friends  aided  Mr.  Patterson  to  give  the 
country*  Sunday  Schools  a  happy  Christmas  treat. 

So  much  has  been  said  about  the  settlement  (others  will 
speak  of  it  at  length)  and  time  is  so  limited,  that  it  would  not  be 
well  for  me  to  go  into  detail  about  it.  I  can  say,  though,  that  it 
occupied  one  thoroughly  happy  successful  month,  that  the  work 
of  the  kindergarten,  cooking,  sewing,  basketry  and  carpentry 
classes  could  not  have  been  more  entirely  satisfactory  and  har- 
monious. Visitors  from  cities  where  such  classes  are  in  op>eration 
all  the  time,  were  loud  in  their  admiration  of  those  in  the  Mission 
House.  Such  cottage  industries  as  are  the  outgrowth  of  the  settle- 
ment, the  spinning  and  weaving,  and  the  basketry,  have  brought 
the  women  of  Proctor  quite  a  little  sum  during  the  winter  and 
seem  capable  of  development  into  quite  extensive  work. 

That  the  Proctor  people  are  truly  appreciative  of  the  Mission 
House  undertakings,  is  clearly  shown  by  the  promptitude  with 
which  they  rallied  to  the  support  of  Mr.  Patterson  in  Club  and 
Sunday  School,  after  I  was  compelled  to  give  up  the  work,  and 
to  the  aid  of  Mrs.  Daniel  in  continuing  the  sewing  school. 

Truly  the  Church  has  done  great  things  for  Lee  County  in 
this  past  year,  and  she,  as  a  county,  should  be  truly  thankful 
that  the  eyes  of  our  dear  lamented  Bishop  Dudley  were  ever 
turned  in  her  direction.  His  coming  to  establish  the  Church  in 
the  mountains  was  the  beginning  of  better  things  for  Lee  and 
under  his  successor  the  work  broadens  and  strengthens  and  more 
good  is  done  each  year.

The  Communion  Service  was  conducted  by  Bishop  Burton  ^ 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Fetter,  Patterson,  Cooke  and  C.  K» 
Benedict,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Glendale,  Ohio. 

Rev.  Mr.  Benedict  delivered  the  charge  to  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  on  Psalm  115;  verse  16. 

The  offering  for  the  work  of  the  Auxiliary  was  |22.25. 

About  ninety  persons  partook  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

Immediately  after  the  service  the  Auxiliary  went  into  the 
audience  room  below,  and  the  Bishop  made  a  few  opening 
remarks. 

The  President,  Miss  Mary  E.  Harrison,  then  took  the 
chair  and  gave  her  annual  address.  The  tone  of  it  was  one  of 
hopefulness  and  encouragement,  drawn  from  the  success  in  many 
lines  of  the  past  year's  work.  The  President  warned  her  hearers 
against  the  danger  of  confining  their  interest  too  much  to  their 
own  Diocese. 

Mrs.  F.  A.  Rothier,  President  of  the  Junior  Branch,  made 
a  verbal  report,  saying  she  would  leave  the  definite  statement  of 
the  work  done  to  the  local  branches  who  had  sent  reports  to  the 
Council. 

Mrs.  L.  W.  Burton,  President  of  the  Babies'  Branch,  made 
an  encouraging  report  for  the  little  people.  In  the  last  year  the 
receipts  had  been  $842.20.  In  the  past  seven  years,  $1,188.42, 
all  in  pennies.  She  made  an  appeal  for  greater  attention  to  this 
branch  and  pled  for  a  Little  Helpers'  Sunday,  on  which  the 
Clergy  should  direct  the  attention  of  their  congregations  to  them. 

Mrs.  A.  E.  Doisy,  Diocesan  Secretary  of  the  Church  Period- 
ical Club,  made  a  report  of  much  good  work  done.  In  all,  2048 
books  had  been  distributed.  She  had  written  to  every  club  in 
the  Diocese. 

The  report  of  the  Cathedral  Branch  was  then  called  for  and 
read  by  Miss  Laura  Clay. 

Luncheon  being  then  announced,  the  delegates  proceeded 
to  the  Parish  House,  recently  purchased,  where  a  very  delicious 
meal  was  served.  Afterwards  a  social  hour  was  enjoyed  before 
the  afternoon  programme  was  taken  up. 

A  roll-call  of  the  Woman's  Branches  which  had  contributed 
duri9g  the  last  year  was  made  to  ascertain  how  many  represen- 
tatives each  had  at  the  Council.

After  prayer  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  President  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Emery,  of  the  Church 
Missions  House,  giving  greeting.  She  recommended  that  more 
attention  be  given  to  missionary  publications.  Among  our 
750,000  communicants  only  18,000  Spirit  of  Missions  are  taken. 
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The  President  urged  that  the  branches  make  a  serious  effort 
to  make  a  creditable  offering  in  the  Triennial  Fund.  Unless  an 
amount  greatly  increased  over  the  past  two  years  is  taken  up 
in  this,  the  last  year,  the  gift  of  our  Diocesan  Auxiliary  in 
October  will  greatly  fall  oflF  from  that  of  1901,  which  amounted 
to  $519.46.  Only  $260  has  as  yet  been  paid  in .  and  the  three 
years  expire  in  September.  She  requested  that  each  branch 
should  pay  some  definite  sum  each  year  to  General  Missions. 
$60  is  the  afnount  expected  from  our  Auxiliary,  but  that  sum  had 
not  been  paid  in  this  year. 

Miss  Scudder  moved  that  what  is  requisite  to  complete  our 
apportionment  be  taken  out  of  the  offering  of  May  81st.  Carried. 
The  amount  will  be  about  $10. 

The  subject  of  the  Triennial  Fund  Boxes  was  discussed. 

Mrs.  Burton  made  some  earnest  remarks  about  distributing 
them.  She  thought  when  a  new  member  joined  a  branch  she 
should  be,  as  a  matter  of  course,  handed  one  of  the  boxes  and  the 
leaflet  which  accompanies  them. 

It  was  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  a  Diocesan  Treasurer 
for  this  fund  would  facilitate  its  collection.  Miss  Harrison  said 
the  appointment  of  such  a  treasurer  pertained  to  the  Bishop,  to 
whom  she  would  mention  it. 

The  President  wished  all  the  branches  to  try  to  have  mem- 
bers attend  the  General  Convention  in  Boston,  October  6,  1904, 
and  hoped  each  Parish  would  be  represented  there.  She  would 
gladly  write  information  to  anyone  expecting  to  attend. 

The  President  asked  if  the  Auxiliary  wished  to  undertake 
a  composite  box  this  year.  Miss  Scudder  moved  that  we  should 
do  so,  and  the  recipient  of  the  box  should  be  chosen  by  Miss 
Harrison.     Carried. 

The  Juniors  wanted  to  send  a  box  of  their  own,  and  wanted 
it  to  go  to  a  hospital. 

Miss  Morrell  recommended  packing  in  barrels  rather  than 
boxes,  as  they  were  more  easily  handled  in  transit. 

JThe  following  branches  pledged  to  assist  in  filling  the  com- 
posite box:  Covington,  Trinity;  Cathedral,  Beattyville,  Frank- 
fort, Harrodsburg,  Mt.  Sterling,  Georgetown. 

The  President  said  she  had  with  her  a  number  of  Triennial 
Fund  Boxes,  which  she  wished  the  delegates  would  take.  There- 
upon Georgetown  took  6;  Danville,  15;  Paris,  1;  Mt.  Sterling, 
10:  Newport,  2. 

Miss  Scudder  moved  that  the  branches  make  an  effort  to  in- 
crease the  subscriptions  to  the  Spirit  of  Missions. 

Mrs.  Fetter  suggested  that  it  be  taken  by  circles  of  two, 
three,  four  or  more. 
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Those  who  voted  on  this  motion  thereby  pledged  themselves 
to  make  this  effort. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Spirit  of  Missions  was  now 
offered  at  one  dollar  a  year,  with  the  privilege  to  the  society 
which  obtained  subscriptions  to  retain  fifty  cents  of  each  sub- 
scription. She  wished  to  take  subscriptions,  and  the  premium 
would  be  put  in  the  Triennial  Fund. 

Mrs.  Burton  urged  that  the  Diocesan  News  be  taken,  and 
offered  to  transmit  subscriptions. 

Some  subscriptions  were  given  to  both  publications. 

Miss  Doane,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  made  a  report  of 
work  done  at  Beatty  ville,  additional  to  that  given  by  Miss  Mahan. 
She  said  gifts  of  furniture  would  be  very  acceptable. 

Miss  Selbert  read  the  report  of  the  Central  Fund. 

Miss  Scudder  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  all  the  Newport 
friends  who  had  extended  such  cordial  hospitality  to  the  Aux* 
iliary  in  their  homes  and  in  serving  the  delicious  dinners  each 
day.     Carried,  by  a  rising  vote. 

Mrs.  Burton  explained  the  Church  League  of  the  Baptised, 
whose  object  is  to  collect  ten  cents  from  each  baptized  person 
for  pensioning  old  and  disabled  Clergymen  and  their  widows 
and  children.  A  leaflet  published  by  this  league  explains  its 
method  of  working. 

The  noon-tide  hour  having  arrived,  Rev.  Mr.  Nelson  led  in 
the  noon-day  prayer  for  missions. 

Miss  Harrison  asked  all  the  Newport  ladies  not  members  to 
join  the  Newport  Branch  of  the  Auxiliary. 

Several  ladies  made  remarks  on  different  subjects  which  had 
been  under  discussion. 

The  Auxiliary  then  adjourned,  after  what  all  felt  had  been 
a  very  pleasant  and  profitable  council.

President's  Address. 

Dear  Friends  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary: 

It  is  a  great  happiness  to  be  with  you  this  morning.  I  wel- 
come you  all  gladly.  I  trust  we  have  come  remembering  that 
we  are  here  to  be  about  our  Father's  business,  and  with  hearts 
and  minds  attuned  to  our  work.  The  benefits  we  get  from  these 
meetings  must  depend  largely  upon  what  we  bring  to  them.  An 
earnest  desire  to  give  and  receive  all  possible  good.  A  spirit  of 
loving,  cordial  fellowship  will  make  them  always  seasons  of 
refreshment  and  inspiration. 

Let  us  endeavor  then  by  the  spirit  we  shall  infuse  into 
this  make  it,  of  all  the  good  meetings  of  the  past,  the  very  best. 

In  looking  over  the  history  of  the  year  I  am  greatly  pleased 
to  find  that  the  Auxiliary  is  better  and  better  understood,  and 
that  the  cause  it  represents  is  taking  a  deeper  hold  upon  the 
hearts  of  its  members.  It  is  true  the  amount  of  our  gifts  is  not 
larger,  but  several  branches  have  been  sorely  hindered  by 
unfortunate  circumstances.  As  reported  last  year,  some  have  no 
Rector,  some  have  suffered  the  loss  of  leading  spirits  whose 
places  have  not  been  filled.     So  we  have  had  fewer  branches  at 
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work.  With  the  members  of  St.  Peter's,  Paris,  we  mourn  the 
death  of  Mrs.  John  Brent,  whose  untiring  devotion  and  conse- 
crated spirit  made  her  a  blessing,  not  only  to  the  Auxiliary,  of 
which  she  was  a  most  faithful  and  generous  member,  but  to  every 
department  of  the  Church's  work.  The  loss,  by  removal,  of 
such  valuable  Parish  officers  as  Mrs.  Abbitt,  of  Mt.  Sterling ; 
Mrs.  Cooley,  of  Danville ;  Mrs.  Hudgins,  of  Middlesborough ; 
and  of  Mrs.  Wardsworth,  of  Bellevue  and  Dayton;  has  seemed 
almost  irreparable.  In  the  death  of  Mrs.  Geo.  Didlake  the 
Cathedral  Branch  lost  a  most  beloved  member,  whose  life  was 
an  inspiration  to  all  who  knew  her.  Thirteen  branches  have 
enabled  me  to  bring  a  report  of  which  there  is  no  need  to  be 
ashamed. 

In  money  we  have  given  to  the  work  in  the  Diocese  $542.88, 
19  boxes,  valued  at  $880.35;  making  a  total  of  $878.28.  To 
specials  in  the  domestic  and  foreign  fields,  and  to  General  Mis- 
sions, we  have  given  $119.40.  To  the  Triennial  OflFering  was 
given  $121.83.  Two  boxes  were  sent  to  the  orphan  children  of 
a  Missionary  in  North  Carolina,  valued  at  $125,  and  was  the 
work  of  Trinity  Branch,  Covington,  assisted  by  the  Cathedral 
Branch.  I  wish  there  was  time  to  tell  you  how  perfect  this  box 
was  in  every  detail.  Most  grateful  letters  have  assured  us  of  the 
comfort  and  joy  it  gave.  The  whole  total  given  for  all  purposes 
is  $1,148.96.  This  is  exclusive  of  what  the  Juniors  and  Babies' 
Branch  have  accomplished.  The  branch  of  the  Church  Period- 
ical Club  is  doing  a  fine  work.  I  im  happy  to  report  the  revival 
of  two  branches  which  have  for  some  time  been  lifeless.  The 
one  of  Nativity  Parish,  Maysville ;  and  St.  Thomas'  Branch, 
Beatty villa :  under  the  leadership  of  our  Missionary,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Patterson,  and  of  Miss  Doane,  Principal  of  the  Church 
School.  A  long  cherished  hope  has  been  realized  in  the  organ- 
ization of  a  branch  in  Grace  Mission,  Lawrenceburg. 

In  reading  over  the  figures  which  represent  the  years'  work, 
I  realize  that  the  very  much  larger  part  was  for  our  own  Diocese. 
While  I  would  not  have  a  cent  less  given  to  it ;  but  on  the  con- 
trary hope  the  day  is  near  when  it  shall  do  far  more,  we  cannot 
narrow  down  to  Diocesan  selfishness.  This  is  to  be  dreaded  as 
much  as  that  for  the  Parish.  We  must  never  lose  sight  of  the 
great  truth  the  Auxiliary  never  fails  to  impress,  that  we  are  not 
members  of  a  little  Parish,  or  of  a  struggling  Diocese,  but  of  a 
kingdom  which  is  to  gather  in  mankind. 

On  October  the  sixth,  in  Boston,  we  have  our  Triennial 
Meeting.  Then  a  great  multitude  of  women  from  every  Diocese 
and  Missionary  District  will  make  their  united  thank-offering  for 
all  the  good  and  glorious  things  the  Christian  religion  has  done 
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for  them.  In  1901  we  gave  $564.  Are  we  willing  to  fall  behind 
this?  If  we  would  not,  we  must  make  good  use  of  the  short 
time  remaining.  I  trust  the  Parish  Officers  will  make  most 
earnest  efforts  to  arouse  their  branches  to  such  an  interest  in  this 
beautiful  service  that  our  share  in  it  may  be  in  some  measure  an 
expression  of  our  gratitude. 

If  there  are  any  women  here  who  are  not  members  of  the 
Auxiliary  I  plead  with  them  to  consider  that  their  indiflFerence 
is  holding  back  the  work  we  would  do  for  the  extension  of  the 
kingdom.  I  am  not  asking  them  to  take  up  new  duties,  only 
that,  through  the  appointed  channels  of  the  , Church,  they  will 
discharge  the  obligations  they  assumed  when  they  became  mem- 
bers of  it. 

In  every  Parish  there  are  women  not  attached  to  any  of  its 
organizations,  can  we  not  induce  them  to  cast  in  their  lot  with 
us  and  with  us  learn  the  joy  and  blessedness  of  serving.  And 
our  Rectors — we  ask  for  their  hearty  co-operation  ;  we  need  and 
want  their  influence  and  sympathy.  Surely  no  one  of  them  who 
knows  aught  of  what  the  Auxiliary  has  done  for,  and  is  doing 
for  the  cause,  could  regard  it  with  indifference,  but  would 
gladly  give  it  its  proper  place  in  the  Parish  as  an  authorized  and 
valued  arm  of  the  Church. 

Indeed  the  Auxiliary  occupies  the  unique  position  of  being 
the  only  association  of  women  organized  under  the  direct 
authority  of  the  Church,  and  directly  responsible  to  that  body, 
by  which  its  general  officers  are  appointed.  So  we  need  never 
be  afraid  to  assert  our  claims.  1  am  glad  to  acknowledge  my 
personal  obligation  to  my  own  Rector  for  his  faithful  preaching 
and  teaching  of  the  true  work  of  the  Church  in  the  world,  and 
for  his  helpful  support  of  the  Auxiliary  in  hip  Parish.  For  our 
Bishop's  missionary  life  and  spirit,  for  his  patience  and  wise 
counsel,  I  thank  God.  If,  dear  friends,  there  comes  to  us  in 
reviewing  our  work,  some  sorrow  that  we  have  not  accomplished 
more,  we  must  remember  that  these  anniversaries  are  not  resting 
places,  but  starting  points  to  new  endeavor.  It  is  now  we  must 
resolve  to  make  of  our  failures  stepping  stones  to  better  service. 
The  key-note  of  all  our  eflForts  must  be,  loyalty  to  Christ,  a 
loyalty  which  finds  its  best  expression  in  active  love  for  those 
for  whom  He  giave  His  life.

The  Central  Fund  is  mainly  kept  up  by  the  tax  upon  the 
branches  of  ten  cents  from  each  member.  When  a  branch  is 
organized  the  Diocesan  Officer  should  at  once  be  informed  and 
the  dues  sent  her.  This  fund  is  used  for  such  expenses  as  must 
necessarily  be  incurred  in  carrying  on  the  work,  postage,  station- 
ery, express  and  traveling  expenses  when  the  Diocesan  Officer 
visits  a  Parish  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  Rector  or  Officers  of 
the  branch.  It  may  also  be  us^d  at  the  discretion  of  the  Diocesan 
Officer  as  seems  best  for  the  advancement  of  the  work. 

In  addition  to  this  tax  Miss  Laura  Clay  suggested  at  the 
meeting  of  1903  that  a  special  fund  be  added,  enabling  the  Pres- 
ident to  employ  a  secretary  whenever  needed.

In  October  it  was  decided  to  raise  our  portion  of  the  money 
pledged  to  furnish  a  room  at  the  Ashland  School,  by  asking  a 
donation  of  one  dollar  from  each  member.  The  response  was 
gratifying,  the  members  very  generally  giving  a  dollar  or  more ; 
so  that  in  February  we  were  able  to  send  thirty-seven  dollars, 
and  since  then  we  have  raised  thirteen  dollars  more,  making 
fifty  dollars  of  the  one  hundred  promised  by  the  Cathedral  repre- 
sentatives at  the  Council  of  1903,  all  of  which  is  now  paid.  In 
November  we  voted  to  supply  clothes  for  a  little  boy  three  years 
old,  the  child  of  a  missionary,  and  a  neat  and  comfortable  outfit 
was  sent.  The  Auxiliary  in  this  month  recorded  the  loss  of  a 
beloved  and  devoted  member  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Nannie  Bain 
Didlake.  In  January  a  barrel  was  sent  to  our  Missionary  at 
Altamont,  containing  garments,  material  for  clothing  and  mag- 
azines. The  railroad  officials  generously  contributed  the  trans- 
portation of  the  barrel.  The  Auxiliary  met  on  each  Tuesday 
afternoon  during  Lent,  and  cut  and  basted  garments  for  the 
sewing  school  at  Altamont.  For  each  of  these  afternoons  a 
delightful  and  instructive  paper  was  prepared  and  read  by  some 
member,  the  subjects  treated  being  Church  history  and  hymno- 
logy,  and  a  review  of  Bishop  Fowler's  book.  Missions  and 
Worldwide  Movements.  These  meetings  were  exceedingly 
pleasant.  Besides  working  on  the  garments,  the  ladies  cut  and 
fringed  the  ribbon  for  five-hundred  book  marks.  They  were 
printed  with  references  to  a  selection  of  comforting  Bible  texts 
and  were  sold  for  twenty-five  cents  for  two,  netting  forty  dollars 
and  some  cents.

a  gift  from  the  Auxiliary  to  Miss  Andes,  at  Altamont.  Dr.F. 
O.  Young  showed  his  friendly  interest  in  the  work  of  Deaconess 
Callaway  by  sending,  through  the  Auxiliary,  a  case  of  Horlick's 
Malted  Milk,  very  useful  in  her  ministrations  to  the  sick.  An 
interesting  instance  of  the  May  meeting  was  the  election  of  our 
President,  Mrs.  Harbison,  to  represent  the  Auxiliary  in  the 
Cathedral  Central  Committee.  This  is  an  advisory  committee 
recently  formed,  consisting  of  one  member  each  from  all  the 
societies  in  the  Church  and  one  member  of  the  Vestry.  It  is  to 
meet  once  a  month,  just  previous  to  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Vestry ;  and  its  object  is  to  bring  into  closer  touch  the  working 
members  of  the  Church  and  the  Vestry,  its  official  board.  We 
added  a  few  members  to  our  number  during  the  year.

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Report  of  the  Junior  Department. 

Owing,  I  think,  to  the  fact  that  several  Parishes  have  been 
without  Rectors  during  a  part  of  the  year,  the.work  of  the  Junior 
Auxiliary  has  not  been  very  encouraging.  Only  four  branches 
reported  at  Council.  These,  however,  show  good  work  and 
considerable  enthusiasm.  I  regret  that  these  branches  were 
unable  to  organize  last  fall,  but  expect  to  see  them  at  work  again 
and  to  add  other  branches  during  the  coming  year.  To  this  end 
I  earnestly  ask  the  Rectors  and  women  of  the  Auxiliary  to  aid 
me  next  fall  in  establishing  branches  in  every  Parish — that  the 
children  may  be  brought  in,  and  interested,  and  trained  for  use- 
fulness in  the  missionary  field.  Respectfully,

Christ  Church  Cathedral,  Lexington — ^The  Junior  Auxiliary 
reorganized,  under  the  directorship  of  Miss  Mary  Shelby,  on 
February  8,  1904,  no  work  having  been  done  since  last  June  by 
this  organization,  except  at  Christmas,  when  $4.50  of  the  fund 
on  hand  was  voted  to  the  Mission  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  this 
city.  During  Lent  the  work  has  been  the  cutting  out  and  bast- 
ing of  twenty-four  garments,  which,  a  few  days  before  Easter, 
were  sent  to  Miss  Callaway,  at  Altamont,  to  be  used  in  the  sewing 
department  of  the  school,  and  work  on  a  rag  carpet,  still  uncom- 
pleted. A  few  days  before  Easter  a  candy-pulling  was  given  at 
the  studio  of  Miss  Bertha  Emery  and  the  sum  of  $22.15  was 
realized,  .$10  of  which  was  voted  for  a  scholarship  at  Corbin, 
Kentucky.  $5  have  been  voted  to  assist  in  the  furnishing  of  the 
Cathedral  room  at  Ashland  Seminary,  Versailles.  The  Treas- 
urer's book  shows  the  following  :  Expenditures — For  materials, 
$4.82;  for  candy,  $7  00.  Receipts — by  dues,  $1.50;  by  candy 
pulling,  $15.15.  Total — Scholarship,  $10;  A«?hland  Seminary, 
$5;  candy  pulling,  $15.15;  value  of  box,  $10;  dues,  $1.50; 
in  treasury  at  present,  $8.77.  Total,  $50.42.  Ophelia  Smith 
Todd  Carr,  Recording  Secretary. 

Trinity  Church,  Covington — The  Junior  Auxiliary  of  Trin- 
ity Church  was  organized  on  the  12th  of  October,  1003,  with 
twelve  members  present.  We  started  to  work  on  tea-towels, 
aprons  and  sofa-pillows.  The  sale  of  some  of  these  articles  and 
a  Halloween  Party  on  the  80th  of  October,  enabled  us  to  make 
enough  money  to  send  a  box  to  the  Indian  School  at  Shoshone 
Agency,  in  Wyoming,  valued  at  $10.  On  the  12th  of  February, 
1904,  we  gave  a  pancake  party  and  sale  to  raise  $15  for  Miss 
Morrell,  for  the  scholarship  of  a  little  girl,  whom  we  had  agreed 
to  send  to  school  for  the  rest  of  the  term.     We  gave  $2  to  the 
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Endowment  Fund  and  $8  for  the  Triennial  Offering.  On  the 
6th  of  May  we  gave  a  strawberry  festival  to  raise  $10,  which  we 
gave  to  the  Bishop  for  his  Missionary  Fund.  On  Easter  Monday 
we  had  an  annual  election  of  officers,  Dora  May  Reed  being 
elected  President,  Alice  Stephens,  Vice-President ;  Eddie  Parks, 
Secretary,  and  Ina  Driggs,  Treasurer. — Eddie  Parks,  Secretary. 

Ascension  Church,  Frankfort — The  Junior  Department  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  of  Ascension  Parish,  Frankfort,  Ken- 
tucky, held  seven  practical  and  seven  Sunday  meetings  since 
October,  1903.  Number  of  names  enrolled,  25  ;  actual  member- 
ship, 20 ;  attendance  good.  Very  little  has  been  accomplished 
at  the  practical  meetings,  the  work  consisted  of  making  infant 
garments  for  a  future  box.  The  Sunday  meetings  have  been 
well  attended.  The  talks  and  readings  of  missions,  both  foreign 
and  domestic,  have  been  unusually  interesting  and  instructive. 
The  Sunday  meetings  will  be  continued  during  the  summer 
months.  A  box  of  dressed  dolls,  a  quilt  and  some  pictures  was 
sent  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  John  Roberts,  Shoshone  Agency,  Wyom- 
ing, valued  at  $75.  It  was  most  gratifying  to  receive  a  letter 
about  a  week  before  Christmas  from  Mr.  Roberts  acknowledging 
the  safe  delivery  of  our  box.  This  box  was  sent  by  freight  to 
Rawlins  and  from  there  an  Indian  carried  it  over  the  mountain 
pass  to  the  agency.  A  letter  from  Mr.  Roberts  later  on  expressed 
the  delight  and  appreciation  of  the  Indian  girls.  A  second-hand 
machine,  valued  at  $5,  was  sent  to  Mrs.  Hancock,  Corbin  ;  a  gift 
valued  at  $1,  was  added  to  the  box  sent  by  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary to  a  mountain  mission ;  $5  was  sent  to  Corbin  towards 
furnishing  shades  for  St.  John's  Academy;  $15  was  sent  to 
Bishop  Burton  for  Diocesan  work ;  $5  was  sent  to  Miss  Emery, 
New  York,  for  General  Missions,  and  subscription  to  Spirit  of 
Missions,  to  the  amount  of  $2  was  paid.  Thus  the  year's  work 
amounted  to  $108.  As  usual  a  valentine  party  was  given  at 
which  $47.21  was  raised..  Offerings  of  the  year  amounted  to 
$2.84.  Gifts  to  the  amount  of  $6  were  received.  Balance  from 
last  year  $18.8^.  Total  amount  of  actual  cash  raised,  $69.01. 
Actual  amount  of  expenditures  $50.0:2.  Leaving  a  balance  of 
$18.90  in  the  treasury. 

St.  John's  Church,  Versailles — The  Junior  Auxiliary  con- 
sists of  fifteen  members,  with  an  average  attendance  of  eight. 
Alice  McLeod  Field,  President ;  Henrietta  Jackson,  Secretary; 
Loraine  Adams,  Treasurer.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council 
it  was  promised  that  our  Auxiliary  would  assist  in  sending  a  box 
to  the  Shoshone  Mission,  Wyoming.  That  promise  has  been 
fulfilled  to  the  best  of  our  ability.      The   box  was  sent  and  we 
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received  a  letter  of  thanks  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Roberts,  Mis- 
sionary. Now  that  school  is  out  we  propose  to  meet  more 
regularly,  and  should  like  to  have  some  work  assigned  for  a 
special  object.     Henrietta  Jackson,  Secretary. 


Report  of  the  Babies'  Branch. 

At  one  of  our  mountain  schools  a  boy  barely  six  years  old, 
ragged,  dirty,  unkempt,  presented  himself,  saying  **  Please,  mis- 
ter, can  a  fellow  get  to  come  to  school  here  ?  I  want  some  4amin,* 
but  I  *  haint'  got  no  money."  Of  course  they  took  the  boy  in  ; 
they  clothed  him  from  one  of  the  missionary  boxes;* from  the 
same  generous  source  books  were  provided  and,  in  a  few  weeks, 
the  boy  was  transformed.  Now,  with  the  best  and  most  liberal 
intentions,  nothing  could  have  been  done  for  this  child  unless 
somebody,  somewhere,  had  paid — for  the  wheel  cannot  turn 
without  water  to  run  it. 

It  is  just  this  kind  of  work  that  is  being  accomplished  by 
our  **  Little  Helpers."  I  wonder  how  many  of  you  realize  that 
here,  in  the  Diocese,  these  babies  give  $150  per  year  toward  the 
salary  of  a  missionary  teacher ;  and  did  you  listen  when  I  also  told 
you  that  they  had  given  $10  toward  General  Missions,  and  $25 
toward  the  United  Offering ;  and  do  you  quite  realize  that  these 
babies,  in  pennies,  have  given  in  seven  years  $1,030.97  to 
missions?  And,  listen  again,  when  I  tell  you  what  the  Babies' 
Branch  at  large  is  doing.  Besides  a  large  sum  each  year  to 
General  Missions,  two  day  schools  in  China,  known  as  the 
**  Little  Helpers'  Schools,"  are  being  supported  by  them ;  they 
have  just  agreed  to  pay  $300  per  year  for  salary  of  a  kinder- 
garten teacher  at  Akita,  Japan  ;  they  support  a  child's  bed  in 
St.  Agnes'  Hospital  for  colored  people,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  In  the 
past  year  they  have  sent  two  baby  organs  to  Bishop  Partridge 
in  Japan  ;  a  font  to  Bishop  Rowe  in  Alaska ;  a  font  to  Bishop 
Van  Buren  in  Porto  Rico ;  and  some  of  the  dioceses  regularly 
send  a  certain  sum  to  Miss  Lucy  Carter  for  her  work  among  the 
Ute  Indians  in  Utah. 

I  say  that  it  is  a  splendid  showing.  Should  not  every  child 
in  the  Church  have  his  name  enrolled  in   this  glorious  work? 
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l8  it  not  a  reproach  to  every  mother  not  to  enlist  her  child  in 
this  band  of  noble  little  laborers? 

But  one  must  not  criticise  or  censure  too  readily,  for, 
frequently  I  meet  mothers  who  know  nothing,  despite  its  assured 
foundation,  of  this  organization.  I  beg  that  every  director,  every 
head  of  a  circle  will  fully  acquaint  herself  with  the  work  in  our 
own  Diocese  and  with  the  general  work  of  the  Babies'  Branch 
and,  then,  that  she  will  scatter  her  information  broadcast.  I  go 
still  further  and  beg  that  our  Clergy  will  have  a  ''  Little  Help- 
ers" Sunday;  that  they  will  appeal  to  the  parents,  and  to  those 
of  the  children  old  enough  to  understand,  to  become  interested 
in  this  cause.  A  great  English  evangelist  has  said,  '*  save  a 
gray  head  and  you  save  a  unit ;  save  a  boy  and  you  save  a 
multiplication  table."  The  Clergy,  I  know,  share  this  view.  I 
plead  earnestly  then  for  a  '*  Little  Helpers"  Sunday.  We  need 
to  learn,  we  need  to  teach  our  children  the  truth  of  what  Bishop 
Peterkin  says :  **  the  barometer  of  our  Christianity  is  our  interest 
in  foreign  missions." 

No  mother  must  feel  that  it  is  of  no  moment  if  her  own 
little  ones  are  not  in  the  Babies'  Branch.  It  is  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  the  children  and  to  the  work. 

It  is  said  that  once  when  a  great  Maestro  was  having  a 
rehearsal,  with  a  vast  array  of  performers  and  hundreds  of  voices, 
as  the  mighty  chorus  rang  out  with  thunder  of  the  organ,  and 
roll  of  drums,  and  sounding  horns,  and  clashing  cymbals,  some 
man  who  played  the  piccola,  high  up  in  the  distant  corner,  said 
to  himself,  *'  in  all  this  din  it  matters  not  what  I  do,"  and  so  he 
ceased  to  play.  Suddenly  the  gifted  leader  stopped,  flung  up 
his  hands,  and  all  was  still — and  then  he  cried  aloud,  '*  where  is 
the  piccola!"  The  quick  ear  missed  it,  and  all  was  spoiled 
because  it  failed  to  take  its  part. 

And  so,  in  the  oratorio  of  life,  the  Master  bas  assigned  to 
each  child,  young  or  old,  his  part ;  insignificant  it  may  be,  and 
yet  the  Great  Conductor  listens  for  it,  and  should  we  grow 
careless  or  indifferent  our  failure  may  mar  the  whole  beautiful 
symphony.

The  school  was"  organized 
September  10,  1908,  and  began  with  19  pupils.  Miss  Andes,  a 
district  school  teacher,  was  in  charge.  I  opened  school  with 
morning  prayer.  I  assisted  in  the  lessons.  In  the  mornings  we 
had  a  singing  lesson  and  I  had  the  little  ones  for  some  kinder- 
garten exercises  every  Friday.  I  gave  the  children  copies  of 
the  Youth's  Companion.  Before  the  first  month  closed  we  had 
enrolled  49  children.  Smallpox  broke  out  in  the  homes  of  two 
of  the  families  from  which  our  children  came.  It  was  thought 
advisable  to  close  the  school.  The  children  were  loud  in  their 
expressions  of  regret,  some  of  them  cried.  After  only  two 
months  of  school,  the  general  expression  concerning  the  school 
was,  **  the  children  were  learning  so  fast."     We  hope  to  begin  in 
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January  next  year  and  teach  for  five  months.  The  funds  were 
given  a  substantial  start  by  Mr.  Almy,  who  gave  me  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  the  surgical  nursing  I  was  able  to  give  him.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  The  business  of  eaob  day  shall  be  introduoed  by 
prayer. 

II.  The  Minutes  of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day 
shall  be  read  every  morning  at  the  opening  of  the  Council. 

III.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  several  Commit- 
tees, unless  the  Council  shall  otherwise  order. 

IV.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  nor  shall  he  afterwards  stand  except 
to  address  the  chair. 

V.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services 
of  the  house,  unless  be  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VI.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect, 
address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly 
to  the  point  in  debate. 

VII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the 
same  debate  without  leave  of  the  house. 

VIII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into 
debate  during  the  same  session,  unless  with  the  consent  of 
two-ihirds  of  the  house. 

IX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question  the 
members  shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any 
private  discourse. 

X.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any 
question  is  put,  shall  on  division  be  counted,  unless  he  be 
personally  interested  in  the  decision. 

XI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  house 
unless  it  be  seconded,  and  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 
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XII.  When  any  question  is  before  the  bouse  it  shall  be 
determined  before  any  new  subject  is  introduced,  exoept  the 
question  d£  adjournment. 

XIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the 
first  instance  by  the  Chair,  without  debate.  An  appeal,  how- 
ever, may  be  made  from  the  decision  to  the  Council  by  any^ 
member  of  same. 

XIV.  The  question  upon  motion  of  adjournment  shall 
be  taken  before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

XV.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member 
shall  keep  his  seat  until  the  President  shall  leave  the  chair. 

XVI.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  or 
other  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  the  following  standing 
committees,  consisting  of  at  least  three  persons  each:  1 — A 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business;  2 — A  Committee  on  the 
Application  for  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  the  Creden- 
tials of  Lay  Deputies;  3 — A  Committee  of  three  Rectors  of 
Parishes  on  Rights  of  Clergymen  to  Seats  in  Council;  4 — A 
Committee  on  Canons. 

XVII.  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
in  the  same  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Council, 
and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  but  without  the 
right  of  taking  any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

XVIII.  The  daily  business  of  the  house  shall  be  called 
up  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by 
a  vote  of  the  house:  1 — Communications  from  the  President; 
2 — Reports  from  Standing  Committees;  3 — Reports  from 
Special  Committees,  in  order  of  appointment;  4 — Petitions 
or  Memorials;  5 — Motions  and  Resolutions. 

XIX.  All  elections  by  the  Council,  except  for  Secretary, 
shall  be  held  at  times  fixed  not  less  than  three  hours  in 
advance  thereof. 

XX.  These  Rules  of  Order  shall  remain  in  force  until 
altered  or  suspended  by  the  Council,  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present  voting  for  such  alteration  or  suspension.

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BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


My  Bear  Brethren 

of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

Again  are  we  met  as  a  Counoil  to  thank  God  for  hia 
mercy  in  sparing  to  this  day  the  lives  of  all  our  clergy  and  of 
all  the  laity  who  are  recorded  in  the  last  Journal  as  officers 
of  the  Diocese  or  deputies  to  its  Council. 

And  within  the  past  conciliar  year  only  three  of  oar 
right  reverend  fathers  have  fallen  in  the  ranks;  but  each  of 
them  was  gathered  into  the  gamer  as  a  sheaf  fully  ripe. 

Rt.  Rev.  Frederic  Dan  Huntington,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  L. 
H.  D..  first  Bishop  of  Central  New  York,  died  July  11,  1904, 
aged  85  years,  and  in  the  36th  year  of  his  episcopate. 

Rt.  Rev.  William  Edward  McLaren,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  LL. 
D.,  third  Bishop  of  Chicago,  died  Feb.  19,  1905,  aged  73 
years,  and  in  the  30tb  year  of  bis  episcopate. 

Rt.  Rev.  Alfred  Augustin  Watson,  D.  D.,  first  Bishop  of 
East  Carolina,  died  Good  Friday,  April  21,  1905,  aged  87 
years,  and  in  the  22d  year  of  his  episcopate.

THANKS  TO  OFFICERS. 

The  historian  of  this  Diocese  must  take  note  of  the  fact 
that,  not  only  bad  it  of  course  itself  to  organize,  but  also  it 
was  out  of  entirely  fresh  material  that  this  task  had  to  be 
achieved.  The  experienced  officers  and  well-tried  committee- 
men of  the  original  Diocese  of  Kentucky  had  their  residence 
in  and  about  the  see  city  of  that  Diocese.  To  the  Secretary 
of  this  Diocese,  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Caswall,  who  is  also  Diocesan 
Endowment  Commissioner,  Associate  Editor  and  Manager  of 
the  Diocesan  News  and  Historiographer;  to  Miss  Kate 
Scudder,  hie  assistant  in  the  last  named  office;  to  Mr.  John 
T.  Shelby,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese;  to  Mr.  T.  B.  Wood, 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese;  Mr.  George  S.  Weeks,  Treasurer  of 
the  Cathedral  Chapter;  Mr.  George  K.  Graves,  Bishop's 
Treasurer;  Mr.  Thomas  L.  Warren,  Treasurer  of  the  Mission- 
ary School  Fund;  and  to  Mr.  George  Copland,  Registrar  of 
the  Diocese,  I  render,  for  myself  and  in  the  name  of  the 
Diocese,  most  hearty  and  appreciative  thanks  for  their  ever- 
increasing  faithfulness  and  efficiency. 

I  mention  separately,  as  especially  deserving  praise  and 
congratulation,  Miss  Mary  E.  Harrison,  President  of  the 
Diocesan  organization  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary;  and  Mrs. 
Frank  A.  Rothier  and   Mrs.  Lewis  W.  Burton,  the  heads 
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zespeotively  of  the  Janior  and  Babies'  Branch  departments. 
I  am  obligated  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  several  oongre- 
gations  for  timely  and  generous  contributions  to  my  Mission- 
ary Fund.  This  Council  will  be  the  happier  and  more 
profitable  for  the  inspiration  caught  from  the  women's  meet- 
ings that  preceded  it. 

ANNIVERSARIES. 

Neither  the  Anglican  race  nor  the  Anglican  Church  has 
any  sacred  numbers.  So  far  as  years  are  concerned,  we  count 
out  our  sentiment  as  we  reckon  up  our  money — by  the  deci- 
mal system.  This  is  distinguished  as  our  tenth  Council. 
But  we  are  to  celebrate  our  tenth  anniversaries  later:  that  of 
the  organization  of  the  Diocese  on  Monday,  December  4th 
next;  that  of  the  consecration  of  its  first  Bishop  on  Tuesday, 
January  30th,  1906.  Hence  it  would  be  premature  now  to 
review  the  past  history  of  the  Diocese  or  to  survey  its  present 
conditions,  and  to  make  the  consequent  comparisons  and 
inferences.  We  shall  find  the  time  proper  for  such  an  address 
as  this  fully  occupied  by  the  presentation  of  that  business 
which  must  of  necessity  be  transacted  by  this  Council, 

One  such  matter  is  the  arrangement  for  the  celebration 
of  the  anniversaries  to  which  I  have  referred.  By  request  of 
the  Cathedral  Chapter  the  first  of  this  civil  year,  I  appointed 
a  General  Diocesan  Committee  on  the  subject,  consisting  of 
Dean  B.  P.  Lee,  Chairman;  Rev.  Messrs.  A.  B.  Chinn,  R.  C. 
Oaswall,  F.  A.  Ma'cMillen,  R.  B.  Nelson;  Messrs.  F.  H.  Dud- 
ley,  J.  L.  Amsden,  W.  D.  Spaldinc,  J.  T.  Shelby,  W.  H.  Cox, 
Gidorge  Cowan,  M.  D.,  W.  T.  Handy,  C.  M.  Woodbury,  J.  A. 
Herring  and  E.  B.  Johnston.  Dean  Lee's  removal  from  the 
Diocese  will  necessitate  the  appointment  of  another  chair- 
man. It  is  fitting  that  this  Council  should  now  take  the 
preparation  for  these  anniversaries  into  its  own  hands.  If  it 
chooses  to  adopt  the  committee  appointed  for  the  Cathedral 
Chapter,  the  Council  should  select  for  the  committee's  chair- 
man a  man  resourceful,  energetic  and  faithful.  If  I  were 
asked  for  some  general  preliminary  suggestions  with  refer- 
ence to  these  anniversaries,  I  should  say,  first  determine 
which  one  of  the  two  will  be  especially  the  focus  of  celebra- 
tion; then  hold  the  Annual  Conference  and  the  Churchman's 
Banquet  in  the  same  connection.  The  three  events  thus 
united  will  bring  together  a  large  attendance  for  each  of 
them.  With  so  many  representatives  of  the  Diocese  assem- 
Ued,  it  will  be  advisable  to  hold  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Conncil  for  the  main  purpose  of  adopting  a  revised  code  of 
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canons  for  the  Diocese.  If  it  is  desired  to  make  a  memorial 
of  God's  goodness  and  our  own  happiness,  in  completing  this 
first  decade  of  diocesan  life,  I  know  nothing  more  likely  to 
please  God  and  gratify  the  members  of  the  Diocese  than  the 
lifting  of  three  obligations  now  resting  heavily  on  the  hearts 
of  some  of  us  and  hindering  progress  in  the  departments 
concerned:  (1)  The  restoration  to  the  Episcopate  Endow- 
ment Fund  of  the  amount  used  in  completing  payment  for 
the  Episcopal  Residence;  (2)  The  removal  of  the  liens  for 
borrowed  money  now  resting  upon  the  property  (a)  of  Ash- 
land Seminary  at  Versailles,  and  (b)  of  St.  John's  Academy, 
Corbin.  These  are  days  of  unprecedented  prosperity  for  the 
great  majority  of  those  who  would  naturally  be  asked  to  aid 
in  the  enterprises  suggested.  We  shall  be  the  better  prepared 
for  the  yeaiTs  of  leanness  that  usually  follow  years  of  plenty, 
if  we  utilize  the  latter  to  wipe  out  debts  and  rid  ourselves  of 
interest,  and  lay  by  in  store  provision  for  the  future  in  the 
shape  of  endowments. 

VISITATIONS. 

It  may  be  noted  that  one  or  two  items  have  disappeared 
from  the  Summary  which  ends  the  statistical  portion  of  this 
report.  They  could  be  secured  only  by  keeping  a  minute 
daily  record  of  my  actions.  Julius  Caesar  had  the  genius  to 
write  history  at  the  same  time  at  which  he  himself  was  mak- 
ing  it.  But  most  of  us  ordinary  mortals  in  this  strenuous 
age  are  too  busy  to  keep  a  detailed  diary.  But  as  required 
by  canon  of  the  General  Church,  I  have  presented  a  list  of 
the  churches  visited.  It  will  be  seen  in  the  statistical  portion 
of  this  address  that  t  have  made  within  the  Diocese  125 
visitations  for  services  or  on  parochial  business  since  my  last 
report,  and  35  on  diocesan  business.  I  have  visited  all  the 
places  listed  in  the  last  Council  journal  as  parishes,  missions, 
unorganized  missions  and  stations  at  which  occasional  ser- 
vices are  held,  except  Excelsior,  Barbourville,  Altamont, 
Livingston,  Carlisle  and  Irvine.  All  of  these,  except  Irvine, 
were  passed  by  because  local  authorities  notified  me  that  it 
was  impracticable  to  attempt  a  service  in  the  several  places 
at  the  time  appointed  in  the  visitation  schedule.  Irvine  was 
postponed  because  what  seemed  a  more  important  duty 
claimed  its  date.  Of  the  Lee  County  Missidns,  I  visited 
four.  The  remainder  had  to  be  postponed  to  the  summer 
season  when  the  roads  have  become  passable  and  the  mission- 
ary has  had  opportunity  to  hold  special  services  preliminary 
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to  the  visitation.  I  held  services  at  six  places  where  I  had 
never  done  so  before:  Owenton,  Williamsburg,  Stanford, 
Lancaster,  Salt  Lick  and  Olive  Hill,  though  I  had  previously 
visited  the  last  named  place  on  an  occasion  when  I  was  sum- 
moned away  by  telegram  before  the  hour  of  service.  Of 
these  places  Owenton,  Williamsburg,  Stanford  and  Lancaster 
are  this  year  added  to  our  list  of  preaching  stations.  I  am 
not  aware  that  a  service  of  this  Church  was  ever  before  held 
in  Owenton,  Williamsburg  and  Salt  Lick.  Burgin  was  also 
visited  in  the  way  of  pastoral  calls  upon  our  communicants 
there. 

ISOLATED  COMMUNICANTS. 

One  object  in  view  in  many  of  these  visitations  is  to 
enter  into  pastoral  relations  to  the  sheep  of  this  fold  scattered 
abroad  and  having  no  shepherd  except  the  Diocesan.  I  have 
furnished  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  a  list  of  these 
isolated  communicants,  amounting  so  far  to  eighty-three 
persons.  I  have  asked  him  to  add  them  to  the  total  number 
of  communicants  in  this  Diocese.  As  Business  Manager  of 
the  Diocesan  News  he  will  also  send  to  each  family  repre- 
sented by  these  scattered  communicants  a  monthly  copy  of 
that  paper.  To  sustain  this  enterprise  on  the  part  of  the 
Diocesan  News,  its  management  solicits  special  subscrip- 
tions. 

A  central  register  should  be  kept  for  record  of  these 
isolated  communicants,  and  of  the  baptized  members  of  their 
families,  and  of  any  offices  that  may  be  performed  among 
them.  For  example,  in  Owenton  and  Stanford  I  was  agree- 
ably surprised  to  find  a  candidate  ready  and  desirous  for 
confirmation,  and  in  Williamsburg  a  youth  awaiting  baptism. 
I  am  ready  to  keep  such  a  register  myself,  if  the  canons  will 
be  made  to  require  the  clergy  to  report  for  entry  on  it  all 
offices  performed  outside  their  own  parochial  jurisdictions. 
But  I  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  co-operate 
with  me  in  further  efforts  to  discover  isolated  communicants 
within  the  confines  of  the  Diocese.  When  last  in  Somerset 
I  learned  for  the  first  time  of  a  lumber  town  below  there,  in 
which  were  some  eight  communicants  who  had  gathered 
there  within  three  years.  One  of  their  number  was,  on  his 
own  responsibility,  acting  as  Lay  Reader.  The  Rev.  H.  E. 
Spears  presented  and  I  confirmed  the  teacher,  who  left  Som- 
erset immediately  afterward  to  take  charge  of  the  school  in 
this  new  town  of  Stearns.   We  can  imagine  what  it  will  mean 
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to  tbem  to  have  a  visitation  from  Missionary  or  Bishop,  to 
bold  service  for  them  after  the  dear  old  forms  of  Mother 
Church,  and  to  break  to  tbem  the  Bread  of  Life  as  this 
Church  hath  commanded  the  same  to  be  administered  and 
received. 

DEARTH  OP  CLERGY. 

Seven  clergy  have  been  transferred  and  three  received 
this  past  year.  But  it  must  be  remembered  thai,  of  these 
seven  transferred,  four  had  removed  from  the  Diocese  before 
the  meeting  of  the  last  Council,  but  either  had  not  yet 
obtained  their  letters  dimissory  or  had  not  secured  the  accept- 
ance thereof.  In  other  words,  so  far  as  the  number  of  clergy- 
men actively  engaged  within  the  Diocese  is  concerned,  we 
stand  very  nearly  where  we  did  last  year.  There  remain 
vacant  congregations,  to  supply  which  an  earnest  effort  has 
been  made.  Our  congregations  even  in  the  mountain  mis- 
sions are  difficult  to  supply.  In  every  one  of  them  are 
enough  people  of  culture  to  create  a  high  standard  of  minis- 
terial ability.  But  the  total  amount  offered  for  support  of 
such  a  clergyman  is  not  sufficient  to  secure  or  at  least  retain 
him.  And  there  is  a  sad  dearth  of  clergymen  such  as  will, 
on  the  one  hand,  be  acceptable,  and  such  as,  on  the  other, 
will  be  both  able  and  willing  to  accept  a  small  income  and  to 
content  themselves  with  small  results,  both  material  and 
spiritual,  from  their  sacrifices  and  labors. 

In  my  efforts  to  secure  clergymen  for  the  vacancies  in 
this  Diocese,  I  wrote  a  large  number  of  prominent  church- 
men, clerical  and  lay,  asking  them  to  suggest  eligible  and 
desirable  men  for  these  positions.  Sixteen  of  the  replies 
declared  ignorance  of  fit  men  who  could  be  persuaded  to 
accept;  some  of  them  referring  to  a  similar  state  of  things  in 
their  own  dioceses.  There  is  not  only  no  peculiarity  in  our 
Diocese,  in  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  secure  the  clergy- 
men we  need,  but  also  our  Church  is  only  experiencing  the 
common  lot  of  all  Christian  bodies,  both  at  home  and  abroad. 
I  received  from  "The  Alliance  of  the  Reformed  Churches, 
holding  the  Presbyterian  System,"  a  circular  of  inquiry, 
growing  out  of  the  fact  that,  ''at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Commission  of  the  Alliance  (Western  Section),  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  consider,  and  report  upon,  the 
question  of  the  decline  of  the  number  of  candidates  for  the 
gospel  ministry."  It  is  authoritatively  stated  that,  within 
our  own  Church,  the  number  of  clergy  has  increased  in  leas 
than  half  the  proportion  in  which  the  number  of  communi-

cants  and  of  congregations  has  increased  between  1883  and 
1904.  Daring  the  same  twenty  years  the  number  of  candi- 
dates has  only  increased  by  27  per  cent.  In  1904  the  net  loss 
to  the  order  of  Priests  was  11,  while  the  gain  in  communi- 
cants  for  the  same  year  was  47,000.  In  the  year  1893-1894, 
221  were  ordained  to  the  Diaconate;  in  the  year  1903-1904 
only  172.  And  the  decrease  in  the  years  between  has  been 
steady. 

Surely  there  must  be  searohings  of  heart  on  the  part  of 
a  Church  thus  suffering.  This  is  not  the  time  for  any  attempt 
at  an  exhaustive  analysis  of  conditions,  with  a  view  either  to 
ascertaining  causes  or  providing  remedies.  But  I  feel  it  to 
be  my  duty  to  refer  briefly  to  some  causes  that  are  manifestly 
at  work  even  among  us  in  this  Diocese,  and  that  should  at 
once  be  corrected.  The  spirit  of  secularism  and  commer- 
cialism is  rife.  Home  religion  has  largely  lost  its  focal  altar. 
Parental  influence  over  youth  has  waned;  and  the  early  dedi- 
cation of  sons  to  the  ministry  is  seldom  beard  of.  A  Bishop 
told  me  that,  having  received  from  a  young  man  an  announce- 
ment that  he  had  determined  to  study  for  the  ministry,  at  the 
young  man's  request  he  proceeded  to  impart  the  glad  intelli- 
gence to  the  young  man's  mother.  Words  of  congratulation 
were  on  his  lips,  and  he  was  prepared  to  share  in  the  joy  of 
that  mother's  heart  over  the  self-dedication  of  her  son  to  so 
high  a  service,  when  she  struck  him  dumb  by  bursting  into 
maudlin  tears  over  his  abandonment  of  all  his  worldly  pros- 
pects. There  are  yet  Spartan  mothers  who,  in  their  love  of 
country  and  admiration  for  heroism,  would  bid  their  sons 
come  back  from  battle  with  their  shields  or  on  them.  If  we 
would  have  Samuels  ministering  before  the  Lord,  there  must 
be  other  Hannahs  like  unto  his  mother  who  will  say  of  their 
infant  boys,  "I  have  lent  him  to  the  Lord;  as  long  as  he 
liveth  he  shall  be  lent  to  the  Lord." 

And  the  clergy  themselves  have  a  duty  in  this  respect. 
Are  they  preaching  sermons  that  will  be  clear,  ringing,  stir- 
ring,  clarion  calls  k)  the  youth  of  their  congregations  to  come 
up  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the  migbtv?  Are  they 
singling  oat  choice  youth  here  and  there,  and  laboring  with 
them  and  with  their  parents  to  secdre  them  for  the  King's 
army?  It  is  said  that  the  success  of  the  Japanese,  in  both 
the  Chinese  and  Russian  wars,  is  due  to  the  training  of  their 
soldiery  even  from  the  days  of  childhood.  Is  it  one  of  the 
main  and  ever-present  purposes  of  our  clergy,  in  their 
Sandav-Bobool  work,  to  make  it  an  agency  for  the  prepara- 
tion or  those  who,  as  Christ's  faithful  soldiers  and  servants, 
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are  to  fight  manfully,  unto  their  lives'  end,  under  His  banner, 
against  sin,  the  world  and  the  devil?  Aye,  are  our  clergy,  by 
their  positive,  earnest  preaching  of  Church  and  Bible  truths, 
persuading  the  boys  and  men  of  this  questioning,  critical 
age,  that  there  are  religious  facts  in  history,  and  creeds 
proved  by  most  certain  warrant  of  Holy  Writ,  and  a  super- 
natural presence  and  wisdom  and  power  and  goodness  in  the 
world,  that  make  Christianity  infinitely  better  than  mere 
eifeminate  sentimentality  and  lift  it  as  high  as  the  heavens 
above  social  philanthropy  and  a  self -wrought  morality?  Our 
self-indulgent  age  has  not  lost  all  its  admiration  for  what  is 
brave  and  true  and  self-denying.  Many  of  our  best  ministe- 
rial candidates  are  drawn  to  the  foreign  field  or  to  the  snow 
wastes  of  Alaska  or  to  the  deadly  climate  of  the  Philippines, 
just  because  there  seems  to  be  a  chance  there  to  make  a  com- 
plete surrender  to  Christ.  Brethren,  is  it  the  result  of  our 
listless,  easy-going,  world-loving  lives,  that  it  is  not  realized 
that  there  is  room  right  here  in  these  towns,  and  yonder  in 
our  mountains,  for  a  noble  service,  that  will  require  all  the 
manhood  that  the  Spirit  of  Christ  can  breathe  into  us? 

Already  there  is  enough  response  in  this  Diocese  to  the 
call  upon  young  men  to  give  themselves  to  Christ's  ministry, 
to  encourage  us  to  something  of  a  crusade  in  this  direction. 
One  who  will  shortly  graduate  from  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary may  be  here  ordained  on  Ascension  Day  to  the  Priest- 
hood. A  colored  postulant  at  the  Petersburg  Divinity  School 
is  ready  to  be  advanced  to  candidateship  for  orders.  Another 
postulant  graduates  from  college  this  year.  Two  others  are 
following  him  in  the  same  institution.  In  connection  with 
our  academy  at  Corbin,  another  postulant  is  combining  secu- 
lar and  religious  work,  and  making  both  count  in  his  prepara- 
tion for  the  ministry  of  our  Church  to  the  mountain  people. 
Concerning  these  men  I  receive  the  highest  testimonials  from 
their  teachers. 

Now,  there  are  some  interesting  facts  connected  with  this 
list  of  six  postulants  and  our  one  candidate.  Every  one  of 
the  white  men  in  the  list  made  his  start  toward  the  ministry 
from  the  Ohio  River  region.  Three  of  the  men,  including 
the  colored  postulant,  have  taken  these  first  steps  toward  the 
ministry  from  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Covington,  under  the 
rectorship  of  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Chinn.  He  had  a  fourth  trophy 
of  his  mysterious  art  in  this  direction  in  a  postulant,  who, 
because  of  ill  health,  had  to  remove  from  the  Diocese  and 
has  lately  been  led  to  resign  his  ministerial  intentions.  Why 
is  it  that,  sprung  from  the  warm,  pulsating  heart  of  the  Blue 
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Orass,  there  is  not  one  sturdy  specimen  of  its  stalwart  man- 
hood buckling  on  bis  armor  as  a  champion  of  the  Lord? 

Of  one  thing  I  feel  sure:  that  is  that,  if  we  would  meet 
the  mountain  problem,  we  must  raise  up  a  ministry  in  this 
Diocese  that  will  be  ready  to  forego  creature  comforts,  that 
will  be  impelled  and  governed  by  love  for  God  and  man,  and 
that  will  neither  rate  itself  so  high-priced  nor  so  burden  itself 
with  family  obligations  as  to  be  unwilling  or  unable  to  be 
content  with  a  scanty  income.  We  must  find  and  enlist  the 
men.  It  will  be  better  for  us  ourselves  to  educate  and  train 
them.  In  the  winters,  they  can  be  instructed  by  our  clergy  in 
our  cities.  In  the  summers,  they  can  have  practical  clinical 
training  in  the  field  in  which  they  are  eventually  to  serve. 

I  rejoice  over  the  fact  that  in  Beattyville  a  rectory  is 
nearly  completed;  built,  Paul-like,  largely  by  the  hands  of 
our  devoted  missionary;  and  that  in  Maysville  a  new  rectory 
is  under  way  to  take  the  place  of  one  that  has  been  for  some 
time  uninhabitable.  A  rectory  helps  to  solve  the  problem  of 
parochial  finances  under  many  varying  circumstances. 

But  I  see  no  comforting  hope  for  the  strength  of  the 
Church  in  the  older  parts  of  this  Diocese,  till  the  laymen  and 
laywomen  shall  have  learned  that  it  is  not  the  ministry  alone 
that  is  called  to  make  sacrifices  for  the  sake  of  the  gospel. 
When  they  have  realized  that,  for  the  children  of  the  King- 
dom, there  are  more  pressing  and  nobler  questions  than 
"What  shall  we  eatf'  and  "Wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed?" 
old  and  well-established  parishes  will  release  missionary  aid, 
that  we  may  apply  it  to  aggressive  pioneer  work  on  our 
diocesan  frontier;  and  a  more  generous  support  will  secure 
and  retain  men  of  such  ability  as  will  make  the  most  of  our 
Ohurch  among  a  generation  that  has  not  seen  it  in  its  glory 
and  strength  in  the  large  cities  of  our  land. 

THE  CHURCH  LEAGUE  OF  THE  BAPTIZED. 

One  feature  of  the  ministry  has  made  sensitive,  independ- 
ent  men  shrink  from  it,  and  has,  at  the  same  time,  on  the 
part  of  congregations,  tended  to  a  lack  of  appreciation  of  the 
mature  wisdom  and  settled  character  of  the  older  clergy.  It 
is  the  absolutely  inadequate  provision  by  the  general  Church 
of  support  for  aged  and  infirm  and  retired  clergymen;  and 
the  inevitable  consequence  that  they  must  with  their  families 
become  a  burden  on  the  congregation  which  last  they  have 
served.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  General  Convention  and 
the  provisions  of  a  special  canon,  the  General  Clergy  Relief 
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Fand  is  being  admirably  conducted  towards  the  relief  of  this 
condition.  But  the  difficulty  which  confronts  its  enterpris- 
ing Financial  Secretary  is  how  to  establish  connection  with 
the  great  mass  of  lay  people  in  our  congregations.  It  was 
the  happy  inspiration  of  an  invalid  churchwoman  by  which 
God  has  made  a  way  between  the  hearts  of  His  people  and 
this  great  necessity  of  His  Church.  Miss  Louise  Winthrop 
Eoues,  of  New  York«  has  devised  an  organization  which  is 
not  to  be  looked  on  as  a  new  society;  one  more  wheel  in  the 
ponderous  mechanism  which  is  so  often  a  treadmill  for  the 
rector  and  his  few  faithful  helpers;  one  additional  daughter 
of  the  horse-leech  with  its  cry  of  "Give!  give!"  Bather  we 
are  to  look  at  this  matter  of  clergy  relief  from  the  standpoint 
of  duty.  I  must  give  something  to  it  every  year.  Surely  I 
shall  not  think  of  giving  less  than  ten  cents.  Now,  here  is 
an  organization  which  will  call  for  my  ten  cents  and  see  that 
my  contribution  reaches  its  destination.  It  is  estimated  that 
in  our  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  there  are  three  millions 
of  baptized  persons,  adults  and  children.  Think  what  ten 
cents  from  each  would  make  in  the  sum  total:  $300,000  to  be 
annually  turned  over  to  the  trustees  of  the  General  Clergy 
Relief  Fund,  and  by  them  used  in  its  entirety  for  the  imme- 
diate and  honorable  support  of  every  clergyman  whose  age  or 
infirmities,  or  long,  weary  service  suggests  his  i^etirement 
from  active  duty. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  in  this  Diocese  by  the  Chap- 
ter at  Frankfort.  I  am  asked  to  appoint  a  diocesan  Direc- 
tress, who  will  promote  the  objects  just  outlined  within  our 
borders.  I  ask  that  a  committee  of  the  Council  be  appointed 
to  consult  with  the  officers  of  the  diocesan  Woman*s  Auxili- 
ary, and  jointly  with  them  nominate  to  me  one  whom  I  may 
set  over  this  business. 

LAY  HELPERS 

If  any  one  is  disposed  to  think  despondently  of  the 
small  number  of  clergy  in  this  Diocese,  and  despairingly  of 
the  fact  that  the  number  has  not  materially  grown  in  these 
ten  years,  let  him  realize  that  outside  of  the  clergy  and  the 
Deaconess,  we  have  had  during  the  past  year  nineteen  sala- 
ried teachers  and  workers  engaged  in  the  Church  educational 
institutions  of  this  Diocese.  Every  one  of  our  ten  Lay 
Readers  has  made  a  report  of  how  he  has  used  his  license. 
In  one  of  our  missions  in  this  Diocese,  where  the  services  of 
the  clergyman  are  only  monthly,  twice  every  week  during  the 
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whole  of  Ltot  did  the  women  of  the  coDgregation  meet  in 
the  home  of  one  of  their  number,  and  conduot  between  them- 
selves  a  service  that  was  deemed  by  all  concerned  enjoyable 
and  edifying.  I  refer  to  Richmond,  Ey.  In  Cynthiana,  ever 
since  the  Rector  removed,  the  Lay  Reader  has  conducted  a 
service  so  acceptable  that  the  average  congregation,  reduced 
by  the  severity  of  the  weather,  has  not  been  much  behind 
the  attendance  upon  the  clerical  services  that  preceded.  The 
Church  of  England  at  home  and  in  the  colonies  is  making  a 
remarkable  use  of  Lay  Readers.  In  1894  the  Bishop  of 
Melboame  in  Australia  re-issued  85  licenses  to  laymen  to 
assist  in  carrying  on  the  church  work  in  that  Diocese.  In 
the  Diocese  of  Ripon  in  England,  the  annual  gathering  of 
the  Diocesan  Lay  Helpers'  Association  in  July  of  last  year 
reported  2,439  mission  services,  1,511  children's  services, 
1,107  week-night  services,  and  2,057  Bible-class  addresses  as 
having  been  undertaken  during  the  year. 

The  three  chief  theological  seminaries  in  this  common- 
wealth  pour  out  their  large  student  body  over  the  state  for 
Sunday  services,  and  are  claiming  much  of  the  territory  for 
their  respective  denominations  through  this  agency.  We  can 
muster  a  band  of  laymen — business  and  professional  men, 
and  farmers  from  the  rural  district — who,  to  say  the  least  of 
them,  are  as  intelligent.  Shall  we  not  hope  that  they  are  as 
spiritually-minded  and  as  weU  read  in  the  Scriptures?  If 
not,  they  can  certainly  make  themselves  or  can  be  made  so. 
What  a  power  such  an  association  would  be  in  its  intro-active 
inflnence  of  member  upon  member,  and  of  the  whole  organi- 
zation upon  each  part;  and  then,  in  its  external  influence: 
first,  upon  men,  in  recommending  the  sober,  practical  truth 
and  usefulness  and  the  manliness  of  Christianity;  and,  sec- 
ond, in  filling  the  vacancies,  in  occupying  the  barren  fields, 
in  pushing  on  toward  the  outlying  districts,  in  establishing 
fonndations  for  our  Church  and  overthrowing  the  strongholds 
of  ignorance  and  prejudice  that  now  oppose  it. 

Courses  of  lectures  and  of  private  reading  and  study, 
solemn  services  of  setting  apart,  occasional  gatherings  for 
oomparinff  notes  and  impaling  enthusiasm,  could  be  arranged 
.for.  And  surely  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  moved  by  such 
a  siffht  and  encouraged  *by  the  results  of  such  a  movement, 
woQld  gladly  pay  the  small  amount  that  would  be  required 
for  travelling  expenses  and  the  renting  of  halls.  Will  not  the 
rectors  of  Tnnity,  Covington,  and  of  St.  Paul's,  Newport,  try 
it  for  Lndlow  and  Fort  Thomas  respectively?  Will  not  the 
Council  appoint  a  committee — not  one  merely  to  exploit  the 
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posBibilitiefi  of  such  an  association — but  one  to  make  the 
idea  a  real  one  in  this  Diocese,  as  it  has  been  proved  to  be  a 
useful  scheme  in  the  Dioceses  of  Pittsburg  and  Western  New 
York?  There  is  in  New  York  an  association  of  35  laymen, 
who  have,  as  unsalaried  church  workers,  established  ten  mis- 
sions in  that  city,  two  of  which  are  now  self-supporting 
parishes,  and  three  more  of  which  are  soon  to  be  incorpo- 
rated. 

DIOCESAN  MAP. 

I  recommend  to  the  Council  that  it  secure  for  our  mis- 
sionary meetings  and  addresses  a  large-sized  map  of  this 
Diocese,  indicating  all  those  features  which  concern  the 
present  conditions,  the  opportunities  and  the  duties  of  our 
Church  in  the  eastern  half  of  Kentucky.  It  would  be  of 
great  service  and  interest  in  connection  with  out  approaching 
anniversaries.  I  should  like  to  have  the  use  of  it  at  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Conference,  July  20  to  30,  at  Richfield 
Springs,  New  York,  over  which  Conference,  by  the  grace  of 
the  Seabury  Society,  I  am  to  preside.  We  had  a  diocesan 
missionary  exhibit  at  the  San  Francisco  General  Convention, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  That,  brought 
up  to  date  and  put  in  order,  should  also  be  sent  to  Sichfield 
Springs. 

A  Bia  SANDY  MISSIONARY. 

In  the  mountain  district,  which  would  be  exhibited  on 
such  a  map,  there  is  a  virgin  soil  (as  the  tobacconists  say 
with  reference  to  the  strength  and  productiveness  of  such  soil), 
not  80  much  for  religion  merely  as  for  our  Church.  And  the 
kind  of  religion,  of  which  the  inhabitants  of  that  region  have 
too  much,  needs  the  very  elements  which  our  Church  sup- 
plies. A  distinguished  native  of  this  state,  and  now  a  United 
States  Judge  in  another  state,  tells  me  that  in  his  opinion 
Eastern  Kentucky  will  shortly  become  the  most  important 
and  flourishing  portion  of  this  commonwealth.  Now  is  the 
time  to  redeem  somewhat  the  mistake  or  misfortune  of  the 
Church  in  neglecting  the  "Middle  West"  when  it  was  settled, 
and  in  giving  it  the  go-by  when,  in  the  missionary  awakening, 
attention  was  almost  exclusively  given  to  the  "New  West." 
The  world  is  investing  its  millions  in  this  region.  At  present 
there  is  hardly  any  portion  of  the  country  of  the  same  size 
that  promises  to  capital  the  results  which  are  looked  for  from 
the  Big  Sandy  valley.     The  United  States  Government,  in 
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improving  the  river,  and  the  Chesapeake  &  Ohio  Railway  and 
the  Norfolk  &  Western  Railway,  in  running  their  lines  upon 
either  side  of  the  river,  are  spending  immense  sums  in  order 
to  unlock  the  untold  resources  of  the  Big  Sandy  region. 
The  Big  Sandy  River  in  part  divides  our  Diocese  from  that 
of  West  Virginia,  as  the  proposed  diocesan  map  would  show. 
But  the  valley  spreads  itself  out  widely  on  our  side.  Already 
our  mission  at  Louisa  has  felt  the  impulse  of  the  new  and 
throbbing  life  of  the  valley  above.  It  is  the  most  apparent 
strategy,  an  absolutely  necessary  policy,  to  put  a  missionary 
into  that  region  at  once;  §600  salary  and  $200  expenses 
would  secure  and  support  him.     Shall  we  have  him? 

EDUCATIONAL  WORK  IN  THE  DIOCESE. 

In  the  statistical  portion  of  my  address,  I  publish  the 
names  of  the  members  of  the  faculties  of  our  several  diocesan 
educational  institutions. 

I  positively  refuse  now  to  look  back  over  the  era  of 
development  in  these  schools,  except  merely  to  express  pro- 
foundest  thanks  and  adoring  praise  to  Him  who  gave  some 
few  of  us  the  faith  and  the  courage  and  the  persistence  to 
hold  on  through  diflSculties  and  disappointments  and  threat- 
ened disaster  and  lonely  responsibilities.  And  now,  how  easy 
it  all  seems  and  how  bright  the  future!  and  the  foundation  is 
growing  more  solid  every  day,  and  everybody  is  saying  "Go 
on."  Managing  schools  is  no  easy  task.  Making  a  business 
success  of  them  is  hard.  For  our  mountain  missionary  schools 
self-support  is  an  impossibility.  Those  who  have  been  car- 
rying on  these  institutions  can  continue  to  do  the  best  they 
can.  The  chief  advantage  to  accrue  from  the  presentation 
of  reports  to  the  Council,  and  the  discussion  by  the  Council 
of  diocesan  educational  matters,  is  to  lead  the  Diocese  in 
Council  assembled  to  realize  that  these  institutions  are  dio- 
cesan and  under  the  control  and  dependent  upon  the  favor  of 
the  Council. 

That  has  been  the  hardest  part  of  all  the  educational 
work  of  the  Diocese — the  impression  made  upon  the  workers, 
that  the  Diocese  did  not  feel  that  this  and  that  institution 
were  its  schools;  that  the  Diocese,  so  to  speak,  had  to  be 
shaken  and  have  the  school  pointed  out  to  it,  to  produce  a 
consciousness  in  the  diocesan  mind  that  the  school  existed; 
and,  worst  of  all,  that  the  Diocese  cherished  the  comfortable 
thought  that  it  was  not  responsible,  that  this  and  that  insti- 
tution were  somebody's  schemes,  and  that,  as  the  results  were 
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•QDoertain,  it  was  as  well  not  to  get  mixed  op  in  the  andertak- 
ing.  We  have  anrvived  that  era.  These  sohools  at  Corbin 
«ind  at  Ashland  are  sacoesses — not  brilliant — as  yet  attended 
by  diffioalties  and  dangers — bat  quite  sore  to  oontinae  and 
"to  improve.  It  is  an  auspicious  time  for  the  Diocese  to  take 
hold  and  to  enter  into  the  labors  ot  those  who  have  planted 
and  those  who  have  watered  and  to  reap  the  fraits  of  the 
increase  which  God  has  given. 

I  speak  of  the  Piocese  as  it  consists  of  congregations 
and  individuals  having  a  corporate  relation  to  each  other,  and 
ihrough  that  relationship  having  a  common  interest  and 
purpose  and  obligation.  Many  individuals  and  not  a  few 
congregations  have  been  deeply  concerned  about  our  diocesan 
school  work,  especially  the  missionary  portion,  and  have 
given  to  it.  What  is  needed  is  an  esprit  de  corps  with  refer- 
ence to  these  institutions,  the  feeling  on  the  part  of  every 
clergyman  and  layman  and  congregation  that  the  schools  are 
ours — what  we  call  a  family  pride  and  concern  and  standing 
together. 

ASHLAND  SEMINARY. 

The  present  administration  at  Ashland  Seminary  has 
been  a  most  gratifying  success.  From  the  business  stand- 
point, we  expect  to  clear  expenses,  including  the  fixed  charges 
of  annuity,  interest,  etc.  From  the  view-point  of  intellectual 
work,  there  has  been  a  high  standard  and  thoroughness.  The 
Principal  and  her  associates  have  conducted  the  institution 
upon  a  plane  of  strictest  principles.  Not  only  has  the  patron- 
age indicated  public  appreciation  of  the  school;  citizens  of 
Versailles  and  visitors  from  outside  the  neighborhood  have 
been  loud  in  their  encomiums.  For  example,  I  quote  from  a 
letter  lately  written  me  by  an  Eastern  lady  of  great  culture 
and  large  experience:  "During  my  week  at  Ashland  Semi- 
nary I  have  been  much  impressed  by  its  atmosphere  of  kind- 
liness, courtesy  and  mutual  helpfulness.  The  tone  of  the 
entire  establishment,  from  the  faculty  down  to  the  youngest 
•pupil,  has  seemed  to  me  exceptionally  sweet  and  natural,  and 
it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  witness  it  and  be  a  part  of  it. 

"As  regards  school  work,  all  the  teachers  seemed  to  me 
very  thorough  in  their  methods;  and  so  far  as  I  could  judge, 
they  were  well  fitted  to  train  and  stimulate  young  minds." 

I  am  happy  to  report  that,  as  a  result  of  Mrs.  Burton's 
personal  efforts,  a  total  of  $2,370.80  has  been  secured  toward 
the  indebtedness  upon  the  property  of  Ashland  Seminary. 
'Of  this  amount  $1,480.80  has  been  paid,  enabling  us  to  lift 
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^1000  of  debt  Febrnary  18tb  last,  and  to  look  forward  to  pay- 
ing $500  more  on  July  Ist  next.  Of  the  amounts  (total, 
•$520)  pledged  at  the  last  Council  for  this  object,  the  Rev. 
Giles  B.  Cooke  has  paid  his  subscription  of  $10;  and  Mr.  J. 
L.  Amsden  has  paid  $25  on  his  subscription  of  $100. 

ST.  John's  academy,  corbin. 

There  are  in  the  two  schools  at  Corbin  and  in  Lee 
ixi^nty  many  anxious  and  difficult  problems  yet  to  work  out. 
The  Bev.  Dr.  W.  M.  Washington,  who  has  made  a  decided 
saocesB  of  St.  John's  Academy  during  the  past  year,  will  not 
be  persuaded  to  remain  in  his  position  as  Principal.  He  is 
exceptionally  well  fitted  by  native  gifts,  special  training  and 
experience,  to  carry  on  the  work.  And  be  has  been  aided  by 
as  noble  and  able  a  band  of  missionary  women  and  instruc- 
tors as  can  be  mustered  in  this  state.  The  Rev.  T.  W.  Cooke, 
who,  as  Archdeacon  for  Mountain  Work,  undertook  with 
enthusiastic  energy  to  secure  funds  for  our  mountain  mis- 
sionary work,  has,  on  my  advice,  determined  to  devote  himself 
singly  next  school  year  to  .the  parish  in  which  he  has  devel- 
oped so  much  life  and  obtained  such  large  results.  So  that 
we  must  secure  both  a  local  head  for  the  school  and  also  one 
who  will  represent  it  before  the  public.  I  have  ^iven  much 
thought  to  the  matter,  on  top  of  a  varied  and  full  experience 
through  several  years  of  management  of  the  school.  My 
judgment  is  that  we  should  find  a  good  instructor  and  disci- 
plinarian to  have  dailv  management  of  the  institution  along 
these  two  lines;  and  that  over  him  we  should  have  one  who 
will  work  up  the  business  of  the  school  locally,  care  for  its 
property,  develop  it  on  its  material  side,  and,  consistently 
with  these  duties,  travel  in  its  interest  with  a  view  to  secur- 
ing  the  necessary  funds  for  conducting  it.  In  order  to  be 
saccessful,  this  solicitor  must  be  in  vital  touch  with  the 
school;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  impossible  for  the  class- 
room preceptor  to  find  time  for  the  general  management  of 
the  institution.  As  a  railroad  has  its  president,  its  general 
manager  and  its  superintendent,  so,  by  an  analogy  not  to  be 
too  closely  pressed,  the  school  will  have  its  Bishop,  its  Arch- 
deacon and  its  Principal. 

Two  needs  at  Corbin  are  paramount :  a  church  building; 
and  the  completion  of  the  third  fioor  of  Thomas  Hall  in  the 
•hape  of  dormitories.  For  the  church  building  the  American 
Church  Building  Fund  Commission  has  generously  granted 
$300,  to  be  paid  when  enough  in  addition  has  been  secured 
to  complete  the  church. 
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DUDLEY  SCHOOL  IN  LEE  CX)UNTY. 

The  plans  for  Dudley  School,  of  Beattyville  and  Proctor, 
were  carried  out  as  announced  on  pages  30  and  31  of  last 
year's  Council  journal.  I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  patron- 
age during  the  past  year  has  not  evidenced  appreciation,  on 
the  part  especially  of  the  people  in  Beattyville,  of  the  advan- 
tages offered  in  our  school,  and  that,  after  extended  corre- 
spondence and  several  personal  conferences  with  our 
missionary  in  Lee  county  and  with  our  teachers  there.  Miss 
Lillie  B.  Mahan  and  Miss  Mary  E.  Doane,  it  was  unani- 
mously decided  that  it  was  unadvisable  to  continue  in 
Beattyville  and  Proctor  the  large  expense  incurred  by  the 
school  as  it  has  been  conducted.  In  the  most  admirable 
spirit  of  cheerful  submission  to  circumstances  that  were 
unavoidable,  and  with  repeated  assertions  of  a  grateful  sense 
of  the  fairness  in  which  they  had  been  dealt  with,  the  two 
ladies  just  mentioned  resigned:  Miss  Mahan's  resignation  to 
take  effect  March  1;  Miss  Doane's  on  May  12.  I  owe  it  to 
both  of  them  to  testify  to  their  efficiency  and  faithfulness 
and  loyalty,  through  several  years  of  strenuous  and  self- 
sacrificing  labors.  The  Rev.  A.  Patterson,  Principal  of 
Dudley  School,  and  I  are  working  out  plans  for  a  continu- 
ance of  the  school  upon  a  basis  and  after  a  manner  suited  to 
local  conditions. 

ALTAMONT. 

As  outlined  on  pages  29  and  30  of  the  last  Council 
journal,  arrangements  were  made  last  fall  for  the  conduct  of 
work  at  Altamont  from  Corbin  as  a  centre. 

THE  ARCHDEACON  FOR  MOUNTAIN  WORK. 

At  the  Winchester  Conference  last  September  the  Cathe- 
dral Chapter  engaged  the  services  of  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Cooke 
as  solicitor  of  funds  for  our  mountain  missionary  work.  For 
the  parochial  reason  already  referred  to,  he  has  not  secured 
the  amount  necessary  to  meet  this  year's  obligations.  With 
the  co-operation  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  I  have  made 
temporary  arrangements  by  which  all  our  missionary  teachers 
were  paid  in  full.  I  have  urged  upon  Archdeacon  Cooke 
that  he  undertake  to  raise,  before  his  year  of  service  has 
expired,  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  all  current  expenses 
for  the  school  year  of  1904-5. 
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ST.  ANDRBW'S  KINDERGARTEN,  LEXINGTON. 

The  Rev.  R.  C.  Caswall,  Archdeacon  for  Colored  Work, 
has  by  wisdom  and  diligence  achieved  more  than  was 
expected  by  any  of  us  in  St.  Andrew's  Kindergarten  for 
<x>k)red  children  in  Lexington. 

THE  FRANKFORT  ORPHANAGE. 

The  Mary  E.  Williams  Home  for  Orphans  at  Frankfort' 
is  admirably  conducted.  It  has  diocesan  relationship,  first,- 
through  the  ex-officio  presidency  of  its  Board  of  Trustees  bv 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese;  and,  second,  by  its  takine  ohiu 
dren  'from  outside  of  Frankfort  upon  terms  as  liberal  as  its 
bequests  will  allow.  Certain  sums  have  been  sent  it  direct 
by  congregations  of  the  Diocese,  which  will  serve  as  a  credit 
towards  the  support  there  of  a  child  from  Lexington.  Those 
who  fulfil  the  request  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  make  an 
oifering  for  this  institution,  are  asked  to  send  it  to  Mr.  Geo. 
E.  Graves,  Bishop's  Treasurer,  Lexington,  Ey.,  to  be  credited 
to  the  Orphanage  Fund. 

THE  8UNDAT  SCHOOL. 

So  much  time  in  the  programme  of  this  Council  has 
been  set  apart  for  the  consideration  of  topics  connected  with 
the  Sunday  School,  that  I  need  only  say  that  the  arrangement 
was  made  with  my  hearty  approbation.  No  subject  will  be 
brooffbt  before  us  that  has  nearly  the  importance  of  the 
Sunday  School.  I  consider  it  a  question  of  life  and  death 
with  this  Diocese.  If  the  Sunday  School  is  the  necessary 
nursery  of  the  Church,  then  I  see  nothing  but  extinction 
before  some  of  our  congregations,  for  they  have  no  Sunday 
School  that  deserves  the  name.  If  it  is  true  that  in  those 
oommunities  where  there  are  no  accessions  to  the  population 
from  without,  the  adults  are  already  parcelled  out  in  church 
membership  among  the  various  denominations,  then  our  only 
hope  of  growth  lies  with  the  children.  I  have  always  believed 
that  in  every  parish  and  mission  of  this  Diocese  we  could 
have  a  fairly  good  school  in  numbers  and  results,  if  we  had 
the  right  person  to  lay  hold  of  the  work  and  went  about  it  in 
the  right  way.  It  might  be  only  a  mission  Sunday  School 
even  in  a  parish. 

There  are  congregations  that  will  perish  of  drv  rot,  if 
they  continue  to  cherish  the  idea  that  this  Church  is  designed 
only  for  the  cultured,  and  if  they  persist  in  practically  bar- 
ring church  membership  to  those  whose  presence  is  not  con« 
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genial  to  themselves.  If  this  Church  is  not  adaptable  to 
every  class,  and  if  there  is  not  room  in  it  for  every  believing 
penitent  and  converted  soul,  it  is  not  the  Church  of  God  nor 
will  it  have  His  blessing.  My  own  experience  is  to  the 
contrary,  where  the  Church  is  composed  of  unselfish  men 
and  women  and  their  minister  has  common  sense  and  energy. 

And  if  culture  is  necessary  to  the  full  appreciation  of 
her  historic  treasures  and  her  divine  constitution,  it  is  our 
business  to  give  everybody  that  culture.  It  is  our  part  to 
remove  prejudice.  If  in  this  Church  we  have  the  inheritance 
of  the  saints,  we  hold  it  only  as  stewards  and  trustees.  And 
the  object  toward  which  we  should  direct  these  efforts  is  the 
child.  The  mission  child  of  to-day  may  be  the  mayor  of  the 
city  twenty  years  hence,  and  might  well  then  grace  the  war- 
denship  of  his  parish,  just  as  the  pillar  of  the  Cathedral  had 
its  origin  in  the  shapeless  rock  of  the  quarry.  The  Sunday 
School  is  the  supply  of  God*s  providence  for  this  needed 
discovery  and  preparation  of  the  child  for  the  highest  privi- 
leges of  Christ's  Church 

I  thank  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Wentworth  for  his  intelligent, 
persistent  and  successful  devotion  to  the  subject  of  the 
Sunday  School  in  its  relation  to  this  Diocese.  To  him  we 
chiefly  owe  the  existence  of  the  Institute  recently  organized. 

I  beg  all  who  have  any  concern  for  the  welfare  of  our 
Church  in  this  state  to  remain  at  any  sacrifice,  and  partici- 
pate in  its  sessions  as  outlined  in  the  Council  programme. 

THE  APPORTIONMENT. 

It  was  a  great  gratification  to  me  that  the  whole  of  our 
Apportionment  for  general  missions  last  year  was  paid.  It 
is  not  merely  a  matter  of  pride  and  ambition  that  this  Dio- 
cese should  be  published  among  those  which  have  accom- 
plished this  task.  It  is  not  only  a  matter  of  fairness  that,  as 
we  are  considerately  asked  for  little,  and  this  year  asked  for 
$25  less  than  last  year,  we  should  pay  it  all  and  pay  it 
promptly.  It  is  not  to  be  considered  alone  our  privilege  and 
duty  to  perform  our  proportionate  part  in  the  great  mission 
of  the  Church.  It  is  all  these;  and,  in  addition,  it  is  a  matter 
of  justice  and  of  gratitude  that,  as  we  are  beneficiaries  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  we  should  pay  a  portion  back,  according 
to  the  rule  in  our  own  and  all  dioceses  so  far  as  diocesan 
missions  are  concerned,  and  according  to  the  principle  upon 
which  God  expects  us  to  return  to  Him  some  portion  of  what 
He  bestows  on  us.  The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  is  now  appropriating  to  this 
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Diocese:  for  clerical  work  among  white  people,  $1500;  for 
clerical  work  among  colored  people,  $600;  for  the  work  of  lay 
women  in  mountain  missions,  $600;  for  the  work  of  a  lay 
woman  in  colored  educational  work,  $300;  a  total  of  $3,000. 
On  the  very  lowest  moral  ground,  it  is  good  policy,  it  is  a 
wise  investment,  to  pay  out  $900  when  we  receive  back 
$3,000.  That  fact  sufficiently  nullifies  for  us  the  argument 
that  we  should  give  to  diocesan  rather  than  general  missions. 
Suppose  that  all  dioceses  should  argue  in  that  way,  where 
would  be  the  fund  whence  the  excess  of  $3,000  over  $900  is 
paid  to  us?  The  hackneyed  arguments  about  foreign  missions 
have  no  standing  ground  in  the  matter  of  the  Apportionment 
from  any  point  of  view.  In  the  year  1904-5,  the  following 
sums  were  appropriated  to  the  needs  of  our  nation  by  our 
Foreign  and  JDomeatic  Missionary  Society:  Missions  within 
the  United  States  and  Alaska,  $165,060;  Indian  missions, 
including  Indians  in  Alaska,  $65,351 ;  colored  missions,  $68,- 
930;  work  amonsr  the  Swedes,  $4,900;  missions  in  the  Philip- 
pines, $29,820;  in  Porto  Rico,  $10,830;  in  Honolulu,  $6,628; 
in  Cuba,  $10,000;  a  total  of  $361,519,  for  what  might  be 
called  American  missions,  while  the  sum  total  appropriated 
for  foreign  missions,  including  Haiti,  Mexico  and  Brazil, 
which  belong  to  our  American  hemisphere,  was  $309,634. 

The  misunderstanding  that,  provided  our  Apportionment 
was  paid  by  September  1,  ail  obligations  would  be  met,  has 
prevented  prompt  collections  and  remittances  in  some  parts 
of  the  Diocese.  The  Board  of  Missions  in  Nqw  York,  like 
our  own  Cathedral  Chapter,  has  to  pay  its  stipendiaries  quar- 
terly. The  means  by  which  to  do  this  consists  of  the  remit- 
tances  sent  on  by  the  congregations  in  payment  of  the 
Apportionment,  as  in  this  Diocese  is  the  case  with  the 
Expectations.  Otherwise,  both  in  New  York  and  in  Lexing- 
ton,  the  Treasurer  has  to  go  into  bank  and  pay  interest  on  a 
loan.  The  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  needs 
over  $60,000  a  month  to  carry  on  its  work.  A  bulletin  is 
issued  monthly  announcing  how  each  Diocese  is  bearing  its 
portion  of  that  amount.  And  from  New  York  to  the  clergy 
of  this  Diocese  comes  a  monthly  statement,  reciting  how 
each  congregation  of  this  Diocese  stands  with  the  General 
Board  of  Missions.  The  eye  of  our  great  Society  Is' upon 
each  listed  congregation,  however  small  or  distant.  Each 
such  congregation  has  its  account — its  credits  and  its  debits 
T— upon  the  books  of  its  Treasurer.  The  bookkeeping  and 
the  financial  system  are  superb. 

Wei  have  a  committee  in  this  Diocese  having  in  charge 
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ibis  ApportionmeDt,  consistiDg  of  Rev.  H.  E.  Spears,  obair- 
man;  Rev.  W.  L.  Smith,  Secretary;  General  Fayette  Hewitt, 
of  IVankfort,  Ey.,  Treasurer.  To  the  last  named  all  remit^ 
tanoee  are  to  be  sent.  This  committee  is  expected  to  report 
to  this  Council  upon  this  whole  subject  of  the  Apportion- 
ment. 

MISSIONARY  THANKOPFERING. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
engineered  from  the  Church  Missions  House,  there  has  been 
launched  upon  the  Church  a  scheme  that  is  gigantic;  yet«  1^ 
the  detailed  system  conceived  for  it,  perfectly  practicable.  It 
is  to  list  every  man  who  is  affiliated  with  this  Church,  whether 
as  a  communicant  or  as  an  adherent;  and  to  secure  from  every 
such  churchman  a  contribution  as  large  as  possible,  and  yet 
also  as  small  as  it  may  have  to  be,  for  missions.  The  sum  of 
these  ofiFerings  is,  in  connection  with  the  next  General  Con- 
vention at  Richmond,  Va.,  to  be  presented  as  a  Missionary 
Thankoffering  for  the  three  hundred  years  of  English  Chris- 
tianity enjoyed  since  the  landing  at  Jamestown  in  1607. 

A  Central  Committee,  consisting  of  Bishop  Greer, 
Coadjutor  of  New  York;  Mr.  George  C.  Thomas,  Treasurer 
of  the  Board  of  Missions;  and  Mr.  George  Wharton  Pepper, 
a  leading  lawyer  of  Philadelphia,  has  through  the  Bishops 
arranged  for  a  District  Committee  in  each  diocese.  I  have 
appointed  the  following  as  the  District  Committee  in  this 
Diocese:  the  Rev.  Messrs  A.  B.  Chinn,  R.  B.  Nelson,  W.  M. 
Washington,  T.  W.  Cooke  and  A.  C.  Hensley;  Messrs.  F.  H. 
Dudley,  Attilla  Normau,  J.  A.  Herring  and  J.  L.  Amsden. 
They  have  elected  Mr.  F.  H.  Dudley  as  their  Chairman  and 
Mr.  Attilla  Norman  as  their  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  His 
address  is  White  Ash,  Lee  County.  It  is  a  part  of  their  duty 
to  secure  the  appointment  and  co-operation  of  a  parochial 
committee  in  each  congregation  of  this  Diocese,  and  through 
that  parochial  committee  obtain  a  full  and  accurate  list  of 
local  churchmen.  The  District  Committee  will  then  super- 
intend the  gathering  in  by  the  parochial  committees  of  offer- 
ings in  which  every  one  of  those  churchmen  will  have  his 
distinct  individual  part. 

I  have  no  particle  of  doubt  of  the  great  and  astonishing 
financial  success  which  will  crown  this  undertaking.  But  it 
is  other,  apparently  incidental  results,  that  seem  to  me  incom- 
parably more  important.  The  enrollment  of  the  men  of  the 
Church  will  make  them  feel  their  own  direct  personal  respon- 
sibility, over  and   above  their  past  provision  as  heads  of 
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families  for  the  gifts  of  their  wives  and  ohildren.  It  will 
identify  them  in  a  more  open  and  practical  way  with  the 
Cbnrch  as  a  working  organization;  and  their  contri- 
bations  will  have  the  retro-active  effect  of  developing  their 
interest  and  secaring  their  co-operation  in  the  general  life  of 
the  Chnroh.  The  bringing  the  men  to  the  front,  the  qnick- 
eninff  their  zeal,  the  aronsing  their  manly  ambition  to  excel 
the  Auxiliary  women  and  ^the  Snnday-school  children  in  the 
sum  total  of  their  offerings',  will,  more  ouickly  than  we  should 
have  thought  it  possible,  lift,  not  onlv  the  subject  of  missions, 
but  dso  that  of  religion  as  a  whole  out  of  the  swaddling 
wrappings  of  effeminancy  into  the  vigorous  virility  that 
shoofa  TO  characteristic  of  the  mystical  Dodv  of  the  rerfect 
Man,  Christ  Jesus,  the  Son  of  God.  What  all  that  will  mean 
for  our  congregations  and  for  our  dioceses  seems  almost  too 
good  even  to  dream*  about.  The  money  that  will  ^o  out  of 
our  oon^^regations  and  from  our  dioceses  will  be  an  insignifi- 
cant price  to  pay  for  such  a  result.  And  what  we  need  to 
realize  about  this  and  all  other  enterprises  of  the  Church  in 
which  money  is  needed  is  that  God  has  provided  it  in  super- 
abundance. The  scarcity  of  money  for  spiritual  and  heavenly 
causes  results  simply  from  its  beiuff  locked  up.  I  have  been 
overwhelmed  with  amazement  as  I  have  meditated  upon  a 
statement  in  the  last  report  of  the  Honorable  Secretary  of 
A^cnlture,  to  the  effect  that  the  net  produce  of  the  farms  of 
this  land  in  the  last  two  years  had  exceeded  the  output  of  all 
the  gold  mines  in  the  world  in  the  400  years  since  Columbus 
discovered  America.  And  an  officer  in  the  same  department 
has  said  that,  with  improved  methods  the  productiveness  of 
our  soil  could  be  doubled.  Only  a  little  less  materialism; 
only  a  little  more  personal  self-denial;  only  a  little  more  of 
Christ  in  our  hearts,  our  homes,  our  society,  and  our  Church; 
only  a  little  more  realization  of  the  privilege  of  giving;  only 
a  little  less  hard-heartedness  toward  the  bitter,  despairing  cry 
of  the  oppressed  and  the  suffering,  or  the  still  sadder  self- 
satisfaction  of  the  erring  and  the  wanderers — and  the  whole 
relationship  of  religion  to  money  would  change.  And  we 
speak  of  self-denial.  Of  course  we  should  feel  it,  and  do 
naturally  shrink  from  it.  But  how  much  of  it  you  and  I 
could  stand  before  there  was  any  real  suffering  that  deserves 
the  name ! 

There  died  last  February  a  remarkable  churchman.  The 
younger  generation  probably  only  know  him  historically. 
General  Grant  attributed  to  him  the  success  of  the  Federal 
cause,  be<»use  he  financed  the  Government.    The  crash  of 
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1873  swept  him  and  his  banking  house  into  ruin  and  compar- 
ative obscurity.  But  he  lived  to  pay  every  dollar  of  the 
millions  of  his  indebtedness,  including  interest.  During  the 
war  he  raised  the  then  enormous  sum  of  $2,100,0(X),(XX)  rrom 
the  sale  of  bonds.  And  h^re  we  come  to  the  point;  In 
recounting  his  experience  Mr.  Jay  Cooke  said:  **My  only 
hope  of  saving  the  Government  was  in  the  people;  and  I 
knew  that,  if  they  were  addressed  heartily  and  persuasively, 
they  would  rally  to  the  support  of  the  Treasury.  So  we  were 
kept  busy  devising  new  methods  of  stimulating  the  confi- 
dence  of  the  people." 

It  is  the  people  of  the  Church,  God's  people,  upon  whom 
we  may  aepend  for  the  upbuilding  and  extension  of  the 
Kingdom  of  His  Son.  Perhaps  we  have  not  learned  how  to 
handle  them.  Maybe  we  have  not  sufficiently  trusted  their 
ability  and  willingness.  • 

People  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington:  my  people!  By 
the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  past  ten  years,  I  am 
emboldened  to  look  to  you  for  all  the  help  that  is  necessary 
for  doubling  during  the  next  decade  the  achievements  of  that 
which  is  past. 

People  of  God:  "there  remaineth  yet  very  much  land  to 
be  possessed."     Let  us  **go  forward!"

and  to  Canon  II,  Section  3,  Title  B,  enacted  at  the 
same  Council,  all  of  the  same  being  known  as  the 
"Cathedral  Canons,''  be  and  the  same  hereby  are  con« 
tinned  permanently  in  force  and  adopted  and  re- 
enacted  as  parts  of  the  permanent  body  of  Canon  Law 
of  this  Diocese  with  the  same  force  and  efiFect  as  all 
other  Canons.

There  being  no  other  nominees,  the  Chair  declared  them* 
duly  elected.

It  was  moved  in  amendment  that  the  next  Council  be 
held  on  the  3rd  Tuesday  in  May. 

It  was  then  moved  in  amendment  that  the  next  Council 
be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May. 

This  latter  motion,  being  first  put  by  the  Chair  waa 
negatived. 

The  first  amendment  was  then  put  and  carried,  adopting 
the  third  Tuesday  in  May. 

The  original  motion,  with  this  amendment  was  then  put 
and  carried. 

The  Committee  on  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
relating  to  "Isolated  Communicants,''  then  reported  through 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Washington,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  portion 
of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating  to  ^^Isolated  Com- 
municants," beg  to  report:  The  Council  acknowledges 
the  Bishop's  earnestness  in  looking  up  communicants 
in   places   where   this   church   has    no    organization. 
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We  recommend  (1)  that  a  Committee  be  appointed 
whose  business  shall  be  to  assist  the  Bishop  in  finding 
communicants  of  whom  there  is  no  record  at  present. 
(2)  That  when  the  canons  are  revised,  provision  be 
made  to  require  the  Clergy  to  report  to  the  Bishop 
any  8uch  commnnicants  of  whom  they  may  have  in- 
formation  and  any  ministerial  acts  they  may  perform 
for  such  persons  which  this  Church  requires  to  be 
made  a  matter  of  record.  Your  Committee  believe 
that  great  assistance  will  be  rendered  in  this  matter  if 
the  Clergy  will  remember  that  their  pastoral  care 
extends  to  wherever  their  people  may  remove,  and 
that  they  give  information  to  the  Bishop  when  a 
communicant  or  other  adherent  of  the  Church  re- 
moves  to  a  place  where  there  is  no  church  organiza- 
tion.

The  Rev.  Frederick  A.  MacMillen,  as  Chairman  of  Com- 
mittee on  the  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  concerning 
the  Educational  Work  of  the  Diocese  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  pertaining  to  the  Educational  Work  of  the 
Diocese,  particularly  Ashland  Seminary,  are  greatly 
gratified  by  the  favorable  and  encouraging  report  pre- 
sented. That  deeper  interest  may  be  aroused  in 
church  people  in  this  institution,  it  is  recommended 
that  every  parish  and  mission  station  send  one  or 
more  delegates  to  attend  the  Commencement  Exer- 
cises of  the  Ashland  Seminary  each  year,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  gathering  information  with  reference  to  the 
school,  and  reporting  the  same  to  their  congregations. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  these  delegates  pro- 
cure the  names  of  girls  likely  to  attend  the  Seminary 
from  their  immediate  neighborhood,  and  submit  the 
same  to  the  Principal,  it  is  further  recommended 
that  the  rectors  of  the  different  parishes  speak  from 
time  to  time  on  the  work  of  the  Seminary  to  their 
Sunday-school  scholars,  and  also   to   their  congrega- 
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tions  that  every  oharob  member  of  the  Diocese  may 
have  definite  knowledge  of  what  is  being  done  by  the 
school.

This  report,  with  its  recommendation  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee,  was  adopted;  and  the  committee 
reporting  was  continued  for  the  purpose  proposed. 

The  committee  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  relative  to  a  "Big-Sandy  missionary,"  reported  as 
follows: 

This  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  but  briefly 
points  out  the  necessity  of  the  part  of  the  Diocese  to 
which  it  refers;  the  possibilities  being  far  greater  than 
expressed  by  our  Bishop.  The  part  of  this  Diocese 
known  as  the  "Big  Sandy  Region,"  embraces  the  rich 
mountain  district  of  Northeastern  Kentucky,  now 
being  opened  and  developed  in  its  wonderful  resources 
of  coal  and  iron  industry.  But  far  greater  than  the 
commercial  possibilities  are  the  spiritual.  The  only 
point  in  this  district  now  having  the  services  of  the 
Church  is  Louisa  (served  by  the  minister  of  Ashland), 
and  at  this  mission  much  enthusiasm  has  been  shown 
by  the  few  church  people,  who  report  that  there  are  some 
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families  in  this  yet  unexplored  (from  the  ohuroh  view) 
part  of  this  Diocese. 

The  towns  of  Paintsville  and  Pikeville  espeoially  are 
Rowing  communities  and  should  have  the  services  of 
the  Church.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  steps  be 
taken  by  this  Council,  through  the  proper  channels,  to 
provide  at  least  $600  a  year,  to  be  used  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Bishop,  for  the  establishment  and  further- 
ance of  ministerial  services  in  the  Big  Sandy  region.

All  of  the  above  funds,  except  some  small  cash   bal- 
ances, are  invested  in  safe  income-producing  securities; 
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and  the  amounts  above  given  of  the  Episcopate  En- 
dowment Fund  and  of  the  Diocesan  Mission  Fand,  are 
inclusive  of  accrued  interest. 

We  again  most  earnestly  call  the  serious  attention 
of  the  Council,  and  through  it  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  to  the  paramount  importance  of  restoring  to 
the  income-producing  securities  of  the  Episcopate 
Endowment  Fund  at  least  the  amount  which  was 
taken  therefrom  in  order  to  purchase  the  Episcopal 
residence.  We  cannot  afford  to  relax  any  effort  to 
effect  this  replacement  and  to  thereby  let  loose  for 
more  active  missionary  work  the  pecuniary  resources 
of  the  Diocese.  Every  dollar  so  replaced  will  enable 
the  Diocese  to  devote  that  much  more  of  its  annual 
offerings  directly  to  the  essential  object  for  which  the 
Church  exists.

1.  That  it  does  not  feel  called  upon  to  review 
those  matters  so  well  reported  in  the  Bishop's  Charge, 
in  which  the  State  of  the  Church  was  so  accurately 
presented  to  the  Council. 

2.  That  it  regrets  the  small  number  of  confirma- 
tions reported. 
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•  3.  That  it  recommends  a  more  energetic  effort  to 
reach  the  children  of  the  State  through  the  Sunday- 
school  and  commends  Rev.  Mr.  Wentworth  in  this^ 
matter. 

4.    That  some  step  be   taken   to  put  the   tinancial 
support  of  the  Missionary   and   Educational   work  of 
the  Diocese  on  a  firmer  and  more  permanent  basis. 

The  Report,  with  its  recommendation,  was,  on  motion, 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address

The  committee  to  which  was  assigned  that  part  of  the 
Bishop's  *  Address  which  referred  to  St.  John's  Academy, 
Corbin;  Dudley  School,  Lee  County;  Altamont,  and  the 
question  of  an  Archdeacon  for  the  mountain  work,  the]> 
reported, 

That  after  carefully  considering  the  matter  assigned^ 
it  appears  that  one  question  and  one  question  only 
needs  solution  in  this  connection,  and  that  is  the  ques- 
tion of  financial  support. 

We  believe  that  the  question  of  finance  is  at  the 
bottom  of  Dr.  Washington's  resignation,  and  that  if 
his  work  can  be  safely  and  progressively  financed  the 
Diocese  will  have  the  continued  blessing  of  his  suc- 
cessful leadership  in  the  work  at  Corbin.  The  mis- 
sionary and  educational  work  of  the  Diocese  cannot 
progress  under  constant,  distressing  need  of  money, 
and  change  of  officers. 

We,  therefore,  suggest  that  as  the  work  of  raising 
the   necessary  funds  for  this,  and   placing  its  need& 
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before  the  Church  at  large  will  require  the  unceasing 
efforts  of  a  man  capable  and  free  to  devote  his  whole 
time  to  that  purpose,  the  Council  establish  the  posi- 
tion, "Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese/'  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  raising  funds  for 
the  missionary  and  educational  work  of  the  Diocese, 
and  ministering,  so  far  as  able,  to  the  vacant  parishes 
and  missions,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop.

H.  Harris, 
and  the  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Price  on  behalf  of  the  University  of 
the  South.

The  session  was  opened  with  a  short  service  conducted 
by  the  Bishop,  after  which  according  to  the  Order  of  Pro- 
ceedings, the  Secretary  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  read  his 
annual  report,  as  follows:

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Report  of  the  Secretaiy  of  the  Gtthedral  Chapter  on  the 

Missions  in  the  Diocese* 

There  are  at  the  present  time  14  organized  missiona 
in  the  Diocese,  one  of  which  is,  however,  not  entitled  to  rep- 
resentation. There  are  also  17  unorganized  missions,  as  well 
as  14  missions  in  Lee  Coanty,  of  which  9  are  connected 
with  St.  Thomas',  Beatty ville.  and  5  with  St.  Paul's,  Proctor^ 
all  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Alex.  Patterson. 

There  are  also  11  other  stations  in  the  Diocese,  at  which 
occasional  services  are  held. 

For  the  purpose  of  helping  to  maintain  this  large 
amount  of  Missionary  Work,  our  C!ouncil  expected  the  sum 
of  $1611.50  from  the  Diocese  at  large.  Its  expectations  have 
not  been  quite  realized;  the  sum  of  $1,437^  having  been 
received,  thus  leaving  a  deficit  on  the  expectations  of  $173.90,. 
up  to  the  date  of  closing  the  books.  The  following  have 
been  received  since  the  closing  of  the  books,  viz:  Paris, 
$15.00;  Nicholasville,  $2.50;  Bellevue  and  Dayton,  $37.50; 
Total,  $55.00.  Comparing  the  receipts  this  year  with  those 
of  last  year,  they  have  been  $131.07  less  than  those.  It  is 
hoped,  however,  that  much  of  this  will  be  made  up  before 
the  close  of  the  Council  by  some  who  have  forgotten  that 
"he  gives  twice  who  eives  promptly."  The  Council  haa, 
however,  been  very  moderate  in  its  expectations  for  the  sup- 
port of  this  great  work.  Our  communicants  are  2,847  in 
number  by  last  year's  statistics,  and  our  expectation  from 
them  is  only  57  cents  a  year,  or  about  one  cent  a  week  from 
each  communicant,  which  surely  none  can  feel  to  be  burden- 
some, and  the  tax,  if  it  can  be  reckoned  as  such,  has  been 
levied  by  their  representatives  in  this  Council. 

Nine  laborers  in  the  Lord's  Vineyard  have  received  from 
you,  as  your  missionaries,  their  penny  a  day,  either  through 
the  whole  or  a  portion  of  the  year.  The  Hev,  Henry 
H,  Sneed  had  two  missions,  Nicholasville  and  Lawrence- 
burg,  together  with  two  parishes,  Georgetown  and  Cyn- 
thiana.  He  left  us  in  January  for  Gultport,  Miss.  The 
Rev,  Charles  Fetter  had  5  missions,  viz:  Grayson^ 
Sideview,  Owingsville,  Morehead  and  Olive  Hill,  be- 
besides  his  parish,  Mt.  Sterling.  He,  too,  has  left  us,  leav- 
ing for  Southern  Virginia  in  October  last.  The  Bev,  Alex. 
l^atteraon  has  missions  all  over  Lee  County,  together  with 
the  two  head  missions,  Beattyville  and  Proctor;  also  one  mis- 
sion in  Estill  County.     Every  county  in  the   Diocese  should 
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be  worked  aa  Lee  Coanty  is.  The  Rev.  F.  B.  Wentworth 
has  the  mission  of  Winchester,  and  the  preaching  station  of 
JFord.  The  Rev,  W.  M.  Wctehingtan  was,  early  in  the  year, 
missionary  at  Ashland,  Louisa  and  Music,  and  latterly  at 
Oorbin  and  Altamont,  in  connection  with  the  Princtpalahip 
of  St.  John's  Academy,  Ciorbin.  This  work,  we  grieve  to 
say,  he  is  about  to  resign.  The  Rev.  Henry  B.  Spears 
Hector  of  Trinity,  Danville,  is  also  missionary  at  Harrods- 
burg.  Pleasant  Hill  and  Somerset.  The  Rev.  Giles  B,  Cooke, 
•although  working  in  the  Diocese,  was  never  of  the  Diocese, 
■and  terminated  his  work  here  last  September,  removing  to 
North  Carolina.  His  work  here  was  at  Corbin,Middlesborough 
«nd  Altamont  during  the  past  year.  The  Rev,  Thoa.  W. 
Cooke^  Rector  of  Bellevue  and  Dayton,  became  also  in  Sep- 
tember, 1904,  Aiphdeaoon  of  Mountain  Mission  and  Educa- 
iional  Work,  and  Solicitor  of  Funds  for  the  maintenance  of 
tthe  same.  The  Rev.  George H,  Harris  arrived  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  Michigan  in  September  to  become  Rector  of  the 
•Church  of  the  Nativity,  Maysville,  doing  missionary  work 
under  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions,  both  there  and  in 
parts  adjacent,  as  well  as  at  Richmond. 

Although  I  am  not  myself  a  missionary  of  the  Board,  I 
receive  an  honorarium  as  Secretary  of  the  Chapter,  and  am 
taking  for  the  present  the  mission  work  which  the  Rev.  H. 
'H.  Sneed  resigned  at  Nicholasville  and  Lawrenceburg,  re- 
•ceiving  from  the  people  what  they  feel  able  to  contribute 
over  and  above  the  traveling  expenses;  but  at  no  cost  to  the 
Board.  I  am  also  missionary  of  the  General  Board  of  Mis- 
sions at  St.  Andrew's,  Lexington,  and  Rector-in-charge  of 
•St.  Peter's,  Paris. 

Now,  let  us  remember  that  there  are  63  counties  in  this 
Diocese,  of  which  26  have  never  been  reached  at  all  by  our 
•missionaries,  and  to  do  our  work  we  have  depended  almost 
exclusively  upon  the  Second  order  of  the  Ministry,  upon 
those  who  belong  to  the  Priesthood.  These  must  always  be 
•comparatively  very  few  in  number;  they  require  a  long 
oourse  of  training,  probably  ten  years,  at  great  expense  to 
somebody;  this  demands  adequate  remuneration  afterwards 
to  justify  the  outlay.  But  we  need  a  whole  army  of  Dea- 
cons, Subdeacons,  Evangelists,  Lay  Readers,  and  Teachers, 
to  go  forth  at  small  expense  to  themselves  or  to  the  Church, 
to  guide  the  multitudes  into  the  way  of  Life,  and  to  retain 
in  the  Church  those  who  have  been  brought  up  in  it,  but 
are  in  danger  of  wandering  from  it.  The  Bishop  has  the 
names  and  addresses  of  77  communicants   of  the   Church  in 
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soattered  places,  far  away  from  ohuroh  privileges,  eaoh  of 
jwbom  might  become,  under  Charcb  guidance,  a  charter 
member  of  a  new  mission  and  eventually  a  parish,  and  a 
blessing  to  many  a  generation  to  come,  instead  of  shortly 
joining  the  numbers  of  other  religious  bodies  who  gladly 
welcome  them  and  partly  provide  for  their  spiritual  ne^s. 

Happily,  our  Church  in  this  Diocese  does  not  have  to 
depend  solely  upon  its  $1,600  of  Diocesan  Expectation 
funds,  for  the  support  of  its  missionaries.  The  General 
Board  of  Missions  provides  $3,000  for  our  missionary  and 
Educational  Work  of  which  they  assign  $900  to  Colored 
Work  and  $2,100  to  white  work.  Of  the  latter  $1,500  is  ap- 
plied to  missionaries'  salaries,  $400  to  Miss  Morrell,  teacher 
at  Corbin,  and  $200  to  Deaconess  Calloway.  They  distribute 
their  grant  of  $900  to  colored  work  by  assigning  $600  to  the 
Archdeacon  for  Colored  Work  for  St.  Andrew's  Mission, 
Lexington,  and  any  other  points  that  may  be  opened  up,  and 
$300"  for  the  support  of  the  head  teacher  of  the  St.  Andrew's 
Colored  Kindergarten.  The  little  children,  between  the 
ages  of  3  and  6,  pay  10  cents  a  week  each  for  their  tuition. 
The  average  attendance  is  26,  but  has  been  as  high  as  37; 
with  such  little  ones  the  numbers  necessarily  vary  much 
on  account  ot  weather  and  prevailing  sickness.  The  school 
is  recognized  as  a  great  boon  to  the  colored  people  by  the 
Principal  of  the  public  colored  schools  of  the  city,  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

Our  colored  work  is  practically  in  its  first  inception,  as 
vet,  but  is  capable  of  much  developement,  especially  as  the 
oenefits  of  an  ordinary  education  are  more  widely  extended. 
We  are  beginning  now  with  the  very  little  children,  and 
wish  to  follow  them  up  to  manhood  and  womanhood.  I  am 
convinced  that  there  is  no  other  way  of  getting  hold  of  the 
race;  our  other  attempts  have  been,  to  a  great  decree,  in- 
effectual. After  the  summer  vacation  we  purpose  taking  one 
step  further,  and  shall  provide  a  Primary  Department  for 
those  who  have  outgrown  the  kindergarten.  But  all  this 
requires  long  patience.

After  service  the  Council  assembled  for  business  at 
9  A.  M.  in  the  Chapel. 

Mr.  John  W.  Rodman  brought  in  the  Report  from  the 
Committee  on  the  Church  League  of  the  Baptized,  which  had 
been  recommitted. 

Report  of  Committee  Upon  the  Portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
Referring:  to  the  Church  League  of  the  Baptized. 

The  Committee  urgently  recommends  that  each 
clergyman  and  missionary  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexing- 
ton appoint  a  directress  in  his  parish  or  mission 
station  with  as  many  assistants  as  may  be  required, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  personally  every  baptized 
person  in  the  parish  and  collect  from  each  one  annu- 
ally ten  cents,  or  as  much  more  as  any  baptized  person 
may  desire  to  give;  this  money  to  be  forwarded  before 
the  first  day  of  October  each  year  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Society  in  New  York,  through  a  Treasurer  of  the 
fund  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  diocesan.  It  shall 
further  be  the  duty  of  the  directress  in  each  parish  to 
communicate  with  Miss  Louise  Winthrop  Kones  and 
secure  from  her  the  leaflets  and  membership  cards  that 
are  distributed  by  the  Society;  these  to  be  given  by 
the  parish  directress  to  each  member  of  the  Society. 
We  believe  the  aid  of  the  Church  to  her  infirm,  dis- 
abled clergy  to  be  one  of  her  truest  obligations,  and 
one  that  has  been  sadly  overlooked  in  the  past.  There- 
fore, we  further  recommend  that  each  rector  and  mis- 
sionary in  the  diocese  be  asked  to  pledge  himself  to 
give  his  immediate  and  earnest  attention  to  this  great 
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work.  In  order  that  this  may  at  once  be^in,  we  sug- 
gest that  the  Bishop  appoint  Mrs.  Inez  W.  Thomson, 
of  Versailles,  Ey.,  as  Diocesan  Directress  of  this  work, 
instraotions  to  be  given  her  setting  forth  her  mode  of 
procedure.  A.  S.  Henslet,

This  report  was,  on  motion,  adopted,  with  its  recommen- 
dation that  Mrs.  Inez  W.  Thomson,  of  Ashland  Seminary, 
Versailles,  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  as  Directress  for  the 
Diocese. 

The  Bishop  accordingly  appointed  her  to  that  office  and 
commended  her  to  the  Council  and  Diocese. 

On  that  portion  ot  the  Bishop's  Address  which  referred 
to  Memorial  Thankofferings  by  men,  to  be  presented  at  the 
Richmond  Convention,  Mr.  Frank  H.  Dudley  reported  pro- 
gress. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Rev.  Dr.  Washington,  seconded  by 
Rev.  R.  B  Nelson,  and 

Resolved,  that  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  convey 
to  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Sneed,  for  so  many  years  a  faithful 
Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  the  sincere  regret  of  this 
Council  that  he  has  left  the  Diocese;-  and  to  assure 
'  him  on  the  part  of  both'  clergy  and  laity  of  their 
affectionate  regard,  and  their  best  wishes  for  his  suc- 
cess and  happiness  in  his  new  field  of  labour  in  the 
Diocese  of  Midsissippi. 

The  committee  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
which  referred  to  the  Diocesan  Decennial  Anniversary, 
reported  progress  by  the  election  of  a  chairman,  Mr.  J.  A. 
Uerring. 

The  report  was  received. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  W.  Cooke,  as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  refers  to  the 
Dearth  of  Clergy,  reported  as  follows: 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  that  part  of 
the  Bishop's  Address  relative  to  the  Dearth  of  Clergy, 
beg  leave  to  report  that  it  agrees  with  the  Bishop 
as  to   the   lamentable   lack   of  supply  of  clergy  and 
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of  ministerial  applicants,  and  hereby  recommends  that 
it  is  of  such  importance  that  the  committee  beg  the 
clergy  to  take  this  -matter  op  by  preparing  special 
sermons  and  by  personal  interest,  thereby  endeavoring 
to  bring  young  men  to  a  realization  of  the  need  of  the 
Church  along  these  lines 

We  believe  the  occasion  of  the  dearth  is  caused  by 
the  neslect  of  the  clergy  of  this  important  duty. 

We  further  recommend  that  a  keener  observance  be 
made  of  those  days  set  apart  for  prayers  and  examina- 
tions for  the  increase  of  the  ministry. 

And  we  further  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of 
the  Diocese  be  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  this  report 
io  each  clerical  member  of  this  Diocese.

The  Report  on  the  Mary  K.  Williams  House  for  Orphans 
was  brought  in  by  the  Rev.  Henry  E.  Spears,  Chairman,  and 
received. 

The- committee  on  the  Frankfort  Orphanage  beg  to 
report  that  there  are  five  children  in  the  home  here  in 
Frankfort;  that  there  is  a  fund  of  some  $14,000,  the 
interest  of  which  goes  toward  its  maintenance.  In 
addition  to  this,  we  wish  to  commend  the  devoted  and 
motherly  attention  of  its  matron,  Mrs.  Amelia  Humph- 
reys.  Respectfully  submitted.

The  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Price,  on  behalf  of  the  Cathedral 
Chapter,  then  reported  the  result  of  the  consideration  by  the 
Chapter  of  the  subject  of  the  appointment  of  an  Archdeacon 
as  Solicitor  of  Funds  for  Corbin  and  other  church  schools, 
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and  for  such  missionary  work  as  the  Bishop  may  assign  to 
him.  He  brought  in  from  the  Cathedral  Chapter  this  propo- 
sition : 

That  a  man  be  appointed  to  ko  out  and  raise  mouey 
for  Educational  and  Mountain  Mission  Work,  to  take 
out  of  his  collections  his  stipend  of  $1,500.00  a  year, 
and  expensed  to  the  amount  of  10  per  ceni.  of  the 
gross  amount  which  he  raises.  . 

The  report  was,  on  motion,  received,  and  it  was  then  fur- 
tber  moved  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Rodman,  and 

Hesolved,  that  it  is  hereby  resolved  that  the  Bishop 
be  requested  to  appoint  the  Rev.  Thomas  W.  Cooke, 
Archdeacon  of  this  Diocese,  and  that  he  be  authorized 
and  requested  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  him  upon 
the  following  basis:  The  Archdeacon,  subject  to  the 
•control  of  the  Bishop,  to  give  his  time  to  the  soliciting 
and  raising  funds  and  to  such  other  missionary  and 
•educational  work  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
Bishop;  his  work  to  begin  on  the  1st  day  of  October, 
1905;  the  said  Archdeacon  to  receive  for  his  services 
$125.00  per  month  and  10  per  cent,  of  the  gross 
annual  collections  made  by  him  to  pay  his  expenses; 
the  Archdeacon  to  have  a  lien  upon  all  the  funds 
raised  to  secure  his  salary  and  said  10  per  cent,  for 
expenses;  the  money  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  as 
•collected,  subject  to  said  lien  so  long  as  he  remain  in 

,  office,  and  his  salary  and  10  per  cent,  remain   unpaid. 

'  This  contract  can  be  cancelled  at  any  time  by  consent 
between  the  Archdeacon  and  the  Bishop,  and  by 
either  party  on  giving  30  days'  notice  in  writing. 

Moved  in  amendment  by  Rev.  W.  Lennie-Smith,  sec- 
onded by  the  Rev.  R.  B.  Nelson,  that  the  following  words  be 
^ded  to  the  resolution: 

Provided,  that  this  resolution  does  not  empower  the 
Archdeacon  to  officiate  in  any  missionary  field  at  the 
time  occupied,  without  the  consent  of  the  missionary 
in  charge. 

It  was  then  moved  bj  Mt.  J.  W.  Rodman  and 
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Resolved^  that  the  previone  question  be  now  put. 

The  amendment  was  adopted  by  a  vote  ol  14  ayes  to  9 
nays. 

The  ori^nal  motion,  with  the  addition  of  the  amend- 
ment, was  then  carried  with  one  negative  vote. 

On  motion,  at  10:45  A.  M.  the  Council  adjourned  to  2:30 
P.M.

After  opening  Prayer,  as  the  special  order  for  that  hour 
the  Rev.  F.  B.  Wentworth  brought  in  his  Report  on  the 
Sunday-School  Work  in  the  Diocese,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter: 

Report  of  the  Sunday-School  Committee. 

In  response  to  the  earnest  plea  of  our  Bishop,  and 
after  thorough  study  of  the  submitted  Sunday-School 
Statistics,  we  are  moved  to  urge  upon  this  Diocese  the 
necessity  for  prompt  and  energetic  measures  to  stem 
the  ebbing  tide  of  our  Sunday-School  growth.  To 
that  end  we  have  submitted  the  following: 

Your  committee  are  convinced  that  these  losses  are 
not  local  but  general;  hence  that  the  cause  is  funda- 
mental. The  fact  that  Sunday  Schools  of  other 
denominations  have  increased  indicates  that  the  causes 
are  in  the  general  character  of  our  Sunday-School 
organization.  If  not,  then  we  are  face  to  face  with  the 
only  other  proposition  that  seems  to  furnish  an  explan- 
ation for  this  condition,  viz  ,  that  our  church  teaching 
is  out  of  harmony  and  favor  wtth  the  people  of  our 
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oommon wealth.  Your  committee  does  Dot  believe  that 
the  proposition  is  true,  but  thinks  that  there  are  sev- 
eral reasons  that  will  serve  to  acoount  for  the  decline 
of  our  schools,  viz.: 

(1)  Lack  of  attractiveness  in  Sunday-School  exer- 
cises. 

(2)  Want  of  thoroughness  in  teaching. 

3)  Inadequacy  of  curriculum. 

4)  Too  much  "service." 

(5)  Too  little  "music.'' 

(6)  Neglect  of  personal  visitation  on  part  of 
teacher  or  visiting  committee. 

(7)  Looseness  of  organization. 

(8)  Lack  of  diocesan  organizations  for  supervis- 
ion of  the  Sunday-School  department. 

(9)  Neglect  of  the  social  side  of  the  Sunday 
School,  i.  e ,  meeting  together  for  mutual 
enjovment  and  instruction. 

(10)  Neglect  on  part  of  clergyman  or  superintend- 
ent to  notify  of  removals  to  other  parishes  or 
missions.

1.  Quarterly  dates  for  "Decision  Days." 

2.  Public  invitations  to  Confirmation  classes 
from  pulpit  and  platform. 

3.  The  opening  up  of  Sunday  Schools  in  unor- 
ganized  missions. 

4.  Use  of  Lay-Readers  for  such  purposes. 

5.  The  election  at  the  earliest  possible  date  of  a 
"Field"  or  "General  Secretary"  for  the  Sun- 
day  Schools  of  the  Diocese. 

6.  That  a  circular  letter  embracing  suggested 
plan  for  modern  Sunday-School  organizations 
be  issued  by  the  Sunday-School  Institute.

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In  this  oonnection  the  Rev.  George  H.  Harris  was  per- 
mitted to  bring  in  bis  report  as  Cbairman  of  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  this  Council,  to  consider  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  bearing  upon  Sunday-schools. 

The  Committee  report  that  they  are  deeply  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of  this  department  of  the 
Church's  work.  It  is,  as  the  Bishop  says,  a  question 
of  life  and  death  with  this  Diocese.  It  is  here  that 
the  Church  must  put  forth  her  missionary  effort  It 
is  here  that  the  Church  will  find  her  most  discourag- 
ing obstacles — the  opportunity  to  put  her  faith,  zeal 
and  strength  to  their  severest  test.  These  obstacles 
and  opportunities  will  be  met  in  the  old  parishes  of 
the  Blue  Grass,  rather  than  in  the  new  work  in  the 
hills.  First  of  all,  there  is  an  alarming  dearth  of  chil- 
dren in  the  families  of  our  own  church  people, 
especially  in  small  towns  and  cities  of  the  billy  por- 
tion  of  the  Diocese,  and  there  is  little  hope  of  gaining 
new  material  for  the  Church  from  a  source  that  might, 
under  favorable  circumstances,  be  reasonably  ex- 
pected to  constantly  feed  into  her  Sunday-schools  and 
Confirmation  classes  boys  and  girls  who  should  be  the 
very  back-bone  of  her  membership,  because  of  their 
having  been  born  into  her  by  nature,  as  well  as  by 
grace.  In  many  of  the  Dioceses  there  is  remarkable 
Church  growth  in  the  small  towns,  because  the  towns 
themselves  are  growing,  new  industries  brin^ins  new 
people  with  large  families  from  England,  Irelana  and 
Germany,  thus  affording  the  Church  a  magnificent 
opportunity  to  increase,  often  with  little  effort,  her 
numerical  strength.  Such  conditions  do  not  gener- 
ally exist  in  the  Diocese  of  Lexington.  These  con- 
ditions are  discouraging  and,  we  believe,  partly  ac- 
count for  the  small  number  of  children  in  our  Sun- 
day-schools. 

But  there  is  another  side  of  this  problem,  and  that 
side  is  bright  with  the  promise  of  an  abundant  har- 
vest in  the  future,  if  we  are  only  wise,  zealous  and 
patient  in  the  sowing  of  the  present.  He  who  ob- 
serves the  religious  life  of  the  towns  in  which  we  have 
work  established,  must  see  that  in  many  places  the  old 
prejudice  born  of  neglect  and  misrepresentation,  is 
passing  away,  and  the  beauty  of  the  Church  services, 
the  reasonableness  of  her  teaching,  and  the  complete- 
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ness  of  her  life,  are  beginning  to  be  more  truly  valued. 
Even  the  very  young  have  an  idea  of  the  fitness  and 
consistency  of  things.  It  is  impossible  to  gather  boys 
and  ffirls  into  schools  when  for  five  days  there  is  incul- 
cated some  sort  of  an  appreciation  of  the  best  in  music, 
literature  and  art,  and  on  Sunday  set  them  down  in 
a  building  absolutely  barren  of  anything  that  can  sng- 
gest  beauty,  worship  6r  good — a  building,  perhaps, 
whose  architecture  has  been  fittingly  described  as 
'  frozen  ra(;-time,  and  expect  them  to  worship  God,  nor 
can  they  be  expected  to  be  satisfied  with  anything  but 
the  simplest  and  best  English  in  their  prayers,  the 
most  beautiful  music  in  their  praises. 

Then,  too,  even  the  youngest  have  an  idea  of  rever- 
ence, and  reverence  is  the  very  alphabet  of  religion. 
And  above  all,  with  their  growing  idea  of  the  world 
and  of  life  there  is  a  growing  idea  of  what  religion 
is  and  must  be  if  it  is  to  attract  and  help  them.  They 
are  quick  to  perceive  that  Christianity  is  not  learning 
hymns  or  Bible  texts,  but  that  Christianity  is  Life, 
These  are  some  of  the  things  this  Church  of  ours  has 
to  give.  These  are  things  the  young  love,  and  in 
increasing  numbers  are  demanding — the  young  of  all 
classes — not  merely  the  young  of  the  cultured.  Mod- 
ern education,  in  many  of  its  phases,  is  working  on 
our  side.  There  is  much  encouragement,  and  we 
ought  to  take  heart. 

We  would  urge  : 
"^     First,  that  every  parish  and  mission  give  its  earnest 
support  to  the  work  of  the  Sunday-school  Institute  of 
this  Diocese;  and. 

Secondly,  that  our  Diocesan  at  his  convenience, 
address  a  pastoral  letter  to  all  congregations  in  his 
jurisdiction  urging  upon  them  the  importance  of  this 
work,  and  that  he  direct  every  lay  reader  and  clergy- 
man to  read  such  pastoral  to  the  people  of  his  care.

It  was  then  further 

Resolved,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  report 
to  the  Session  this  evening  a  plan  of  action  and  nom- 
inations  for  officers  for  the  Sunday-school  Institute. 

The  Chair  thereupon  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  F.  B. 
Wentworth  and  F.  A.  MacMillen;  and  Messrs.  J.  L.  Amsden 
and  Allan  D.  Cole  as  that  Committee. 

The  Rev.  R.  C.  Caswall  then  brought  in  his  Report  as 
Endowment  Commissioner,  the  financial  statement  having 
been  already  given  by  the  Financial  Committee.   He  reported. 

That  of  the  Five-year  Pledges  made  in  the  year 
1900,  there  remains  $387  still  unpaid.  Of  this  amount 
pledges  of  $212  have  been  cancelled  or  discontinued 
by  death,  removal,  or  inability  to  continue  payment, 
leaving  a  balance  of  §175,  which  will  probably  be  paid 
in  during:  the  course  of  the  year  1905. 

That  of  the  sum  of  $5,000  borrowed  from  the  Epis- 
copate Endowment  Fund  to  pay  off  in  full  the  indebt- 
edness on  the  See- House  in  the. year  1900,  there  has 
been  already  repaid  $2,50416  (up  to  the  time  of  the 
Council  of  1904);  and  that  the  collections  of  this  past 
year  will  further  increase  the  amount  repaid  by  three 
or  four  hundred  dollars:  thus  leaving  only  about  $2,100 
to  be  made  up.  This  amount,  it  is  hoped,  can  be  made 
up  this  year  by  the  time  of  the  Tenth  Anniversary  of 
the  formation  of  the  Diocese. 

That  to  attain  this  end,  he  urges  the  renewal  of  the 
Five-year  Bonds  expiring  this  year,  as  well  as  the 
securing  a  large  number  of  new  subscribers  to  Five- 
year  Bonds,  as  well  as  donations  from  persons  whether 
within  or  outside  the  Diocese. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  R.  B.  Nelson,  it  was  then 

Resolved^  that  the  Report  of  the  Commissioner  be 
received,  and  that  this  Council  hereby  commends  the 
work  to  the  earnest  consideration  of  the  Diocese  at 
large,  and  recommends  strongly  the  renewing  of  the 
Five-year  Bonds,  the  securing  of  new  contributions, 
and  the  appointment  of  Deputy  Commissioners  to 
further  the  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Commis- 
sioner. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Mr.  John  L.  Amsden  and 

JSesolved,  that  the  Resolution  adopted  yesterday 
afternoon,  concerning  the  appointment  of  an  Arch- 
deacon, be  reconsidered. 

It  was  then  moved  by  the  Rev.  F.  A.  MacMillen  that  the 
Resolution  adopted  yesterday  afternoon  concerning  an  Arch- 
deacon be  re-affirmed.     Carried. 

On  motion,  adjourned  to  7:45  this  evening.

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The  G>nstitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Sunday-school  Institute 

in  the  Diocese  of  Lexington* 

PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  Clergy,  Officers  and  Teachers  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Lexington,  assembled  in 
Executive  Session,  June  1st,  1905,  at  Frankfort,  Ey.,  do 
hereby  organize,  under  the  godly  counsel  of  our  Bishop,  and 
imploring  the  aid  of  Almighty  God,  a  Sunday-school  Insti- 
tute for  the  purpose  of  securing  greater  efficiency  in  our 
Sunday-school  work.  We  have  accordingly  adopted  for  our 
guidance  the  following  Constitution. 

INCORPORATION. 

This  Institute  shall  be  incorporated  into  the  machinery 
of  the  Diocese,  under  the  provision  of  Canon  XV,  Cathedral 
Chapter,  page  50,  Sec.  4,  paragraph  2  (see  Journal  of  5th 
Annual  Diocesan  Council). 

CONSTITUTION. 

I.  Name.— The  name  of  this  Institute  shall  be  The 
Church  Sunday-school  Institute  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington. 

II.  Meinhership. — The  privileges  of  membership  shall 
be  open  to  all  the  Clerey,  and  to  the  Officers  and  Teachers 
of  all  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Lexington,  such  membership  being  conferred  by  Council 
resolution,  to  this  eflPect,  at  the  Tenth  Annual  Council,  June 
Ist,  1905,  convened  in  special  order. 

III.  Officers. — (1).  The  officers  of  this  Institute  shall 
be  a  President,  a  First  Vice  President,  a  Second  Vice  Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer:  and  these  officers,  with 
five  or  more  other  members,  shall  constitute  an  Executive 
Committee. 

(2).  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  President, 
ex-officio,  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  the  other  officers 
named  above  to  serve  until  the  first  annual  meeting.  These 
officers  shall  thereafter  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Institute. 

(3).  The  Bishop  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  the 
other  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

IV.  Executive  Coyiimittee. — During  the  intervals  be- 
tween the  annual   meetings,   full   authority  to  act  for    the 
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Institnte  shall  be  vested  in  the  Executive  Committee,  five 
of  whom,  at  any  meeting  regularly  called,  sfaall  constitute  a 
quorum.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies,  to  frame 
by-laws  for  the  direction  of  the  Institute  and  its  officers,  to 
appoint  the  annual  and  other  meetings,  and  to  arrange  the 
details  of  such  convocations,  institutes,  lectures,  normal  in- 
structions and  teachers'  meetings,  as  they  shall  undertake 
to  provide.  The  officers  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  the  same  as  those  of  the  Institute,  and  its  transactions,, 
shall  be  recorded  in  the  same  Book  of  Minutes  with  those  of 
the  Institute  itself. 

V.  Meetings. — There  shall  be  an  annual  Sunday-* 
school  Convention  and  Teachers'  Institute  each  year.  The 
sessions  of  this  Convention  shall  close  with  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Sunday-school  Institute.  Besides  this,  there 
shall  be  District  Institutes  each  year,  ^.  e,  (Northern  Dis- 
trict), (Eastern  District),  (Central  District).  At  these  the 
following  shall  be  the  general  order  of  business: 

(1).  Brief  Religious  Service. 

(2).  Reading  Papers. 

(3).  Discussion  of  same. 

(4).  Opening  of  Question  Box. 

(6).  If  possible,  a  Model  Training  Lesson. 

VI.  Amendments. — This  Constitution  may  be  amended 
at  any  regular  meeting,  on  motion  of  the  Executive  Commit* 
tee,  the  proposed  amendment  taking  effect  only  on  its  receiv- 
ing the  approval  of  the  Bishop. 

The  following  officers  were  then  nominated  and  elected 
at  Frankfort  session  of  Institute:  President,  J.  L.  Amsden, 
Versailles;  First  Vice  President,  Rev.  Frederick  A.  MacMil- 
len,  Covington;  Second  Vice  President,  Prof.  H.  C.  McKee, 
Frankfort;  Secretary,  Rev.  F.  B.  Wentworth,  Winchester; 
Treasurer,  Hon.  Allen  D.  Cole,  Maysville. 

It  was  then  resolved  that  the  Bishop,  at  his  leisure,  ap- 
point an  Executive  Committee  of  five. 

The  Rev.  R.  B.  Nelson  then  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  io 
the  Rector  and  members  of  the  congregation  of  Ascension 
Church,  Frankfort,  for  their  kind  hospitality  to  the  Deputies 
and  the  Council  during  its  Session.  This  motion  was  sec- 
onded -by  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Washington,  Mr.  J.   L.  Amsden,.

Annual  Report  of  the  Rev*  Austin  W.  Mann^  General 

Missionary  to  Deaf-^utes. 

To  the  Bi.  Bev,  William  Lewis  Burton^  D,  />., 

Bishop  Diocese  of  Lexington. 

Between  May  1,  1904,  and  May  1,  1905,  I  held  services 
for  deaf-mutes  at  the  Cathedral,  Lexington;  Trinity  Church 
and  the  State  Institution,  Danville;  and  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Paris,  with  encouraging  attendance  in  every  case.  The 
"combined  service"  at  Paris  was  attended  from  Cynthiana, 
Austerlitz,  and  other  neighboring  places.  Two  came  by  team 
26  miles.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Caswall  read  the  service  and  sermon 
for  the  hearing,  and  I  interpreted  for  the  mutes. 

The  deaf  of  Covington  and  Newport  have  attended  the 
services  at  the  Cincinnati  Cathedral.  Several  are  communi- 
cants. 

Prayer  Books,  Hymnals,  Prayer  Cards,  Tracts  and 
Church  Papers  have  been  distributed,  as  during  the  past  33 
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years  of  coatiauous  missionary  labor.  Tlie  inflaence  of  this 
literature  extends  beyond  the  deaf-mate  community,  to  their 
hearing  neighbors. 

At  one  of  the  missionary  meetings  at  the  last  General 
Convention,  I  was  permitted  to  present,  through  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Lloyd,  a  brief  statement  of  Church  Work  among  the  deaf  in 
the  United  States. 

An  International  Convention  of  Deaf-Mutes  was  held  at 
3t.  Louis  in  August  of  this  year.  I  represented  the  Mid- 
Western  District  of  the  Church  Mission  to  DeaLMutes,  and 
officiated  at  the  Mission  at  the  Cathedral.  I  beffan  the 
mission  in  1877.  As  Chaplain,^  I  served  the  Ohio  and  Michi- 
gan Alumni  Reunions. 

A  large  correspondence  engages  my  attention  every  year. 
Many  notices  have  to  be  mailed  to  the  Clergy,  to  the  deaf- 
mutes,  and  church  and  secular  papers.  Annual  and  quarterly 
reports  are  made  to  Bishops,  and  Secretaries  and  Treasurers 
of  Missionary  Boards. 

For  years,  appeals  have  been  made  for  offerings  towards 
the  Expense  Fund.  But  the  Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity 
•comes  at  an  unfavorable  time  of  the  year,  and  the  response 
falls  short  of  the  need.  Other  days  have  been  sugjijested  for 
the  object.  One  is  the  Third  Sunday  in  Advent.  Its  gospel 
also  makes  reference  to  the  deaf.

Chanoil  Guild,  work— furnishing  and  caring  for  Chancil  and 
Choir  Vestments.  Vested  Choir  have  done  good  work. 
Average  attendance,  10  out  of  total  of  15  members.  Have  no 
paid  singers,  but  in  two  years  have  developed  several  efficient 
soloists. 

Remarks — Our  choir  is  the  nucleus  for  Winchester 
Choral  Society,  45  members.  The  sacred  concerts  of  this 
body  have  become  a  musical  and  social  feature  of  this  com- 
munity. From  it  other  choirs  have  taken  an  inspiration  to 
higher  and  more  appropriate  music.  In  some  churches  por- 
tions of  our  Prayer  Book  service,  as  well  as  its  musical  set- 
ting, have  been  introduced.  Bible  Class,  during  the  winter 
months,  was  well  attended,  especially  by  men.  Service  based 
upon  our  Morning  Prayer  was  introduced  into  the  secret 
order  of  Enights  of  Pythias,  who  held  their  annual  church 
service  with  us.  Masonic  Order  worships  with  us  annually 
upon  St.  John's  Day,  using  the  Masonic  service,  i.  e.,  our 
Morning  Prayer,  arranged  by  Bishop  Dudley.
